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The 1997 Session of the North Carolina General Assembly 


The General Assembly of North Carolina convened at 12:00 noon today in the State Legislative Building in 
Raleigh. Counting from the first Assembly elected under the Constitution of 1776, this is the 143° session of the 
state legislature. (The official count of 141 apparently omits some of the sessions listed in John Cheney's North 
Carolina Government 1585-1979). 
| Legislators were elected annually from 1777 to 1836. Biennial elections have been the rule since 1838 

except for a brief return to annual elections between 1868 and 1870. 
The Generali Assembly has convened at the seat of government in Raleigh since 1794. Before then, it met 
4 at various times in New Bern, Halifax, Hillsborough, Fayetteville, Tarborough, and Smithfield.

SUMMARIES OF BILLS INTRODUCED TODAY 
SENATE BILLS 


S 17.1997 SENATE RULES. ADOPTING THE PERMANENT RULES OF THE SENATE FOR THE REGULAR 
SESSIONS OF THE 1997 GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF NORTH CAROLINA. Establishes the permanent rules for 
the 1997 Senate. Except as otherwise noted, the rules are identical to the 1995 rules. 

Committee structure. Establishes one Judiciary Committee with 25 members (there were two Judiciary 
committees in 1995) and specifies that the Commerce Committee has 22 members. Establishes a committee on 
State Government, Local Government and Personnel. Establishes select committees on Congressional 
Redistricting and Future of the Courts. 

Committee appointments. Deletes portions of Rule 31 that gave the minority leader authority to appointment 
minority party membership of committees. Thus, the President Pro Tem. will appoint all members of all 
committees. 

Introduction deadline. Establishes for the 1997 session the following bill introduction deadlines: March 27 for 
local bills and April 10 for public bills and resolutions except those honoring deceased persons or adjourning the 
General Assembly. In each case, allows a one-week grace period for introduction if the measure was submitted to 
Bill Drafting on or before the stated deadline. 

Cross-over deadline. Sets May 1 as the cross-over deadline. 

Conduct of debate. Clarifies Rule 23 as to the effect of moving the previous question. As revised, a member 
must specify to what pending matter the motion refers. Otherwise, a motion for the previous question applies to 
the bill and all pending amendments. Also clarifies Rule 28 as to the procedure for moving to divide the question 
ana the effect of such a motion if adopted. : 

Recall motions and discharge petitions. Rewrites Rule 47. As revised, a motion to recall a bill from committee 
to be referred to another committee may be made only by the President Pro Tem. or the chair of the committee to 
which the bill is currently assigned. That motion requires only a majority of those present and voting. (Previously, 
this motion could be made by any member upon proper notice and required the vote of 3/5 of the membership). 
Adds a procedure for cischarging a bill from committee upon petition signed by three-fifths of the membership. 
(Previously, there was no such procedure. ) 

Municipal incorporations. Adds to Rule 42.3 a requirement that any bill proposing incorporation of a 
municipality must have attached an assessment report from the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Municipai 
Inccrporations. 

Adoption of amendments and committee substitutes. Amends Rule 45.1 to provide that amendments and 
committee substitutes reported favorably by committee shall be deemed adopted upon reading of the committee 
report and shall be engrossed. (Previously, the Senate voted routinely to adopt committee amendments and 
substitutes. ) 

Conference committees. Revises Rule 57 to delete a provision that previously limited the number of Senators 
that could be appointed to conference committees. 

Succession to office of President Pro Tempore. Revises Rule 65 to provide that should the office of President 
Pro Tempore become vacant, the Senate will fill it by election. (Previously, the rule provided the Deputy President 
Pro Tempore succeeded automatically. ) 

Seat assignments. Amends Rule 72 to delete a provision that previously guaranteed a Senator to the seat 
that he or she occupied in the previous session.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 1.1997 HOUSE RULES. ADOPTING THE PERMANENT RULES OF THE REGULAR SESSIONS OF THE 
NORTH CAROLINA HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 1997 GENERAL ASSEMBLY. Establishes the 
permanent rules for the 1997 House of Representatives. Except as otherwise noted, the rules are identical to the 
1995 rules as amended in 1996. This digest summarizes the resolution as amended. 

Committee structure. Revises Rule 27 which prescribes the standing committees and permanent 
subcommittees of the House. Adds to the Appropriations Committee a subcommittee on Capital and Budget. 
Creates a permanent subcommittee on Local, Regional, and State Revenues in the Finance Committee. Creates a 
new Commerce Committee with four permanent subcommittees (Business & Labor, Financiai Institutions, Public 
Utilities, and Travel & Tourism). Adds Congressional Redistricting Committee. Restructures permanent 
subcommittees of the Education Committee to include Community Colleges; Pre-School, Elementary & Secondary 
Education; and Universities. Adds new committees on Election Law and Campaign Reform, Environment, 
Technology, and UNC Board of Governors. Separates Human Resources and Welfare Reform into two distinct 
committees. Establishes permanent subcommittee on Health in Insurance Committee. Eliminates Boards and 
Commissions subcommittee of State Government Committee. 

Majority Whip on all committees. Amends Rule 26 to add the Majority Whip as an ex officio member of all 
committees. 

Recalling bills from committee. Amends Rule 39 to make it more difficult to recall a bill from committee by 
motion or discharge petition. As revised, a motion to recail a bill from committee requires 3/5 of the membership, 
and a discharge petition requires the signatures of 3/5 of the membership (1995 rules required only a majority of 
those present and voting to recall from committee, and a majority of the membership to discnarge by petition). Also 
amends Rule 39 to provide that a motion to suspend this rule requires 2/3 of the membership (1995 rules required 
only 2/3 of those present and voting). 

Introduction deadline. Establishes for the 1997 session the following introduction deadlines: (1) Feb. 6 for 
study commission bills; (2) Feb. 27 for agency bills; (3) March 27 for local bills; (4) April 10 for public bills not 
containing appropriations or tax law changes; (5) April 24 for public bills containing appropriations and tax law 
changes or appropriations only; (6) May 8 for public bills containing tax law changes; (7) April 24 for resolutions 
other than those honoring deceased persons or providing for adjournment. In each case, a grace period of one 
week !s aliowed for introduction after the deadline if the measure was submitted to Bill Drafting on or before the 
stated deadline. 

Cross-over deadline. Sets the cross-over deadline as May 1. 

Makes several technical changes to establish procedures for handling veto messages, conforming the rules 
to statutory provisions and changes in the committee structure, and correcting cross references.

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SUMMARIES OF BILLS INTRODUCED TODAY 


S 1. CAMPAIGN REFORM ACT OF 1997. TO REFORM THE CAMPAIGN LAWS OF NORTH CAROLINA. 
Amends GS 163-278.13 to decrease from $4,000 to $2,000 the maximum contribution an individual or political 
committee may make to a candidate or political committee in an election. Allows candidate to make contributions 
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in excess of $2,000 to candidate’s own campaign. Repeals provision allowing candidate’s spouse, parents, and 
siblings to make contributions to candidate in excess of limit. Provides that a second primary does not constitute 
an election for any*candidate who is not on the ballot in the second primary. Provides that the limitation (1) applies 
to contributions to or from national, state, or local political party executive committees; (2) applies collectively to all 
executive committees of the same political party nationally or within the state; and (3) applies to contributions by 
political party executive committees of funds distributed from the North Carolina Political Parties Financing Fund 
under GS 163-278.42. Applies to elections held on or after Jan. 1, 1998. 

Effective Jan. 1. 1998, amends GS 163-278.9 to require treasurers for candidates for statewide office or the 
General Assembly and executive committees of the political parties to file reports electronically according to rules 
to be promulgated by the State Board of Elections. Repeals pre-primary and post-primary reporting requirements, 
and substitutes requirement for quarterly reports in election years and semi-annual reports in years in which 
reports are otherwise not required. Effective Feb. 1, 1998 amends GS 163-278.11(a)(1) to require that the 
contributors’ occupation’s be included in reports. 

Amends GS 163-278.6 to require reports of campaign contributions and expenditures in local referenda. 
Decreases from 50,000 to 10,000 the population of municipalities and counties that are exempt from filing local 
election reports. Effective Jan. 1, 1998. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1998 expands restriction on fund-raising during legislative session to prohibit solicitation or 
acceptance of contributions from, or the making of a contribution by, a political committee, or the parent entity of a 
political committee, that employs or contracts with a lobbyist.

S 2. CHANGE PRIMARY DATE (=S 13). TO PROVIDE FOR A LATER PRIMARY DATE. Amends numerous 
sections in GS Ch. 163 to change dates related to elections as described below. : 

Changes period for filing notices of candidacy for statewide offices, General Assembly, superior court judge, 
and county offices from first Monday in January through first Monday in February to last Monday in June through 
second Monday thereafter. Changes date of primary elections for those offices from Tuesday after first Monday in 
May to second Tuesday after first Monday in September. Changes date of second primaries from four weeks after 
first primary to three weeks after first primary. Changes deadline for requesting second primary from seventh day 
after first primary to sixth day after first primary. 

Changes deadline for newly certified political party to report names of its nominees from its party convention 
to have its nominees appear statewide, congressional, and national offices from first day of July before the general 
election to primary election day. Changes deadline for receipt of petitions to have name of candidate printed on 
ballot as unaffiliated candidate from last Friday in June fo last Friday in August. Changes deadline for receipt of 
petitions to have name of candidate printed on ballot as write in candidate from 90" day before general election to 
primary election day. Changes deadline for requesting that a county board of elections conduct a recount where 
margin between winner and second place finisher is less than one percent from second day after canvass to day 
after canvass. Changes deadline for requesting that the State Board of Elections conduct a recount where margin 
between winner and second place finisher is less than one percent from eighth day after the election to sixth day 
after the election. | 

Adds new G.S. 163-226.4 to provide that the State Board of Elections may, despite other provisions of law, 
provide new schedules for absentee ballot availability and approvals to accommodate the date changes made by 
this bill.

S 3. LOBBYIST WAITING PERIOD. TO PROVIDE A ONE-YEAR WAITING PERIOD BEFORE FORMER 
LEGISLATORS MAY BECOME LOBBYISTS. Adds new GS 120-47.5A as title indicates. Applies to individuals 
who leave office after Jan. 1, 1999.

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S 4. SAFE SCHOOLS ACT OF 1997. TO ENACT THE SAFE SCHOOLS ACT OF 1997. Blank bill.

S 5. EDUCATION GOVERNANCE CHANGES. TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO CHANGE THE 
COMPOSITION OF THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION AND MAKE THE SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC 
INSTRUCTION AN APPOINTEE OF THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION, AND TO MAKE CORRESPONDING 
STATUTORY CHANGES. Proposes to amend Article |X of the Constitution as title indicates, subject to voter 
approval at the Nov. 3, 1998, general election. 

The State Board of Education is now composed of the Lieutenant Governor, the State Treasurer, and 11 
members appointed by the Governor for eight-year terms subject to confirmation by the General Assembly in joint 
session. The Governor designates the chair. Eight of the Governor's appointments are from eight educational 
districts established by the General Assembly and three are at large. The Superintendent of Public Instruction is 
elected by the people for a four-year term. The duties of that office are specified by statute. 

This bill restructures the State Board of Education to be composed of the Lieutenant Governor, the State 
Treasurer, nine members appointed by the Governor, three members appointed by the General Assembly on 
recommendation of the President Pro Tem. of the Senate, and three members appointed by the General Assembly 
on recommendation of the Speaker of the House. Terms will be four years. The Governor's appointments are not 
subject to confirmation and the Governor continues to designate the chair. The General Assembly is empowered 
by statute to prescribe qualifications for Board members and to impose term limits. The office of Superintendent of 
Public Instruction is specified in the Constitution but is appointed by the State Board of Education to serve at its 
pleasure. 

The bill includes implementing iegislation that becomes effective upon voter approval of the constitutional 
amendment. With respect to the General Assembly’s appointments, provides that one appointment in each house 
will be made on recommendation of the minority leader. The other four are made on recommendation of the 
President Pro Tem. and Speaker (two each). Imposes a limit of two, four-year terms in succession. Provides that 
the State Board defines the specific duties of the Superintendent of Public Instruction. 

Makes provisions concerning State Board effective July 1, 1999. Provisions concerning Superintendent of 
Public Instruction are effective Jan. 1, 2001, or when precleared under the Voting Rights Act of 1965, whichever 
comes first.

S 6. REVISE SCHOOL CALENDAR. TO REVISE THE LAWS RELATED TO THE PUBLIC SCHOOL CALENDAR 
TO PROVIDE LOCAL BOARDS OF EDUCATION AND SCHOOLS GREATER FLEXIBILITY AND LOCAL 
CONTROL. Revises, reorganizes, and clarifies the provisions of the General Statutes regarding the setting of the 
public school calendar and terms of employment of teachers. Repeals GS 115C-84 and 115C-84.1 (concerning 
the school calendar) and GS 115C-302 (concerning teacher employment terms), but retains much of the content 
of those sections in new GS 115C-84.2 (concerning the school calendar) and 115C-302.1 (teacher employment). 

School calendar. Provides that each local board of education is to adopt a school calendar consisting of 220 
days within one fiscal year. The local board sets the day of opening of school and the day of closing of school, but 
may delay the day of closing if necessary. The opening and closing dates need not be the same for all schools in 
the same system. The calendar must cali for at least 1,000 hours of instruction over at least nine months. 

Teachers may be required to work no more than 200 days, with 10 days set aside for vacation days for all 
teachers, to be used when students are not in attendance. Students must be required to attend at least 180 days. 
Beyond the 180 day minimum attendance requirements, local boards may schedule 10 teacher workdays or 10 
additional days of instruction and the remaining days are to be scheduled by each school’s principai, in 
consultation with the school improvement team, as teacher workdays or additional instructional days. Schooi may 
not be scheduled for Sunday. During any period of emergency conditions, the State Board of Education may order 
recesses or adjournment of the public schools. 

Teacher employment. State-allotted teachers are to be paid by state funds for a term of 10 months, may not 
be required to work more than 200 days in the 220-day calendar and may not be required to work in July unless 
the school to which the teacher is assigned is a year-round school or the teacher is employed for a term in excess 
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of 10 months. State-allotted months of employment for vocational education may be used for employment of 
teachers of vocational and technical education for terms other than 10 months, as determined by the local board of 
education. 

Teachers are to be paid monthly on a pay date set by the local board. Special provisions apply for salary 
payments in the tenth month in cases in which teachers fail to meet all workday requirements in the remainder of 
the tenth month after the pay date. Provisions regarding payment for 10 months of work spread over a 12 month 
period are retained. Provisions regarding accumulation and use of vacation leave are retained. Adds provisions 
‘for use of a maximum of two personal leave days per year which, unlike vacation days, may, with prior approval 
and subject to certain restrictions, be used on days when students are in attendance. 

Local boards must implement the act by the beginning of the 1998-99 school year.

S 7. INCREASE DRUG SALE PENALTIES. TO /MPLEMENT THE NORTH CAROLINA SENTENCING AND 
POLICY ADVISORY COMMISSION'S RECOMMENDATION TO INCREASE THE CRIMINAL PENALTY FOR 
THE SALE OF CERTAIN CONTROLLED SUBSTANCES. Amends GS 90-95(b) to (1) make the sale of a 
schedule | or Il controlled substance a class G felony (was, class H felony), and (2) make the sale of a schedule 
Il, IV, V, or VI controlled substance a class H felony (was, class | felony). Applies to offenses committed on or 
after Dec. 1, 1997.

S 8. STRUCTURED SENTENCING AMENDMENTS. 70 /MPLEMENT THE NORTH CAROLINA SENTENCING 
AND POLICY ADVISORY COMMISSION'S RECOMMENDATION TO AMEND THE STRUCTURED 
SENTENCING PROVISIONS REGARDING THE CALCULATION OF PRIOR RECORD LEVELS. Amends GS 
15A-1340.14(d) governing prior record level for felony sentencing to specify treatment of multiple convictions in a 
single session of district court. Amends GS 15A-1340.15 and 15A-1340-22(c) to provide mechanism for 
determining if convictions are “transactionally related.” Amends prior record and conviction level provisions to 
specify that if the convictions are not transactionally related, each one is used for determining the prior record 
ievel. Amends GS 15A-1340.14 and GS 15A-1340.21 to define a “conviction free period” as a period of 10 years 
immediately preceding the current offense during which the defendant has not been convicted of a felony ora 
misdemeanor (other than certain misdemeanors specified in the bill) and has not been incarcerated as a result of 
a conviction of any felony or misdemeanor. If defendant has a “conviction free period,” prior class H and | felony 
convictions and class A1 and 1 misdemeanor convictions are not assigned points for felony sentencing, and class 
H and | felony convictions and misdemeanor convictions are not counted for misdemeanor sentencing. Applies to 
offenses committed on or after Dec. 1, 1997.

S 9. EMBEZZLEMENT/INCREASE PENALTY. 7O /MPLEMENT THE NORTH CAROLINA SENTENCING AND 
POLICY ADVISORY COMMISSION'S RECOMMENDATION TO INCREASE THE CRIMINAL PENALTY FOR 
CERTAIN EMBEZZLEMENT OFFENSES. Amends various statutes to make embezzlement of money, goods or 
property with a value of $100,000 or more a class C felony. Makes embezzlement of money, goods, or property 
with a value of less than $100,000 a class F felony (with respect to violations of GS 14-91,14-92, and 14-99 ora

S 13. CHANGE PRIMARY DATE. TO PROVIDE FOR A LATER PRIMARY DATE. With one exception, this bill is 
identical to S 2, introduced 1/30/97. S 13 would change the primary date from the Tuesday after the first Monday 
in May to the first Tuesday in September, while S 2 would change the primary date to the Tuesday after the first 
Monday in September.

S 27. VETO PROCEDURAL CHANGES. TO MAKE PROCEDURAL CHANGES IN THE CONFORMING 
LEGISLATION CONCERNING GUBERNATORIAL VETO. Amends GS 120-33(d2) to provide that bill is not to be 
presented to Governor until the next business day after the bill was ratified (was, until the time for moving for 
reconsideration of bill had expired). Defines business day as a weekday other than one on which there is both a 
state employee holiday and neither the House or the Senate is in session. Provides that no bill required to be 
presented to the Governor shall be recalled from enrolling clerk or Governor after it has been ratified but before it 
has been acted upon by the Governor except by joint resolution. In calculating period under Section 22(7) (time for 
action on bill by Governor) of Article Il of NC Constitution, the day on which the bill is presented to the Governor 
shall be excluded and the entire last day of the period is included.

Building Code Council or other specified entities. Repeals provisions relating to unlawful installation of unvented

S 33. REVENUE LAWS TECHNICAL CHANGES. TO MAKE TECHNICAL AND CONFORMING CHANGES TO 
THE REVENUE LAWS AND RELATED STATUTES. As title indicates. (1) Repeals obsolete statute that requires 
gun owners to list their guns for property taxes. Statute is unnecessary because nonbusiness personal property is 
exempt from property taxes and listing requirements for business personal property are contained in Machinery 
Act. (2) Increases inheritance tax return filing threshold for class A beneficiaries from $450,000 to $600,000 to 
conform to increased credit enacted in 1996; effective for estates of decedents dying on or after Jan. 1, 1997. (3) 
Clarifies that owner is liable for deferred taxes that have accrued on property valued at its present use whenever 
property loses its eligibility for present use value classification. Clarification codifies Dep't of Revenue’s long- 
standing interpretation of use value program. (4) Makes clear that per gallon motor fuel tax refunds do not apply to 
inspection tax. (5) Makes clear that motor fuel supplier that sells kerosene is not required to have separate license 
as kerosene supplier.

S 34. ADJUST CITY RECEIPTS TAX SHARE. TO ADJUST THE SHARE THE CITIES RECEIVE FROM THE 
STATE GROSS RECEIPTS TAX TO MAKE THE DISTRIBUTION MORE EQUITABLE. Deletes GS 105-116(d) 
and 105-120(c) which now provide for the distribution of most of the franchise taxes collected by the state on gross 
sales of power companies, natural gas companies, and telephone companies back to cities in all cases where the 
taxes relate to sales within the city. Replaces those provisions with new GS 105-116.1 providing that the 
distribution back to the cities is to be calculated as 3.09% of the sales within the city reduced by a “hold-back 
amount,” determined by comparing for each city the distribution made in 1990-91 with the distribution made in 
1995-96. If the 1995-96 figure is at least 95% of the 1990-91 figure, the hold-back amount is to be the same 
amount by which the city’s 1995-96 distribution was reduced. If the 1995-96 figure was not at least 95%, then the 
statute sets out calculations to be applied to adjust the hold-back amount to insure that the distribution amount to 
each particular city is at least the 1990-91 amount. If this adjustment is made, the city is to be paid double the 
amount of the adjustment by July 15, 1997 to restore to the city the adjustment which would have been made for 
1995-96 had this bill been law.

S 35. REVENUE LAWS STUDY COMMITTEE. TO CREATE A STATUTORY REVENUE LAWS STUDY 
COMMITTEE. Establishes a 16 member Revenue Laws Study Committee to review the state’s revenue laws and 
report recommended changes to the General Assembly. Pres. Pro Tem. Appoints eight members; Speaker 
appoints eight members. Members may be senators, representatives, or public members. Pres. Pro Tem. and 
Speaker will appoint co-chairs of the committee.

S 36. UNIFORM TAX ON PIPED NATURAL GAS. TO ESTABLISH A UNIFORM TAX ON PIPED NATURAL GAS 
BY CONVERTING THE SALES TAX AND GROSS RECEIPTS TAX ON PIPED NATURAL GAS INTO A TAX 
BASED ON VOLUME OF THERMS. Amends GS 105-116 to delete the special gross receipts tax that now applies 
to certain sales by natural gas companies (but leaves in place that section’s imposition of a similar tax on electric 
companies). Amends GS 105-164.3(25), 105-164.4(a), 105-164.13, and 105-164. 20 (portions of the sales and 
use tax laws) to remove piped natural gas companies from the definition of “utility” and to exempt sales of piped 
natural gas from sales and use tax. Adds new Article 5D to GS Chapter 105 applying a new excise tax on piped 
natural gas consumed in North Carolina, imposed in lieu of the gross receipts tax and the sales and use tax. Sets 
the rate of tax as $.047 per therm for the first 200 therms received during a month; $.027 per therm for therms 
201 through 15,000; and $.022 per therm over 15,000. For piped natural gas delivered by a local distribution 
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company to a sales customer or a transportation customer, the tax is payable by the local distribution company. 
For piped natural gas delivered to a sales customer by a city, the tax is payable by the city. For piped natural gas 
received by a person directly from an interstate pipeline for consumption by that person, the tax Is payable by that 
person. Bill specifies manner of payment of tax. Bill provides that the state is to distribute to cities one-half of the 
amount of the tax attributable to sales in that city, less a “hold back” amount, which is an amount equal to one- 
fourth of the increase in the amount of piped natural gas tax proceeds distributed to the city during the 12-month 
period beginning April 1, 1994 compared to the amount distributed during the 12-month period beginning April 1, 
1990. Makes conforming changes in GS 105-187.42 and 105-259(b) and 160A-211.

To obtain a setoff, the amount of the debt owed the local government and 
the amount of the refund must be at least $50, and the local government must submit its request for setoff through 
a clearinghouse established pursuant to GS Ch. 160A, art. 20, the NC League of Municipalities, or the NC Ass'n of 
County Comm'rs. A local government requesting the setoff must first give the debtor notice and an opportunity for 
a hearing.

H 12. STUDY FUTURE OF ELECTRIC SERVICE. (= S 38) TO ESTABLISH THE STUDY COMMISSION ON THE 
FUTURE OF ELECTRIC SERVICE IN NORTH CAROLINA. Creates study comm’n to examine the cost, 
adequacy, availability, and pricing of electric rates and service to determine whether legislation is necessary to 
assure an adequate and reliable source of electricity and economical, fair, and equitable rates. Comm'n is to be 
composed of 20 voting members: four Senators appointed by the President Pro Tempore; four Representatives 
appointed by the Speaker; the chief executive officer of the Electric Membership Corporation (or representative): 
the chief executive officer of ElectriCities (or representative); the chief executive officer of Duke Power Company 
(or representative); the chief executive officer of the North Carolina Power Company (or representative); the chief 
executive officer of Carolina Power and Light Company (or representative); two residential consumers of 
electricity to be appointed by the Governor, one residential consumer appointed by the President Pro Tem. and 
one residential consumer appointed by the Speaker; two industrial consumers (one appointed by the President 
Pro Tem. and one by the Speaker); and one member of the environmental community appointed by the Governor. 
Comm'n Is to report the results of its study to the 1999 General Assembly and may make an interim report in 1998.

H 13. SIMPLIFY & REDUCE INHERITANCE TAX. TO SIMPLIFY AND REDUCE INHERITANCE TAXES. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1998, and applicable to estates of decedents dying on or after that date, adds new GS 105-6.1 to 
provide that when Article 1 (inheritance tax) of GS Ch. 105 imposes inheritance tax on property transferred by 
decedent but no state death tax credit is allowed under section 2011 of IRC (Internal Revenue Code) against 
federal estate tax due on transfer of decedent's estate, amount of inheritance tax is reduced by appropriate 
percentage as provided below. Also provides that when State imposes inheritance tax on property transferred by 
decedent and state death tax credit is allowed under section 2011 of IRC against federal estate tax due on transfer 
of decedent's estate, amount of inheritance tax that exceeds maximum credit for state death taxes is reduced by 
appropriate percentage as provided below. Calendar year of decedent's death and percentage reduction: 1998, 
20%; 1999, 40%; 2000, 60%; 2001; 80%; 2002 and thereafter, 100%. Effective for estates of decedents dying on 
after Jan. 1, 2002, Article 1 of GS Ch. 105 is repealed. 

Effective for estates of decedents dying on after Jan. 1, 2002, adds new Article 1A to GS Ch. 105, entitled 
Estate Taxes. Provides that estate tax is imposed on estate of decedent when federal estate tax is imposed on 
estate under section 2001 of IRC and (1) decedent was NC resident at death; or (2) decedent was not NC resident 
at death and owned real property or tangible personal property in NC or intangible personal property with NC tax 
situs. Amount of estate tax is maximum credit for state death taxes allowed under section 2001 of IRC. If any 
property in estate is located in state other than NC and decedent was resident of NC at death, amount of estate 
tax is calculated based on net value of estate that does not have tax situs in another state divided by net value of 
all property in estate. Specifies state tax for decedent who was not resident of NC at death. Includes provisions 
regarding liability for estate tax, payment of estate tax, making installment payments of tax due when federal 
estate tax is payable in installments, estate tax lien on real property in estate, generation-skipping transfer tax, and 
effect of federal determinations that changes the amount of estate tax payable to NC.

H 14. TAX ON CUSTOM COMPUTER SOFTWARE. TO MODIFY THE SALES TAX DEFINITION OF CUSTOM

subject to the sales tax with the following definition: “computer software delivered on a storage medium, such as a 
cd rom, a disk, or a tape.” Amends GS 105-164.13 to add “custom computer software” to the list of properties 
exempt from the sales tax. Such software is defined as that written in accordance with the specifications of a 
specific customer. Modification of a prewritten program to meet a customer's needs is custom computer software 
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only to the extent of the modification, unless the charge for modifying the program exceeds 50% of the total 
charge for the program: in that event the entire program is to be considered custom computer software. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1997, and applicable to sales made on and after that date.

H 15. CONFORM TAX ON RESTORED INCOME. TO CONFORM TO FEDERAL TAX TREATMENT OF INCOME 
RESTORED UNDER A CLAIM OR RIGHT. Adds new GS 105-266.2 to provide that a taxpayer who is subject to 
alternative tax under section 1341(a)(5) of Internal Revenue Code for current taxable year because the taxpayer 
restored an item of income that had been included in taxpayer's gross income for an earlier tax year will for 
purpose of Article 4 (income tax) of GS Ch. 105, be considered to have made a payment of tax for the current 
taxable year on the date the return for current taxable year was filed or the date the return was due to be filed, 
whichever is later. Amount of this tax payment is equal to the amount that the state income taxpayer's tax for 
earlier taxable year was increased because the item of income was included in the taxpayer's gross income for 
that year minus the amount that the taxpayer's state income tax for the current taxable year was decreased 
because the item was deductible for that year. To the extent that this payment of tax creates an overpayment, the 
overpayment is refundable under GS 105-266. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1995.

WASTE MANAGEMENT SYSTEMS THAT MUST BE PERMITTED AND (2) EXPANSIONS OF SUCH EXISTING 
SYSTEMS IN A LOCATION THAT IS SUBJECT TO FLOODING BY A ONE-HUNDRED-YEAR FLOOD. Amends 
GS 143-215.10C(b) to provide that no animal waste management system for which a permit is required may be 
constructed on land that is subject to flooding by a 100-year flood.

SL 1995, Ch. 738, amended GS 14-234 (concerning a board member's 
profiting from a purchasing transaction involving the board), and GS 14-236 (concerning a board member's having 
a financial interest in a company doing business with the board), to exempt the Guilford County Board of 
Education from those criminal statutes as long as the board member discloses his or her interest in the business 
and abstains from voting on a contract relating to the business. This bill repeals the 1995 law, thereby placing 


members of the Guilford County Board of Education under the general criminal statutes regarding conflict of 
interest.

Creates Study comm’n to review state and federally funded job training programs to determine the feasibility of .

CONTRIBUTIONS. Amends GS 105-130.9 to increase the allowable annual deduction from the corporate income 
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tax for charitable contributions from 5% to 10%, and provides for a five-year carry forward for deductions in excess 
of 10%. Effective for tax years beginning on and after Jan. 1, 1998.

H 23. CAMPAIGN STANDARDS. TO ESTABLISH A NORTH CAROLINA CAMPAIGN STANDARDS CODE TO 
BE ENFORCED BY A CAMPAIGN STANDARDS COMMISSION. Enacts new Art. 22D of GS Ch. 163 for 
purposes indicated in title. 

Code of Campaign Standards. Prohibits the following conduct during an election campaign by any person 
through the use of campaign materials, press releases, media advertisements, or otherwise, when the conduct !s 
done knowingly and with the intent to affect the outcome of an election campaign: (1) making a false or misleading 
statement (as defined in bill) concerning the voting record of a candidate or public official; (2) making a false or 
misleading statement that a candidate or public official has been indicted or convicted for theft, extortion, or other 
crimes involving financial corruption or moral turpitude; (3) stating that a candidate has been indicted for any crime 
or has been the subject of a finding by the Campaign Standards Comm'n without disclosing the outcome of any 
legal proceeding resulting from the indictment or finding; (4) identifying in a false or misleading way the source of a 
statement or the endorsement of or opposition to a candidate; (5) issuing a statement under the name of another 
person without attribution; (6) making a false or misleading statement concerning a candidate's educational 
background, employment, or professional or occupational licenses; (7) appealing to discrimination based on race, 
gender, or religious belief; (8) using a photograph, film, or video of a candidate that is designed to make the 
candidate look personally unpleasant or contorted or that is taken significantly out of context; or (9) engaging in 
other improper campaign-related conduct specified in bill. 

NC Campaign Standards Comm'n. Establishes the Campaign Standards Comm'n within the State Board of 
Elections. Directs the State Board of Elections to provide staff assistance to the Comm'n. Comm'n will consist of 
six members (no more than three members affiliated with same political party) appointed by the Governor from a 
list of six nominees submitted by each of the state chairs of the two political parties that have the largest number of 
registered voters. Initial appointments must be made by Oct. 1,1997. Following initial appointments, Comm'n 
members will serve staggered four-year terms and may serve no more than two full terms. A Comm'n member 
may not hold or be a candidate for public office; serve as an officer or on the executive committee of a political 
party or serve on a committee supporting or opposing a candidate; be a registered lobbyist; make or solicit a 
contribution on behalf of a candidate or political committee; or be a state employee. 

Directs Comm'n to (1) adopt rules necessary for effective administration of this law; (2) receive and process 
complaints regarding alleged violations of campaign standards established by this law; and (3) report with respect 
to the conduct of election campaigns (and recommend proposed legislation, if necessary) to the General 
Assembly by the convening of each regular legislative session.

The nonresident will receive credit for the withheld taxes by filing a North 
Carolina income tax return, and any excess will be refunded to the taxpayer.

(used in reference to annexation of areas for urban development) to an area that does not exceed 25% of total 
area to be annexed.

Adds exemption from reports, except organizational report. for 
referendum committees that do not receive more than $1,000 in loans or contributions and do not intend to spend 
more than $1,000. Requires that reports list the employer, as well as the occupation, of persons who contribute 
more than $100 to a candidate, political committee, or referendum committee. Adds section requiring that all 
printed matter from a political party or political committee opposing a political candidate include, in type no smaller 
than 12 points, the name of the political party, committee or candidate benefiting from the communication.

Provides that retailers of lottery tickets receive 5% of retail price of ticket and that comm’n may give incentive 
bonus of up to 2% based on sales volume. Prohibits sale of lottery tickets to minors or payment of prizes to 
minors, but allows person over 18 years of age to give or assign lawfully purchased tickets to minor and allows 
payment of prize won by minor to minor’s family or legal guardian. 

Establishes Lottery Fund in State Treasury and requires State Controller to advance necessary funds for 
start-up costs. Provides that up to 16% of annual lottery revenues may be used for lottery expenses and that at 
ieast 50% of revenues must be used for prizes. Provides that, after payment of expenses and prizes, remainder is 
to be distributed as follows: 50% to UNC Board of Governors and the Dep’t of Community Colleges for education 
improvement scholarships; up to $1 million (depending on availability of funds) to each local school administrative 
unit for capital outlay projects; and any balance to the early childhood education and development initiatives 
program. 

Revises tax code to subject winnings to state taxes and revises criminal statutes to exempt lottery activities 
from criminal penalties. Preempts all local regulation. Becomes effective when state Board of Elections certifies 
referendum results.

106, Art. 67 to add the following siting requirements for swine houses and lagoons: (1) at least 2,500 feet from 
national or state park or forest, wildlife refuge, fragile or historic area, or outdoor recreation facility; (2) at least 
1,320 feet from any surface waters of the State: (3) at least 1,000 feet from any property boundary for any new or 
enlarged swine farm with capacity of at least 500,000 Ibs. Steady live weight; (4) at least 1,500 feet from any 
property boundary for any new or enlarged swine farm with Capacity of at least 1,000,000 Ibs. steady live weight; 
and (5) at least 500 feet from any public or private drinking water supply. Requires outer perimeter of land onto 
which lagoon waste is applied to be at least 100 feet (currently, 50) from any boundary of property on which an 
occupied residence is located and from any perennial stream or river, other than an irrigation ditch or canal. A new 
or expanding swine house or lagoon may not be located in a 100-year floodplain unless protected from flooding as 
provided by regulations of the Federal Emergency Management Agency and the National Flood Insurance 
eae Floodplain Management and certified by the Dep't of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources

The primary purpose of revised Art. 8 is to accommodate the system of “indirect holding” of investment 
securities. The provisions of current Art. 8 are based on the assumption that changes in ownership of securities 
will be effected by delivery of the physical certificates or by registration of transfer on the books of the issuer (both 
are forms of “direct” holding). In the “indirect holding” system, settlement of the vast majority of securities trades 
does not involve either of these events. Instead, trades are settled through netted settlement arrangements and 
accounting entries on the books of a multi-tiered pyramid of securities intermediaries. Revised Art. 8, however, 
does not completely supplant provisions relating to “direct holding” of investment securities. 

Parts 2, 3, and 4 of revised Art. 8 deal only with the rights of persons who hold securities directly. In typical 
securities holding arrangements in the modern depository system, only the clearing corporation is a direct holder 
of securities and the rules in Parts 2, 3, and 4 thus have no application to relationships arising below the clearing 
corporation level. Under revised Art. 8, a person who holds a security through a broker or securities custodian has 
a security entitlement governed by the rules of Part 5, but is not a direct holder of the security. 

With respect to securities that are held directly, revised Art. 8 retains the basic conceptual structure and rules 
of current law. Part 2 is largely unchanged from current law and applies to investment securities the principles of 
negotiable instruments law that preclude the issuers of negotiable instruments from asserting defenses against 
subsequent purchasers. Part 3 deals with the transfer of directly held securities and applies to investment 
securities the principles of negotiable instruments law that protect purchasers of negotiable instruments against 
adverse claims. Part 4 deais with the process of registration of transfer by the issuer or transfer agent. Although 
the basic concepts of the direct holding system rules are retained in revised Art. 8, there are significant changes in 
terminology, organization, and statement of the rules. For example, revised Art. 8 replaces the concepts of “bona 
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fide purchaser’ and “good faith” with the concept of a “protected purchaser” when referring to purchasers in the 
direct holding system who are protected against adverse claims. Revised Art. 8 also simplifies the rules 
concerning uncertificated securities. 

Part 5 of revised Art. 8 applies to the indirect holding system for investment securities. The term ‘security 
entitlement’ refers to the core “package of rights” of a person who holds a security through a securities 
intermediary. A person acquires a security entitlement when the securities intermediary credits the financial asset 
to the person’s account. A securities intermediary must maintain a sufficient quantity of financial assets to satisfy 
the claims of all of its entitlement holders. Financial assets held by the intermediary for its entitlement holders are 
not the property of the intermediary and are not subject to claims of the intermediary's general creditors. Thus, a 
security entitlement is itself a form of property interest and not merely an in personam claim against the 
intermediary. 

Also amends Art. 9 of GS Ch. 25 to revise rules concerning security interests in investment securities, 
establishing a simplified structure for the creation and perfection of security interests in investment securities, 
whether held directly or indirectly. Makes conforming changes to other provisions of General Statutes.

(5) Reduces marking requirements for dyed diesel storage tanks by requiring tank to be marked only if 
tank is at retail location or at location of user that stores both dyed and undyed diesel. (6) Clarifies tax liability 
concerning use of exempt cards and exempt access codes. (7) Requires out-of-state bulk end user that buys fuel 
at NC terminal, as opposed to bulk plant, to be licensed as distributor or exporter. (8) Changes due date of return 
of an occasional importer from first of each month to third of each month. (9) Adds imports to categories of 
information contained on supplier's return. (10) Allows supplier to take deduction on supplier's return for taxes paid 
by supplier on fuel that was later sold at retail to person who is exempt from tax and who used card issued by 
supplier to indicate their tax-exempt status when buying fuel. (11) Adds importers to groups of license holders that 
must receive certain information from suppliers and about whom suppliers must notify Dep't of Revenue. (12) 
Clarifies that person who pays tax on fuel that is exempt from tax can apply for refund of tax paid. (13) Adds civil 
penalty for failure to get importer confirmation number. (14) Clarifies that penalty for using dyed diese! or other 
non-tax-paid fuel in highway vehicle applies to all fuel used in vehicle. (15) Clarifies that failure to pay tax under 
former motor fuel tax laws is to be treated the same as failure to pay under revised laws. (16) Requires retailer or 
bulk user of alternative fuel that will be the taxpayer for the fuel to post bond. (17) Changes when liability for tax on 
certain alternative fuel accrues by allowing those retailers and users that use same storage tank for highway and 
nonhighway alternative fuel to pay tax on highway alternative fue! when it is metered from the tank.

FIREARMS SAFETY AND TRAINING INSTRUCTION AND FROM THE BACKGROUND CHECKS REQUIRED 
TO OBTAIN A CONCEALED HANDGUN PERMIT. Adds new GS 14-415.12A as title indicates. Defines a qualified 
law enforcement officer as an officer employed by a local, state, or federal agency who (1) is authorized to carry a 
handgun in the course of duty, (2) is not subject to a disciplinary action by the agency that prevents the carrying of 
a handgun, and (3) meets the requirements established by the agency for carrying a handgun. A qualified former 
law enforcement officer is an individual who retired from a local, state, or federal agency as a law enforcement 
officer, other than for reasons of mental disability, who (1) immediately before retirement was a qualified law 
enforcement officer as defined above, (2) has a nonforfeitable right to benefits under the agency’s retirement plan 
as a law enforcement officer, and (3) is not prohibited by state or federal law from receiving a handgun. Effective

Students eligible for Pell 
Grants, but whose grant does not cover full tuition and fees, .are eligible for assistance to cover gap between grant 
and full cost. Provides that students who are ineligible to receive Pell Grants may qualify for assistance as well. 
Such students may receive grants if: (1) the applicant's custodial parent has one dependent child under age 21 
and adjusted gross income of the family for the immediate preceding tax year is less than $30,000, or (2) the 
applicant's custodial parent has two dependent children under age 21 and adjusted gross income of the family for 
the immediate preceding tax year is less than $35,000, or (3) the applicant's custodial parent has three or more 
dependent children under age 21 and adjusted gross income of the family for the immediate preceding tax year is 
less than $40,000. Authorizes State Board to determine other special circumstances of need. 
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Appropriates $18,581,944 for 1997-98 and $19,006,918 for 1998-99 from General Fund to State Board of 
Community Colleges for implementation.

To be a qualified charity, the charity must 
be an organization to which contributions are deductible under the Internal Revenue Code and the organization 
must be certified by the state Secretary of Human Resources as one whose predominant activity (that is, at least 
70% of its expenditures) is providing services to individuals who annual incomes do not exceed 150% of the 
official federal poverty line. Charities must apply for certification annually, and pay a $75 fee to Sec’y of Human 
Resources. To claim the credit, the taxpayer (and taxpayer's family) must not be an officer or employee of the 
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internal Revenue Code. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1998.

Dry-Cleaning Solvent Tax. Adds Art. 5C to GS Ch. 105, Subchapter |, to impose privilege tax on dry- 
cleaning solvent retailer. Rate is $4.25 per gallon of dry-cleaning solvent if solvent is chlorine-based and 85 cents 
per gallon if hydrocarbon-based. Tax proceeds (minus Dep't of Revenue’s allowance for administrative expenses) 
go to Fund. Sec’y of EHNR may retain up to $225,000 from tax revenues as reimbursement to DEHNR. 

Registration of Dry-Cleaning Facilities. Requires owner or operator of each dry-cleaning facility and 
wholesale solvent distribution facility to register with DEHNR. Dep't will issue registration certificate when .- 
owner/operator (1) certifies that facility complies with best management practices adopted by EMC and (2) has 
demonstrated liability insurance coverage of at least $1 million, has posted bond with EMC of at least $1 million, or 
has presented evidence satisfactory to EMC that facility is uninsurable. Sets registration fees for facilities ranging 
from $250 to $2,750 depending on size of facility and whether facility has demonstrated financial responsibility. 

Assessment and remediation. \f release of solvents is discovered at dry-cleaning or wholesale distribution 
facility, including the site of an abandoned facility, the owner/operator may petition EMC to certify the facility or 
site. Petitioner must agree to incur response costs for the site ranging from $5,000 to $25,000 per occurrence, 
depending on size and type of facility. EMC may grant petition and issue certification if petitioner has complied 
with all requirements. EMC must reject petition, if, for example, petitioner willfully failed to comply with EMC- 
approved management practices, or failed to demonstrate financial responsibility or that facility was uninsurable. 
Once facility is certified by EMC, owner/operator may seek reimbursement from Fund for response costs incurred 
in connection with release. EMC may authorize reimbursement of up to $200,000 per year for any individual 
facility, or up to $400,000 per year where there is substantial threat to health or environment. Sets out criteria for 
granting or withholding reimbursement. EMC may not reimburse where costs can be paid through 
owner/operator’s insurance. 

Penalties. Sec’y of EHNR may impose civil penalty up to $10,000 on person who fails to apply for 
registration, uses solvent for which transfer fee has not been paid, transfers solvent to unregistered facility, or 
otherwise violates requirements of act. Civil penalty may continue at $10,000 per day while violation continues, up 
to limit of $200,000 for each period of 30 days of violation. Violations of act also constitute class 2 misdemeanors 
if offense is through negligence (fine up to $15,000 per day of violation and $200,000 per month of violation), class 
| felony if offense is committed knowingly and willfully (fine up to $100,000 per day and $500,000 per month), or 
class C felony if person knows that violation places another person in imminent danger of death or serious bodily 
injury. 

Reporting. Requires Sec’y of EHNR to report to EMC annually concerning (1) releases of solvents throughout 
state (2) cleanups requiring Fund expenditures, (3) receipts of and disbursements from Fund, (4) list of certified 
facilities, and (5) related matters. 

Effective dates. Provisions regarding registration, penalties and enforcement and reporting by Sec’y are 
effective Jan. 1, 1998. Provisions regarding certification, assessment, risk assessment, appeals, and preemption 
are effective July 1, 1998. All other provisions of act are effective July 1, 1997. Reimbursements authorized by 
act are available for eligible expenses incurred after Jan. 1, 1998. EMC must credit petitioner's expenses for 
assessment or remediation incurred before that date to petitioners required financial contribution to cost of 
assessment or remedial actions at the release site.

S 161. JUDICIAL TIMBER SALE/SEALED BID(=H 197). TO ESTABLISH A PROCEDURE FOR CONDUCTING 
JUDICIAL SALES OF TIMBER BY A SEALED BID, AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL STATUTES 
COMMISSION. Makes numerous revisions in Part 1 (Generali Provisions) and Part 2 (Procedure for Public Sales 
of Real and Personal Property) of Article 29A (Judicial Sales) of GS Ch. 1, for the purpose of establishing a 
procedure for conducting judicial sales of timber by sealed bid. 

Under current law, a judge. or clerk of court may order a judicial sale of real or personal property by private or 
oublic sale. Public sales are auction sales. This bill amends GS 1-339.3A and subsequent sections to provide 
that if the property to be sold is timber (or timber together with the land upon which it is growing), then a public sale 
may be either an auction sale or a sealed bid sale. The judicial order for public sale of timber by sealed bid must 
specify the minimum number of bids (at least three) and the cash deposit required. The person holding the sale 
by sealed bid must obtain one or more appraisals of the timber to be sold. That person must determine the place 
and manner of receiving the sealed bids and of opening them. He or she must publish a notice specifying that and 
other pertinent information in the same types of media required for saies by auction and post the notice “in the 
area determined by the clerk of superior court for the posting of notices” (now, “at the courthouse door’). In 
addition, notice of the sealed bid sale must be given to a reasonable number of potential timber buyers, including 
all buyers listed in the office of the Div’n of Forest Resources. 

If at least the minimum number of bids is received, the highest bidder is the purchaser. If the minimum 
number of bids is not received, or if more than one person is tied as the highest bidder, then the person holding 
the sale must obtain a new order of sale. Sales by sealed bid may be postponed on the same grounds available 
for postponing auction sales, with notice to be given to each person who submitted a bid. 

Following the sale, the person holding the sealed bid sale must include in his or her report to the clerk of court 
specified information, including the appraisals obtained before the sale. Upset bids are not permitted, but the sale | 
may not be confirmed until the court determines that the highest bid is an adequate price and the sale to the | 
highest bidder is in the best interests of the person or estate for whom the sale was made. In so doing, the court 
must consider the appraisals, the number and amounts of other bids received, short-term market factors that 
depressed the price, the likelihood of increasing the price through another sale, the costs of conducting another 
sale, and the effect on the person or estate of the delay involved in another sale.

S 162. ADOPTION TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS (=H 201). TO MAKE TECHNICAL, CLARIFYING, AND SIMILAR 
MINOR CHANGES TO CHAPTER 48 OF THE GENERAL STATUTES AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL

information removed; (5) amends GS 48-2-503 to clarify the deadline for the agency to complete its report and to 
require the agency in its final report to indicate whether any. concerns previously identified by the agency 
regarding the adoption have been satisfied and in what manner; (6) amends GS 48-2-604 to provide that if at any 
time between the filing of a petition for adoption of a minor and the issuance of the final order completing the 
adoption, it appears to the court that the petition should be denied, the court may dismiss the proceeding upon five 
days’ notice to the petitioners, county director of social services or licensed child-placing agency, and the Dep't of 
Human Resources, and after a hearing; (7) amends GS 48-9-102(f) to clarify that every adoption (not just 
adoptions of minors) must be reported to the State Registrar if the adoptee was born in North Carolina and to 
clarify what to do with the report of an adult adoptee not born in North Carolina; (8) amends GS 48-3-603(a), GS 
48-3-201(d), GS 48-4-102, and GS 48-3-602 regarding roles in giving consent to adoption in instances in which a 
guardian has been appointed for a minor child; and (9) amends GS 48-2-501, regarding the court-ordered agency 
report made in connection with each adoption, to provide that the court may choose in certain step-child adoptions 
to forego the report.

Definition of “environmental audit’. In general, audit report means document about correcting past 
noncompliance, improving current compliance or preventing future noncompliance. Does not include data (1) 
concerning violation that constitutes imminent hazard; (2) required to be presented pursuant to an environmental 
law; (3) required to obtain a permit for an audited activity; (4) required in response to a court or agency order; (5) 
otherwise obtained by a monitoring agency or an independent source; (6) existing before audit or prepared after 
and independent of audit: or (7) not otherwise privileged and maintained in regular course of business other than 
audit. 

Scope of privilege. Privileged data includes audit report and oral communication concerning it, but not 
underlying facts or activities that are subject of report. Specifies substance and style report must have to enjoy 
privilege but allows judge to find good faith effort and substantial compliance. Data privileged unless obtained 
pursuant to and solely for criminal investigation. Inadmissible in civil or administrative proceeding with these 
exceptions. Discovery limited to fact audit occurred; existence of report; dates audit began and ended; facilities 
audited; and identity of audit team and others with access to report. If other data is sought, judge must review in 
chambers and disclose only if data is not privileged, privilege is asserted for fraudulent purpose, or privilege is 
waived. Waiver can occur in writing; by introducing report in civil, criminal or administrative proceeding; by failing 
to report noncompliance required under environmental law identified in report; failing to initiate compliance efforts 
promptly, correct violation in “reasonably diligent’ manner and take steps to prevent recurrence; or by releasing 
data in manner inconsistent with intent to protect confidentiality, including release to state agency. Disclosure to 
employee, agent, lender, or prospective purchaser is not waiver if privilege holder has written confidentiality 
agreement with recipient or has acted consistently with intent to protect confidentiality. One claiming privilege has 
initial burden of proof. When holder makes prima facie case, burden shifts to person requesting access. 

Civil penalty exemptions. Adds GS 143B-279.8 exempting from DEHNR'’s civil penalties and GS 143-469. 1 
exempting from penalties under Dep’t of Agriculture’s pesticide control program anyone voluntarily disclosing 
certain environmental violations (whether or not related to environmental audits). Exemption not available for 
violation resulting in imminent hazard. Exemption available if (1) violator notifies the dep’ts, and federal agencies if 
required, before agencies learn of violation, have begun inspection or requested information; (2) violator makes 
complete and accurate written report within specified time; (3) disclosure was not expressly required by permit 
(including permission to operate animal waste management system), law, rule, order or consent agreement, or 
even if so required, was disclosed as result of environmental audit report; (4) violator takes corrective steps 
mentioned above; and (5) violation was not intentional or willfully reckless. 

Monitoring of act. Environmental Review Comm'n to monitor implementation of act. Dep'ts of Agriculture and 
EHNR must report to Comm'n on or before each Oct. 1, beginning 1998. Report must include estimate of number 
of environmental audits conducted; whether exemptions from civil penalties should be modified; effect on 
compliance with environmental law; and effects on federal delegation of authority to state and approval of state 
programs. 

Effective date and sunset provision. Effective Oct. 1, 1997. Applies to environmental audits begun on or 
after effective date.

Two members appointed by 
the General Assembly on recommendation of the President Pro Tem. must be certified well contractors, one 
engaged primarily with large capacity water supply wells and one engaged primarily with non-supply wells such as 
monitoring or recovery wells. Two members would be employees of local county health departments actively 
engaged in well inspection and permitting, one appointed by the General Assembly on recommendation of the 
Speaker and one on the recommendation of the President Pro Tem. One member must appointed by the 
Governor from the public at large. The well contractor members will be selected from names nominated by 
anyone who is himself or herself a certified well contractor. The Comm’n may adopt rules with respect to 
certification of well contractors, make quasi-judicial decisions in any matter involving certification, and adopt rules 
necessary to secure federal grant-in-aid for the program of certification. 

New certification requirement. |ndividuals engaged in the business of construction, installation, repair, 
alteration, or abandonment of.wells must gain certification from the comm’n. No person without certification may 
engage in such activity except (a) an individual performing services for a certified contractor and under the 
contractor's personal supervision or (b) an individual constructing, repairing, or abandoning a well located on land 
he or she owns or leases. Any person who has not been found to have engaged in improper conduct and who 
has been actively engaged as a well contractor since July 1, 1986 and has been continuously registered with the 
Dep't of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources since July 1, 1992 (or employed by a firm so registered) may 
be initially certified without examination. Imposes fees of $150 for examination fee for new applicants: $350 fee 
for annual renewal of certification; and $100 for temporary certification (good for 45 days, maximum). Fees will be 
deposited into a fund to pay the costs of the certification program. Certification may be suspended or revoked if 
the well contractor (1) engages in fraud in connection with acquiring certification or in well construction, (2) fails to 
use reasonabie care or judgment in well construction, (3) has been grossly negligent or has demonstrated willful 
disregard for laws or regulations governing well construction, or (4) fails to complete continuing education 
requirements set by Commission. 

Amends GS 87-94, which sets civil penalties for well regulation violations, to add a penalty of $100 for 
violation of certification requirements. Repeals GS 143-355(e), which now requires well contractors to register

Fund will consist of 
appropriations from the General Assembly (which will be subject to reversion) and money received from other 
public and private sources (which will not). The fund may be used for grants to reimburse individuals or 
corporations for transaction costs for donations of conservation easements if the donor (1) has insufficient financial 
ability to pay all costs or insufficient taxable income to allow the costs to be included in the donated value or (2) 
has insufficient tax burdens to allow the costs to be offset by the value of tax credits under GS 105-130.34 or 105- 
151.12 (both involving credit for donations of real property).

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possess or have a high potential to possess ecological value, must be reasonably restorable, and must qualify for 
tax credits under GS 105-130.34 or 105-151.12. A conservation easement or conservation agreement secured 
with assistance of a grant under this program must provide that all rights under the easement or agreement may 
be transferred to DEHNR and that DEHNR must be granted certain rights of first refusal. 

Amends GS 105-130.34 and 105-151.12 to increase from $25,000 to $250,000 the maximum tax credit 
allowable under those sections for qualified donations of interests in real property. Amends GS 105-134.6 and 
105-151.12 to provide that the taxpayer claiming the credit must make adjustments to taxable income for the fair 
market value of the donated property up to $400,000 (now, $100,000). 

Amends GS 105-287(a) to direct county property tax assessors to take into account changes in value of 
property resulting from arrangements made under the Conservation and Historic Preservation Agreements Act.

Amends 
GS 143-215.6A(a) to make violation of GS 143-215.1(c1) or of EMC rule adopted pursuant to that section subject 
to civil penalty of up to $10,000.

Although H 6 would increase legislative terms from two years to 
four years, it does not provide that mid-term vacancies be filled at an intervening general election. H 6 does not 
amend current law (Art. Il, Sec. 10 of the NC Constitution and GS 163-11) which provides that a vacancy caused 
by the death or resignation of a Senator or Representative will be filled by appointment (by the Governor on 
recommendation of the county or district executive committee of the political party with which the former legislator 
was affiliated when elected), not by election, and that the person appointed to fill the vacancy will serve the 
remainder of the term for which the former legislator was elected.

of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources in order to qualify for a loan from the newly established Clean 
Water Bonds Loan Fund to pay the cost of water supply systems, waste water collection systems or wastewater 
treatment works. Places burden on the loan applicant to demonstrate that it (1) is a local government unit, (2) has 
the financial capacity to pay the principal of and interest on the proposed loan, (3) has substantially complied the 
federal, state and local laws, and (4) has agreed by official resolution to adopt and place into effect sources of 
revenue to provide adequate funds for administration of the project and repayment of the loan. 

Requires a local government unit to hold a public hearing prior to filing an application for a loan. Permits a 
citizen to file a petition with the clerk of the local government unit seeking to submit to the voters the question of 
whether to enter into a loan agreement under this act. Authorizes Dep't to hold public hearings at any time on an 
application. Provides that the qualified voters of the State will vote on the bonds in the next statewide primary or 
general election. 

Amends GS 159G-3(4) to provide that the definition of “construction costs” includes the costs of planning and 
designing a regional project or small town project. Defines small town as a municipality with a population of 1,000 
or less.

Provides that if the council fails to adopt the proposed ordinance following the 
submission of the protest petition, the council may not consider another annexation ordinance affecting the same 
lands for a period of one year from the date of the protest petition submission. Makes act applicable to annexation 
ordinances adopted prior to act’s effective date if (1) an ordinance did not receive a three-fourths vote by the 
council when it was adopted; (2) the effective date of the ordinance is after the effective date of the act; and (3) the 
protest petition is received by the city clerk within 60 days of the act's effective date. Provides that if these three 
requirements are met and the city finds that the petition is sufficient, the annexation ordinance is repealed.

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H 297. STATE LOTTERY FOR PUBLIC WORKS. TO ESTABLISH A STATE LOTTERY TO PROVIDE FUNDS 
FOR INFRASTRUCTURE IMPROVEMENTS. Substantially similar to H 83, introduced 2/10/97, except that net 
proceeds of lottery are designated primarily for state infrastructure improvements rather than education. Creates 
new GS Ch. 143C establishing state lottery subject to voter approval by referendum at the next statewide election. 

Creates State Lottery Comm'n, consisting of nine members (five appointed by Governor, two appointed by 
General Assembly on recommendation of President Pro Tem., and two appointed by General Assembly upon 
recommendation of Speaker). Authorizes comm'n to hire full-time salaried director, who may appoint four assistant 
directors. During first year of operation allows expenditure of up to 4% of lottery revenues on advertising. Requires 
director, after first full year of operation, to engage an independent firm to (1) study the effectiveness of advertising 
and other lottery-related communications, (2) make recommendations on future conduct and future rate of 
expenditures for these activities, and (3) report to the comm'n, the Governor, and the General Assembly. 

Regulates lottery games. Allows, among other things, on-line games and games on computer terminals. 
Provides that retailers of lottery tickets receive 5% of retail price of ticket and that comm’n may give incentive 
bonus of up to 2% based on sales volume. Prohibits sale of lottery tickets to minors or payment of prizes to 
minors, but allows person over 18 years of age to give or assign lawfully purchased tickets to minor and allows 
payment of prize won by minor to minor's family or legal guardian. 

Establishes Lottery Fund in State Treasury and requires State Controller to advance necessary funds for 
start-up costs. Provides that up to 16% of annual lottery revenues may be used for lottery expenses and that at 
least 50% of revenues must be used for prizes. Provides that after payment of expenses and prizes, remainder is 
to be distributed as follows: 45% for water and sewer infrastructure improvements; 5% for expansion of natural 
gas lines to unserved counties; 50% (during first five full fiscal years, then 25%) to retire bonds issued for 
construction and improvements of schools as authorized in the 1996 general election; and, after the first five 
years, 25% divided equally among the 100 counties for ongoing school construction and renovation. Authorizes 
Governor to determine which state agencies shall establish guidelines for the use of the proceeds for infrastructure 
improvements. 

Revises tax code to subject winnings to state taxes and revises criminal statutes to exempt lottery activities 
from criminal penalties. Preempts all local regulation. Becomes effective when State Board of Elections certifies 
referendum results.

New hire reporting. Adds new GS 96-94.1 establishing a state directory of new hires The directory is a 
central repository, maintained by Employment Security Comm'n (ESC), containing employment information which 
can be used by Dep’t of Human Resources (DHR) to locate persons owing child support. Requires employers to 
report specified information to ESC for inclusion in directory and provides for civil penalties for failing to report. 
Requires ESC to provide extracts of reports to national new hire directory on quarterly basis. Allows use of 
directory by child support enforcement (IV-D) agencies to locate individuals for purposes of establishing paternity 
and establishing, modifying, or enforcing child support obligations; by ESC, for administering employment security 
programs; and by the Industrial Comm’n, for administering workers’ compensation programs. 

Expanded authority of DHR. Adds new GS 110-129.1 to give DHR expanded authority or duties in relation to 
child support enforcement, including (1) to issue subpoenas upon authorization of the Sec’y of DHR; (2) to obtain 
information maintained and used by the Dep’t of Transportation for drivers license issuance or motor vehicle 
registration, or by a law enforcement agency of the state for law enforcement purposes (this authority may be used — 
for purpose of locating persons to enforce child custody and visitation, as well as child support, orders); (3) to 
establish and implement procedures for the review and adjustment of child support orders; (4) to develop 
procedures for entering into agreements with financial institutions relating to data matches and the encumbrance 
or surrender of assets; (5) to develop procedures for the transfer of medical support orders when a noncustodial 
parent changes employment; (6) to develop and administer an administrative process for paternity establishment; 
and (7) to establish a voluntary process for the establishment of paternity. 

Child support enforcement remedies. (1) Amends GS 110-136.3 and 50-13.9(d) to authorize the court, in 
specified circumstances, to order an obligor who owes past-due support to participate in work activities. (2) 
Amends GS 50-13.11 to require (rather than authorize) court to order one or both parents to provide medical 
support and to authorize the court to require parent to provide medical and/or dental insurance for child if 
insurance is available at a reasonable cost. (3) Amends GS 110-132, 110-133, and 93B-14 to require the inclusion 
- of social security numbers on acknowledgments of paternity, agreements to support, and applications for 
occupational licenses. (4) Adds new GS 110-139.3 requiring financial institutions to provide DHR access to 
financial records of persons subject to child support orders. (5) Amends GS 110-142.1, 110-142.2, 50-13.12, 93B- 
13, so that provisions relating to the suspension or revocation of licenses apply in cases of failure to comply with 
outstanding subpoenas or warrants issued pursuant to child support or paternity establishment proceedings. (6) 
Amends GS 110-136.5(c) to require income withholding in certain non-IV-D cases in which an obligor is in arrears 
in an amount equal to one month’s support or more. (7) Amends GS 110-136.8(b) to decrease from 14 to 7 the 
number of days after service of a notice of obligation to withhold within which an employer must begin withholding. 
(8) Adds to GS Ch. 44 a new Article 15 providing for liens on real and personal property of persons owing past- 
due child support. (9) Requires DHR to develop a single statewide automated data processing and information 
system and a centralized state collection and disbursement system for child support. 

Payment of child support to families receiving public assistance. Requires DHR to discontinue the exclusion 
of the first $50 of child support payments received each month for a family receiving cash assistance under the 
State plan for Temporary Assistance for Needy Families.

H 302. WILDLIFE QUARANTINE. TO AUTHORIZE THE TAKING OF CERTAIN WILDLIFE IN COUNTIES 
WHERE AN OUTBREAK OF RABIES HAS OCCURRED. Adds GS 130A-194.1 to provide that a local health 
director may authorize the taking of bobcats, foxes, raccoons, and skunks if the director determines that a case of 
rabies has occurred in any animal, other than a bat, in a county the director serves, or if the case occurs in 
another state, within 50 miles of the county line. Requires the director to notify the executive director of the 
Wildlife Resources Comm'n and the sheriff and chair of the board of county comm’rs, in each county subject to the 
authorization. Authorization must specify the basis upon which the health director determined that the case of 
rabies existed and may include reasonable restrictions on the time, place, and manner of the taking. Authorization 
may be renewed annually for a period of up to five years after the last incidence of rabies in the county, in a county 
with contiguous borders, or within 50 miles of the county in another state.

H 303. BAN PARTIAL-BIRTH ABORTIONS. TO BAN PARTIAL-BIRTH ABORTIONS. Adds new GS Ch. 14, Art. 
11, Part 2, entitled “Partial-Birth Abortion Ban Act of 1997.” Makes it a class | felony for a physician or anyone else 
to perform a partial-birth abortion and kill the fetus, subject to certain exceptions. Defines a partial-birth abortion as 
one in which the person performing.the abortion partially vaginally delivers a living fetus before killing it. Defines a 
physician as a licensed doctor of medicine or osteopathy or any other individual legally authorized by the state to 
perform abortions. Exempts from the criminal law a physician who performs such an abortion if (1) the mother’s life 
is endangered by a physical disorder, physical illness, or physical injury; (2) the procedure is necessary to save 
the life of the mother; and (3) no other medical procedure would suffice for that purpose. Expressly prohibits the 
prosecution of a woman upon whom a partial-birth abortion is performed. Authorizes civil relief (1) for the father of 
the fetus, if the father was married to the mother when the procedure was performed, and (2) for the maternal 
grandparents of the fetus, if the mother is under 18. Provides for statutory damages equal to three times the cost 
of the abortion and for money damages for “all injuries, psychological and physical” caused by the violation. 
Applies to offense committed on ar after Dec.1, 1997.

GOVERNMENT EMPLOYMENT BY LIMITING POLITICAL HIRINGS, TO PROVIDE FOR BROADER 
PROTECTIONS FOR STATE EMPLOYEES REPORTING MISMANAGEMENT AND IMPROPER GOVERNMENT 
ACTIVITIES, AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE REPORTING OF CERTAIN HIRINGS AND OTHER MATTERS TO 
THE JOINT LEGISLATIVE COMMISSION ON GOVERNMENTAL OPERATIONS. Adds new GS 126-14.2 to 
provide that the selection of persons for state government employment, other than policy-making positions where 
the General Assembly has expressly authorized appointment based on political affiliation, may not be based on 
political affiliation. Directs the State Personne! Comm'n to adopt rules that promote open and fair competition for 
positions by providing more widespread advertisement, lengthening application period, training state supervisory 
personnel on the hiring process, and requiring certification that a specific hiring decision was not made on the 
basis.of patronage. Amends GS 126-34.1 to provide that the denial of employment based upon political affiliation 
(other than with respect to exempt policy-making positions) is a ground upon which an applicant may file a 
contested case under the State Personnel Act (SPA) with the Office of Administrative Hearings (OAH). Amends 
GS 126-84 and 126-85 to adopt policy encouraging state employees to report, verbally or in writing, governmental 
mismanagement, gross waste of moneys, or an abuse of authority, and to prohibit retaliation against an employee 
who does so. Amends GS 126-34.1 to provide that retaliation for reporting improper government activities is a 
ground upon which an employee may file a contested case hearing under the SPA with OAH. Requires each state 
agency and department head with employees covered by the SPA to file quarterly reports (beginning July 1, 1997) 
with the Joint Legis. Comm'n on Governmental Operations summarizing the costs associated with the defense or 
settlement of administrative grievances and lawsuits filed by current or former state employees and applicants for 
state employment.

Amends GS 126-5 to require approval by the General Assembly of gubernatorial or 
departmental appointments to policy-making confidential positions. Limits the number of policy-making confidential 
positions to the lesser of 1.2 % of the total number of full-time positions in the departments or offices or a 
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predetermined number specified in act. Requires the Governor and each department head to submit a list of job 
titles and classifications for each proposed policy-making confidential position by March 1 of the year a Governor 
takes office. Provides that no position in a department or office shall be designated as exempt from the State 
Personnel Act (SPA) if the required list is not submitted by May 1. Restricts the transfer of policy-making 
confidential employees into positions covered by the SPA by prohibiting the retention of policy-making confidential 
employees after their position has been changed to nonexempt, unless hired for a SPA position in accordance with 
the “best qualified” policy to be adopted by the State Personnel Comm'n. Permits policy-making confidential 
employees who were formerly SPA employees to be returned to an SPA position in the same agency or another 
one within a 35 mile radius of the former position at the same pay and grade of the former position. Clarifies that 
policy-making confidential employees serve at the will of the Governor and may be terminated for any legal 
reason. Clarifies that administrative judges are subject to the SPA.

Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't of Public Instruction, State Aid to Local School 
Administrative Units, $43.4 million for 1997-98 and $29.9 million for 1998-99 for alternative schools/at-risk student 
allotment. Provides that, despite GS 105-163.41, no addition to tax may be made under that statute beginning on 
or after Jan. 1, 1997, and before Jan. 1, 1998, with respect to underpayment of individual/corporation income tax 
to extent underpayment was created or increased by act. Appropriation is effective July 1, 1997. Remainder of act 
is effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1997.

COMMUNITY COLLEGES FOR THE BUSINESSANDUSTRY SKILLS TRAINING CENTER AT THE 
SOUTHEASTERN COMMUNITY COLLEGE. Appropriates $350,000 for 1997-98 from General Fund to Dep't of 
Community Colleges as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1997.

S 253. TELEPHONE CONSUMER PROTECTION. TO REQUIRE THE REGISTRATION OF TELEPHONIC 
SELLERS IN NORTH CAROLINA, TO MAKE THE OFFERING OF TELEPHONE SALES RECOVERY SERVICES 
A CRIMINAL OFFENSE, AND TO RESTRICT THE TIME PERIOD WITHIN WHICH UNSOLICITED AUTOMATIC 
‘DIALING AND RECORDED MESSAGES MAY BE MADE BY PHONE. Adds new Art. 33 to GS Ch..66. Requires 
that telephonic sellers register with, and pay annual $100 registration fee to, the Secretary of State not less than 
10 days before commencing telephone solicitations from within the state or before soliciting purchasers residing in 
the state. Specifies required filing information, which includes a summary of any civil or criminal proceedings 
concerning telephonic sales brought against the registrant in the preceding five years. Requires that telephonic 
sellers who promote or offer prizes with a value of $500 or more provide information about that prize to the 
Secretary of State, post a bond for the value of the prize, and provide the Secretary with proof that the prize was 
awarded within 45 days after the date of award. Prohibits telephone solicitation calls to minors. 

Makes it unlawful for a telephonic seller to make a telephone solicitation call involving any gift or prize if the 
solicitation requests that a consumer further the transaction by calling a 900 number or a pay per call number, or 
requests a consumer to send payment or make a donation in order to collect a gift or prize, or fails to comply with 
provisions of GS Ch. 75 regarding automated dialing and recorded messages and representations regarding 
prizes. 

Violation of act is an unfair and deceptive trade-practice. Allows court, in civil action brought by Atty. Gen. for 
violation of act, to impose civil penalty of up to $25,000 per violation. 

Defines “telephone solicitation” as any telephonic communication designed to persuade any person to 
purchase goods or services, to enter a contest, or to contribute to a charity regardless of whether the telephone 
call is placed by (a) the telephonic seller or (b) a person responding to an unsolicited notice provided by seller 
representing to the recipient that the recipient has won a gift or prize or may qualify for credit by contacting the 
seller, or that the seller has buyers interested in purchasing recipient's property. Excludes from the definition of 
‘telephonic seller’ the following persons and entities: (1) nonprofit (501(c)(3)) organizations and charitable 
solicitors licensed under GS Ch. 131F or exempt from licensure under GS Ch. 131F; (2) licensed persons Offering 
or selling registered securities; (3) persons conducting sales or solicitations on behalf of licensee of NC Utilities 
Comm'n or Federal Communications Comm'n; (4) licensed insurance agent or broker conducting sales or 
solicitations on behalf of insurance company; (5) banks or savings institutions; (6) persons who deliver sales 
catalogs with annual circulation of at least 250,000 to potential purchasers in more than one state; (7) persons 
soliciting sales on behalf of newspaper or cable television company; (8) persons soliciting purchases from a 
business; (9) book, video, or record clubs that meet certain requirements; (10) persons soliciting political 
contributions in accordance with Art. 22A of GS Ch. 163; and (11) other persons and entities specified in act. 

Effective Jan. 1. 1998, makes it a class 1 misdemeanor for a person, other than an attorney licensed in NC, a 
collection agent holding permit issued by Dep't of Insurance, ora person licensed by NC Protective Services 
Board, to solicit or require money or other consideration in exchange for recovering or attempting to recover (1) 
money or valuable consideration previously tendered to telephonic seller, or (2) prizes, awards, or other things of 
value that telephonic seller has previously represented would be delivered. A violation involving actual collection of 
money or consideration from a customer is a class H felony. 


Except as noted above, act is effective Oct. 1, 1997, and applies to violations on or after that date.

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S 254. GENETIC INFO/NO DISCRIMINATION (=H 350). TO PROHIBIT DISCRIMINATION IN HEALTH

health care plan provisions), 58-51-15(a)(2) (accident and health policy provisions), 58-51-80(b)(3) (group 
accident and health insurance defined), 58-65-60(e)(2) (hospital insurance), and 58-67-85(c) (health maintenance 
organization) to provide that genetic information may not be treated as preexisting condition in absence of 
diagnosis of condition related to the genetic information. Amends GS 58-51-80(b)(2) to provide that accident and 
health insurance company may not establish rules for eligibility for individual to enroll under terms of group 
accident and health plan based on following health status-related factors in relation to individual or individual's 
dependent: (1) health status; (2) medical conditions; (3) claims experience; (4) receipt of health care; (5) medical 
history; (6) genetic information; (7) evidence of insurability; and (8) disability. Company may not require individual 
to pay premium or contribution greater than that charged to similarly situated individual on basis of health status- 
related factor, and may not raise premium or contribution rates paid by group based on genetic information 
obtained about individual member of group. Makes similar amendments to GS 58-65-60(e)(1) (hospital and 
medical service corporation) and GS 58-67-85(b) (health maintenance organization). 

Adds new GS 58-51-45A to prohibit denial of coverage based on genetic information for entities licensed 
under Articles 1 through 67 of GS Ch. 58. Adds new GS 95-28.2A to provide that no person, firm, corporation, 
state or local gov't, etc. shall deny or refuse employment to any person or discharge person from employment on 
account of person’s having requested genetic testing or counseling services, or based on genetic information 
obtained about person or member of person’s family. Act does not apply to “specified accident, specified disease, 
hospital indemnity, disability, or long-term care health insurance policies.” Effective July 1, 1997.

Amends GS 115C-296 (b) to require State Board of Education in 
cooperation with UNC and other agencies to raise standards for entry into institutions of teacher education and 
lengthen and enhance the internship period required of students in institutions of teacher education. Amends GS 
115C-296(a) to urge State Board of Education to make standard examination for initial certification more rigorous 
and to raise prescribed minimum score to ensure that applicants have adequate academic and professional 
preparation to teach. Requires State Board of Education to report to Joint Legislative Education Oversight 
Committee by Feb. 1, 1998 on plans and actions to enhance standards for entering teaching profession. 

‘Standards for continuing certification. Effective Jan. 1, 1999 (applicable to teachers who have not received 
continuing certification prior to that date), amends GS 115C-296(b) to require that teacher certification program 
provide for initial certification after completion of preservice training, continuing certification after three years of 
service, and certificate renewal every five years thereafter. Requires State Board of Education to enhance 
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requirements for continuing certification and to report to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee by Feb. 
1, 1998 on study and actions to make renewal of teacher certificates more rigorous. 

Standards, evaluation, and support before career status is considered. Requires State Board of Education to 
develop a mentor program for newly certified teachers, and to report to Joint Legislative Education Oversight 
Committee by Feb. 1, 1998 on progress in developing program. Amends GS 115C-326(a) to require State Board 
of Education in cooperation with other agencies to develop programs to train administrators to improve evaluation 
and supervision of professional public school employees, and to require at least three evaluations per year of 
teachers who have not attained career status. Amends GS 115C-325(c) to provide that teachers are reviewed for 
career teacher status at the end of the fourth (now, third) year of employment. 

Professional development opportunities and standards for teachers with career status. Directs the State 
Board of Education to study methods for providing meaningful professional development opportunities for each 
teacher. Rewrites GS 115C-325 (regarding dismissal, suspension, demotion, and transfer of teachers and 
administrators) to revise procedures regarding removal of career employees. Replaces professional review 
committee with a system of case manager review. Establishes qualifications for case managers and procedures 
for selection of case managers to hear individual career employee appeals. 

Salary plan to attract and retain high quality teachers. Establishes a revised salary schedule for teachers with 
a goal of raising starting salaries to $25,000 by the year 2000, with significant increases when teachers have 
attained continuing certification, wnen teachers have received career status, and when teachers have attained 
certificate renewal. States intent that local school units not use state-funded salary increments to supplant local 
salary supplement. Provides a bonus of $2,500 in the eighth year of employment to be earned if the teacher 
continues through thirteenth year of teaching. 

Pay for exemplary performance and special assignments. Directs State Board of Education to develop a 
masters/advanced competencies certificate to replace the “G" certificate after the year 2000, with a goal of a 12% 
bonus for teachers certified by the National Board for Professional Teaching Standards and a 10% bonus for 
teachers who attain a masters/advanced competencies certification. Provides for payment of participation fee and 
leave for the National Board for Professional Teaching Standards participation, incentive awards of up to $1,000 
per teacher and $500 per teacher assistant when higher than expected improvements in student skills are 
attained, extra pay for mentor teachers, new teacher development, professional development, extra work days, 
additional teacher responsibilities outside the school calendar, and for computer systems. 

Miscellaneous provisions and effective dates. Provides that act shall not be construed to obligate General 
Assembly to appropriate funds to implement provisions of act and that sections 15 through 24 of act shall not be 
construed to create any rights or causes of action.

H 248. GRADUATED DRIVERS LICENSES. Intro. 2/17/97. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Similar in substance to second edition, but makes numerous stylistic, clarifying, technical, and other changes, as 
follows. Provides that (1) level 2 and 3 licensees must be at least 16 years old; (2) in addition to other 
requirements, applicant for level 2 limited provisional licensee must pass a road test; (3) a level 3 full provisional 
license may be obtained by mail; (4) both level 1 and level 2 licenses expire when the holder turns 18; (5) the 
holder of a level 1 limited learner's permit is not considered a licensed driver for purpose of determining the 
inexperienced operator premium surcharge under automobile insurance policies; (6) a person must have either a 
level full provisional license or a regular license to operate a motorcycle. Also clarifies that a person between the 
ages of 16 and 18 who has an unrestricted license from another state may not be issued a level 3 full provisional 
license unless the person has completed an approved drivers education program, has held that license in the 
other state for at least 12 months, and has no driving offenses for which points are assessed. A temporary permit 
may be issued to the new resident pending completion of a drivers education program, and a limited provisional 
license may be issued to a new resident who has completed a drivers education program but has held the out-of- 
state license for less than 12 months. Act is effective Dec. 1, 1997 if necessary funds are appropriated.

Provides that transfer is fraudulent as to present and future 
creditors if a debtor makes a transfer (1) with actual intent to hinder, delay, or defraud a creditor, or (2) without the 
debtor's receiving reasonably equivalent value for the transfer if the debtor engages in a transaction for which the 
debtor's remaining assets were unreasonably small in relation to the transaction or if the debtor intends to incur, or 
believes or reasonably should believe that he will incur, debts beyond his ability to pay as they become due. 
Establishes factors to be considered in determining whether debtor has actual intent to hinder, delay, or defraud a 
creditor. Provides that a transfer is fraudulent as to debtor's present creditors (1) if debtor makes a transfer without 
receiving a reasonably equivalent value in exchange for the transfer and debtor is insolvent at the time of the 
transfer or becomes insolvent as a result of the transfer, or (2) if the transfer is made to an insider for an 
antecedent debt, the debtor is insolvent at that time, and the insider has reasonable cause to believe debtor is 
insolvent. Provides that marriage settlements are void as to present creditors of parties. Sets forth remedies of 
creditors with respect to fraudulent transfers as well as defenses, liabilities, and protections of transferees. Applies 
to all transfers made on or after Oct. 1, 1997.

S 280. EARNED INCOME TAX CREDIT. TO ALLOW A STATE EARNED INCOME TAX CREDIT. Adds new GS

Determination of controlling order. Amends GS 52C-2-207 to specify procedure for determining which of two 
or more child support orders relating to the same obligor and child is controlling. A request for the court (or other 
tribunal) to make such a determination must be accompanied by certified copies of every support order in effect. 
Requesting party must give notice to all parties whose rights may be affected. An order making such a 
determination or issuing a new controlling order must state the basis upon which the determination was made. 
Within 30 days after issuance of the order, the party obtaining it must file a certified copy with each tribunal that 
issued or registered an earlier order, and failure to do so subjects that party to sanctions but does not invalidate 
the determination regarding the controlling order. 

“Direct” enforcement of out-of state withholding orders. Requires an employer to treat an income-withholding 
order issued by tribunal of another state, if the order appears regular on its face, as if it had been issued by a NC 
court or tribunal. Requires employer who receives an income-withholding order to immediately provide a copy to 
the obligor and to comply with the terms of the order, except that the law of the state of the obligor’s principal place 
of employment applies to (a) the employer's processing fee, (b) the maximum amount that may be withheld, and 
(c) the times within which the employer must implement withholding and forward payments. Provides immunity 
from civil liability to employer who complies with withholding order issued by another state, and makes employer 
who fails to comply with such an order subject to the same penalties that apply to noncompliance with an income- 
withholding order of this state. Provides that employer who receives multiple withholding orders for one obligor 
satisfies the terms of the orders if the employer complies with the law of the state of the obligor’s principal place of 
employment to establish priorities for withholding and allocating withheld income. Allows an obligor to contest the 
validity or enforcement of another state’s withholding order that is received directly by a NC employer in the same 
manner as if the order had been issued by a NC court or tribunal. An obligor who contests enforcement of the 
order must give notice to a support enforcement agency providing services to the obligee, each employer that has 
directly received a withholding order, and the person or agency designated to receive payments (or, if none is 
indicated, the obligee). 

Modification. Provides that after a child support order issued in another state is registered in NC, if the child or 
an individual party is subject to personal jurisdiction in NC, a NC court may modify the order without the consent 
that otherwise would be required, if the issuing state has not enacted a law or established procedures substantially 
similar to procedures under UIFSA. Provides that if two or more tribunals have issued child support orders for the 
same obligor and child, the controlling order (under GS 52C-2-207) establishes the aspects of the order that are 
nonmodifiable. Authorizes a NC court, to modify a child support order issued by tribunal of another state if all 
individual parties reside in NC and the child does not reside in the issuing state. Requires a party obtaining 
modification of a child support order, within 30 days after issuance of the modified order, to file a certified copy with 
the issuing tribunal that had continuing, exclusive jurisdiction over the earlier order and in each tribunal in which 
the party knows the earlier order has been registered. Subjects party who fails to do so to sanctions, but failure to 
file does not invalidate the order.

Clarifies 
that the average weekly wage used to determine a county’s wage standard is the lower of (1) the average wage 
for all insured private employers in the county, (2) the average wage for all insured private employers in the state, 
or (3) the average wage for all insured private employers multiplied by the county per capita income ratio.

H 375. FISHERIES REFORM ACT. TO ENACT THE FISHERIES REFORM ACT OF 1997 TO PROTECT, 
ENHANCE, AND BETTER MANAGE COASTAL FISHERIES IN NORTH CAROLINA. Effective July 1, 1998, 
repeals Art. 14, GS Ch. 113 and enacts new Art. 14A, GS Ch. 113 (commercial and recreational fishing licenses). 
Commercial Fishing Licenses. Defines “NC resident” as person who, upon application for resident license, 
presents statement from Dep’t of Revenue indicating applicant filed NC income tax form as resident for prior 
calendar year. Makes it unlawful to possess currently valid NC resident license and currently valid resident fishing 
license of another state. Establishes Standard Commercial Fishing License (SCFL), which is issued in name of 
individual and is required for person who harvests, lands, or sells fish from NC coastal fishing waters. Annual 
license fee is $250 for NC resident and $2,500 for nonresident or amount charged to NC resident in nonresident’s 
state, whichever is less. Includes provisions regarding purchase and renewal of license; replacement of license: 
nonresident certification; assignment; transferability; record-keeping requirements; and establishment of 
permanent appeals panel to review license denials. Establishes Retired Standard Commercial Fishing License 
(Retired SCFL) for person who is 65 or older and who is otherwise eligible for SCFL. Annual fee is $100. Provides 
that it is unlawful for person licensed under new GS 113-168.4 to sell fish taken outside territorial waters of NC or 
to sell fish taken from coastal fishing waters except to: (1) fish dealers licensed under new GS 113-169.3; or (2) 
the public, if the seller is also licensed as fish dealer under new GS 113-169.3. Provides for license endorsements 
for SCFL and Retired SCFL, including vessel endorsements and shellfish endorsement for residents. Sets out 
requirements to obtain menhaden license for nonresidents not eligible for SCFL. Allows Marine Fisheries Comm'n 
(Comm'n) to adopt rules to establish crew licenses (not to exceed $100 per license) and permits for specialized 
activities (not to exceed $50 per permit). Sets out criteria for obtaining shellfish license for NC residents without 
SCFL. Sets out criteria for licenses for fish dealers, with specified fees for various fishing activities; licensing of 
ocean fishing piers; land or sell licenses (vessels fishing beyond territorial waters); and spotter planes used in 
commercial fishing operations. Includes detailed provisions on suspension, revocation, and reissuance of licenses. 
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Coastal Recreational Licenses. Establishes Recreational Commercial Gear License, which entitles licensee 
to use limited amount of commercial gear to harvest fish for personal use subject to recreational quotas and limits. 
Comm'n must establish specific gear limits for recreational fishing and may include differences in restrictions 
based on coastal geographic regions. Annual license fee is $25 for NC resident and $250 for nonresident. 
Establishes twelve different kinds of Coastal Recreational Fishing Licenses with varying fees. Allows Sec’y of 
Environment, Health, and Natural Resources (Sec’y) to designate license agents for Dep't but requires that at 
least one license agent be appointed in each county that contains or borders on coastal fishing waters. Requires 
Dep't to reimburse-agents 6% for each license sold per individual. 

Marine and Estuarine Resources Fund. Effective Sept. 1, 1997, establishes Marine and Estuarine Resources 
Fund within DEHNR. Provides that all license revenues must be deposited to credit of fund. Moneys in fund are 
appropriated, reserved, set aside, and made available until expended, for enforcement and administration of Art. 
14A and Subch. IV of GS Ch. 113. Establishes two separate accounts within fund—Recreational License : 
Resource Account and Commercial License Resource Account—with license revenues from respective licenses | 
going to each account. Includes detailed provisions regarding expenditure of moneys from each account for 
resources and habitat enhancement, law enforcement, marine fisheries research, and other purposes. 

Coastal Mariculture License. Effective July 1, 1998, establishes Coastal Mariculture License, which entitles 
licensee to plant, relay, culture, harvest, sell to licensed fish dealer, and lawfully participate in all other mariculture 
operation activities. Annual license fee is $250 (in addition to annual cost of maintaining shellfish lease or 
franchise). Requires Comm'n to enact mariculture training requirements for participants in state mariculture 
industry. 

Marine Fisheries Commission re-established. Effective Sept. 1, 1997, re-establishes Marine Fisheries 
Commission in Art. 7 of GS Ch. 143B. Comm'n consists of nine members (now, 17 members) appointed as 
follows: (1) two people actively engaged in, or recently retired from, commercial fishing as demonstrated by 
deriving at least 50% of earned income from taking and selling fishery resources in NC coastal fishing waters 
(spouse of commercial fisherman may be appointed if either spouse meets criteria) (Senate President Pro Tem. 
and Speaker each appoint one person); (2) one person, appointed by Governor, who shail be actively connected 
and experienced as licensed fish dealer, or in seafood processing or distribution, as demonstrated by deriving at 
least 50% of earned income from activities involving buying, selling, etc. seafood landed in NC (spouse of person 
may be appointed if actively involved in business); (3) two people, actively engaged in recreational sports fishing in 
NC coastal waters, but cannot derive more than 10% of earned annual income from sports fishing activities 
(Senate President Pro Tem. and Speaker each appoint one person); (4) one person, appointed by Governor, 
actively engaged in sports fishing industry as demonstrated by selling goods or services that generate at least 
50% of earned income (spouse of person may be appointed if actively involved in business); (5) two people “at 
large” who have knowledge of and experience related to subjects and people regulated by Comm'n (Senate 
President Pro Tem. and Speaker each appoint one person); (6) one fisheries scientist, appointed by Governor, 
who has special training and expertise in marine and estuarine fisheries biology, ecology, etc, but person may not 
receive more than 10% of earned annual income from either commercial or sports fishing industries, including 
processing and distribution of seafood. Also sets out residential qualifications of comm’n members and required 
ethical standards, including disclosure statement, for members. Creates three comm’n advisory committees: 
Habitat/Water Quality Committee; Fisheries Assessment Committee, and Fisheries Resources/Users Committee. 
Reestablishes Marine Fisheries Endowment Fund. 

Coastal Habitat Protection Plans. Effective when act becomes law, adds new GS 143B-279.8 to require 
DEHNR to coordinate interdepartmental effort to prepare coastal habitat protection plans for critical fisheries 
habitats utilizing staff from Div’n of Coastal Management, Div’n of Marine Fisheries, Div’n of Water Quality, and 
other agencies. Plans must include (1) description and classification of biological systems in habitats, including 
wetlands, fish spawning grounds, endangered or threatened species, etc.; (2) evaluation of function, value to 
coastal fisheries, status, and trends of habitats; (3) identification of existing and potential threats to habitats and 
impact on coastal fishing; and (4) recommendations to protect and restore critical fisheries habitats. No later than 
July 1, 2002, plans must be considered and adopted by Coastal Resources Comm'n, Environmental Management 
Comm'n, and Marine Fisheries Comm'n in joint meetings. 

Requires that the Office of State Auditor conduct a performance audit of the Div’n of Marine Fisheries and 
report to the Joint Legislative Committee on Seafood and Aquaculture no later than Jan. 1, 1998. Effective July 1, 


1997 appropriates from the General Fund to the Office of the State Auditor $25,000 for 1997-98 for expenses of 
audit. 
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Appropriations. Makes the following appropriations, effective July 1, 1997. (1) Appropriates from the General 
Fund to the Dep't of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources $712,857 for 1997-98 for start-up funding for 
commercial license program. (2) Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep't of Environment, Health, and 
Natural Resources $379,394 for 1997-98 for start-up funding for recreational license program. (3) Appropriates 
from the General Fund to the Dep't of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources $63,408 for 1997-98 for one 
position to support the appeals panel. (4) Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Environment, Health, 
and Natural Resources $294,846 for 1997-98 and $277,346 for 1998-99 for five positions for and administrative 
costs of the coastal habitat protection plans. (5) Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Environment, 
Health, and Natural Resources $1,215,467 for 1997-98 and $1,025,099 for 1998-99 for 16 positions for and 
administrative costs of the fishery management plans. (6) Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep't of 
Environment, Health, and Natural Resources $264,563 for 1997-98 and $247,563 for 1998-99 for two positions for 
and administrative and operating expenses of the Marine Fisheries Commission and its advisory committees. (7) 
Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources $46,080 for each 
year of the biennium to support the fishery management plan advisory councils. (8) Appropriates from the General 
Fund to the Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources $67,000 for 1997-98 and $67,000 for 1998-99 to 
contract with the Dep't of Justice for an attorney to be assigned to the Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural 
Resources. (9) Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources 
$116,520 for 1997-98 and $16,520 for 1998-99 for construction and maintenance of an oceangoing patrol vessel 
within the Div’n of Marine Fisheries. (10) Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Environment, Health, 
and Natural Resources $125,000 for 1997-98 and $220,000 for 1998-99 for publication and distribution of rules. 

Other provisions. Amends GS 113-181 to require DEHNR to prepare fishery management plans for all 
commercially or recreationally significant species or fisheries that comprise state marine or estaurine resources. 
Goal of plans is to ensure long-term viability of state’s commercially and recreationally significant species or 
fisheries. Requires Joint Legislative Comm'n on Seafood and Aquaculture to study establishment of 
comprehensive state program to acquire, preserve, and restore habitats critical to marine and estaurine fisheries 
and report findings to 1998 General Assembly. Adds marine fisheries inspectors to provisions of GS 113- 
136(d)(1), which will authorize enforcement of criminal laws otherwise not in inspector's jurisdiction when violations 
occur in inspector's presence while inspector is engaged in enforcement of laws within inspector's jurisdiction. 
Effective for violations occurring on or after Sept. 1, 1997, increases penalties in GS 113-87(a) through (c) from 
class 1 to class A1 misdemeanor and in GS 113-87(d) from class 2 to class 1 misdemeanor. Effective for 
violations occurring on or after Sept. 1, 1997, sets out various specified criminal and civil penalties for unlawful 
sale or purchase of fish in new GS 113-175. Effective Sept. 1, 1997, adds new GS 143B-289.13 to set out quasi- 
judicial powers for Comm'n when acting under GS Ch. 150B. Effective Sept. 1, 1997, requires Comm'n to develop 
violation points system applicable to fishing licenses of all people who violate marine fisheries statutes or rules. 
Effective Sept. 1, 1997, requires Div’n of Marine Fisheries to prepare conservation volunteers pilot program to be 
approved by Comm'n before implementation.

H 378. HIGH POINT ZONING. AUTHORIZING THE CITY OF HIGH POINT TO DELEGATE ZONING POWERS 
TO THE HIGH POINT PLANNING AND ZONING COMMISSION. As title indicates.

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H 379. AMEND CHARTER SCHOOL LAWS. TO AMEND THE LAWS GOVERNING CHARTER SCHOOLS. 
Amends GS 115C-238.29B to allow creation of a charter school through creation of a charter school authority as 
well as through a private nonprofit corporation, but allows only the State Board of Education to approve an 
application for a charter school operated by a charter school authority. Whenever chartering entity is other than the 
local board of education, requires applicant to provide a copy of the application to local board and provides that 
local board may offer the chartering entity information or comment about the application. 

Provides that nonrenewal of a charter to a charter school authority constitutes revocation of the resolution 
creating the authority. Makes charter school accountable to the State Board of Education (rather than local board 
of education) and provides for State Board of Education (rather than local board) to sign contract with charter 
school operated by nonprofit corporation. Requires local board of education, at request of a charter school, to 
lease any available space to the charter school unless the board demonstrates that the lease is not economically 
or practically feasible. 

Provides that employees of a charter school operated by a charter school authority are public employees and 
are “teachers” for purposes of the state retirement system to the same extent as if they were employees of a local 
school administrative unit, and imposes on the charter school requirements necessary to carry out employees’ 
participation in the state retirement system. Employees of a charter school operated by a nonprofit corporation are 
not public employees and are not eligible to participate in the state retirement system. 

Authorizes (rather than requires) charter school to provide transportation for students. Requires charter 
school to develop a transportation plan so that transportation is not a barrier to any student residing in the local 
school administrative unit. Requires local board of education to contract with the charter school for provision of 
transportation if the local board operates a school bus system, but allows local board to refuse to provide 
transportation if it demonstrates there is no available space or it would not be practically feasible. 

Provides that only the State Board of Education may revoke a resolution. creating a charter school authority. 
Provides that funds allocated by the State Board of Education may be used for operational leases for real property 
or mobile classroom units for use by charter schools, but not to obtain any other interest in real property or mobile 
classroom units. Makes numerous other conforming amendments. 

Requires State Board of Education to adopt policy on whether and under what circumstances school 
personnel will be subject to criminal history check after preliminary approval of a charter school, and requires 
uniform application of the policy. Allows State Board of Education to grant conditional approval pending completion 
of criminal history checks. Requires Dep't of Justice to provide criminal histories. Makes-criminal check information 
privileged and allows such information be destroyed one year after it is used. State Board of Education and its 
employees are immune (except to the extent deemed waived by insurance, other indemnification, or the State Tort 
Claims Act) for negligence, but not for gross negligence, wanton conduct, or intentional wrongdoing in carrying out 
criminal history checks. Persons whose criminal histories are to be checked must be fingerprinted, provide 
required information, and sign consent to the check. School personnel may not be required to pay for criminal 
history checks or for fingerprinting. State Board of Education may consider person’s refusal to consent to criminal 
history check when it decides whether to approve charter application.

SENATE BILLS 


S 2. SHORTER ELECTION YEAR. Intro. 1/30/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Retains 
provisions of original bill dealing with later primary date. 

Elimination of second primary. Completely rewrites GS 163-111 to abolish second primaries. Provides that 
primary results are determined as follows: (1) when more than one person seeks election to a single office, the 
candidate receiving the highest number of votes is nominated; (2) when more persons seek nomination to two or 
more offices than there are offices to be filled, candidates receiving the highest number of votes, equal to the 
number of offices to be filled, are nominated; (3) in the case of a tie, the party executive committee selects the 
candidate (from those tied) in accordance with GS 163-114. Makes numerous conforming changes. 

Presidential primary date. Amends GS 163-213.2 to move the presidential primary from the Tuesday after 
the first Monday in May to the Tuesday after the first Monday in March. 

Campaign reporting changes. Amends GS 163-278.9(a) to make the following campaign reporting changes: 
(1) during even-numbered years in which there is an election for a candidate or in which the campaign committee 
is supporting a candidate, the treasurer must file a report with the Board of Elections not later than 7 days after the 
end of each calendar quarter covering the prior quarter, but the report for the third quarter also must cover the 
period in October through the 17" day before the election and is due seven days after that date, and the fourth 
quarter report shall not include that period if a third quarter report was required; and (2) if contributions are 
received or expenditures made for which no reports otherwise are required, they must be reported by the last 
Friday in July, covering the period through the last day of June, and shall be reported by the last Friday in January, 
covering the period through the last day of December. 

Local election changes. Changes the Orange County Board of Education and Yancey County Board of 
Education elections from the election and runoff method to the plurality method. Changes Edgecombe County 
Board of Education election from “substantial plurality” to plurality basis and eliminates runoff. Provides generally 
that (1) any local act providing for nonpartisan election of a county board of education on the date of the partisan 
primary, with a nonpartisan runoff election on the date of the second primary, is amended to provide for 
nonpartisan plurality method of election; (2) if members of any county board of education are elected at the 
primary election and take office under a local act in July after the primary, they shall instead take office on the 
same day in October after the primary, and the terms are extended accordingly; and (3) any local acts in conflict 
with the act are repealed to the extent of the conflict. 

Amends title of bill accordingly. Effective with respect to elections held on or after Jan. 1, 1998.

H 139. CLARIFY SEX OFFENDER REGISTRATION. Intro. 2/13/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Adds provision amending GS 14-208.6(2) to define “penal institution,” release from which triggers 
requirement that convicted sex offender register with local sheriff, to include “detention facility” operated by NC 
Div'n of Prisons, by another state or federal government, or by a local government in this state or another state.

Defines “candidate” as a 
person who has (1) filed a statement of organization for a political committee, or such a statement has been filed 
for a political committee created to support that person; (2) filed an official notice of candidacy with the appropriate 
board of elections for any elective office; (3) otherwise qualified for a place on the ballot; or (4) become a write-in 
candidate under GS 163-123. Also prohibits lobbyists from giving advice on the disbursement of contributions to 

- political action committees affiliated with entities for which the lobbyist is registered, and makes it unlawful for 
candidates, members, or political committees to accept contributions with knowledge of such unlawful advice.

Directs the executive 
administrator and board of trustees of the Plan to establish the payment percentages, maximum daily payment 
rates, benefit periods, elimination periods, and maximum lifetime benefits payable. Provides that the benefits may 
be offered on a self-insured basis or through a contract of insurance.

To receive 
license, applicant must maintain liquid assets of at least $25,000 and be found by the Comm'’r to possess the 
financial responsibility, character, reputation, experience, and general fitness to warrant belief that the business 
will be operated efficiently and fairly, in the public interest, and in accordance with law. Applicants denied license 
are entitled to a hearing before the Comm’r. Allows licensed check-cashing services to charge the following fees: 
(1) government checks—3% of the face amount of check or $5.00, whichever is greater; (2) personal checks— 
10% of the face amount of check or $5.00, whichever is greater; (3) money orders and all other checks—5% of the 
face amount or $5.00, whichever is greater. Fees must be posted, and checks cashed must be deposited or 
presented for payment within three days of cashing date. Licensees must maintain such books, accounts, and 
records as Comm’ requires. Licensees may not make loans, accept deposits or bailments of money or items, 
engage in false or deceptive advertising or practices, conduct business at locations other than locations licensed 
by the Comm’r, or cash checks payable to a payee that is not a natural person without documenting that the 
person presenting the check is authorized to act on behalf of the payee. 

Makes operating without a license a class | felony and authorizes the Comm’r to impose civil penalties for 
violations of law and regulations related to licensing and operation of check-cashing services. 

Exempts banks, savings institutions, credit unions, farm credit systems, and businesses engaged in retail 
sales or services that charge no more than $2.00 for check cashing. A person licensed under the Money 
Transmitters Act is exempt from provisions requiring licensure, but provisions regarding. maximum fees, record 


keeping, and prohibited practices apply. Effective Oct. 1, 1997. Applies to acts or omissions occurring on or after 
that date.

The per capita income ratio is the average per capita income in the county 
for the preceding three years divided by the average state per capita income for the preceding three years. 
Provides that a taxpayer may be eligible for a credit for leasing machinery and equipment as well as for 
purchasing the equipment. Makes other clarifying technical changes. Effective for tax years beginning on or after 
Jan. 1, 1997.

S 317. LOCAL GOVERNMENT DEBT CHANGES. TO ALLOW ALL COUNTIES TO ACQUIRE PROPERTY FOR 
USE BY THEIR LOCAL BOARDS OF EDUCATION, TO PROVIDE THAT EXISTING LOCAL GOVERNMENT 
DEBT STATEMENT REQUIREMENTS AND DEBT LIMITATIONS APPLY TO INSTALLMENT PURCHASE AND 
LEASE DEBTS, TO REQUIRE LOCAL GOVERNMENT COMMISSION APPROVAL OF MORE NONVOTED 
DEBTS, AND TO CAP THE AMOUNT OF INSTALLMENT PURCHASE AND LEASE DEBT COUNTIES AND 
CITIES MAY INCUR. Amends GS 153A-158.1, which currently gives certain counties the authority to acquire and 
construct real property for use by a school administrative unit, to grant that authority to all counties. 

Amends the local government bond act (GS 159-55) to define “outstanding debt not evidenced by bonds” as 
the principal component of outstanding installment contracts and capital leases and the total lease payments due 
under outstanding operating leases. Outstanding debt not evidenced by bonds is includable in gross debt and 
deductible in determining net debt to the same extent as if it were bonded debt. If an installment contract, capital 
lease, or operating lease provides for funds for more than one purpose, but does not set forth the amounts for 
each purpose, the finance officer must file a certificate with the clerk determining the purposes and amounts. For 
purposes of GS 159-55, an “installment contract” is an agreement entered into under GS 160A-20; a “capital 
lease” is an agreement entered into under GS 153A-165 or GS 160A-19 that constitutes a capital lease under 
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generally accepted accounting principles; and an “operating lease” is an agreement entered into under GS 153A- 
165 or GS 160A-19 that constitutes an operating lease under generally accepted accounting principles. 

Amends GS 159-148 to require Local Gov't Comm'n approval of certain contracts regarding lease, 
acquisition, or construction of capital assets, even if contract does not obligate, expressly or by implication, the 
local government to levy taxes for payments due under the contract. Amends GS 159-150 to treat financing 
agreements entered into under Art. 8, GS Ch. 159 as outstanding debt not evidenced by bonds as determined 
under GS 159-55(d). Prohibits, without voter approval, a county or city from executing contracts subject to Art. 8 
of GS Ch. 159 if the net outstanding debt not evidenced by bonds on or after July 1, 1997, would, after execution 
of the contract, exceed 1% of the assessed value of property subject to taxation by the city or county. Debt 
limitations of GS 159-50 do not apply to (1) funding and refunding contracts; (2) contracts for water, gas, or electric 
power; (3) contracts for sanitary sewer system purposes when the amounts payable under the contracts are 
deductible pursuant to GS 159-55(d)(2) or GS 159-55(d)(3); (4) contracts for sanitary sewers, sewage disposal, or 
sewage purification plants when construction of these facilities is ordered by a court or by the Environmental 
Management Comm'n; (5) contracts for erosion control purposes; or (6) contracts for erecting jetties or other 
protective works to prevent encroachment by bodies of water. Act does not’affect contracts or obligations entered 
into before July 1, 1997, or for which an appiication for Local Gov't Comm'n approval was filed before July 1, 1997.

All 
assessments are based on total assets as of Dec. 31 of each year. Permits Comm’r of Banks to make special 
assessments when banks or consumer finance licensees warrant increased supervision. Provides that if an 
employee of the Comm’r of Banks is a witness in a civil or criminal case, Comm’r is entitled to fee in amount 
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determined by the presiding judge (now, fee of $10 per day). Allows Banking Comm'n to reduce amount of 

assessments and deletes provision limiting reduction of fees or assessments by more than 50%. Comm'r may 

collect assessments on annual or periodic basis, as approved by the Banking Comm'n. Amends GS 53-184 to 

remove statutory requirement that licensees reconcile surplus or net worth with balance sheets, show ratios of 

profits to assets reported, or show the monthly average number and amount of outstanding loans. Repeals GS 53- 

184(d) which now requires affiliated lenders to file composite annual reports in addition to separate reports.

Committee is authorized to 
consider issues concerning the application, administration, practice, or alleged violation of GS Ch. 126 or other 
laws regarding rights, duties and obligations of state employees, including (1) allegations regarding abuse in 
administration of state personnel system (particularly matters involving prohibited political activity by state 
employees), (2) allegations regarding selective application of reductions in force to individual employees not 
otherwise subject to dismissal for cause or by exemption from the State Personnel Act, (3) review of issues and 
policies being considered by State Personnel Comm'n, State Employees Ass'n, and Office of State Personnel, and 
(4) development of legislation to reform State Personnel Act and integrate personnel policies more consistent with 
those employed in the private sector. Requires committee to submit interim report to 1998 session of General 
Assembly and file final report with Speaker by Dec. 31,.1998.

With respect to insurance contracts 
delivered, issued for delivery, or renewed on and after July 1, 1997, adds new GS 58-3-176 to provide that (1) 
insurer may not refuse to enroll individual or dependent of individual under group health benefit plan because of 
health status of individual or dependent: (2) insurer may not (except for specified reasons, e.g. failure to pay 
premiums, specified in statute) unilaterally discontinue or refuse to renew group health plan, coverage of individual 
or dependent of individual under group health plan, or coverage of individual under policy or certificate of individual 
insurance; (3) insurer may not charge enrollee in group health plan benefit plan a higher premium than similar 
enrollee in that plan solely because of enrollee’s health status; (4) with respect to individual or individual's 
dependent under group health benefit plan, insurer may not limit or exclude coverage, through rider, endorsement, 
etc., for specified disease or medical condition otherwise covered under that plan, nor apply a pre-existing 
condition provision under a group health benefit plan or individual health insurance coverage unless the period 
during which coverage is limited or excluded does not exceed 12 months following date of enrollment (18 months 
following date of enrollment of late enrollee) reduced by waiting periods under prior creditable coverage; (5) 
insurer may not impose pre-existing condition limits with respect to (a) pregnancy or pregnancy-related condition, 
(b) newborn who is covered under creditable coverage (defined in act) no later than 30" day following birth, (c) 
child adopted or placed for adoption who is covered under creditable coverage no later than 30" day following 
adoption or date placed for adoption, or (d) a potential but undiagnosed condition relating to genetic information 
about the insured; and (6) insurer that provides individual health benefit plans may not deny eligible individual - 
(defined as individual (a) who has accumulated at least 18 months of prior creditable coverage, (b) whose most 
recent coverage was under health benefit plan provided by employer, church, or government plan, (c) who has no 
other health insurance coverage and is not eligible for Medicare, and (d) who has exhausted group health 
insurance continuation coverage under COBRA or Art. 53 of GS Ch. 58) coverage under individual health plan or 
impose pre-existing condition limitation or exclusion. Also includes provisions regarding special enrollment under 
group health benefit plans and restrictions on insurer’s termination of coverage. Amends GS 58-50-130(a) to 
require that health benefit plans covering small employers meet applicable requirements of GS 58-3-176. Does not 
apply to certain types of insurance benefits, including Medicare supplemental insurance. 

Continuation of group hospital, surgical, and major medical coverage after termination of employment or 
membership. With respect to insurance contracts delivered, issued for delivery, or renewed on and after July 1, 
1997, amends GS 58-53-35 to provide that, unless terminated earlier as per other subsections of statute, 
continuation of insurance under group policy shall terminate 18 months (now, one year) after the date the 
employee's or member's insurance under policy would otherwise have terminated because of termination of 
employment or membership. 

Long-term care insurance. With respect to insurance contracts delivered, issued for delivery, or renewed on 
and after July 1, 1997, adds new GS 58-55-31 to provide that (1) no long-term care insurance policy may be used 
in NC unless it provides for an offer of nonforfeiture, which shall not be less than an offer of reduced paid-up 
insurance benefits, extended term insurance benefits, or shortened benefit period; (2) no such policy may pay 
cash surrender value unless dividends or refunds are applied as reduction of future premiums or increase in future 
benefits; (3) no such policy may be used in NC unless insurer has developed financial or personal asset suitability 
test to determine whether or not issuing long-term care insurance to applicant is appropriate; (4) every such policy 


must include an offer of alternative plan of care benefit: and (5) language used in such policies must comply with 
definitions included in statute. , 
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Required coverage for minimum hospital stay following birth. With respect to insurance contracts delivered, 
issued for delivery, or renewed on and after Jan. 1, 1998, adds new GS 58-3-169 to provide that, except as 
provided in section, insurer that provides health care benefit plan that contains maternity benefits, including 
benefits for childbirth, must ensure that coverage is provided with respect to mother who is participant, beneficiary, 
or policyholder under plan and her newborn child for minimum of 48 hours of inpatient length following normal 
vaginal delivery, and minimum of 96 hours of inpatient length of stay following cesarean section, without requiring 
attending provider to obtain authorization from insurer or its representative. Includes requirements with respect to 
postdelivery follow-up care when mother and child are discharged before 48 hours following normal vaginal 
delivery or before 96 hours following cesarean section. Repeals GS 58-3-170(a1). 

Coverage of mental illness. With respect to insurance contracts delivered, issued for delivery, or renewed on 
and after Jan. 1, 1998, adds new GS 58-51-55(b1), GS 58-65-90(b1), and GS 58-67-75(b1) to provide that policy, 
subscriber contract, or group health care plan (covering more than 50 employees) that covers both physical illness 
or injury and mental illness may not impose a lesser lifetime or annual dollar limitation on mental health benefits 
than on physical illness or injury benefits, subject to exceptions set out in bill. Provision expires Oct. 1, 2001.

(3) Amends GS 135-40.6(6)j. to provide that no benefits are payable for services to correct 
vision if performed in lieu of the use of corrective lenses. (4) Amends GS 135-40.6(2)f., regarding certification of 
inpatient admissions, to provide that failure to obtain certification results in a penalty of 50% of the eligible 
expenses up to $500 per admission and the denial of services that were not medically necessary or appropriate. 
(5) Amends GS 135.40.1 to add definition of skilled care as medically necessary services that can only be 
rendered under state law or regulation by licensed health professionals. (6) Amends GS 135-40.6(3) to provide 
that services on an inpatient basis in a skilled nursing facility are only covered if they are medically necessary on a 
daily basis. (7) Amends GS 135-40.6(8)c. to provide that services of a home health aide are covered if they are an 
adjunct to or extension of concurrent medically necessary skilled services under the supervision of an RN. (8) 
Amends GS 135-40.7B to make separate provisions for treatment of chemical dependency and make separate 
listings of facilities that are eligible for coverage of inpatient and outpatient mental illness treatment and chemical 
dependency treatment, outpatient mental illness treatment, and outpatient chemical dependency treatment. Also 
provides for precertification of outpatient visits beyond 26 visits per plan year, case management for all 
electroconvulsive treatment, and length-of stay certification for nonemergency inpatient and residential programs 
and intensive outpatient programs.

(19) Amends GS 135-40.11(c)(1) to provide that employees who 
were covered under the plan at termination of employment may be continued for a period of not more than 18 
months or 29 months if determined to be disabled under the Social Security Act. (20) Repeals GS 135- 
40.6A(a)(7), which requires prior approval for foot surgery, GS 135-40.6A(b)(5), under which prior approval may 
be required for argon laser trabeculoplasty, and GS 135-40.6A(b)(6), under which prior approval may be required 
for RAST.

DRIVING WHILE IMPAIRED. Seizing vehicles used in driving while impaired (DWI) offenses. Effective when act 
becomes law, amends GS 20-28.2(d) (forfeiting motor vehicle for impaired driving after impaired driving license 
revocation) to require that sentencing judge order vehicle forfeited if requirements of subsections (a) through (c) 
are met and defendant was registered owner of vehicle at time of offense. If defendant was not registered owner, 
judge must order vehicle forfeited unless registered owner proves by clear and convincing evidence that he or she 
was “innocent party” (person who did not know and had no reason to know that defendant's license was revoked, 
or knew defendant's license was revoked but defendant drove vehicle without person's consent). Adds new GS 
20-28.3 to require officer to seize and impound vehicle when officer has probable cause to believe it is subject to 
forfeiture. Requires officer to give written notice of impoundment to registered owner if that owner was not 
operating or present in-vehicle when DWI offense was committed. Includes provisions regarding review of 
impoundment by magistrate, custody of vehicle at location designated by county school board, and conditions 
allowing release of vehicle pending trial. Adds new GS 20-28.4 to set out procedures by which innocent party 
registered owner may apply to trial judge for return of vehicle, and new GS 20-28.5 to provide for sale or transfer 
of forfeited vehicle to county school board. 

Increased penalties for DWI. Effective for offenses committed on or after Dec. 1, 1997, changes punishment 
for DWI conviction as follows. (1) Level one punishment—term of imprisonment may be suspended only if 
condition of special probation requires defendant to serve minimum 30 days (now, 14 days) imprisonment. (2) 
Level two punishment—term of imprisonment may be suspended only if condition of special probation is imposed, 
but condition is not specified (now, condition must be minimum seven days imprisonment or two days 
imprisonment and house arrest). (3) Levels three, four, and five punishments—deletes mandatory suspended 
sentence as punishment for each of these levels of punishment, thereby allowing active terms of imprisonment. (4) 
For all levels of punishment, provides that if probation is imposed, condition of probation must include defendant's 
obtaining substance abuse assessment and education or treatment as required by GS 20-17.6. Amends GS 20- 
179(k1) (credit for inpatient treatment) to allow trial judge to order that costs of treatment be absorbed by state. 

Increase administrative license revocation period. Effective for offenses committed on or after Dec. 1, 1997, 
amends GS 20-16.2 and 20-16.5 to increase immediate pretrial license revocation for DWI offenses from 10 to 30 
days, but allows limited driving privilege after 10 days if (1) at time of offense, person held either valid driver's 
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licensé or license that had been expired for less than one year; (2) person does not have unresolved pending DWI 
offense; and (3) person obtains substance abuse assessment from mental health facility and registers for, and 
agrees to participate in, recommended training or treatment program. 

Alcohol screening test admissible to prove driving-after-drinking offense by person under 21. Effective for 
offenses committed on or after Dec. 1, 1997, amends GS 20-138.3 (driving by person under 21 after consuming 
alcohol or drugs) to provide (1) results of alcohol screening test or refusal to submit to test may be used by law 
enforcement officer, court, or administrative agency to determine if alcohol was present in driver's body; and (2) 
odor of alcoholic beverage on driver's breath is insufficient evidence to prove beyond reasonable doubt that 
alcohol was remaining in driver s body unless driver was offered alcohol screening test or chemical analysis and 
refused to provide sample. | 

Allow drug testing for DWI. Effective for offenses committed on or after Dec. 1, 1997, amends GS 20-139.1 to 
provide that a person may be requested, under GS 20-16.2, to submit to chemical analysis of person’s blood or 
other bodily fluid or substance in addition to or in lieu of a chemical analysis of breath, in charging officer's 
discretion. Person’s willful refusal to submit to chemical analysis of blood or other bodily fluid or substance is willful 
refusal under GS 20-16.2. Makes conforming change in definition of “chemical analysis” in GS 20-4.01(3a) to 
include test for presence of impairing substance as well as alcohol.

(6) Provides that if the 
license of a preneed funeral establishment lapses or terminates, the licensee must immediately transfer all of the 
unperformed preneed funeral contracts and any retained funds to another preneed funeral establishment. The 
substitute licensee is liable to the preneed funeral contract purchasers for all funds paid. (7) Provides that the 
names and addresses of the purchasers or beneficiaries of preneed funeral contracts are not public records. 

Disposition of Body. Adds new GS 130A-422 to allow an individual at least 18 years of age to designate the 
manner of disposition of the individual’s own body by will, a health care power of attorney, a preneed funeral 
contract, a cremation authorization, or in a written document signed by the individual and witnessed by two other 
adults.

S 70. OBSOLETE SCHOOL LAWS. Intro. 2/10/97. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. Deletes 


provisions revising definition of school systems (amending GS 115C-74, repealing GS 115C-75, and amending 
GS 115C-5). 


S 104. DMV MEDICAL INFORMATION IMMUNITY. Intro. 2/13/97. Senate action amends 1st edition. Provides : 
that physician or psychologist not disclosing information under section is also immune from civil or criminal liability 


for such non-disclosure. Makes additional correcting and technical changes. 
S 143. BAN TOBACCO SALES TO MINORS. Intro. 2/17/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 4 
Provides that failure to demand proof of age as required for sale of tobacco products is a class 2 misdemeanor if 
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the prospective purchaser is under 18 years of age (was, class 2 misdemeanor, regardless of age of prospective 
purchaser). Makes presentation of falsified documentation regarding age by person under age of 18 for purpose of 
purchasing tobacco a class 2 misdemeanor (was, class 2 misdemeanor for any person to do so). Requires 
removal of vending machines that do not comply with rules regarding accessibility by minors by July 31, 1997 (was 
Aug. 28, 1997.) Changes effective date for entire act to Aug. 1, 1997 (was, Feb. 28, 1997 for change in type of 
identification 18 year olds must provide, and Dec. 1, 1997 for other provisions). 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 39. SWEPSONVILLE INCORPORATION. Intro. 2/4/97. House action amends ‘st edition. Provides that until the 
organizational meeting of the town council after the 1997 municipal election, the members of the board of the 
Swepsonville Sanitary District will serve as town council members. 


H 89. NOTIFY SCHOOL/JUV. PROBATION. Intro. 2/10/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Adds provision to GS 7A-649(8) directing that chief court counselor, or designee, when assigning juvenile to court 
counselor under subsection, consider whether it is practicable to assign individual court counselors to individual 
schools, and whether it is practicable and in juvenile’s best interest to assign juvenile to court counselor assigned 
to the school that juvenile is required to attend. Makes conforming change to title. Adds provision to proposed GS 
115C-404 stating that information received under section is received in confidence for purposes of rehabilitating 


student and protecting students and staff and may not be further disseminated except in furtherance of those 
goals. 


H 197. JUDICIAL TIMBER SALE/SEALED BID. Intro. 2/17/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 

Expands rules for obtaining appraisals before public sale of timber by sealed bid. Prohibits an appraiser from 

submitting a bid on the timber that is subject to appraisal, from divulging contents of appraisal to any person other 

than the person holding the sale, and from conducting an appraisal of the timber for any other person until after the 

sale is confirmed. Requires that appraisals remain confidential. Clarifies that other changes in judicial sale/ sealed 
bid procedures made by this bill apply to timber sales, rather than judicial sales of property generally. 


H 198. SUPERVISION OF PRISONERS. Intro. 2/17/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes 
technical changes only. 


H 265. COUNTY ORTHOPHOTOGRAPHY BOUNDARIES. Intro. 2/18/97. House action amends ‘st edition. Adds 
following counties to bill: Alamance, Beaufort, Cleveland, Craven, Davidson, Duplin, Forsyth, Gaston, Harnett, 
Hyde, Jones, Lee, Lenoir, Macon, Onslow, Pamlico, Pender, Polk, Randolph, Rutherford, Sampson, Wake, 
Watauga, Wayne, Wilkes, and Yadkin; and amends title accordingly. 


H 309. CHARLOTTE ON-STREET PARKING. Intro. 2/24/97. House action amends 1st edition. Makes technical 
changes only.

S 352. CURRENT OPERATIONS APPROPRIATIONS (=H 493). TO MAKE BASE BUDGET APPROPRIATIONS 
FOR CURRENT OPERATIONS OF STATE DEPARTMENTS, INSTITUTIONS, AND AGENCIES, AND FOR 
OTHER PURPOSES. Enacts the “Current Operations Appropriations Act of 1997” based on the Governor's 1997- 
99 budget proposal. 


General Fund Appropriations 

Budget Reform Statements. Estimates total General Fund availability as $11,244,600,000 for 1997-98 and ( 
$11,758,900,000 for 1998-99. Beginning unrestricted fund balance for 1997-98 is $147.4 million; anticipated tax } 
revenues are $10.4383 billion for 1997-98 and $11.0791 billion for 1998-99; anticipated nontax revenues are 
$405.9 million for 1997-98 and $426.8 million for 1998-99. Budget availability statement includes $170 million 
transfer to General Fund from Highway Trust Fund and $83 million “disproportionate share receipts” for each year 
of the biennium, plus $2.6 million for 1997-98 and $7.9 million for 1998-99 for revenue assessments from 
additional interstate auditors. 

Appropriations. Appropriates from the General Fund $11,242,275,326 for 1997-98 and $11,535,848,998 for 
1998-99 to state departments, institutions, and agencies as described in the following table. The Governor's 
proposed budget includes $116.2 million in adjustments (reductions) to the original 1997-98 continuation budget — 
(including $36.6 million in reduced Medicaid spending and $20.8 million in reduced spending for out-of-state 
imprisonment of inmates), $128,819,350 in additional reductions for 1997-98 (including $82.4 million in reductions 
to DHR budget and $9.1 million in reductions to UNC budget) and $591,874,311 in expansion spending for 1997- 
98 (including $445.7 million in additional spending for public education, community colleges, and UNC system).

General Provisions 


Includes provision authorizing expenditure by state dep'ts and agencies of federal funds, special funds, and 
departmental receipts in accordance with Executive Budget Act. Allows Director of the Budget to transfer funds 
from salary adjustment reserve appropriations if required to support approved salary adjustments made necessary 
by difficulties in recruiting and retaining qualified employees in state government. Restricts expenditure of funds 
appropriated for reserve except for purpose for which reserve was created or as otherwise provided. Requires 
private, nonprofit entities that receive state funds to file policy addressing conflicts of interest involving 
management employees and members of board of directors of governing body. 


Public Schools 

Career development. Provides that funds appropriated to the State Board of Education for local school units 
receiving career development funds for 1997-98 and 1998-99 may be used only to ensure that individual 
employees do not receive less on a monthly basis in salary and state-funded bonuses than they received during 
1994-95, as long as the employees qualify for bonuses under the local differentiated pay plan. Authorizes the 
State Board to use funds appropriated to State Aid to Local School Administrative Units for this purpose. Also 
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provides that funds appropriated to local school units receiving career development funds for 1996-97 that did not 
revert on June 30, 1997, may be used only to hold individual employees harmless. ; 

Litigation reserve. Provides that unexpended funds available to the Dep't of Public Instruction for 1996-97 for 
the litigation reserve shall not revert and shall remain available for expenditure until June 30, 1998. 

Exceptional children funds. Allocates funds to each local school unit for academically gifted children as 
follows: $710.61 per child for 4% of the 1997-98 and 1998-99 actual average daily membership in the local unit, 
regardless of the number of children actually identified as academically gifted. Limits total number of children for 
which funds shall be allocated to 49,047 for the 1997-98 school year and 49,937 for the 1998-99 school year. 
Allocates funds to each loca! school unit for exceptional children other than academically gifted children as follows: 
$2,131.87 per child for the lesser of all children identified as exceptional other than academically gifted or 12.5% of 
the 1996-97 actual average daily membership in the local unit. Limits total number of children for which funds shall 
be allocated to 141,572 for 1997-98 school year and 145,696 for 1998-99. Provides for increase in dollar amounts 
in accordance with legislative salary increments for personnel! who serve exceptional children. 

Minimum vacation leave for bus drivers. Requires at least one day of paid vacation leave for school bus 
drivers who have been employed for at least one academic year. 

School pay date flexibility pilot program. Authorizes State Board of Education to establish a pilot program in up 
to four local school units allowing pilot units to pay 10-month employees for a full month of employment when the 
days of employment are less than a full month at the beginning or end of their contract. 

Public school teachers/iability protection. Provides that, from funds appropriated to the Dep’t of Public 
Instruction for the 1997-99 biennium, the State Board of Education shall allocate to each local school unit $10 for 
each teacher who is paid from the General Fund for the purpose of providing comprehensive general liability 
protection for teachers employed for the 1997-98 and 1998-99 school years. 

Alternative learning programs/guidelines. Allows State Board of Education to use up to $200,000 of the funds 
in the Alternative Schools/At-Risk Student allotment to implement GS 115C-12(24). 

Public school building capital fund. Amends GS 115C-546.2 to allow counties to use moneys in the public 
school building capital fund for equipment to implement an approved local school technology plan. Exempts 
expenditures for such equipment from local match requirement. 

NC Center for Prevention of School Violence. Transfers Center for Prevention of School Violence from College 
of Education and Psychology at NC State University to NC Dep’t of Public Instruction and appropriates $580,000 
to Dep't of Public Instruction for support of Center. Allocates from funds appropriated to Dep't of Public Instruction 
$4,340,000 for each year of the 1997-99 biennium, to be used for grants to place school resource officers in 
middle schools with the highest incidence of school violence. Allocates an additional $80,000 for staff support to 
administer grant funds. Also allocates for support of uniformed school resource officers $10 million of the $14.2 
million appropriated during the 1996 legislative session for the Alternative Schools/At-Risk Student allotment. 


Community Colleges 

Funds to reward excellence in community college teaching. Requires State Board of Community Colleges to 
develop policies for the distribution of an average 0.5% salary increase for teaching faculty members who have 
demonstrated excellence in teaching in 1997-98. 

Community college funding flexibility. Requires each community college to submit an institutional effectiveness 
plan to State Board of Community Colleges. Allows college to use all state funds allocated to it, except literacy 
funds and funds for new and expanding industries, for any authorized purpose consistent with the institutional 
effectiveness plan. 

Course repetition policy for fire, rescue, and police personnel. Exempts such personne! from course repetition 
policy adopted by State Board of Community Colleges. 

Faculty salary limitations. Requires that funds appropriated by the General Assembly for 1997-98 faculty 
salary increases be used only for that purpose. 


Colleges and Universities 

Aid to students attending private colleges. Allocates from funds appropriated to Board of Governors the 
following sums: up to $750 per FTE NC undergraduate for scholarships for needy NC students; and up to $1450 
for each full-time NC undergraduate per academic year for tuition grants. Prohibits use of funds for any student 
incarcerated for a class A, B, B1, or B2 felony and for any student incarcerated for a class C through | felony who 
is not eligible for parole or release within 10 years. 
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Aid to private colleges/egisiative tuition grant limitations. Provides that the amount of a tuition grant to a 
student in a degree program at a site away from the main campus of an approved private institution may be no 
more than the result of the ratio of the cost per credit hour for off-campus instruction at that site to the cost per 
credit hour for regular, full-time on-campus instruction, multiplied by the maximum grant award, or the maximum 
allowable grant award, whichever is less. 

Wake Forest and Duke medical school assistance/funding formula. Directs that grants be made to Wake 
Forest Medical School of $8,000 per each NC medical student, $1,000 of which is to be used to provide financial 
aid to needy NC students. Directs that grants be made to Duke Medical School of $5,000 per each NC medical 
student, $500 of which is be used to provide financial aid to needy NC students. Limits assistance to any individual 
Duke student to $2,000 annually. Directs additional $1,000 per student grant to Duke for each student in first 
through fourth years to extent enrollment in each of those classes exceeds 30 NC students. 

Transfer of overhead receipts to trust funds/UNC system. Amends GS 116-36.1(g) to include in the definition 
of “trust funds” money received by an institution as reimbursement of overhead and other indirect costs associated 
with contracts and grants. 


Dep’t of Administration 
Domestic Violence Center funds transferred. Provides that funds appropriated to the Dep’t of Administration 
for domestic violence centers shall be administered in accordance with GS 50B-9, except that the NC Carolina 
Coalition against Domestic Violence, Inc., may not receive a grant from appropriated funds in excess of $10,000. 
Parking revenues. Allows Sec’y of Administration to use parking revenues in excess of parking system 
expense requirements to fund the $10 per month subsidies for van pools and transit passes. 


Office of the Governor 

HOME program matching funds. Provides that funds appropriated to the NC Housing Financing Agency for the 
federal HOME program must be used to match federal funds appropriated for the HOME program. Sets priorities 
for use of state matching funds for HOME Program projects. Provides that state matching funds may not be 
expended if Congress does not require matching funds for a program year. Provides that state matching funds will 
not revert in 1998 or 1999. 


Dep’t of Transportation 

Global Transpark Authority to reimburse Highway Fund. Requires Global Transpark Authority to turn over to 
Highway Fund up to $1.8 million in federal funds received as reimbursement for expenses for environmental 
impact statements originally paid by Highway Fund revenues. 

Aircraft and ferry acquisitions. Requires Board of Transportation to estimate operational and capital costs 
before approving purchase of additional aircraft or ferry. 

Highway Fund allocations by Controller. Requires Controller to allocate appropriated funds to eliminate 
overdrafts on maintenance and construction projects. 

Cash flow Highway Fund and Highway Trust Fund appropriations. Certifies anticipated revenues of Highway 
Fund and Highway Trust Fund for 1999 through 2003. 

Highway Fund limitations. Allows overexpenditures from listed titles wnen there are corresponding 
underexpenditures in the same title. Overexpenditures from listed titles to fund additional positions must be 
approved by Director of the Budget and reported to Joint Legislative Highway Oversight Committee and to Fiscal 
Research Div’n. 

Widen resurfaced roads. Allows use of up to 15% of funds appropriated for resurfacing of roads to be used to 
widen roads scheduled to be resurfaced. 

Highway Fund adjustment to reflect revenue. Allocates unreserved credit balance in Highway Fund at end of 
fiscal year. 

Exemption from experimental project—congestion management. For purpose of entering into a design-build- 
warrant contract to develop a “congestion avoidance and reduction for autos and trucks” system for Charlotte, 
Dep't is exempt from listed statutes to extent necessary to comply with federal rules and policies related to the 
project. Dep't must file reports with the Joint Legislative Highway Oversight Committee concerning efforts to enter 
into the contract and construct the project. 

Funds for driver training. Requires State Board of Education to consider small and low-wealth school 
administrative units in allocating driver training funds. 
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Dep’t of Human Resources ; 

Willie M. Substantially similar to provisions in Continuation Budget Operations Appropriations Act of 1995, 
1995 SL, Ch. 324, except deletes requirements for reports to the Governor and General Assembly. 

Thomas S. Substantially similar to provisions in Continuation Budget Operations Appropriations Act of 1995, 
1995 SL, Ch. 324. 

Mixed beverage tax for area mental health programs. identical to provision in Continuation Budget Operations 
Appropriations Act of 1995, 1995 SL, Ch. 324, except that funds must be allocated to area mental health programs 
based on need and in accordance with a program’s annual memorandum of agreement. 

Clinical social worker exemption. Extends until Jan. 1, 1999, exemption from academic requirements 
contained in GS 90B-10(b)(3)a for social workers engaged in the practice of social work. 

Physician services. Allows Dep't of Human Resources to use appropriated funds for salary increases to offset 
cost of contracting with private universities for physician services in facilities of the Div'n of Mental Health, 
Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Services. 

Private agency uniform cost finding requirement. |dentical to provision in Continuation Budget Operations 
Appropriations Act of 1995, 1995 SL, Ch. 324. 

Nonsupplanting of mental health, developmental disabilities, and substance abuse funds. \dentical to provision 
in Continuation Budget Operations Appropriations Act of 1995, 1995 SL, Ch. 324. 

Client services monitoring. \dentical to provision in Continuation Budget Operations Appropriations Act of 
1995, 1995 SL, Ch. 324. 

Transfers of certain funds authorized. \dentical to provision in Continuation Budget Operations Appropriations 
Act of 1995, 1995 SL, Ch. 324. 

Liability insurance. |dentical to provision in Continuation Budget Operations Appropriations Act of 1995, 1995 
SL, Ch. 324. 

Limitation on use of special Alzheimer's unit in Wilson. Special unit in Wilson may only serve clients who 
cannot be served by any similar private facility. 

Thomas S. lawsuit compliance. Requires Dep’t of Justice and Dep’t of Human Resources to resolve Thomas 
S. lawsuit in expeditious and cost-effective manner. 

Medicaid. Substantially similar to provision in Continuation Budget Operations Appropriations Act of 1995, 
1995 SL, Ch. 324. Also allows Div’n of Medical Assistance to share savings with counties that recover fraudulently 
spent Medicaid funds, to use development and equipment funds to improve management information and claims 
processing systems, and to administer federally mandated Medicaid estate recovery. Allows Dep’t of Human 
Resources to adopt temporary rules when necessary to maximize federal funds, reduce expenditures, or reduce 
fraud or abuse. 

Non-Medicaid Reimbursement. Substantially similar to provisions in Continuation Budget Operations 
Appropriations Act of 1995, 1995 SL, Ch. 324. Adds provisions concerning eligibility level for adults in the atypical 
ate medication program in the Div’n of Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse 

ervices 

Review of automated polecion and tracking system. Requires Information Resource Management 
Commission to conduct quarterly review of ACTS project being developed by Dep’t of Human Resources. 

Adult care home reimbursements. Sets maximum monthly rates for residents in adult care home facilities at 
$893 per month effective July 1, 1997 and $915 per month effective July 1, 1998. Retains provision protecting 
eligibility and benefits of State-County Special Assistance recipients who resided in adult care homes on Aug. 1, 
1995. Provides that state and county share equally the nonfederal costs of Medicaid services paid to adult care 
home facilities. County matching share for personal care requirements is capped until it reaches 15% of the 
nonfederal Medicaid personal care requirements.

Allows use of funds 
remaining from 1995 appropriation to be used to provide HIV training and to fund three social work positions within 
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the Dep't of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources for case-management of families with HIV-infected 
children in eastern NC. 

Extend Cabarrus County Work First and Food Stamp workfare pilot program. Extends until 1999, Dep't of 
Human Resources pilot program in Cabarrus County for the purpose of conducting a demonstration workfare 
program for certain Work First and Food Stamp Recipients. Dep’t must report on program to General Assembly by 
May 1, 1998. 

Senior center outreach. |dentical to provision in Continuation Budget Operations Appropriations Act of 1995, 
1995 SL, Ch. 324. 

Day care allocation formula. Substantially similar to provision in Continuation Budget Operations 
Appropriations Act of 1995, 1995 SL, Ch. 324. Provides that county’s initial allocation will not be less than the 
county’s total expenditures for child care in 1995-96. 

Day care funds matching requirement. |dentical to provision in Continuation Budget Operations Appropriations 
Act of 1995, 1995 SL, Ch. 324. 

Child day care revolving loan fund. |dentical to provision in Continuation Budget Operations Appropriations Act 
of 1995, 1995 SL, Ch. 324. 

Early Childhood Education and Development Initiatives quality assurance/accountability. \dentical to provision 
in Continuation Budget Operations Appropriations Act of 1995, 1995 SL, Ch. 324.

DYS contingency for over enrollment periods in state-operated detention centers. Allows Div'n of Youth 
Services, with approval of Office of State Budget and Management, to use any available resources to fund extra 
staffing when detention center's population exceeds 120% of its bed capacity for 30 days or more. 

Ownership, custody, or control of vehicles purchased by the Division of Vocational Rehabilitation Services. 
Allows Div’n of Vocational Rehabilitation Services to purchase vehicles to be used to transport clients. 

DHR employees/in-kind match. \dentical to provision in Continuation Budget Operations Appropriations Act of 
1995, 1995 SL, Ch. 324. . 

Primary care funds. |dentical to provision in Expansion and Capital Improvements Appropriation Act of 1995, 
1995 SL, Ch. 507. 

Modified wilderness camp program. \dentical to provision in Expansion and Capital Improvements 
Appropriation Act of 1995, 1995 SL, Ch. 507. 

S.O.S. and Family Resource Center grant programs administrative costs limits. Substantially similar to 
provision in Continuation Budget Operations Appropriations Act of 1995, 1995 SL, Ch. 324. 

Allows Dep’t of Human Resources to use up to $250,000 to administer the program. 

Consideration of privatization of Richmond County boundover detention facility. Allows DHR to solicit bids to 
determine whether privatization of the operation of the Richmond County boundover unit would result in savings to 
the state. 

Food Stamp electronic benefits transfer funds specification. Provides that funds appropriated for Food Stamp 
electronics benefits transfer program must remain in the Controller's Office, and the Controller's Office may 
proceed with state-wide implementation of the program. 

In-home aide funds. Requires Div’n of Aging to allocate $2,641,695 for 1997-98 and $5,283,390 for 1998-99 
through the Home and Community Care Block Grant for home and community care services for older persons not 
eligible for Medicaid. 

Child day care subsidies. Maximum gross annual income for eligibility for subsidized child care services is 
75% of the state median income. Parents who receive child care subsidies must share in cost of child care. 
Families of one to three persons must pay 9% of gross family income, four and five-person families must pay 8% 
of gross family income, and families of six or more must pay 7% of gross family income. Social Services Comm'n 
must establish rules for monthly payments for day-care services in accordance with requirements in bill. State may 
purchase day care services from day care homes that meet standards established by the Child Day Care Comm'n 
and by state and federal law. 

Salaries, fees, and allowances. Allows members of the NC Vocational Rehabilitation Advisory Council, the 
Statewide Independent Living Council, and the Comm'n for the Blind, who are unemployed or who forfeit wages 
from other employment to attend meetings or perform duties, to be compensated up to $50 per day. . 

Adult home care staffing requirements. Amends GS 143B-153 to require that adult care homes have at least 
one aide on duty for every 30 residents during the night shift. Appropriates $1.3 million for 1997-98 and $2.6 
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million for 1998-99 to the Dep't of Human Resources to make staffing grants to licensed adult care homes that are 
required to increase staff to increase the night shift staffing ratio. Requires that counties match state funding for a 
grants on dollar-for-dollar basis. 

Child protective services. |dentical to provision in Continuation Budget Operations Appropriations Act of 1995, 
1995 SL, Ch. 324. 

Adolescent parenting program expansion. Requires that Div'n of Social Services use appropriated funds to 
provide additional funding to 26 existing adolescent parenting programs and to add 37 new programs during 1997- 
99. Funds must be used to draw down Medicaid funds. 

Fire protection revolving loan fund. Requires Dep't of Human Resources to transfer $1 million to the NC 
Housing Finance Agency to fund the fire protection plan. 

Medical data processing funds. Transfers $150,000 from the Insurance Regu Fund to the Div’n of. Facility 
Services to certify statewide data processors, to purchase data from statewide data processors, and to process 
and to analyze the data. 


Dep’t of Agriculture 

Authorize the Agriculture Finance Authority to use the interest from the Reserve for Farm Loans for 
administrative expenses. As title indicates. 

Timber sales funds for maintenance of state farms forest lands. Transfers $100,000 in each year of biennium 
from funds received by sale of timber to Reserve for Forest Management. 

Mountain State Fair to become enterprise fund. Establishes enterprise fund for combined operations of 
Western North Carolina Agricultural Center and Mountain State Fair. Transfers on quarterly basis funds from 
current appropriations to Center until combined operation is self-supporting. 


Dep’t of Commerce 

Councils of Government Funds. Allocates $864,270 of appropriated funds each year of biennium for councils 
of government. Each regional council of government or lead regional organization may receive up to $48, 015 
each fiscal year. Funds will be allocated according to formula in act and must be used for specified purposes. 

Worker Training Trust Fund. Appropriates $6,064,964 for each year of biennium from Trust Fund to 
Employment Security Comm'n to operate local offices and the common follow-up tracking system, with another q 
$145,000 each year of biennium for latter purpose. Appropriates following amounts from Trust Fund in each year 
of biennium: $2.4 million to Employment and Training Grant Program in Dep’t of Commerce; $1 million to pre- 
apprentice program in Dep't of Labor; $1,528,067 to Job Opportunities and Basic Skills program in Dep’t of Human 
Resources; $1,746,000 to Focused Industrial Training program in Dep't of Community Colleges; $300,000 for NC 
Real Enterprises program in Dep't of Community Colleges. Appropriates $2 million each year of biennium from 
Special Employment Security Administration Fund to Employment Security Comm’n for veterans employment, 
employment services program and unemployment insurance program. Requires federal or other funds be 
expended first, before state funds. 

Petroleum overcharge funds allocation. Deposits revenue from United States v. Exxon in race Reserve for 
Oil Overcharge Fund (Fund) and appropriates from Fund to Dep't $1.65 million for 1997-98 and $1.2 million for 
1998-99 for state energy plan. Appropriates $1 million for 1997-98 and $1.8 million for 1998-99 of revenue from 
Stripper Well litigation remaining in Fund to Dep't of Commerce for low income weatherization program. 
Remainder of Fund may be expended only as authorized by General Assembly. Allows Dep't to use for costs of 
administering the petroleum overcharge funds revenue remaining in reserve from Diamond Shamrock settlement 
and requires Dep't to report to General Assembly on Fund May 15, 1998, and January 31, 1999. 

Utilities regulatory fee. Reduces percentage rate on fee under GS 62-302(b)(2) to .09% effective July 1, 1997. 

Petroleum overcharge attorneys’ fees. Directs Attorney General, by Oct. 1, 1989, to deposit in Special 
Reserve of Oil Overcharge Funds all funds received from Exxon.and Stripper Well cases and held in out-of-state 
accounts, and in future to deposit all revenue received from petroleum overcharge litigation in same Fund. Directs 
State Treasurer to pay attorneys’ fees and reasonable expenses of such litigation. 

Industrial development fund/ocal match. Requires local gov’t seeking funds to match or demonstrate hardship 
and Dep't to develop guidelines for determining hardship. 

Industrial Recruitment Competitive Fund. Directs Dep't to spend $1 million in 1997-98 on Fund for purposes 
specified in act.

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Dep’t of Labor 

OSHA positions. Authorizes Dep't to use funds appropriated for OSHA to fully fund enforcement personnel in 
Compliance Bureau of OSHA, if Dep't certifies to Office of State Budget and Management that no federal match is 
available. If federal funds are provided, an equivalent amount of state funds, used to fund positions, must revert. 


Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources 

Immunization program funding. Permits expenditure of up to $1 million of appropriated funds each year of 
biennium for childhood immunization projects and activities designed to increase childhood immunization rates, 
including outreach efforts and work on automated registry. 

Funds for voluntary remedial actions. Permits Sec’y each year of biennium to contribute, from Inactive 
Hazardous Sites Cleanup Fund, up to 10% of cost, not to exceed $50,000 per site, of implementing voluntary 
remedial action program at up to three high-priority sites that substantially endanger public health or environment. 
Dep't must report to General Assembly by April 1 each year. 

Superfund program funds. Permits Dep't, with approval of Office of State Budget and Management, to provide 
10 percent cost share required for Superfund cleanups of national priority list sites. Allows Dep't to use available 
funds in addition to those appropriated for this purpose. 

Liability insurance premiums. Authorizes Dep't to use lapsed salary funds to buy liability insurance for medical 
personnel as authorized by act. 

Waste reduction assistance to small businesses with need. Directs Office of Waste Reduction to serve needy 
small businesses first. 

Communicable disease control aid to counties flexibility. Permits Dep't to combine, for acute communicable 
disease aid, funds appropriated for aid to counties in the Acute Communicable Disease Control Fund, the 
Tuberculosis Control Fund, and the Sexually Transmitted Disease Control Fund. Dep’t must (1) develop formula 
for making grants, (2) identify expenditures for each disease group, and (3) report by Oct. 1, 1997, and annually 
thereafter, to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations on expenditures and effectiveness of 
combining funds. 

Public health nutrition intern program. Permits Dep't to use up to $170,000 each year appropriated for WIC 
program, for establishing and maintaining a public health nutritionist internship program. 

Grassroots science program. Directs Dep't to allocate each year $500,000 as grants in aid as follows: $50,000 
each to Catawba Science Center, Discovery Place, Imagination Station, NC Museum of Life and Science, Rocky

Dep’t of Cultural Resources retain historical publications receipts. Directs Dep’t to use receipts to reprint 
publications. 


Office of State Controller 
Reserve for the year 2000 conversion of the state’s computer system. Directs Controller to develop 
procedures for managing conversion and include charges therefor in its data processing services. 


Dep’t of Correction 

Reimburse counties for extraordinary medical costs for inmates awaiting transfer to state prison system. 
Amends GS 148-29 as indicated. Authorizes Dep't to use up to $14.6 million of appropriated funds for each year of 
biennium to pay $40 per day for cost of housing inmates convicted and awaiting transfer to state prison system as 
provided in GS 148-29, to pay $40 per day to counties for cost of providing food, clothing, personal items, personal 
supervision, and necessary ordinary medical expenses to parolees or post-release supervisees awaiting transfer 
to state prison system after six days after preliminary hearings held pursuant to GS 15A-1368.6(b) and 15A- 
1376(b), and to pay for extraordinary medical costs incurred by prisoners, parolees, and post-release supervisees 
awaiting transfer to state prison system. 

Exemption for licensure and certificate of need. Exempts from licensure by DHR and certificate of need 
process under GS Ch. 131E inpatient chemical dependency or substance abuse facilities that provide services 
exclusively to inmates of the Dep’t of Correction. Applies to existing and future facilities that contract with Dep't of 
Correction. 
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Modification of funding formula for NC Criminal Justice Partnership Act. Requires that grants made through 
State-County Criminal Justice Partnership Act be distributed to counties as specified in GS 143B-273.15(2) only ‘ 
and not as discretionary funds. Allows Dep't to use funds to augment appropriations to maintain county allocations 
of $9.6 million. Appropriations not claimed or expended will be distributed as per GS 143B-273.15(1). 

Leased beds for inmates. Authorizes Dep’t of Correction to use up to $15 million in appropriated funds each 
year of biennium to contract to house prisoners in leased beds. 


Salaries and Benefits 

Salary increases for public school employees, community college institutional personnel, and other permanent 
state employees. Authorizes Director of Budget to use budgeted funds to provide 3% increase in salaries. 
Specifies state employer contribution rates for retirement and related benefits as follows: (1) teachers and state 
employees—10.83%; (2) state law enforcement officers—15.96%; (3) university employees optional retirement 
system—9.0%; (4) judicial retirement system—22.65%; (5) legislative retirement system—36.07%. Each includes 
2.0% for hospital and medical benefits. Includes provisions for implementing salary increases for most state 
employees. 

Salary increases for Governor, Council of State, and heads of executive departments. Increases Governor's 
salary to $106,103 per year. Sets salary for Lt. Governor and Council of State at $93,643 per year, and salary of 
non-elected heads of state departments at $91,490 per year. Sets salaries for other heads of executive 
departments and state agencies. 

Salary increases for judicial officials. Sets salary for Chief Justice of Supreme Court at $106,103 per year; 
associate justices of Supreme Court, $103,330; Chief Judge, Court of Appeals, $100,747; judges, Court of 
Appeals, $99,025; senior resident superior court judges, $96,334; superior court judges $93,643; chief district 
court judges, $85,032; district court judges $82,342; district attorneys, $86,754; director, Administrative Office of 
the Courts, $96,334; assistant director, AOC, $80,889; and public defenders, $86,754. Minimum salary of 
assistant district attorney and assistant public defender set at $27,245. Increases salaries of other permanent, full- 
time employees of Judicial Department by 3%. Increases salaries of clerks of superior court by 3%, and minimum 
and maximum salaries for assistant clerks and deputy clerks by 3%. Increases salary scale for magistrates by 3%. : 

Salary increases for legislative officials. Increases salaries of principal clerks to $59,286 per year. Increases : 
salary of sergeant-at-arms and reading clerks to $256.00 per week. Increases salaries of nonelected employees of ( 
General Assembly by 3%. 

Teacher salary schedules. Funds appropriatéd in Reserve for Compensation Increase provide 8% increase for 
education personnel paid from teacher salary schedule and for school-based administrators. Establishes monthly 
Salary ranges for school administrators and public school superintendents. 

Noncertified public school employees’ salary increase. Allows Director of Budget to transfer from Reserve for 
Compensation Increases funds necessary to provide 3% salary increase for all noncertified public school 
employees, except school bus drivers, whose salaries are paid from General Fund. Increases pay rates for school 
bus drivers by 3% to extent supported by allocation of state funds. 

Community colleges personnel salary increases. Allows Director of Budget to transfer from Reserve for 
Compensation Increases funds necessary to provide average 3% salary increase for all permanent full-time 
community college institutional personnel support by state funds. Requires State Board of Community Colleges to 
establish guidelines for providing salary increases to community college institutional personnel. 

University of North Carolina system EPA salary increases. Allows Director of Budget to transfer from Reserve 
for Compensation Increases funds necessary to provide average 3% salary increase for all employees of UNC (as 
well as employees, other than teachers, of NC School of Science and Math) supported by state funds whose 
Salaries are exempt from the SPA, to be allocated to individuals in accordance with rules adopted by UNC Board 
of Governors (or Board of Trustees of School of Science and Math). (Provides funds for average 8% salary 
increase for teachers at School of Science and Math.) 

Travel allowances of state officers and employees. Amends GS 138-6(4) to increase limit on payment BD 
convention registration fees from $30 to $200.

DETERMINED BY ERROR. Adds definition of “clerical or mathematical error” to property tax laws. Includes errors 
in calculating units of measurement, transposition of numbers, errors in zoning classification, and errors in 
description of real property improvements. Definition does not include errors resulting from misapplication of 
schedules, standards, or rules, or appraisal judgments. 

Amends GS 105-287 to provide that when a county increases the appraised value of property to correct a 
clerical of mathematical error, the increased value of the property is treated as a “discovery” and subject to 
taxation under GS 105-312, but the discovery does not apply to any year that precedes the year of the county’s 
most recent general reappraisal or horizontal adjustment, and no late listing penalty applies unless the error was 
made by the taxpayer or the taxpayer's agent and resulted in substantial understatement of the property’s value or 
quantity. When a county decreases the appraised value to correct a clerical or mathematical error the taxpayer is 
entitled to a release or refund of the principal amount of the tax for the current tax year and for up to five prior tax 
years, but release or refund is not allowed for any year in that five-year period that precedes the year of the 
county’s most recent general reappraisal or horizontal adjustment.

S 381. N.C. CLEAN ELECTION ACT. TO ESTABLISH A SYSTEM OF COMPLETE PUBLIC FINANCING OF 
ELECTIONS FOR GOVERNOR, COUNCIL OF STATE, AND GENERAL ASSEMBLY; AND TO MAKE RELATED 
CHANGES. Establishes a system of campaign financing, for Governor, Lt. Governor, Council of State, and 
General Assembly, funded by very small individual contributions and state appropriations. Makes participation in 
the system by candidates voluntary. 

Clean Election Fund. Establishes Clean Election Fund, financed from following sources: “qualifying 
contributions” made under this act; unspent moneys returned to Fund; money transferred from current Candidates 
Financing Fund; taxpayer contributions to Fund; voluntary donations; and state appropriations. Directs Comm'n 
on Election Practices, established by act, to report to General Assembly by April 1 of each odd-numbered year the 
amount of state appropriations necessary to fund campaigns under act during succeeding biennium and requires 
General Assembly to appropriate at least that amount to Fund. 

Commission on Election Practices. Establishes five-member Comm'n on Election Practices, appointed by 
Governor. Members serve staggered four-year terms. No more than two members of Comm’n may belong to 
Same political party. Comm’n members may not be elected officials or candidates for elective office. Charges 
Comm'n with administration of act. 

Qualifying as “certified candidate.” Permits potential candidates for covered offices to file declaration of intent 
to participate in act, before qualifying period as defined in act. For statewide offices, qualifying period begins Nov. 
1 before election year and ends on third Monday in February of election year; for General Assembly offices, 
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qualifying period begins Jan. 1 of election year and ends on first Monday of February of election year. Once such 
a declaration is filed, potential candidate may receive only (1) “seed contributions,” defined as individual 
contributions (including from candidate and family) of no more than $100, or (2) “qualifying contributions,” defined 
as contributions of no more than $5 from voters registered to vote for office sought by candidate. Seed 
contributions may be used to collect qualifying contributions, up to time of certification as Clean Election Act 
candidate; thereafter seed contribution proceeds may not be used until after the election cycle. In order to be 
certified, candidate must receive minimum number of qualifying contributions, during appropriate qualifying period, 
as follows: (1) candidates for Governor - 6000 contributions; (2) Lt. Governor or Council of State - 3000 
contributions; (3) state Senator - 300 contributions; (4) state Representative - 200 contributions. 

Spending by certified candidates. Certified candidates may accept contributions only from Clean Election 
Fund (except that party executive committees may make in-kind contributions up to aggregate value of 10% of 
candidate’s public financing). Comm'n must determine during each election cycle the amount of funds that will be 
distributed to participating candidates, based on average amount spent per candidate in the two most recent 
contested or uncontested primary elections for that office, or the two most recent contested general elections for 
that office, as appropriate. Includes schedule for distribution of funds to certified candidates. Permits Comm'n to 
distribute additional amounts to a certified candidate if reports show that opponent of such candidate has spent 
amounts in excess of distributed amount. Such excess distributions will match the excess expenditures of 
opponent, up to double the original amount distributed to certified candidate. Requires periodic reports from 
certified candidates (and from candidates not participating in Clean Election Act) on amounts expended. 

Miscellaneous. Authorizes civil penalties up to $10,000 and forfeiture of money received from Fund for 
violations of act. Provides that fines are to be returned to Fund. Makes willful or knowing violation of act or 
Comm'n rules, or knowing making of false report a class | felony. Amends GS 105-269.6 to provide that tax 
refunds may be contributed to Clean Election Fund (rather than Candidates Financing Fund). Amends GS 163- 
278.13 to reduce limit on political contributions from $4000 to $500 and to make section apply to political party 
executive committees.

S 3. LOBBYIST WAITING PERIOD. Intro. 1/30/97. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. Deletes 
statutory changes in 3rd edition. Authorizes Legislative Research Comm'n to study the advisability of establishing 
a waiting period before a former legislator or former member of Council of State may be employed as a lobbyist. 
Comm'n may also study the advisability of imposing such a waiting period on any other appointed or elected 
officer or employee of state government. Comm'n may make interim report to 1998 General Assembly and final 
report to 1999 General Assembly. 


S 31. AMEND LP GAS CODE. Intro. 2/3/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Committee 
substitute is identical to original bill except that original bill provided that it was to be effective when it became law 


and was to apply “to appliances installed on and after that date.” The committee substitute omits the quoted 
phrase. 


Ss 247. REMOVE SUNSET/HLTH CONTRACT CONFID. Intro. 02/26/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Amends GS 131E-99 to make the financial terms or other competitive health care information in a contract 
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between a medical school and a managed care organization, insurance company, employer, or other payer 
confidential and not a public record under GS Ch. 132. Adds provision specifying that nothing in GS 131E-99 
prevents an elected public body with responsibility for the hospital or medical school from having access to this 
confidential information in a closed session, that the disclosure to a public body does not affect the information's 
confidentiality, and that members of the public body have a duty not to further disclose the confidential 
information. Provides that GS 131E-99 applies to contracts entered into before, on, or after that statute’s effective 
date, except that statute does not affect any litigation pending as of that date (latter provision is in present law). 


S 282. CHARLOTTE TOWING VEHICLES. Intro. 3/3/97. Senate action amends 1st edition. Makes technical 
changes only. 


S 316. AMEND BILL LEE ACT. Intro. 3/5/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. The bill provides 
that the average weekly wage in a county is the lowest of three possible figures. Originally, one of these was 
average wage for all insured private employers in the county multiplied by “county per capita income ratio.” 
Committee substitute replaces this figure with average wage for all insured private employers in the county 
multiplied by “county income/wage adjustment factor,” which is defined in bill.

H 57. TAX WITHHOLDING FOR NONRESIDENTS. Intro. 2/5/97. House action amends 2nd edition. Amends the 
definition of “wages” under the act to delete the exclusion, from the definition, of remuneration paid by farmer for 
services on farmer's farm. 


H 136. LATE VIDEO RETURN/SALES TAX. Intro. 2/13/97. House action amends 2nd edition to add a section 
providing that recovery of damages must be by a civil action.

H 271. SCHOOL DISTRICT SALES TAX REFUND. Intro. 2/18/97. House action amends 2nd edition to provide 
that the refund payable to local school administrative units for taxes they paid under Articles 39, 40, and 42 of GS 
Ch. 105 (local sales and use taxes) and under the Mecklenburg County sales and use tax will be paid from the 
General Fund and not deducted from the distribution to the cities. 


H 295. NO TAX ON INTANGIBLE PROPERTY. Intro. 2/24/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
(1) Amends GS 105-275(31) (and makes corresponding changes to other provisions) to exempt from property tax 
all intangible personal other than leasehold interests in exempted real property and software not otherwise 
excluded from the tax. (2) Amends GS 105-276 to provide that exclusion of a class of intangible personal property 
from taxation does not affect its consideration in the appraisal of real property, personal property, or public service 
company property. (3) Adds new GS 105-275.2(e) requiring each county and municipality to notify the Sec’y of 
Revenue by July 15 of each year regarding the amount of taxes collected in the preceding fiscal year from 
intangible personal property discovered after Jan. 1, 1997 for taxable years beginning after July 1, 1991. Requires 
Sec’y to reduce amount allocated to that county or city (in compensation for removal of intangible personal 
property from tax base) by the reported amount. Provides for penalty for failure to report. (4) Amends GS 105- 
275(40) to provide that the provisions exempting computer software from property tax are not severable; if any 
portion is held invalid, the entire exemption is invalid. (5) Deletes provisions of original bill repealing GS 105-305 
and amending GS 105-285(b), 105-333(3), and 105-333(17). Effective for taxable years beginning July 1, 1997. 
Provision on county and municipal reporting expires Sept. 1, 2002.

Establishes residence requirements for 
various appointees. Authorizes District to finance and own major league baseball park, if major league baseball 
franchise is approved for location within District. Directs that baseball park must be located on Forsyth-Guilford 
county line, on tract with at least 40% of territory within each county. District has authority with respect to 
condemnation, exemption from construction contracting statutes, power to contract for right to name baseball park, 
and authority to acquire property for highway improvements, including by condemnation. Allows District to lease 
facility to holder of major league baseball franchise and requires that lease must be triple net for at least 25 years, 
with lessee responsible for upkeep and maintenance. Authorizes District to call referendum on one-year levy of 
additional one percent local sales and use tax within district. Tax may be levied only if district voters approve levy 
and if major league baseball franchise is approved for location within district. Proceeds of tax may be used to 
construct major league baseball park, but only to extent that each $2 of tax proceeds is matched by $1 of private 
funds.

ENFORCEMENT A CLASS 3 MISDEMEANOR; TO ENCOURAGE PRINCIPALS TO CONVENE MEETINGS TO 
IDENTIFY SCHOOL SAFETY AND DISCIPLINE CONCERNS; TO REQUIRE SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT PLANS 
TO INCLUDE STRATEGIES TO ADDRESS SCHOOL SAFETY AND DISCIPLINE CONCERNS; TO DIRECT THE 
BOARD OF GOVERNORS IN CONSULTATION WITH OTHER AGENCIES TO DEVELOP A TRAINING 
PROGRAM TO PROMOTE LOCAL COLLABORATION ON SCHOOL SAFETY AND DISCIPLINE ISSUES AND 
TO MAKE AN APPROPRIATION FOR THIS PURPOSE; TO APPROPRIATE ADDITIONAL FUNDS FOR 
ALTERNATIVE SCHOOLS; AND TO MAKE TECHNICAL AND CONFORMING CHANGES. (1) Adds GS 115C- 
391(d) directing school board to suspend for 365 days or to remove to alternative educational setting any student 
who physically assaults and seriously injures teacher or other person on school property or while attending school- 
sponsored or school-related activity. Requirement does not apply when other person is another student, and 
subject student was acting in self-defense. If other person is teacher, student may not, eventually, be returned to 
that teacher's classroom without teacher's consent. (2) Adds new GS 115C-366(a3) directing schoo! boards to 
require parent of new student to swear or affirm that student is not under suspension or expulsion from any public 
or private school in U.S. Makes false swearing a class 3 misdemeanor. (3) Permits school board to deny 
admission to student who is suspended or expelled under GS 115C-391 or under circumstances in other system 
that would lead to suspension or expulsion had events taken place in NC. (4) Adds provision to GS 115C-402 
requiring that student's record include notice of any suspension for more than 10 days or any expulsion and the 
reasons therefor. Sets out criteria for expungement of such notice. (5) Adds new GS 7A-675.1 directing juvenile 
court counselor to deliver to principal of school attended by juvenile notice of allegations or finding of delinquency 
by juvenile when underlying conduct would be felony if committed by adult. Adds new GS 115C-404 directing 
principal receiving such information to share it with appropriate staff members and to otherwise keep it 
confidential. (6) Adds GS 15A-505(c) directing law enforcement officer who charges person with felony (except 
under GS Ch. 20) to notify, within five days, principal of school person attends. (7) Amends GS 115C-288(g), 
which requires principals to report certain crimes occurring on school property, to make failure to report a class 3 
misdemeanor. (8) Adds new GS 115C-288(I) encouraging principals to convene periodic meetings with parents, 
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school staff, and others, to identify school safety and discipline concerns and develop proposals to address these 
concerns. (9) Amends GS 115C-105.27 to require that school improvement plans include measures to address 
school safety and discipline. (10) Directs UNC Board of Governors to develop program for ongoing training of 
school, law enforcement, and court officials on school safety and discipline.

was, $4,000); to define an “intermediate accident’ as an at-fault 


accident involving property damage of $1500 to $2500 (was $2000 to $4000); and to define a “minor accident” as 
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an at fault accident involving property damage of less than $1500 (was, $2000). Directs the NC Rate Bureau to 
assign varying safe driver incentive plan point values and surcharges for bodily injury in at-fault accidents that are 
commensurate with the severity of the injury.

Rewrites proposed GS 115C-271(d) to provide that local board of education may terminate superintendent's 
contract before term of employment has expired if the following conditions are met: (1) no state funds or funds 
acquired through donation or fund-raising are used for the termination; (2) local funds appropriated for teachers, 
textbooks, or classroom materials and equipment are not transferred or used for this purpose; and (3) local board 
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provides notice to public and to State Board of Education regarding amount of money to be used for this purpose. 
Upon receipt of notice of early termination, State Board must review accounts of local school unit. If State Board 
finds that local board failed to meet these conditions, it must issue warning to local board pursuant to GS 115C- 
451 and order local board to take action to comply with conditions.

RECOMMENDED BY THE FAMILY LAW SECTION OF THE NORTH CAROLINA BAR ASSOCIATION. Amends 
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GS 50-20 to make “divisible property” subject to the equitable distribution procedure when spouses divorce. 
Defines divisible property as (1) all appreciation and diminution in value of marital property occurring after 
separation and before distribution (except appreciation or diminution resulting from post separation activities of 
spouse); (2) property rights, commissions, bonuses, and contractual rights received after separation but before 
date of distribution and acquired as result of efforts of either spouse during the marriage and before separation; (3) 
passive income, interest, and dividends from marital property received after separation; and (4) increases in 
marital debt and financing charges and interest related to marital debt. Creates rebuttable presumption that in-kind 
distribution of marital or divisible property is equitable. Divisible property and divisible debt are valued as of date of 
distribution. Amends GS 50-20 (i1) to provide that court may order interim distribution of marital property, divisible 
property or debt, or marital debt unless there is good cause for not making an interim distribution. Amends GS 50- 
21(b) to provide that post separation occurrences or values are competent as corroborative evidence of value of 
marital property as of date of separation. Effective Oct. 1, 1997. Applies to equitable distribution actions filed on or 
after that date.

Amends GS 52-2 to provide that, as a general rule, a 
spouse is not responsible for the other spouse’s contract liability to a third party, whether the liability arose before 
or after the marriage. Retains common law doctrine of necessaries (making spouse liable to third party for debt of 
spouse for “necessary” living expenses), but provides that rule applies to both spouses, and provides that rule 
does not create liability between spouses. Also provides that necessaries doctrine does not apply when spouses 
are separated, unless (1) the non-debtor spouse has willfully created the appearance of not being separated and 
has requested a creditor to extend credit to the estranged debtor spouse, or (2) the debt is for medical expenses 
and the non-debtor spouse carries medical insurance on the debtor spouse. 

Child support and alimony. Amends GS 50-13.4(e) and GS 50-16.7(a) to provide that a court may order the 
transfer of real property for child support arrearages or for lump-sum alimony payments or post-separation support 
or for alimony or post-separation support arrearages. Also amends GS 50-16.7 to authorize the withholding of 
obligor’s income for payment of alimony or post separation support. Total amount of income withheld for purposes 
of child support and for alimony and post-separation support may not exceed the amounts allowed under sec. 
303(b) of the Consumer Credit Protection Act (15 U.S.C. 1637(b)). Makes additional technical and conforming 
changes. Amends GS 50-16.3A(b)(16) to provide that, in determining the amount and duration of alimony, the 
court may consider the income being received by either party that was previously considered in determining the 
value of a marital asset in an equitable distribution of the parties’ marital property. 

Effective date. Oct. 1, 1997. Provisions concerning the contract obligations of spouses apply to contracts 
entered into and transactions occurring on and after that date.

FAMILY LAW SECTION OF THE NORTH CAROLINA BAR ASSOCIATION. Adds new GS 50-20.1 to provide that 
in distribution of marital property upon divorce, vested or nonvested pension, retirement, and other deferred 
compensation benefits may be made payable (1) as lump sum by agreement; (2) over period of time by 
agreement; (3) as prorated portion of benefits to designated recipient when party against whom the award is made 
begins to receive the benefits; or (4) by awarding larger portion of other assets to the party not receiving the 
benefits, and smaller share to party entitled to receive the benefits. Establishes procedure for determining amount 
of award, based on proportion of time the marriage existed during the benefit-earning employment. Except as 
otherwise provided in act, award may not exceed 50% of vested or non-vested pension benefits that spouse 
against whom award is made is entitled to receive. Court may require distribution of pension benefits by “qualified 
domestic relations order” as defined in sec. 414 (p) of Internal Revenue Code. Applies to all pension, retirement, 
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and other deferred compensation plans, including military pensions and pension funds administered by the State. 
Makes conforming changes to GS 50-20(b)(1), (2), (3) and 50-20(c). Effective Oct. 1, 1997, and applicable to 
actions for equitable distribution filed on or after that date.

H 536. ABORTION/RIGHT TO KNOW. TO REQUIRE A TWENTY-FOUR-HOUR WAITING PERIOD AND THE 
INFORMED CONSENT OF A PREGNANT WOMAN BEFORE AN ABORTION MAY BE PERFORMED. Adds new 
Art. 1F to GS Ch. 90 prohibiting abortion without woman's voluntary and informed consent, and making it unlawful 
to coerce a woman to undergo an abortion. Requires that, at least 24 hours before abortion, physician or qualified 
person must, except in emergency cases, orally inform pregnant woman of medical risks of abortion procedure 
and with carrying the unborn child to term; probable gestational age of unborn child when abortion is to be 
performed; whether physician who is to perform the abortion has liability insurance for malpractice; and whether 
physician has local hospital admitting privileges. Also requires that, at least 24 hours before abortion, physician to 
perform abortion must inform the woman by telephone or in person that medical assistance benefits may be 
available for prenatal care, childbirth, and neonatal care; that public assistance programs such as Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children may or may not be available as benefits under federal and state assistance programs; 
that the father must assist in the child’s support even if the father has offered to pay for the abortion; that the 
woman has the right to review printed materials described in new GS 90-21.40; that information concerning 
access to local domestic violence services will be provided if the woman acknowledges involvement in an abusive 
relationship; and that she may withdraw her consent to the abortion at any time before or during the abortion 
without affecting her right to future care or treatment and without the loss of any state or federally funded benefits. 
The information required by act must be provided to the woman individually and in a private room with an 
opportunity for her to ask questions. The woman may not be required to pay for the abortion procedure until the 
24-hour waiting period has expired. 

Adds new GS 90-21.40 requiring the Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to publish, and 
provide at no cost to any requesting physician, qualified agent of a physician, facility, or hospital, printed materials 
designed to inform a woman of the agencies and services to assist her through pregnancy, upon childbirth, and 
while child is dependent, including adoption agencies; the probable characteristics of an unborn child at two-week 
intervals from conception to full term; legal prohibition against coercing a woman to undergo an abortion; the 
potential legal liability of any physician who performs an abortion without the woman's informed consent; and that 
adoptive parents may pay costs of prenatal care, childbirth, and neonatal care. 

Adds new GS 90-21.41 providing that when medical emergency compels performance of abortion, physician 
must inform the woman, before the abortion if possible, of the medical indications that abortion is necessary to 
avert her death or that 24-hour delay will create serious risk of substantial and irreversible impairment of major 
bodily function. 

Adds GS 90-21.44 authorizing any person to bring civil action for damages against person who performed 
abortion in violation of provisions of act. 

Requires Dep't of Environment, Health, & Natural Resources to use funds available for 1997-98 to pay costs 
of implementing act. Effective Dec. 1, 1997. Applies to claims for relief arising on or after that date.

Amends GS 105-151.20(b) to provide that any unused state 
individual income tax credit available for federal retirees for tax years 1985-1988 based on the taxation in those 
years of their federal retirement benefits may be carried forward to succeeding tax years until the entire credit has 
been taken. Amends GS 105-151.20(d) to provide that if a deceased taxpayer does not qualify for a refund, the 
surviving spouse may claim the deceased's taxpayer's credit under GS 105-151.20(b), or if there is no surviving 
spouse, the representative of the taxpayer's estate may claim the credit in the name of the taxpayer. Repeals Jan. 
1, 2003 sunset provision for GS 105-151.20. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1996.

8; Mitchell County—part of Poplar Precinct moved from District 10 to District 11; Pender County—part of Upper 
Union Precinct moved from District 7 to District 3; Wake County—part of St. Mary's #6 Precinct moved from 
District 2 to District 4; Wilkes County—part of Mulberry No. 2 Precinct moved from District 10 to District 5. The 
following precincts and townships are divided in both plans: Mecklenburg—Charlotte #77 Precinct; Beaufort—

Does not 
create new legal rights against an employer or additional employer obligations and does not limit any existing 
immunities. Provides qualified immunity from civil liability (including negligent hiring) to prospective employer who 
reasonably relies on information provided by employer or former employer. Provides that reliance without further 
investigation is reasonable unless further investigation is specifically required by statute. Provides that a person or 


entity who knowingly misrepresents its status as a prospective employer is liable for damages actually suffered 
due to the misrepresentation.

COMMUNICATIONS REGARDING TREATMENT, REQUIRING COVERAGE FOR EMERGENCY CARE, 
PROVIDING PEER REVIEW PROTECTION, AND ALLOWING THE USE OF RATES UPON FILING; AND TO 
CONFORM STATE LAW TO FEDERAL REQUIREMENTS REGARDING RENEWABILITY OF HEALTH 
INSURANCE POLICIES. Adds new GS 58-3-170.1 to provide that a health benefit plan may not limit a 
participating plan provider's ability to discuss treatment options, risks associated with treatments, or a 
recommended course or treatment with an enrollee. Plan also may not limit a provider's professional obligations to 
patients under the provider's professional license. Adds new GS 58-3-170.2 to require that a health benefit plan 
provide coverage for emergency-room screening and stabilization. Requires that emergency departments must 
contact the patient's primary care physician as soon as possible. 

Amends GS 58-67-180 to define peer review committee as a committee of licensed HMO health care 
providers formed to evaluate the quality of care. Information considered by a peer review committee and the 
records of its actions are confidential and not subject to subpoena except in proceedings before a state licensing 
agency or in an appeal from the review committee’s findings. Records of proceedings of peer review committees 
do not become public records when maintained by the Comm'n of Insurance. 

Provides that a health benefit plan may issue premium quotes before filing a schedule of the premiums with 
the Comm’r of Insurance, and deletes requirement that hospital service corporations not enter into contracts until 
rates therein are approved by Comm’r of Insurance. Allows Comm’r to hold a hearing if the rates in the contract 
are excessive, inadequate or discriminatory. Deletes provision in GS 58-65-45 which provided that if the Comm'r 
of Insurance does not issue a notice of hearing within 60 days from the filing of a hospital’s request to revise an 
existing rate schedule or contract form the request is deemed to be approved. 

Amends GS 58-3-173(c) to provide that a health benefit plan is renewable at the option of the contract holder 
and a plan may discontinue coverage only if (1) the contract holder fails to pay premiums, commits fraud, or fails 
to comply with a material plan provision related to employer contribution or group participation rules, or (2) the plan 
ceases to offer coverage in the market, or (3) a plan that offers coverage through a network plan no longer has an 
enrollee in the service area, or (4) the membership of an employer in an association ceases. Particular coverages 
may only be discontinued if (1) the plan provides 90 days notice to each contract holder and policyholder, (2) the 
plan offers the contract holder the option to purchase other coverage, and (3) the plan acts uniformly without 
regard to claims experience of the holder or any health status-related factor of any policyholder. A plan may 
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discontinue all coverage in a market only if the plan provides 180 days notice to the Comm'r of Insurance, the 
contract holder and the policyholders. When plan discontinues coverage in a market, it cannot reenter the market 
and state for five years. Allows a plan in a large group market to modify coverage offered to a group health plan at 
the time of renewal. Allows a plan in a small group market to modify coverage not offered through an association 
at the time of renewal if the modification is effective on a uniform basis among group health plan.

GROUP HEALTH BENEFITS BY ALLOWING VOLUNTARY PARTICIPATION IN THE TEACHERS' AND STATE 
EMPLOYEES’ COMPREHENSIVE MAJOR MEDICAL PLAN. Amends GS 135-40, 135-40.1, 135.40.2, 135-40.3, 
and 135-39.6A as title indicates. Eligible National Guard members include Army and Air National Guard members 
who are presently serving, as well as former members who have completed 20 or more years of service in the 
National Guard but have not attained the minimum age to begin receipt of a uniformed service military retirement 
benefit.

H 577. FORESTER REGISTRATION. TO STRENGTHEN THE REGISTRATION REQUIREMENT FOR 
FORESTERS. Makes numerous amendments to GS Ch. 89B regarding registration of foresters. Requires that all 
applicants for registration, other than those who are registered in good standing as of Jan. 1, 1998 or who qualify 
for registration under provisions relating to “urban foresters,” must pass a comprehensive written examination in 
addition to meeting other requirements. Requires that such applicants who do not hold a bacherors or higher 
degree in forestry must have engaged in at least six years (now, five years) of active practice in forestry work that 
is of a character acceptable to the State Board of Registration for Foresters. Provides that an AAS degree in 
forestry is equivalent to one year of experience, that completion of junior year of forestry curriculum in college or 
school approved by Board is equivalent to two years of experience, and that completion of the senior year of such 
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a forestry curriculum is equivalent to three years of experience. Adds provision permitting registration of applicant 
who (1) submits application for registration before June 30, 1998, (2) has practiced “urban forestry” for six years 
immediately preceding Jan. 1, 1998, (3) is a NC resident at time of application, and (4) submits sworn affidavit 
showing that applicant has education and experience equivalent to registered forester. Defines “urban forestry” as 
practice of forestry in urban setting that involves municipal ownership, homesteads, parks and woodlots, and 
similar urban properties. Authorizes Board to issue forester-in-training certificates to applicants who graduate with 
bachelors or higher degrees in forestry but who have not yet passed the comprehensive written exam or 
completed two years of experience. 

Authorizes Board to adopt rules in accordance with GS Ch. 150B, and to establish fees, subject to statutory 
maximums. Raises fees as follows: (1) application fee from $15 to maximum of $50, (2) fee upon registration from 
$20 to maximum of $40, (3) renewal fee from $20 to maximum of $50, (4) renewal of expired registration from $20 
plus $1 per month from registration to the newly set registration fee plus one-twelfth of the annual renewal fee per 
month from registration, and (5) reexamination fee from $15 to maximum of $50. 

Authorizes Board to require licensees to attend up to 12 credit hours per year of continuing education. 
Permits Board to limit an applicant to three written comprehensive examinations. Requires each consulting 
forester to annually file with the Board an affidavit of his or her compliance with GS Ch. 89B. 

Makes it unlawful for a person to provide false or forged information to the Board in obtaining a certificate of 
registration. Makes violation of GS Ch. 89B a Class 3 misdemeanor. Makes additional technical, conforming, and 
stylistic changes.

Fund consists of payments received 
pursuant to prepaid tuition contracts and other public and private funds. Payments to Fund will be combined and 
invested in a manner that yields at least enough interest to generate the difference between the pre-payments and 
the cost of tuition at time of actual enrollment. Assets and income of Fund are exempt from state and local 
taxation. 

Fund will be administered by Prepaid Postsecondary Education Expense Board consisting of seven members 
(UNC President, State Treasurer, State Controller, President of Community College System, and three members 
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appointed by Governor subject to confirmation by Senate). Board members appointed by Governor will serve 
staggered, three-year terms. Requires Board to develop and implement a program for prepayment of 
undergraduate tuition at a fixed, guaranteed level for application at state postsecondary institutions. Board is 
authorized to invest moneys in Fund and to develop requirements, procedures, and guidelines regarding prepaid 
tuition contracts (including residency requigements, number of participants in Fund, termination, withdrawal, or 
transfer of payments under prepaid tuition contract, time limits on use of tuition benefits, and payment schedules). 
Board must submit annual report on Fund to Governor, General Assembly, and Joint Legis. Education Oversight 
Committee. 

Program may not enter into prepaid tuition contract until State Treasurer obtains opinion from independent 
legal counsel of from Securities and Exchange Comm'n that Fund is in compliance with federal securities laws. 
Specifies general terms and provisions that must be included in prepaid tuition contracts, including provisions for 
application of tuition prepayments at accredited, nonprofit, independent institutions of higher education in NC and 
public and accredited, nonprofit, independent institutions of higher education located in other states. Students who 
enroll in state postsecondary institutions may not be charged fees in excess of amount specified in prepaid tuition 
contract. Admission to state postsecondary institution is not guaranteed by entering into prepaid tuition contract. 

NC Prepaid Tuition Scholarship Program. Creates new program, administered by Prepaid Postsecondary 
Education Expense Board in cooperation with school districts, to provide economically disadvantaged youth with 
prepaid postsecondary tuition scholarships. Objective of program is (1) to provide an incentive for economically 
disadvantaged youth to improve school attendance and academic performance in order to graduate and pursue 
postsecondary education; (2) to obtain commitment and involvement of private sector to provide 50% matching 
funds for program; and (3) to purchase prepaid tuition scholarships for students who meet minimum economic and 
school requirements and who remain drug free and crime free. 

Legislative Tuition Grants. Adds new GS 116-21.1 to provide that in addition to funds appropriated under GS 
116-19 and all other financial assistance made available to private educational institutions located within state, or 
to students attending these institutions, each full-time NC undergraduate student attending approved institution as 
defined in GS 116-22 will receive a tuition grant in an amount to be determined by General Assembly for each 
academic year. Grant program will be administered by State Education Assistance Authority. If there are not 
sufficient funds to provide each eligible student with a full grant, UNC Board of Governors, with approval of Office 
of State Budget and Management, may transfer available funds to meet needs of programs under GS 116-19 and 
116-21.1.

Tax does not apply to construction materials purchased to fulfill a lump sum or unit price contract entered into or 
awarded before the effective date of the levy or entered into or awarded pursuant to a bid made before the 
effective date of the levy, when those materials would otherwise be subject to the tax. County must continue to 
spend for school capital projects the same amount of money it would have spent for those purposes had it not 
levied the tax.

H 580. NONRESIDENT HANDGUN PERMIT. TO PROVIDE THAT A PERSON WHO IS NOT A RESIDENT MAY 
OBTAIN A CONCEALED HANDGUN PERMIT AND TO PROVIDE THE CRITERIA UNDER WHICH THE PERMIT 
MAY BE ISSUED. Adds new Part 2 to GS Ch. 14, Art. 54B, outlining licensing process for issuance of concealed 
handgun permits to nonresidents of North Carolina who have permits in other jurisdictions. Permits will be valid for 
four years. Provides for issuance by the Attorney General, rather than the sheriff (who issues handgun permits for 
state residents). In order for a nonresident to receive a permit, the applicant's state of residence must not have 
licensing procedures that conflict with North Carolina’s, as determined by the Attorney General, the requirements 
of the other state may not be lower than North Carolina’s, and the other state must extend reciprocity to North 
Carolina citizens. 

To qualify for permit, applicant must be a US citizen, hold a valid and unrevoked permit from another 
jurisdiction, be 21 years of age or older, and register with the Attorney General, to acknowledge NC concealed 
handgun laws. Applicant must be fingerprinted and authorize Attorney General to obtain applicant's mental health 
records. Attorney General's decision to revoke or not to renew a permit may be appealed to a Wake County 
district court judge. Establishes permit fees payable to the Dep't of Justice as follows: $80 application fee, $80 
renewal fee, $15 duplicate permit fee, a fee up to $10 for fingerprint processing. Requires Attorney General to 
retain list of persons issued permits and make that list available to all state and local law enforcement agencies. 
Requires SBI to make information about permit holders available to law enforcement and clerks of court in a 
statewide system.

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H 581. SEX EXPLOITATION ACT. TO PROVIDE A CIVIL ACTION REMEDY FOR PERSONS WHO ARE 
SEXUALLY EXPLOITED BY THEIR PSYCHOTHERAPIST. Adds new Art. 1F to GS Ch. 90 for purpose indicated 
in title. Provides that any client who is sexually exploited by psychotherapist (defined as physician, psychologist, 
nurse, counselor, etc.) may file a civil action for sexual exploitation if that exploitation occurred (1) during period 
when client was receiving psychotherapy from psychotherapist; (2) within three years after termination of 
psychotherapy; or (3) by means of therapeutic deception. Plaintiff may recover actual or nominal damages, 
punitive damages under standard set out in bill, and reasonable attorneys’ fees. Defines sexual exploitation as (1) 
sexual contact that includes acts specified in bill, whether or not they occurred with consent of client or during 
treatment, consultation, evaluation, interview, or examination; or (2) any act or statement made by psychotherapist 
for purpose of sexual stimulation or gratification of client or psychotherapist that includes acts specified in bill. 
Places limits on scope of discovery of plaintiffs sexual history and admissibility of plaintiffs sexual history. Statute 
of limitations is (subject to certain exceptions) three years after cause of action accrues. Person settling or 
compromising sexual exploitation claim may not request or agree, as term of settlement, not to pursue complaint 
before regulatory entity responsible for overseeing conduct or licensing of defendant. Applies to conduct occurring 
on or after Oct. 1, 1997.

AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 


SENATE BILLS 


S 78. STATE BUILDING EVACUATION. Intro. 3/24/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Provides that chief of General Assembly Police, rather than director of State Capitol Police, has authority to order 
evacuation of state legislative buildings and grounds in case of emergency. Makes conforming changes to title of 
bill. 


S 249. BOND PAYMENT CHANGE. Intro. 2/26/97. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Deletes provisions of 
original bill that would have directed that the principal of, and interest on, revenue bonds may not be secured by 
the General Fund of the State or the municipality (thereby reinstating current law, which provides that they may not 
be payable from General Fund). Also deletes provisions requiring that, in order for the Local Government Comm'n 
to approve a revenue bond application, the probable net revenues of the project must be sufficient to service the 
proposed revenue bonds. Deletes provisions requiring that the trustee of a trust agreement securing revenue 
bonds be a trust company or a bank with powers of a trust company. Makes conforming changes to bill title. 


S 272. EXCELLENT SCHOOLS ACT. Intro. 2/27/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition, making the 
following changes. (1) Amends GS 115C-325(n) to provide that the appeals procedures under the Teacher 
Tenure Act apply to decisions of boards of education not to renew the contracts of probationary teachers. (2) 
Amends GS 115C-325(c)(2) to provide that an employer school system may require that a teacher who has 
previously achieved tenure in another North Carolina school system serve as long as four years in the employer 
school system before gaining tenure there. (3) Amends GS 115C-325(a)(4)’s definition of “demote” for career 
school employees to mean a reduction in “salary” (now, “compensation”), not including a reduction of bonus 
payments, merit-based supplements, or local supplements. (4) Rewrites proposed GS 115C-325(f)(1) to clarify 
that the record of a career employee’s suspension stays in the career employee's record if the employee has been 
suspended without pay in contemplation of dismissal, and the employee, though not dismissed, is subsequently 
demoted or subjected to a disciplinary suspension without pay. (5) Rewrites proposed GS 115C-325(i1) to clarify 
that a superintendent, upon receiving the report of the case manager in a proposed teacher dismissal, may 
recommend to the school board demotion or disciplinary suspension without pay as well as dismissal. (6) 
Rewrites proposed GS 115C-325(i1) and 115c-325(j1) to permit the superintendent or the career employee to 
contend that the case manager failed to address a critical factual issue and to request that the case manager 
prepare a supplement to his report. Provides that the failure of the case manager to address a critical factual 
issue does not constitute a basis for appeal. (7) Amends GS 115C-325(j)(5) to provide that once the 
superintendent and the career teacher who is the subject of a dismissal proceeding have exchanged evidence 
information prior to a hearing before a case manager, additional evidence may be presented only if the case 
manager determines that the new evidence is critical to the matter at issue and could not, with reasonable 
diligence, have been discovered and produced before the hearing. (8) Amends proposed GS 115C-325(j1) to 
require the board of education to set the time and date of the hearing before it within five days (was, seven days) 
after receiving the recommendation for dismissal by the superintendent. (9) Amends proposed GS 115C-325(j2) 
to provide for the presentation of evidence at a hearing before the board of education in instances in which the 
career employee who is the subject of the dismissal proceedings has not requested a hearing before a case 
manager, and to provide for the board’s rejection of findings of fact by the case manager in instances in which 
there was a case manager hearing. (10) Adds new GS 115C-325(j3) providing procedures for a hearing when the 
recommendation of the superintendent is for disciplinary suspension without pay for a period of 10 days or more. 
(11) Specifies that the report of the State Board of Education to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight 
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Committee on its comprehensive plan to raise student performance standards must include specific details and 
timetables on the board's efforts to establish student performance benchmarks at grades four, eight, ten, and 
twelve. (12) Amends GS 115C-326(a) to require that non-probationary teachers must be observed at least once 
annually, and to specify that the State Board of Education, in setting uniform performance standards for public 
school employees, must take into account standards developed by the national Board for Professional Teaching 
Standards 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 85. SWINE FARM SITING ACT. Intro. 2/10/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition, making the 
following changes: (1) repeals GS 143-215(e) (which restricts the authority of the Environmental Management 
Comm'n to adopt effluent regulations applicable to animal feeding operations) rather than amending it; (2) deletes 
proposed amendment to GS 130A-39(b) (concerning rules adopted by boards of health); (3) adds a new one-year 
moratorium on Environmental Management Comm’n’s issuance of animal waste management system permits (as 
defined in GS 143-215.10B) for new or expanded swine farms or lagoons and prohibiting the construction or 
expansion of such animal waste management systems for one year from the effective date of this act, regardless 
of when the site evaluation for the farm is completed, but does not prohibit (a) construction to repair a component 
of an existing swine farm or lagoon, (b) construction to replace a component so long as there is no resulting 
increase in the swine population, (c) construction which began before March 1, 1997, (d) construction to bring the 
swine population up to the authorized population authorized before the effective date of this act, or (e) construction 
for the purpose of complying with animal waste management rules and not for increasing swine population. - 


H 212. CLARIFY COMMUNITY-BASED CORRECTION. Intro. 2/17/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Makes technical changes only. 


H 363. CHILD SUPPORT OPTIONSI/FEES. Intro. 3/3/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Deletes provisions of original bill (amending GS Ch. 52C). Adds provisions (1) stating that, effective 30 days after 
the act becomes law, the Dep’t of Human Resources may not elect any child support distribution option for families 
receiving cash assistance under the Temporary Assistance for Needy Families Block Grant Program for which the 
federal government does not provide funding to the state, and (2) amending GS 110-130.1(a), effective July 1, 
1997, to increase from $10 to $25 the nonrefundable application fee for child support collection and paternity 
determination services. Makes conforming changes to title of bill. 


H 512. SCHOOL SAFETY ACT. Intro. 3/13/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes new 
suspension and expulsion provisions applicable to student who physically assaults and injures a teacher or other 
individual, without requirement that the injury be “serious.” Adds provision that if board chooses to remove the 
student to an alternative education setting for conduct that occurred on or before the 90th school day, the board 
must remove the student to that setting for the remainder of the school year and the first 90 days in the following 
school year. Amends GS 115C-288(g) to require principal to report specified offenses to law enforcement agency 
when the principal has actual notice (rather than a reasonable belief) that an offense has occurred on school 
property. States General Assembly’s intent that the principal notify the superintendent and that the superintendent 
notify the local board of any report made under the subsection. Adds new GS 115C-12(25), providing that the 
State Board of Education, when calculating the dropout rate, may not include students who have been expelled 
from school. Makes conforming changes in bill's title.

S 475. WOMEN WORK FUND (=H 480). TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA WOMENWORK FUND FOR 
DISPLACED HOMEMAKERS TO BE ADMINISTERED BY THE NORTH CAROLINA COUNCIL FOR WOMEN, 
AND TO ESTABLISH AN ADDITIONAL CIVIL ACTION FEE TO BE COLLECTED BY THE COURT IN DIVORCE 
ACTIONS. Identical to H 480, introduced 3/10/97. ;

S 476. OSTEOPOROSIS TASK FORCE. TO ESTABLISH THE OSTEOPOROSIS PREVENTION TASK FORCE, 
AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS THEREFOR. Creates NC Osteoporosis Prevention Task Force in the Dep't of 
Environment, Health, & Natural Resources, Division of Adult Health Promotion. Task Force consists of 25 
members, including director of DEHNR Div’n of Health Promotion, director of DHR Div’n of Medical Assistance, 
director of DHR Div’n of Aging, two Senators (appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of President 
Pro Tem.), two Representatives (appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of Speaker), and other 
representatives from specified categories appointed by Governor, by General Assembly on recommendation of 
President Pro Tem., and by General Assembly on recommendation of Speaker. Task Force must meet at least 
quarterly. Task Force is required to (1) undertake statistical and qualitative studies relating to osteoporosis; (2) 
raise public awareness concerning osteoporosis; (3) identify priority strategies for prevention, control of risks, 
diagnosis, and treatment; (4) make recommendations relating to laws, regulations, programs, services, policies, 
and funding; and (5) adopt and promote a statewide comprehensive Osteoporosis Prevention Plan. Task Force 
must submit to the Governor and to the General Assembly a preliminary report by Jan. 1, 1998, an interim report 
within the first week of the convening of the 1999 General Assembly, and a final report by Oct. 1, 1999. Task force 
expires upon submission of final report. Appropriates $350,000 for 1997-98 and $350,000 for 1998-99 from 
General Fund to DEHNR for the Task Force. Effective Juiy 1, 1997.

S 477. SEPTIC TANK SYSTEMS BMPS. TO DEVELOP GUIDELINES FOR BEST MANAGEMENT PRACTICES 
FOR THE INSTALLATION, REPAIR, REPLACEMENT, AND MAINTENANCE OF SEPTIC SYSTEMS AND TO 
PROVIDE TAX CREDITS FOR IMPLEMENTING BEST MANAGEMENT PRACTICES. Adds new GS 130A-345 
directing the Dep't of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to develop guidelines for best management 
practices for septic tank systems related to water quality, specifying practices or devices concerning installing 
septic tank systems for new home construction or replacing or retrofitting systems at existing home, including 
filters or other efficiency-improving devices, risers or other devices facilitating pumping, electronic warning devices 
indicating when tank needs to be pumped, alternative systems for waste disposal, and other technology to 

improve septic tank system efficiency. Adds new GS 105-151.27 and new GS 105-130.43 providing individual and 
corporate income tax credit equal to 50% of the cost of implementing best management practices for septic 
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systems, up to a maximum of $2,000 credit. Tax provisions effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 
1, 1997.

S 478. SWINE FARM SITING ACT-3. TO AMEND VARIOUS LAWS IMPACTING SWINE PRODUCTION IN 
NORTH CAROLINA. Substantially similar to the second edition of H 85 (House committee substitute adopted 
3/24/97), with the following differences. (1) Defines “intensive swine operation” as a swine farm with a design 
capacity of more than 400,000 pounds steady state live weight (H 85 defines “intensive animal feeding operation” 
as a new or enlarged swine farm with a design capacity of more than 800,000 pounds). (2) Amends GS 106- 
803(a) to prohibit the location of a swine house or lagoon within 2,500 feet of a day care facility, nursing home, or 
restaurant. (3) Amends GS 106-803(a) to provide that the outer perimeter of the land onto which waste is applied 
from a lagoon must be at least 250 feet (now, 50 feet; H 85 provides 100 feet) from the boundary of property on 
which an occupied residence is located and from any stream or river. (4) Amends GS 106-803(b) to provide that a 
swine house or lagoon may be located closer to a residence than would otherwise be allowed by law if the owner 
of the residence consents (current law and H 85 allow swine houses and lagoons to be located closer to schools, 
hospitals, and churches as well as residences with permission of the owner). (5) Amends GS 106-804(c) to delete 
the provision allowing a court may, when a temporary restraining order or preliminary injunction is sought related 
to swine farm siting, require the filing of a bond or equivalent security. (6) Amends GS 106-805 to require that the 
person seeking to open an intensive swine operation publish a newspaper notice to that effect. (7) Deletes 
proposed new GS 106-806 concerning emission of undesirable levels of odor in outdoor recreation areas. (8) 
Deletes proposed repeal of GS 143-215(e) (which restricts the authority of the Environmental Management 
Comm'n to adopt effluent regulations applicable to animal feeding operations). (9) Deletes proposed new GS 106- 
803(a1) prohibiting new or expanded swine houses or lagoons in the 100-year floodplain unless protected from 
flooding as provided for in regulations of the Federal Emergency Management Agency, but adds amendment to 
GS 143-215.10C(b) providing that no animal waste management system may be constructed within the 100-year 
floodplain. (10) Adds new GS 143-215.10H prohibiting the spreading of animal waste from a swine operation onto 
land when the underlying water table is within five feet of the surface and requiring at least one up-gradient and 
two down-gradient monitoring wells, tested semiannually, with notice of rising levels of contamination to owners 
and residents of adjoining property. (11) Deletes moratorium provisions contained in H 85.

S 500. MTN. ISLAND LAKE MARINE COMMISSION. TO ESTABLISH THE MOUNTAIN ISLAND LAKE MARINE 
COMMISSION. Authorizes commissioners of Gaston, Mecklenburg, and Lincoln counties to create the Mountain 
Island Lake Marine Commission. Comm'n will be composed of seven members (three appointed by Mecklenburg 
commissioners, three by Gaston, and one by Lincoln) appointed to three-year staggered terms. Includes 
provisions regarding filling vacancies, succession, compensation, etc., of comm’n members. Comm'n may adopt 
regulations for the lake and its shoreline area (defined as all land within 1000 feet of mean high waterline) within 
authority granted by the counties and not inconsistent with other supervening provisions of law. Violation of a 
regulation is a class 3 misdemeanor. Regulations may be enforced by law enforcement officers and courts in the 
three counties. Authorizes Comm'n, within authority granted by the three counties, to enter contracts, provide 
facilities, hire employees, and accept grants and other funds.

S 515. PRELITIGATION INS. INFO./MEDIATION. TO REQUIRE INSURERS TO PROVIDE INFORMATION 
PRIOR TO LITIGATION REGARDING POLICY PROVISIONS AND POLICY LIMITS UPON WRITTEN REQUEST 
AND TO GIVE AN INSURER WHO PROVIDES SUCH INFORMATION THE OPTIONS OF INITIATING 
MEDIATION WITH THE PERSON WHO SOUGHT THE INFORMATION. Adds new GS 58-3-33 to provide that if 
an insurance company receives a request from a person who claims to have been injured or to have incurred 
property damage covered by policy for information regarding policy provisions or policy limits, the company must 
notify the person that it is required to provide this information prior to litigation only if the person agrees to 
mediation of his or her claim. If the company then receives written consent to mediation, it must provide the person 
with the information requested within 30 days. The insurer may then commence prelitigation mediation to be 
conducted pursuant to GS 7A-38.1. The costs of mediation are paid by the insurer. Time periods relating to the 
filing of a claim or the taking of other action with respect to an insurance claim, including any applicable statutes of 
limitations, are tolled upon the filing of a request for mediation until 30 days after the date on which the mediation 
is concluded as set forth in the mediator’s certification.

S 516. LEAD-BASED PAINT MGMT. TO ESTABLISH A LEAD-BASED PAINT HAZARD MANAGEMENT 
PROGRAM. Adds new Art. 19A (“Lead-Based Paint Hazard Management Program’) to GS Ch. 130A. Requires 
that any person who wishes to undertake abatement measures for lead-based paint hazards must be certified by 
the Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources and must, for each abatement project, obtain a permit. 
Directs the Comm'n for Health Services to develop rules governing certification (including education, training, and 
examination requirements) and rules governing accreditation of certification training providers. Comm’n may 
collect examination fee of up to $100 and annual certification fee of up to $150 per person. Comm'n may collect 
initial accreditation fee of up to $2,000 for each training course and an annual renewal fee of up to $750 per 
course. Comm'n may collect a permit fee of up to 2% of the contracted price of the abatement project to support 
the Lead-Based Hazard Management Program. Bill does not apply to measures designed to identify or eliminate 
lead-based paint hazards on bridges, water towers, superstructures, or industrial structures. Certification 
requirements do not apply to owner/occupiers of residential dwellings for activities within the dwelling. The 
owner/occupier of a single family dwelling is not required to pay any permit fee. The owner of a single family 
dwelling which the owner does not occupy must pay the application fee. Amends GS 130A-22 to impose an 
administrative penalty of $1,000 per day on violations.

S 517. CALENDARING CRIMINAL CASES. TO PROVIDE FOR CRIMINAL CASES IN SUPERIOR COURT TO 
BE CALENDARED BY THE COURT. Deletes provisions of GS 7A-49.3 that require the district attorney to 
calendar criminal cases in superior court and replaces them with provisions requiring the senior resident superior 
court judge to calendar such cases. Judge may delegate this responsibility to a trial court administrator or other 
person, but not to a district attorney. Makes conforming changes in GS 7A-61 and 15A-943. Effective Dec. 1, 
1997.

S 518. LOCAL 1-YEAR 1 CENT TAX/VOTE. TO AUTHORIZE EACH COUNTY OF THE STATE TO LEVY A 
TEMPORARY ONE CENT LOCAL SALES TAX FOR A PERIOD OF ONE YEAR, IF APPROVED BY THE 
VOTERS OF THE COUNTY. Adds new art. 43 to GS Ch. 105 authorizing counties that now levy a local sales tax 
totaling two cents to hold an advisory referendum on the levying of an additional one cent local sales tax. If a 
majority vote in favor of the levy, the board of commr’s may levy the one cent additional tax. If levied, the tax 
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proceeds will be divided among the county and its municipalities on either a per capita basis or on the basis of ad 
valorem taxes levied, at the election of the board of comm’rs. Tax will expire one year after it is levied.

Dep’t must provide sexual assault counseling at prison units to any prisoner requesting it, and 
cooperate with rape crisis centers to provide counseling to former inmates. Dep’t must collect data on all Known, 
reported, or suspected instances of sexual assault. Correction officers must be trained in identification and 
prevention of sexual assault among inmates. Inmates must be classified into those who are likely to become 
victims of sexual assault and those who are likely to become assaulters, and must be housed separately. Dep't 
must report annually to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations on percentage of orientation 
programs completed within seven days of commitment, and on the Dep’t’s success in segregating prisoners 
vulnerable to sexual assault from those classified as potential assaulters. Effective July 1, 1997.

subdivision or the public. In such a case, the officer may have the hearing after the suspension. Effective Oct. 1, 
1997.

All of Camden, Carteret, Chowan, Currituck, Dare, Hyde, Onslow, Pamlico, Pasquotank, 
Perquimans, and Tyrrell counties. Parts of Beaufort, Craven, Jones, Lenoir, Pitt, Washington, and Wayne 
counties. 

District 4. All of Durham and Orange counties. Parts of Chatham, Person, and Wake counties. 

District 5. All of Alleghany, Ashe, Caswell, Davie, Rockingham, Stokes, and Surry counties. Parts of 
Alamance and Forsyth counties. 

District 6. All of Moore and Randolph counties. Parts of Alamance, Chatham, Davidson, Guilford and Rowan 
counties. ‘ 

District 7. All of Bladen, Brunswick, Columbus, Duplin, New Hanover, and Pender counties. Parts of 
Cumberland, Robeson, and Sampson counties. 

District 8. All of Anson, Cabarrus, Hoke, Montgomery, Richmond, Scotland, Stanly, and Union counties. Parts 
of Cumberland and Robeson counties. 

District 9. All of Cleveland and Gaston counties. Parts of Mecklenburg County. 

District 10. All of Alexander, Avery, Burke, Caldwell, Catawba, Lincoln, Mitchell, Watauga, Wilkes, and Yadkin 
counties. Parts of Iredell County. 

Distnct 11. All of Buncombe, Cherokee, Clay, Graham, Haywood, Henderson, Jackson, Macon, Madison, 
McDowell, Polk, Rutherford, Swain, Transylvania, and Yancey counties. 

District 12. Parts of Davidson, Forsyth, Guilford, Iredell, Mecklenburg, and Rowan counties. (Population of 
District 12 is 46.67% African American.) 

A map of the districts proposed by the House committee substitute is shown below. (Maps of the current 
congressional districts and the districts proposed by the Senate Select Committee on Congressional Redistricting 
are shown on page 4 of the Daily Bulletin for March 19, 1997. A map of the redistricting plan originally proposed by 
the House Select Committee on Congressional Redistricting is shown on page 8 of the Daily Bulletin for March 24, 
1997.) 

Applies to congressional elections in or after 1998. Provides that, if the redistricting plan is held by a court to 
be constitutionally invalid because the population variance among districts violates the one-person, one-vote 
doctrine, a “back-up” plan (which is similar to the proposed plan but divides 12 precincts) will become effective 
automatically. 

House amendment #1 amends the House committee substitute to move specified precincts in Cumberland 
and Robeson Counties from District 7 to District 8 or vice versa.

SUMMARIES OF BILLS INTRODUCED TODAY 
SENATE BILLS 


S 530. ROLLER SKATING RINK LIABILITY. TO ALLOCATE THE DUTIES OF ROLLER SKATING RINK 
OPERATORS AND THE DUTIES OF ROLLER SKATERS AT ROLLER SKATING RINKS AS THE DUTIES 
RELATE TO SAFETY AND LIABILITY FOR PERSONAL INJURY. Adds new GS Ch. 99E as title indicates. 
Establishes 14 specific duties of roller skating rink operator which, if complied with, constitute defense to liability 
action by roller skater or spectator for injuries resulting from obvious and necessary inherent risks. Duties include 
posting of duties; compliance with national standards and local safety codes; having floor guards; maintaining 
skates and skating surface; providing fire safety, adequate lighting, and parking area security; and prohibiting sale 
of alcoholic beverages on premises. Provides that roller skaters and spectators assume risk of injury for inherent 
risks of roller skating, including injuries resulting from contact with other skaters or spectators, falls caused by loss 
of balance, and injuries that involve objects or artificial structures within the intended path of travel, unless the 
injuries are attributable to breach of operators duties. Spells out duties of skaters, including maintenance of

101 
of GS Ch. 15A (Crime Victims’ Rights Act) to establish certain rights for victims of class A, B, C, D, and E felonies 
and certain class F, G, H, and | felonies (including manslaughter, certain assaults, certain sexual offenses 
involving minors, burglary, and other designated offenses). Repeals GS 15A-824 through 15A-827 (current laws 
regarding victims’ rights). Provides that new law does not create a claim for damages against the state, a county, 
or municipality, or any agency, instrumentality, or employee thereof. 

Responsibilities of law enforcement agency. Within 24 hours of identifying a victim, law enforcement 
personne! must inform the victim of the availability of medical services, availability of victims’ compensation funds, 
name and phone number of district attorney's office responsible for prosecuting the crime, and the name of a 
contact person in the responsible law enforcement agency. Within 24 hours of making an arrest, law enforcement 
agency must inform the victim of the accused’s opportunity for pretrial release, and provide the victim with a law 
enforcement contact person who can inform the victim regarding pretrial release. Within 24 hours after accused 
has been detained (or within five days of arrest if accused has not been detained), law enforcement agency must 
forward the name, address, and telephone number of the victim to the district attorney. 

Responsibilities of district attorney’s office. Within 21 days after the arrest of the accused, the district 
attorney's office must send the victim written material explaining the victim’s rights, inform the victim of steps taken 
in prosecuting a criminal case, and provide the victim with a contact person in the district attorney’s office. After 
receiving this information, victim may indicate whether he or she wishes to receive further notices of trial 
proceedings involving the accused. The victim has a right to be present at every court proceeding at which the 
accused has a right to be present. District attorney must inform the victim of the time and date of these 
proceedings. Victim has the right to consult with the prosecuting attorney prior to disposition of the case to provide 
victim's views regarding dismissal, plea or negotiations, sentencing, or pre-trial diversion. 

Victim impact statement. Victim has right to make oral or written impact statement to be considered by court 
or jury in sentencing defendant. Statement may include description of injury suffered by victim as result of offense, 
victim's need for restitution from defendant, and victim’s recommendation regarding appropriate sentence. 

Restitution. In addition to or in lieu of other penalties authorized by law, a court may impose a sentence 
ordering the defendant to make restitution to the victim for victim’s medical costs, physical therapy, occupational 
therapy, and rehabilitation of victim, loss of income, psychological or medical treatment for victim's next of kin, and 
cost of victim's funeral to the extent such costs resulted from the offense committed by the defendant. An order of 
restitution is docketed as a civil judgment and may be executed in same manner as other civil judgments. An order 
of restitution does not bar the victim from bringing a civil action against the defendant. Amount of restitution paid 
by defendant is credited against any judgment rendered against defendant in civil action and subtracted from any 
compensation paid by Crime Victims’ Compensation Fund after restitution has been made. 

Post-conviction responsibilities. Within 30 days of the final disposition of a case, the district attorney must 
inform the victim of the disposition and the defendant's right of appeal. If the defendant appeals the conviction, the 
Attorney General's office must provide the victim with information about the appellate process. notice of the date 
and time of any appellate proceedings, and notice of final disposition of the appeal. If the defendant is released on 
bail pending the outcome of the appeal, the victim must be notified of the release. The agency with custody of a 
convicted defendant must give the victim notice of the earliest date by which defendant can be released, 
defendant's transfer to a minimum security facility or release to a community residential program, reduction of the 
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defendant's minimum sentence, defendant's escape, date of hearings before the Parole Comm'n on whether 
defendant should be released from custody and the victim's right to make a statement at that hearing, and date of 
defendant's release from confinement. Dep't of Adult Probation and Parole must give the victim notice of hearing 
on revocation or extension of defendant's probation, final disposition of such hearing, defendant's leaving the 
jurisdiction without permission, capture of defendant, and date defendant is discharged from probation. Governor 
is required to inform victim if commutation of defendant's sentence or pardon is being considered. 

Crime Victim's Rights Fund. Effective Jan. 1, 1998, enacts new art. 102 of GS Ch. 15A to establish new 
Crime Victims’ Rights Fund to provide funds to law enforcement agencies and district attorneys’ offices in the 
providing of services to victims. Fund will be administered by Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety. Funds may 
not be used to supplant other federal, state, or local funding for services to victims of crimes. Fund will be funded 
by $30 charge imposed whenever a defendant is convicted, or enters a plea of guilty or nolo contendere to a 
felony, to a class | or IA misdemeanor, or to an of offense of impaired driving.

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by dealer to manufacturer during pendency of administrative proceeding involving warranty obligations of 
manufacturers and distributors.

Defines following acts as unfairly discriminatory, based on person's status as 
abused (which includes incorrect perception by insured that person is abused): (1) denying, restricting or 
excluding coverage or charging differential premium; (2) denying coverage for a specific loss or claim arising out of 
act of abuse; (3) terminating coverage for group health insurance for subject of abuse when coverage originally 
issued to abuser and divorce, separation or change of custody occurs, but subject of abuse must pay full costs 
assessed against persons not abused, and must meet geographic restrictions applicable to others and may 
require conversion to individual policy after 18 months: or (4) disclosing of any information relating to person's 
abuse status, medical problems that are abuse-related, or a person’s relationship to a subject of abuse, subject to 
certain exceptions specified in bill. Effective Oct. 1, 1997. Applies to all acts regarding insurance coverage 
occurring on or after that date, and to all policies issued or renewed on or after Oct. 1, 1997.

S 611. INSURANCE FRONTING. TO PROTECT INSURANCE POLICYHOLDERS BY SETTING STANDARDS 
FOR THE FRONTING OF INSURANCE BUSINESS. Adds new Part 4 to Art. 10 of GS Ch. 58 to regulate 
reinsurance transactions in which an insurer delegates underwriting or claim settlement authority to an 
unauthorized reinsurer. Defines “unauthorized reinsurer” as an individual assuming reinsurer or a group of 
assuming reinsurers, or their affiliates or agents, with respect to which credit for reinsurance is not allowed in 
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accordance with GS 58-7-21. Applies to domestic insurers and, if the transaction covers risks resident in this state, 
foreign insurers. Does not apply to (1) reinsurance transactions involving only life insurance or annuities, credit 
accident and health insurance, or an affiliate of the insurer; (2) transactions involving any group or organization of 
insurers that engages in joint underwriting activities subject to examination by any state regulatory authority, or 
pursuant to any state, federal statutory, or federal administrative authorization; (3) any transaction with a single- 
parent captive insurer; or (4) any nonobligatory facultative reinsurance transaction that falls below a specified 
premium threshold. 

Specifies information about unauthorized reinsurers that insurers must report annually to the Comm’r of 
Insurance. Requires insurers to obtain prior approval of Comm'r before entering into a reinsurance transaction that 
covers (1) direct business written or business assumed from a licensed insurer under which underwriting or claim 
settlement authority will be delegated to an unauthorized reinsurer; or (2) risks resident or located in NC under 
which there will be a delegation of underwriting or claim settlement authority to an unauthorized reinsurer. Applies 
only to reinsurance transactions whose premiums exceed specified thresholds. Application for prior approval of a 
proposed reinsurance transaction must include (1) the identity, domicile, and NAIC number of the reinsurer; (2) a 
detailed description of the proposed transaction; (3) the amounts and nature of the collateral to be held by the 
insurer with respect to the reinsurer’s liabilities arising out of the proposed transaction; and (4) premium data for 
each state in which risks subject to the transactions reside or are located. Requires that insurer, (1) determine that 
a reinsurer or reinsurers representative possesses sufficient technical expertise and administrative capabilities; 
(2) obtain an opinion from a qualified actuary that premium rates make reasonable provision for expected losses; 
and (3) obtain written commitment of reinsurer to abide by provisions and guidelines established by the insurer. 
Specifies the records that the insurer must maintain for each reinsurance transaction and the provisions that must 
be included in reinsurance agreements. Comm'r may order insurer to cease issuing new or renewal policies, make 
no cessions under the reinsurance agreement, and pay a civil penalty if Comm’r finds insurer to be in violation of 
act.

S 612. INSURER FINANCIAL OPERATIONS. TO MAKE SUBSTANTIVE CHANGES IN THE LAWS 
GOVERNING THE FINANCIAL OPERATIONS OF INSURANCE COMPANIES AND THE ROLE OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF INSURANCE IN MONITORING THE SOLVENCY OF INSURANCE COMPANIES. Amends 
GS 58-3-100 to require notice and opportunity for a hearing before the Insurance Comm’r revokes, suspends, 
restricts, or refuses to renew the license of an insurer. If foreign insurance company is involved, Comm’r must give 
written notice of suspension or revocation to all of company’s agents in state; company then may not write any 
new business in state until license restored. Allows Comm'r to restrict insurer's license by limiting the kind or 
amount of insurance it writes, pursuant to standards of GS 58-30-60(b). Amends GS 58-4-15 to allow Comm'r to 
restrict, as well as suspend, revoke, or refuse to renew, license of insurer failing to make any required filing with 
the Nat'l Ass’n of Insurance Comm'rs (NAIC) or to pay related filing fees. 

Adds new GS 58-7-37 establishing procedure for issuing license to new domestic insurance company. Before 
license is issued, each key person (officer or director of proposed new company or any person in position to 
influence operating decisions of company) must give fingerprints and photograph to Comm'r. Fingerprints must 
then be forwarded to State Bureau of Investigation for criminal history check. Comm’r may refuse to approve 
company on finding of one or more specified conditions, including: untrue material statements regarding 
background or experience of key person; violation of insurance laws by key person; fraud in obtaining any license: 
or use of fraudulent insurance practices. If Comm’r disapproves company formation, Comm’r must notify applicant 
in writing of disapproval and reasons therefor. Applicant has 30 days to request hearing, which must be scheduled 
within 30 days of this request. 

Amends GS 58-7-130 to forbid domestic stock insurance company to declare dividends to stockholders 
except from unassigned surplus of company as reflected in most recent financial statement filed with Comm'r. 
Amends GS 58-7-170, regarding requirements of diversification of investments by domestic insurer, by revising 
limitations on investments in mortgage loans. Replaces present limiting rule with ruie restricting investment with 
any one person or single collateral package to 3% of insurer's admitted assets, and limiting all such investments to 
60% of assets. If such investments exceed limits, insurer must submit plan to Comm’r by Jan. 31, 1998, to comply 
by Jan. 1, 2003. Amends GS 58-7-187(c) to allow insurer to acquire, develop, and dispose of income-producing 
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real estate, other than real estate to be used primarily for development of oil or mineral resources, located in 
United States of Canada. Amount of such investment limited as now provided by GS 58-7-187(c)(1) through (4). 

Adds new GS 58-10-10 allowing domestic mutual insurer to convert to domestic stock insurer under plan 
approved in advance by Comm'r. Amends GS 58-19-30(b) to forbid domestic insurer from entering into 
investment in company that controls the insurer or its affiliate that exceeds 2.5% of insurer's surplus to 
policyholders. Amends GS 58-26-25(c) to revise calculation of unearned premium reserve of domestic title 
insurance company. Reserve begins as amount of reserve held as of Jan. 1, 1998. On each contract of title 
insurance issued on or after Jan. 1, 1998, initial amount is 10% of original risk premium. The reserve then is 
reduced annually over period of 20 years at declining percentage each year, beginning at 20% and ending at 2% 
for years 16 through 20. 

Repeals GS 58-65-100, 58-65-105, and 58-67-55 requiring annual reports to Comm'r by hospital, mental, and 
dental service corporations, allowing visitation and examination by Comm'r of business records of such 
corporations, and requiring annual reports by health maintenance organizations.

S 613. INSURANCE COMPANY AUDITS AND EXAMS. TO AMEND PROVISIONS IN THE INSURANCE LAWS 
DEALING WITH EXAMINATIONS OF INSURANCE COMPANIES AND AUDITS OF THEIR FINANCIAL 
STATEMENTS. Amends GS 58-2-131(d) to provide that Insurance Comm’r must conduct examination of insurer 
at least once every five (now three) years. Rewrites GS 58-2-205 (CPA audits of financial statements) to 
incorporate into statute by reference the NAIC model rule requiring annual audited financial statements, except as 
provided in that statute. Exceptions are that annual financial reports must be filed by May 10 of each year unless 
Comm'r grants extension; insurers with less than 500 policy holders or less than $250,000 in premiums are 
exempt from rule's requirements unless Comm'r specifically requires compliance; CPA must certify and prove that 
he or she is experienced in areas of insurance auditing and accounting; and audit performed under the section 
must be staffed by managerial staff experienced in the areas of insurance auditing and accounting and by 
nonmanagerial staff, at least a majority of which have similar experience. Specifies that insurance includes 
“financial services’ for this purpose. Amends GS 58-2-131 to allow Comm to hire attorneys, appraisers, 
actuaries, certified public accountants, and other professionals to help the Dep't conduct its evaluation and to 
require the insurer to pay the cost of hiring such professionals, up to $100,000 per examination. Effective Oct. 1, 
1997. Applies to audits or examinations conducted on or after that date.

S 614. INSURANCE LICENSING AMENDMENTS. 70 REVISE THE LICENSING LAWS ADMINISTERED BY

MONEY PENALTIES, HEARING PROCEDURES, NOTICES OF ADDRESS CHANGES AND CRIMINAL

RUNNERS, AND THE BOND REQUIREMENT FOR VIATICAL SETTLEMENT PROVIDERS. Amends GS 58-2- 
70, regarding penalties for violations of GS Ch. 58 licensing and certification requirements, by replacing the notice 
and hearing provisions of subsection (b) with a requirement that the Insurance Comm’'r proceed after notice and 
opportunity for a hearing, and making all administrative proceedings under GS Ch. 58 subject to GS Ch. 150B (the 
Administrative Procedure Act), unless otherwise specifically provided. 

Adds GS 58-2-69 requiring that licensee under GS Ch. 58 must notify Comm’r within 10 days after the date of 
conviction of any crime or offense other than motor vehicle infraction. Requires every applicant for license to 
inform Comm of applicant's address. Requires every licensee to give written notification to Comm’'r of any 
change of residential address within 10 business days. Provides that wnen Comm’ is required to give notice to 
licensee, Comm'r may mail the notice to the address that the licensee has provided. 

Amends GS 58-33-70(e), allowing experienced adjuster licensed in another state to act as adjuster in this 
state without license if adjuster is doing “emergency insurance adjustment work” for up to 30 days. Defines quoted 
phrase to include adjusting of losses arising out of catastrophe common to all those losses declared a disaster by 
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the Governor or the President. Deletes GS 58-33-45(b), which currently allows Comm’r to suspend license in 
emergency situation without notice and hearing requirements. Amends GS 58-33-130(c) to provide that the license 
of any person who fails to comply with continuing education requirements of section lapses. Comm’'r may grant 
extensions of time to comply with requirements, for good cause shown. 

Amends GS 58-71-5, regarding bail bondsmen and runners, to remove requirement that applicant for 
bondsman’s or runner's license be of good moral character and not convicted of felony or any crime involving’ 
moral turpitude. Amends GS 58-71-80 to a/low Comm’r to deny, suspend, revoke, or refuse to renew bondsman’s 
or runner's license if applicant or licensee convicted of crime involving moral turpitude; and to require Comm'r to 
deny, revoke, or refuse to renew the application or license if applicant or licensee convicted of felony. Deletes GS 
58-71-80(b) allowing Comm’, in lieu of revoking or suspending bondsman’s license, to require licensee to pay civil 
penalty of $250 to school fund for each offense. Amends GS 58-71-71(a) and (b) to reduce from 20 to 16 the 
number of hours of education required to be licensed as bondsman or runner, and to reduce from 10 to 8 the 
number of required yearly hours of continuing education. Amends GS 58-71-71(e) to provide that any bondsman’s 
or runner's license lapses for failure to comply with continuing education requirements, but Comm’r may grant 
extensions of time for good cause shown. 

Amends GS 58-58-42(j) to remove Comm'rs power to require a bond as part of approval of a viatical 
settlement. (Viatical settlement is a contract in which the owner or holder of an insurance policy who has a 
catastrophic illness transfers it to another person in exchange for payment of less than the expected death benefit 
of the policy.) 

Amends GS 143-151.53, requiring review of application for licensure as home inspector by Home Inspector 
Licensure Board, to delete requirement that board act on application within 30 days of receipt. If board finds 
applicant has not met requirements, board must refuse to issue license and notify applicant in writing of grounds 
for denial. Applicant then has 30 days to demand board to review its action, and 30 days after that review to 
demand a hearing under GS Ch. 150B, Art. 3A. 

Provision concerning insurance licensee's change of address is effective Jan. 1, 1998. Provision regarding 
emergency work by out-of-state adjuster is effective Sept. 1, 1997. Provisions regarding continuing education 
requirements, grounds for denial or suspension of licenses, and review of home inspector's licensing are effective 
Oct. 1, 1997. Remainder of act is effective when bill becomes law.

Authorizes 
town to require new housing developments of 10 or more units or 10 acres to construct up to 25% of dwelling units 
in development for low- or moderate-income persons, or provide land or payment in lieu of such housing. Contains 
no substantive provisions regarding local option transit revenue sources or applying occupancy tax provisions to 
university facilities.

Tax applies to all 
instruments conveying real property in county except conveyances involving government-owned property; leases 
for a term of no more than 10 years; conveyances securing indebtedness; transfers in which no consideration is 
due the transferor; and property whose greater part lies outside Orange County. Allows county to retain 3% of 
gross proceeds of tax as collection costs. Remainder must be placed in Capital Reserve Fund to be expended for 
capital projects including debt service. Makes failure to pay tax class 3 misdemeanor punishable by fine not less 
than $100 nor more than amount of tax due. 

Authorizes board of comm'rs to levy entertainment tax up to $1 per admission ticket for admission to 
entertainment or athletic or commercial event at Smith Center and Kenan Stadium. Tax does not apply to athletic 
events sponsored by N.C. High School Athletic Ass'n that involve participants at or below high school level. Makes 
failure to pay tax misdemeanor; sets civil penalties for failure to pay of $10 for each day’s omission. 

Amends local acts to authorize board of comm'rs to adopt ordinance prohibiting discrimination in employment, 
housing, and public accommodations on the basis of heterosexuality and homosexuality (now, board has authority 
with regard to discrimination based on race, religion, gender, national origin, age, disability, marital status, familial 
status, and veteran status). Board also may prohibit threatening communication aimed at individuals because of 
heterosexuality or homosexuality that tend to incite breach of peace.

S 636. PUBLIC HEALTH AUTHORITY ACT. TO AUTHORIZE THE ESTABLISHMENT OF LOCAL PUBLIC 
HEALTH AUTHORITIES, AS RECOMMENDED BY THE NORTH CAROLINA PUBLIC HEALTH COMMISSION. 
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Adds new Part 1A (Public Health Authorities Act) to Art. 2 of GS Ch. 130A, providing an alternate method for 
counties to provide public health services. Allows county or counties to form (or join) public health authority that 
replaces, and has functions, assets, and liabilities of, the county or district board of health. Creating or joining 
public health authority requires resolution, adopted after a public hearing, of county board of commissioners and 
local boards of health of counties involved. Provides for creation of public health authority boards, as policy- 
making, rule-making, and adjudicatory bodies composed of seven to nine (up to 11 in multi-county authorities) 
members appointed by the board of commissioners (or by commissioner appointees, in multi-county authorities). 
Specifies constituent and professional representation on public health authority board and grounds for removal of 
board members. Board members serve staggered three-year terms. Commissioner members serve ex Officio.

Defines 
“pecuniary interest” as owning $1000 or 5% or more of equitable interest in business, or receipt of $5000 or more 
in income from business, or gifts or honoraria worth $500 or more or having unknown value, or holding position of 
officer. director, etc. (2) Amends GS 120-87 (regarding disclosure of confidential information by legislator for 
benefit of legislator or family) to make violation of statute a class 1 misdemeanor. (3) Adds new GS 120-87.1 to 
prohibit use of !egislative position for private gain of member or family, and to prohibit use of legislative status in 
advertising for commercial purposes. (4) Adds new GS 120-87.2 to prohibit solicitation by legislator for any gift 
except for charity, and to prohibit acceptance by legislator of any gift from a lobbyist. Exempts political 
contributions, gifts of nominal value (up to $10), honoraria accepted pursuant to statute, and other similar kinds of 
gifts from ban. (5) Adds new GS 120-87.3 tc prohibit acceptance by legislator of honoraria if state reimburses 
legislator for expenses or the activity would be considered official duty or would bear close relationship to such 
duties. (6) Rewrites GS 120-88 to prohibit taking of official action by legislator with respect to bill in which 
legislator. family, or associated business has pecuniary interest, and requires legislator to abstain from 
participation. Provides exceptions for cases in which legislator is part of profession or large group and benefit to 
legislator is no greater than to others in group; cases in which legislative compensation is at issue; cases in which 
Ethics Committee has given prior approval, or if no quorum is possible because so many members would be 
disqualified. -(7) Adds new GS 120-88.1 to prohibit legislator, family, or associate from representing another 
person before state agency, and to prohibit legislator from representing any person other than state or nonprofit 
agency before state agency or jegisiature for two years after end of service as legislator (this prohibition applies 
only to legislators in office on or after Jan. 1, 1998). Allows representation by legislator of other persons in state 
courts.

Amends GS 120-3.1 to provide that legislators may not receive weekly travel 
allowance unless the legislator traveled to session during that week, and to provide that subsistence allowance 
may not be paid for fourth and any subsequent consecutive days legislator is not present unless presiding officer 
determines absence is caused by illness or family emergency (in which case, subsistence allowance terminates 
after 15 consecutive days absence).

H 741. COURT IMPROVEMENT ACT/CONSTITUTION. PROPOSING AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION 
OF NORTH CAROLINA TO IMPROVE THE COURT SYSTEM BY IMPLEMENTING THE NEW COURT 
STRUCTURE RECOMMENDED BY THE COMMISSION FOR THE FUTURE OF JUSTICE AND THE COURTS 
IN NORTH CAROLINA. Proposes two sets of constitutional amendments, subject to approval of voters at Nov. 4, 
1997 election. The first set of proposed amendments relates to the restructuring of the judicial branch of 
government and revision of court procedures. The second set of proposed amendments would provide that 
justices and judges be appointed by the Governor, subject to a retention election, rather than being elected in 
partisan elections. 

Restructuring of Judicial Branch. Part | of the bill amends numerous provisions of the NC Constitution to (1) 
merge superior and district courts into a single trial court known as the circuit court (circuit court judges would 
serve eight-year terms elected by voters within each circuit); (2) establish a new State Judicial Council to assist 
the Chief Justice in governance of the Judicial Branch (Council would be composed of 18 members (of whom at 
least seven members could not be attorneys), including Chief Justice, Chief Judge of Court of Appeals, a circuit 
judge, a circuit attorney, a public defender, two members appointed by State Bar, two members appointed by 
Chief Justice, and three members each appointed by Governor, President Pro Tem., and Speaker); (3) transfer 
prosecutors from the Judicial Branch to the Executive Branch, establishing offices of the circuit attorney (elected 
by voters of circuit for four-year term in nonpartisan election) and solicitor general (appointed by Governor for six- 
year term) to represent State in criminal proceedings; (4) provide for appointment by chief circuit judge (rather than 
election by voters) of clerks of court for four-year terms; (5) provide for appointment by chief circuit judge of 
magistrates for four-year terms; (6) authorize Supreme Court, subject to veto by General Assembly, to promulgate 
rules of procedure for trial courts; (7) permit defendants to waive jury trial (allowing trial by judge alone) in criminal 
cases; (8) authorize the General Assembly to provide for nonjury trials for some petty misdemeanors: (9) allow 
use of juries of as few as six members in all but felony trials; (10) authorize State Judicial Council, subject to veto 
by General Assembly by joint resolution, to set salaries of justices and judges; (11) authorize General Assembly to 
determine dates by which implementation of new court structure will begin and be completed; and (12) make other 
related and conforming changes. If approved by the voters, most of the changes will take effect on Jan. 1, 1998. 
but implementation of the new circuit court structure and reorganization of prosecution and indigent defense will 
not begin until Jan. 1, 2000 and will be phased in by Jan. 1, 2002. 

Appointment of Judges. Part II of the bill amends the NC Constitution to provide for appointment by Governor 
(rather than election by voters) of all justices and judges, from nominees submitted by appellate or circuit 
nominating panels, for eight-year terms, subject to initial retention election after one year in office and at end of 
each term. For appellate judges, nominating panel consists of non-iucge members of State Judicial Council: for 
trial judges, nominating panel consists of local panel created by General Assembly for that purpose. If approved by 
voters, changes regarding appointment of judges will take effect on Jan. 1, 1998.

New GS Ch. 7B includes provisions regarding powers and organization of Judicial Branch; budget and 
administration of Judicial Branch; appointment and removal of judicial officials; powers and duties of State Judicial 
Council, Administrative Office of the Courts, Courts Commission, Judicial Standards Commission, and Dispute 
Resolution Commission; compensation of judicial officials; Supreme Court; Court of Appeals; organization of trial 
division: jurisdiction and appeals; circuit judicial councils; community penalties programs; costs and fees; and 
Office of Administrative Hearings. 

Major changes include: (1) Magistrate powers. Magistrates who are licensed attorneys would have 
jurisdiction to hear and decide infractions, civil cases in amounts larger than existing small claims (amount to be 
set by State Judicial Council); may issue temporary injunctions; may grant uncontested divorces; may enter child 
support orders, issue show cause orders, and order genetic tests in paternity cases; and may enter orders 
emancipating minor child. (2) Appointment of court officials. Establishes procedures for appointment of judges, 
justices, clerks and magistrates, and provides retention election procedure for judges appointed by Governor. (3) 
Use of retired judges and magistrates. Merges current provisions allowing retired judges to be recalled to service 
into single procedure applicable regardless of age of retiree (now, separate provisions applicable to persons over 
72) and authorizes use of retired magistrates. (4) State Judicial Council. Establishes State Judicial Council and 
specifies appointing authorities. Establishes duties of council, including budget approval, setting of salaries, 
determining whether to transfer judgeships to different circuit when vacancy occurs, establishing performance 
standards for courts and evaluation procedure for judges, redetermining boundaries of judicial circuits, and other 
duties. (5) AOC. Authorizes Director of Administrative Office of the Courts to serve as staff to State Judicial 
Council, to develop technology standards to encourage compatibility with local information systems. (6) Budget. 
Specifies budget authority of AOC Director, Chief Justice, and State Judicial Council. Provides that personnel and 
non personnel funds may be shifted among categories within those two categories. Allows similar transfer of funds 
allocated to judicial circuits, subject to rules adopted by State Judicial Council. Prohibits use of local funds to hire 
court personnel. (7) Dispute Resolution Commission. Apparently expands role of Dispute Resolution Commission 
to include all parties engaged in court-related alternative dispute resolution. (8) Compensation of court officials. 
Establishes procedure for State Judicial Council to set salaries, subject to veto by the General Assembly. Council 
will submit recommendations regarding salaries of clerks and magistrates. Requires salaries to be uniform except 
for longevity pay. (9) Rulemaking. Allows Supreme Court to promulgate rules of criminal and civil procedure and 
evidence, subject to veto by General Assembly.

Remaining members will be appointed by President Pro Tem. and Speaker (three each). Board will administer 
licensing program established by act. Includes additional provisions regarding licensing program, including a 
requirement of continuing education to maintain license. Provides that local school administrative units may hire 
persons not licensed under act, as long as such persons do not hold themselves out as athletic trainers as defined 
in act.

(3) Amends GS 163-227.2, regarding alternate “one-stop” procedures for absentee 
voters, to (a) require absentee voter to present identification (such as voter registration card, drivers license, 
passport, etc.), and (b) allow county board of elections to provide one or more sites (in addition to office of board 
or room adjacent to board’s office) for “one stop” absentee voting. (4) Rewrites GS 163-230 to require county 
board of elections to post by 10:00 a.m. each business day during 60 days before election, list of persons who 
have requested applications for absentee ballots, including absentee voters using “one stop” procedure. Any 
registered voter of the county may file written contest challenging voter's request for absentee ballot. Contest 
must state the specific grounds establishing that granting request would be uniawful. Contesting a request for an 
absentee ballot is a misdemeanor if person filing contest does not know, suspect, or reasonably believe that the 
applicant is not eligible to cast absentee ballot. Board of elections must meet no later than 4:00 p.m. the next 
business day after the contest is filed to consider the contest. At meeting, any registered voter may present 
evidence opposing or favoring the issuance of the absentee ballot. If the board disapproves the request tor 
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absentee ballot, it may not transmit the contested ballot and application, or, if the absentee ballot has already been 
returned or cast, must treat the absentee ballot as if a challenge had been sustained under GS 163-89(e). (5) 
Amends GS 163-231(b) and GS 163-234 to require return of absentee ballots by 7:30 p.m. on election day (now, 
5:00 p.m. on day before election). (6) Amends GS 163-232 to require county board of elections, on or before day 
of election canvass, to determine whether any person who voted absentee ballot also voted in person, and to 
enter challenge with respect to such ballots.

SENATE BILLS 


S 312. REGULATE CHECK CASHING. Intro. 3/5/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Original 
bill required that all checks cashed by licensee under bill be presented, deposited, or presented for payment within 
three days. Committee substitute permits licensee and customer to agree to delay deposit or presentation of 
checks of $300 or less for up to 31 days. Limits fee for cashing a delayed deposit or postdated check to 15% of 
face amount of check. Other checks must be deposited or presented for payment within three days. Provision 
regarding delayed deposit or presentation expires July 31, 2001. Directs Comm’r of Banks to report to General 
Assembly in 2001 on practices under this provision. Announces intention of General Assembly to repeal sunset if 
there is no evidence of excessive complaints or unfair or deceptive trade practices. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 231. DMV MEDICAL INFORMATION IMMUNITY. Intro. 2/17/97. House committee substitute replaces ‘st 
edition. Requires that physician or psychologist consult with patient before disclosing information to Comm'r of 
Motor Vehicles about patient. Expands immunity granted physician or psychologist to include liability for not 
disclosing, as well as disclosing, information pursuant to act.

Adds new GS 20-81.13 requiring that moneys in special registration account derived 
from sale of American Legion, Legion of Valor. Military Reservist, Military Retiree, Partially Disabled Veteran, Pear! 
Harbor Survivor Purple Heart Recipient, Veterans of Foreign Wars, or Vietnam Veteran special plates be 
transferred quarterly to NC Veterans Home Trust Fund. 


H 457. AMEND FOREST DEVELOPMENT ACT. Intro. 3/10/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Original bill included requirement that that eligible landowners maintain approved practices for 10 years. and repay 
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cost-sharing funds if they do not. Substitute replaces this requirement with provision for written agreement under 
which landowner agrees to maintain practices for 10 years and repay funds if they fail to do so. Provides for 
continuation of approved practices during 10-year period if original landowner relinquishes control or title to land. 


H 463. FARM PRODUCTS WEIGHT EXEMPTION. Intro. 3/10/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Rewrites changes as amendment to GS 20-118(c)(12), rather than new 20-118(c)(13), amending that 
paragraph to increase maximum gross weight from 88,000 to 90,000 pounds and providing that vehicle may not 
operate on a posted bridge.

Summaries of S 675 and S 676, introduced 4/2/97, were omitted from yesterday's Daily Bulletin. 


S 675. STATEWIDE SEX OFFENDER REGISTRY. TO REQUIRE THE DIVISION OF CRIMINAL STATISTICS 
OF THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE TO COMPILE A STATEWIDE SEX OFFENDER REGISTRY AND TO 
PROVIDE PUBLIC ACCESS TO CERTAIN INFORMATION IN THE REGISTRY, AND TO MAKE CONFORMING 
STATUTORY CHANGES. Adds new GS 14-208.14, requiring Div'n of Criminal Statistics to compile and maintain a 
central statewide sex offender registry. Registry will include sex offender registration information provided by 
sheriff, penal institution, state and local law enforcement agencies in NC and other states, and federal law 
enforcement agencies and penal institutions. Div'n is required to notify all appropriate law enforcement agencies 
immediately upon receipt of sex offender registration information, prerelease notification, change of address, or 
notice of violation of sex offender registration statute. Provides that information in registry is a public record to 
same extent as provided by GS 14-208.10 and is available for public inspection. Authorizes Div'n to release 
additional information necessary to protect public with respect to a specific person, but prohibits release of identity 
of victim. Makes conforming change to GS 14-208.6.

S 676. SEX OFFENDER LAWS/FED. COMPLIANCE. TO AMEND THE SEXUAL OFFENDER REGISTRATION 
PROGRAM TO COMPLY WITH FEDERAL LAW. Revises Art. 27A of GS Ch. 14 regarding registration of persons 
convicted of sexually violent crimes to extend law's application to persons who commit offenses of kidnapping of 
minor child, abduction of minor child, felonious restraint of minor child, or false imprisonment of minor child, to 
revise registration procedures and requirements, and to impose more stringent registration requirements on highly 
dangerous sex offenders who are determined by court and experts to be sexually violent predators. 

Criminal registration program. Procedures and requirements specified in current law (GS 14-208.7 through 
14-208.13) apply to criminal registration program, which applies to persons, other than sexually violent predators, 
convicted of sexually violent offenses and to persons convicted of specified offenses against minors, with the 
following changes: (1) requires sheriff to send registration information to Div’n of Criminal Statistics immediately 
upon registration or notice of change of offender's address (now, within three days of registration or notice); (2) 
adds provisions requiring verification of registration information in county registry; (3) rewrites GS 14-208.10 to 
provide that name, sex, address, physical description, picture, conviction date, offense for which registration was 
required, sentence imposed, and registration status of offenders in county registry is a public record and is 
available for public inspection; (4) authorizes sheriff to release additional information necessary to protect public 
from specific offender but prohibits release of identity of victim of offense; (5) amends GS 14-208.11 to make 
failure to register, failure to provide notice of change of address, or other violations of statute a class F felony 
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(now, failure to register is a class 3 misdemeanor or class | felony); (6) requires law enforcement officers to 
immediately seek order for arrest of persons who violate requirements of statute; (7) repeals GS 14-208.12 
(exemptions from registration); (8) adds new GS 14-208.12A to terminate registration requirement 10 years after 
date of initial registration if offender has not been convicted of subsequent offense requiring registration; (9) adds 
new GS 14-208.14 requiring Div'n of Criminal Statistics to compile central statewide sex offender registry; and (10) 
adds new GS 14-208.15 regarding public access to information in statewide sex offender registry. 

Sexually violent predator registration program. Adds new GS 14-208.20 through 14-208.25 imposing more 
stringent registration requirements on sexually violent predators. Defines “sexually violent predator’ as a person 
who has been convicted of sexually violent offense (as specified in act) and who suffers from a mental abnormality 
or personality disorder (as defined by act) that makes the person likely to engage in predatory sexually violent 
offenses. Defines “predatory” as an act directed at a stranger or at a person with whom a relationship has been 
established or promoted for primary purpose of victimization. Requires district attorney, in cases involving sexually 
violent offenses, to give notice of intent to seek classification of defendant as sexually violent predator. Before 
sentencing person as sexually violent predator, court must order presentence investigation including study of 
whether defendant is, in opinion of board of experts selected by Dep’t of Correction (at least two of whom are 
experts in field of behavior and treatment of sexual offenders), a sexually violent predator, and make written 
findings as to whether defendant should be classified as sexually violent predator. Procedures and provisions for 
registration of sexually violent predators are the same as those specified for criminal registration program except 
as otherwise specified. Requires that additional information (identifying features, anticipated future residence, 
offense history, and documentation of treatment for mental abnormality or personality disorder) be obtained from 
sexually violent predators. Registration requirement for sexually violent predators continues beyond 10 years until 
court determines that person no longer suffers from mental abnormality or personality disorder that would make 
person likely to engage in predatory sexually violent offense.

H 803. HEALTH INSUR./RISK POOL. TO ENACT THE NORTH CAROLINA COMPREHENSIVE HEALTH 
INSURANCE RISK POOL ACT. Amends Art. 50 of GS Ch. 58 as title indicates. Establishes a health insurance 
plan (the “Pool” or the “Plan”) to make health insurance coverage available to state residents who, because of 
health conditions, are unable to secure health insurance, and to provide a alternative mechanism for providing 
portable and accessible individual health insurance coverage for eligible individuals. 

Establishes a seven-member board of directors to supervise and administer the Pool (which is located only 
for budgetary purposes in the Dep't of Insurance). Board consists of Comm’r of Insurance, two members (one 
representing hospitals and one member of health-related profession) appointed by Governor; two members 
appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of Speaker (representing HMO and public): and two 
members appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of President Pro Tem. (representing health 
insurance company and uninsured persons). Members serve staggered, three year terms. Board may (1) hire an 
executive director to serve at the pieasure of the Board; (2) establish administrative and accounting procedures for 
the Pool; (3) adopt rules; (4) select and contract with a third-party administrator; (5) collect assessments from 
insurers; (6) establish and modify rates and rate schedules; (7) issue policies of insurance; (8) establish grievance 
procedures; and (9) exercise other specified powers and duties. Board must select, through a competitive bidding 
process, a third-party administrator to administer the Plan. Specifies duties of the third-party administrator. 

Requires every insurer, as a condition of doing business in the state, to participate as a member of the Pool. 
The Pool becomes effective Oct. 1, 1997; policies approved under the Plan shall be available for sale Jan. 1, 
1998. Authorizes Board to assess member insurers to provide necessary funds for administrative expenses and 
payment of claims by Pool. Each insurer may be assessed up to $1 per covered person insured or reinsured by 
insurer per month, excluding policies or contracts insuring federal or state employees. Comm’r of Insurance may 
(1) suspend or revoke, after notice and hearing, the certificate of authority to transact insurance in the state of any 
insurer that fails to pay an assessment or (2) levy a forfeiture (not to exceed 5% of the unpaid assessment per 
month, but not less than $100 per month) on an insurer that fails to pay an assessment when due. 

Any person whose health insurance is terminated involuntarily for reason other than nonpayment of premium 
may apply for coverage under the Plan. Resident of NC also may apply for coverage under the Plan if he or she 
has received notice of rejection or refusal by one insurer to issue substantially similar insurance for health 
_ reasons; if insurer has refused to issue insurance except with material underwriting restriction; insurer has refused 
to issue insurance except at a rate exceeding the rate offered by the Plan: or if person has specified medical or 
health condition. Person is ineligible for coverage if hé or she (1) is eligible for substantially similar or more 
comprehensive coverage elsewhere (but person may maintain coverage under the plan for period of time to satisfy 
a preexisting condition waiting period under another policy); (2) is eligible for Medicaid; (3) has terminated 
coverage under the Plan within the past 12 months; (4) has exceeded maximum lifetime benefit ($500,000) under 
Plan; or (5) is an inmate or resident of a public institution. 

Plan must offer major medical coverage to every eligible person who is not eligible for Medicare. Board must 
adopt premium rates, benefit levels, deductibles, coinsurance factors, exclusions, and limitations. Rates for 
coverage must be reasonable in relation to benefits provided, risk experience, and expense of coverage. Covered 
expenses under the Plan may not include coverage for any dependent of a covered person; routine maternity 
charges, except as added optional coverage; treatment solely for cosmetic purposes; care that is primarily for 
custodial or domiciliary purposes; confinement in a private room unless medically prescribed as necessary: or 
other expenses excluded by the Board. Plan must provide choice of annual deductibles for major medical 
expenses in the amount of $1,000, $1,500, $2,000, and $5,000. 

Requires Board to report to the 1999 Generali Assembly regarding claims experience of the Plan, wnether 
the Plan affected employment opportunities or the receipt of medical assistance benefits by Plan participants. and 
data on all complaints received about the Plan.

S 114. INACTIVE HAZ. SITES RECORDATION. Intro. 2/17/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Adds provision stating that no person is required to clean up discharge or release from leaking petroleum 
underground storage tank that has been classified as having class CDE impact. Directs Environmental 
Management Comm'n to adopt rule required by GS 143-215.94V(b), and section 6 of 1995 SL, Ch. 648. as 
temporary rule, by June 30, 1997. First added provision expires when this temporary rule becomes effective. 


S 235. INCREASE FIRE/RESCUE BENEFITS. Intro. 2/25/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition 
Amends GS 58-86-55 to increase the monthly pension of fire and rescue workers from $135 to $141 per month 
(was, $155). 


S 248. BROUGHTON HOSPITAL SECURITY FORCE. Intro. 2/26/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Adds grounds of Western Carolina Center to territory in which joint security force may operate. Deletes 
authority for officers to act under GS 7A-571(a)(4) (taking juveniles into custody without a court order). Provides 
that this security force, as well as the Black Mountain Security Force, must take the oath of office for law 
enforcement officers set out in GS 11-11. 


S 254. GENETIC INFO/NO DISCRIMINATION. Intro. 2/27/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Makes technical changes only. 
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S 297. AMEND CHARTER SCHOOL LAWS. Intro. 3/5/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Replaces references to “charter school authorities’ with references to “charter schools,” the members of the 
boards of directors of which are approved by the State Board of Education, and provides for such approval. 
Teachers in such a charter school are public employees and eligible for membership in the TSERS. Permits 
charter schools that received final approval by March 15, 1997 and that agreed to be subject to local school board, 
to apply to be operated by board of directors, whose members are approved by State Board. Amends proposed 
GS 115C-238.29C1, providing for criminal history checks for employees of charter schools, to specify that State 
Board of Education use results of such checks to make employment recommendations which must be followed by 
the charter school. Amends GS 115C-238.29E to provide that charter schools that receive preliminary approval 
from local school board are accountable to that board and all other charter schools are accountable to State Board 
of Education. Modifies requirement, in GS 115C-238.29E, that local school board lease real property to charter 
school, by permitting school board to refuse if it does not have adequate classroom space to meet its own 
enrollment needs. Clarifies that school board providing transportation for students of charter school may charge 
charter school a fee to cover cost of doing so. Amends GS 115C-238.29F to require State Board to adopt rules 
establishing required liability insurance to be carried by charter schools and provides that such schools are not 
covered under State Tort Claims Act and that the state will not defend such schools or their employees in tort 
actions. Waives charter school immunity to suit, to extent it exists, up to amount of insurance carried. 


S 378. ROCKINGHAM/SUPERVISE PRISONERS. Intro. 3/12/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Makes act expire on June 30, 1999. 


S 383. HEALTH TO DHR/DEHNR NAME CHANGE. Intro. 3/13/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition, making the following changes. (1) Provides that DEHNR'’s Div’n of Environmental Health and Water 
Treatment Facility Operators Board of Certification will be in Dep't of Environment and Natural Resources (DENR), 
rather than being transferred to Dep't of Health and Human Resources (DHHR). Makes other conforming changes. 
(2) Amends GS 130A-4 to provide that local health departments must enforce rules of the Comm'n for Health 
Services under the supervision of DENR when requested by the Sec'y of DENR. Consequently, local health 
departments will act under supervision of both DHHR and DENR. (3) Revises GS 130A-21 (embargo authority) to 
give Sec’'y of DENR authority to act under the statute. (4) Amends GS Ch. 130A, Art. 8 (sanitation laws), Art. 10 
(Drinking Water Act), and Art. 12 (mosquito and vector control laws) to provide that DENR is the relevant 
department for purposes of each article. Provides that DENR must provide staff to Comm'n for Health Services to 
carry out its duties under these articles. (5) Provides that, pending study by Environmental Review Comm'n. on- 
site wastewater functions, public drinking water programs, and environmental health programs will remain in 
DENR, and that on-site wastewater functions and drinking water programs cannot be consolidated in DENR Divn 
of Water Quality. Requires Environmental Review Comm'n to study and report to the General Assembly in 1998 
about more than a dozen issues, including: local and state roles in well regulation, human and animal waste 
regulations, and environmental health programs; groundwater pollution monitoring; and coordination of gov't 
actions in water quality and wastewater issues. (6) Places more specific reporting requirements on DHHR, 
requiring four separate reports to General Assembly between 1997 and 1999 regarding progress in incorporating 
functions and to make proposals for further improvements. 


S 389. BASEBALL PARK DISTRICTS. Intro. 3/13/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Provides 
that if the voters of any county in the twelve county district vote against levy of the special 1% sales and use tax, 
that county is removed from the district, and that county’s representatives on the authority are removed. Modifies 
provisions for appointment of authority members by changing which appointing authority is to appoint persons 
from which counties. Original biil conditioned levy of tax on announcement of approval of award of major league 
paseball franchise to location within district; substitute requires that announcement must be made by Dec. 31. 
2001. Adds provision that in construction of major league baseball stadium by district, NC based contractors must 
be usec where feasible. 


S 556. CHARLOTTE SPRINKLER SYSTEMS. Intro. 3/27/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Adds Raleigh to list of municipalities that may require installation of sprinkler systems in fraternities and sororities.

H 15. CONFORM TAX ON RESTORED INCOME. Intro. 2/3/97. Senate action amends ‘st edition. Provides that 
act is effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1997 (was, taxable years beginning on or after Jan.

Requires Dep’t of Human Resources to fund the reduction of county 
share of nonfederal share of Medicaid from the fund established under GS 143-23.2 in an amount not to exceed 
$25 million in 1997-98 and $27 million in 1998-99.

Makes bill applicable to Raleigh and Roanoke Rapids as well as Waynesville. 


H 532. HENDERSON CHARTER UPDATE. Intro. 4/3/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes 
technical change only. f 


H 588. UNLAWFUL TO REMOVE DOG COLLARS-2. Intro. 3/24/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Amends 1993 SL, Ch. 699, a locai law which makes it illegal to remove or destroy electronic dog collars in 
Specified counties, to extend law state-wide. 


H 589. WASHINGTON ROAD HUNTING. Intro. 3/24/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Original 
bill allowed land owner or land lessee to possess a loaded shotgun or center-fire rifle while out of a vehicle on the 
right-of-way of a state-maintained road or highway adjacent to his or her property. Committee substitute adds “a 
person granted permission by the owner or lessee’ to this list of people permitted to possess firearms in this 
manner

Substantive changes.

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gives testimony about a pilot's or an applicant’s mental or physical disability or infirmity in any administrative 
hearing or other proceeding held to consider the issuance, renewal, revocation, or suspension of a pilot's license 
or certificate.

Applies to final site selections 
made by Low-Level Radioactive Waste Management Authority after act becomes law.

S 757. ADVANCE INSTR./MENTAL HEALTH. TO ESTABLISH ADVANCE INSTRUCTION FOR MENTAL

to execute advance instruction signed by two witnesses declaring principal’s preferences regarding mental heaith 
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treatment, including consent to or refusal of such treatment. Instruction may also appoint attorney-in-fact, and may 
nominate guardian in case guardianship proceeding is later commenced. In guardianship proceeding, court must 
appoint nominated guardian except for good cause shown. If guardian appointed, advance instruction becomes 
ineffective. Advance instruction becomes operative when delivered to principal’s physician and remains valid for 
two years unless revoked by principal. Physician must comply with instruction unless compliance is inconsistent 
with best medical practice or applicable law, or requested treatment is unavailable. If physician is unwilling to 
comply with instruction, he or she must notify principal and attorney-in-fact. Physician may provide mental health 
treatment contrary to advance instruction only if principal is committed to 24-hour mental health treatment facility 
pursuant to GS Ch. 122C, Art. 5, or in case of emergency endangering life or health. Advance instruction does not 
limit any authority under GS Ch. 122C, Art. 5 to take person into custody or to admit, retain, or treat person in 
facility. Makes it a class 2 misdemeanor to alter, forge, conceal, or destroy an instrument or other evidence or 
document reflecting the principal's desires and interests with regard to mental health treatment. Sets out form for 
creation of advance instruction. Makes conforming changes to GS 122C-57. Effective Jan. 1, 1998.

S 759. GUILTY BUT MENTALLY ILL-2. TO CREATE THE VERDICT OF GUILTY BUT MENTALLY ILL AND TO 
PROVIDE FOR THE TREATMENT, MONITORING, AND SUPERVISION OF INSANITY ACQUITTEES. Amends 
GS 14-17 to provide that a person charged with first-degree murder who is found guilty but mentally ill is guilty of 
second-degree murder and punished as a class B2 felon. Adds new GS 14-17.2 to require a verdict of guilty but 
mentally ill when the State proves the elements of first-degree murder, the defendant fails to prove that he or she 
was insane, and the defendant proves to the jury's satisfaction that he or she had a mental disease or defect that 
substantially impaired his or her ability to conform his or her conduct to the requirements of law. Amends GS 15A- 
1323 to require that mental health evaluation be conducted of a defendant found guilty but mentally ill, that the 
Dep't of Correction provide treatment to the defendant during the period of imprisonment consistent with the 
evaluation, and that the Dep’t of Correction evaluate the defendant before release and prepare a community- 
based treatment plan for implementation upon the defendant's release. 

Also amends GS 122C-268.1, 122C-271, and 122C-276.1 to prohibit a court from discharging an insanity 
acquittee who. as a result of medication or hospitalization, is no longer dangerous to others but who, without 
continued medication or supervised treatment, will suffer disability or deterioration that would result in 
dangerousness. Permits the court to release such persons only under the condition that they are supervised by a 
designated area mental health authority or facility and continue to receive treatment and medication. Adds new GS 
122C-278 to allow court to revoke a conditional release order and recommit insanity acquittee if the court finds that 
the conditions of release have not been fulfilled; that the person is dangerous to others; or that the person suffers 
from a mental illness that causes him or her to present a substantial risk of serious bodily harm, an imminent 
threat of physical injury, or a substantial risk of extreme destruction of property.

When only one caregiver is required to meet the required ratio of 
children to staff, the operator of the home must make available to parents the name, address, and telephone 
number of an adult who is nearby and available for emergency relief. Children in such home must be supervised at 
all times. Effective Oct. 1, 1997.

Amends Public Records Law (GS Ch. 132) to exclude the 
following records from disclosure: (1) preliminary drafts of documents before they are received by the officer, 
employee, or agency authorized to take final action on the subject of the draft; (2) work product of an attorney 
employed by or otherwise representing a government, agency, officer, employee, or agent: (3) information about 
charitable donors to government agencies, except that documents revealing the name of the donor and type or 
amount of gift are public records unless the donor requests anonymity; and (4) records about alumni of public 
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institutions of higher education, except that documents containing only the names, dates of attendance, and | 
degrees of alumni are public records. Amends GS 132-6(g) to provide that custodian of public records must 
disclose correspondence received or transmitted by the custodian only if correspondence is public record and the 
request identifies the date of receipt or transmission, the names of the correspondents, and the general subject 

matter. : 

Amends GS 143-318.10 (Open Meetings Law) to exclude from the definition of public body an administrative, 
faculty, or student government agency of UNC that exercises authority over student discipline, and to define 
professional staff (the meetings of which are not subject to the open meetings law) to include employees, agents, 
and students of UNC when serving as officers or representatives of student governments. Amends GS 143-318.12 
to exempt a public body from giving notice of its intent to hold a closed session concerning a candidate for public 
employment if public notice would enable others to ascertain the identity of the candidate.

H 899. RESIDENTIAL PROP. DISCLOSURE ACT. TO MODIFY THE REQUIREMENTS FOR DISCLOSURES 
UPON THE SALE OF RESIDENTIAL PROPERTIES. Rewrites GS 47E-4 to provide that disclosure statement 
which owner of residential property must furnish to purchaser may require disclosure of conditions of property of 
which owner has actual knowledge, including: water supply; sewage disposal system; roof, chimneys, floors, 
foundation, basement, and other structural components; plumbing, electrical, heating, cooling, and other 
mechanical systems; infestation by wood-destroying insects or organisms; zoning laws, covenants, and other 
land-use restrictions on the property; and presence of lead-based paint, asbestos, radon gas, and other 
environmental contamination. Authorizes Real Estate Comm'n to develop and require use of standard disclosure 
statement to comply with these requirements.

S 4. SAFE SCHOOLS ACT OF 1997. Intro. 2/3/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Replaces 
blank bill with the following substantive provisions. Some sections of S 4 incorporate, or are similar to, provisions 
contained in other bills. 

Safety teams to restore order in schools. Appropriates $500,000 for 1997-98 and $500,000 for 1998-99 from 
General Fund to State Board of Education to provide safety intervention teams to schools to assist schools in 
restoring law and order. Authorizes Board to provide such a team to a school upon request of a local board of 
education, a superintendent, a principal, a school improvement team, or a parent-teacher organization. Authorizes 
team to make recommendations to the local board of education and the superintendent concerning actions that 
should be taken to restore and maintain order and discipline, including recommendations to dismiss teachers or 
administrators. If local board fails to take action on dismissal recommendation, team may forward 
recommendation to State Board. Directs Board to follow dismissal procedures applicable to school administrators 
and teachers in low-performing schools (GS 115C-325(q)). 

Management of disruptive students. Adds new GS 115C-397.1 to provide that if a teacher finds that a 
student's disruptive behavior interferes with academic achievement of that student or other students, and the 
teacher has at least twice requested assistance from the principal, the teacher may refer the matter to the school- 
based committee established as authorized by the Board’s “Procedures Governing Programs and Services for 
Children with Special Needs.”’ Committee must review the matter and either (1) advise the teacher; (2) 
recommend to the principal the transfer of the student to another class; (3) recommend a multidisciplinary 
diagnosis and evaluation of the student; (4) recommend that the student be assigned to an alternative learning 
program; or (5) recommend that the student receive any other resources that the school unit can provide. 

Smaller class size for certain students. Appropriates $17,146,720 for 1997-98 and $17, 146,720 from 
General Fund to State Aid for Local School Administrative Units to provide additional teachers for middle or junior 
high school-age children who are academically below grade level. Allows State Board of Education to use up to 
$25,000 of the funds to evaluate the effectiveness of these smaller classes in improving academic performance 
and discipline in middle schools and junior high schools. 

Restrictions on admission of a student who is under suspension or expulsion from another school or has 
been convicted of a felony. Mandates that local school boards require student's parent or guardian to provide a 
Statement under oath indicating whether the student has been suspended or expelled from a private or public 
school or has been convicted for a felony before the student is admitted. Allows local board to deny admission or 
place conditions on admission of student that has been suspended, or to deny admission in cases where student 
nas been expelled for certain reasons or has a felony conviction. 

Notification to school of unlawful acts by a Student and of the status of legal action regarding those acts. 
Adds new GS 7A-675.1 to provide procedure for juvenile court counselor to notify schoo! principal if a court takes 
certain actions with respect to.a student charged with an offense that would be a felony if student were an adult. 
Adds new GS 115C-404 to provide that the written notifications thus required are not public records and may not 
be made part of the student's official record. Provides for the sharing of this information with those who have a 
need to know. Requires the principal to return the documents to the counselor if the student leaves the school. 
Amends GS 15A-505 to direct a law enforcement officer who charges a student with a felony to notify within five 
days the principal of the school that the person attends. 

Training for school personnel on maintaining safe and orderly schools. Directs the UNC Board of Governors 
to develop a plan for ensuring that school administrator and teacher preparation and continuing education 
programs provide students with training and experience to maintain safety and order in schools. 

Modification of school facility guidelines in order to improve school climate. Directs the State Board of 
Education to review and consider modifications to its school facility guidelines concerning the relationship between 
school design components and school climate and order. Directs Board to report to the Joint Legislative 
Education Oversight Committee (JLEOC) by Feb. 15, 1998, on implementation of directive. 
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Make reports of violent acts in schools more accurate and consistent. Directs State Board of Education by 
Aug. 15, 1997, to review policies and procedures on data kept and reports made on acts of violence in school and 
on students suspended or expelled from school. Directs Board to report by March 15, 1998 to JLEOC. 

Multi-agency task force to assist at-risk students at the community level. Establishes task force, under State 
Board of Education, consisting of Board chair, Sup’t of Public Instruction, Sec’y of Human Resources, State Health 
Director, and Director of the Administrative Office of the Courts. Directs task force to develop plan for interagency 
agreements between school units and other agencies to provide cooperative services to students who are at risk 
of school failure or at risk of participation in juvenile crime, or both. Directs task force to report to JLEOC by Oct. 
15, 1997. 

Expansion of S.O.S. program. Appropriates $1 million for 1997-98 and $1 million for 1998-99 from General 
Fund to the Dep’t of Human Resources to expand Save Our Students Program. Amends GS 143B-152 to direct 
DHR to consider, in reviewing S.O.S. Program applications, evidence of how the academic performance of the 
participants will be improved or disruptive or illegal behavior reduced. 

Testing and remediation in alternative schools. Amends GS 115C-12(24) to direct State Board of Education 
to recommend to local boards of education ways to measure the academic achievement of students while they are 
in alternative learning programs or in remedial learning programs. 

Study on options for students with severe emotional and behavioral problems. Directs State Board of 
Education and Sec’y of Human Resources to appoint an advisory committee to consider a proposal for creating 
regional residential schools for students with emotional and behavioral problems that are so severe that the public 
schools cannot serve them. Advisory committee must report to Board and Sec’y by Jan. 15, 1998. Board and 
Sec'y must report to JLEOC by Feb. 15, 1998. : 

Student discipline /no civil liability. Amends GS 115C-391(a1) to allow school personnel to use reasonable 
force to maintain order on school property, in the classroom, or at a school-related activity on or off school 
property. Amends GS 115C-391 to provide that no officer or employee of the Board or a local board of education 
may be found civilly liable for using such force (including corporal punishment) in conformity with state law, state 
or local rules, or state or local policies concerning the control, discipline, suspension, and expulsion of students. 
Places burden of proof on claimant to show that the amount of force was not reasonable. 


S 39. MODIFY SETOFF DEBT COLLECTION. Intro. 2/3/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Creates procedure for refund of setoff when a state or local agency fails to give required notice to a debtor or 
collects more than the amount of the debt; also provides for interest on refunds. Revises priorities among agencies 
that have claims to setoff. Revises definitions of debt, debtor, and other terms, reorganizes sections, and makes 
other clarifying changes. Appropriates an unspecified amount for 1998-99 from the General Fund to DHR for 
extraordinary one-time costs for automation to administer the act. States intent of General Assembly to 
appropriate additional funds to DHR for 1999-2000 for extraordinary recurring costs for personnel to administer the 
act. Changes to GS 105A-3(d) and 105A-16 are effective when act becomes law. Appropriation for 1998-99 is 
effective July 1, 1998. Changes to GS 105A-5 are effective Jan 1., 1999. All other provisions are effective Jan. 1, 
2000, and appy to income tax refunds determined on or after that date. 


S 346. JUVENILE GUARDIANS. Intro. 3/10/97. Senate action amends 1st edition to delete proposed amendment 
to GS 7A-657(a) which would have allowed court to relieve dep't of social services of duty to seek review every six 
months of juvenile cases in which child is removed from parent’s custody. 


S 389. BASEBALL PARK DISTRICTS. Intro. 3/13/97. House action amends 2nd edition. Provides that proposed 
sales and use tax to finance major league baseball park initiative does not apply to food that is not otherwise 
exempt from tax under GS 105-164.13 but would be exempt if purchased with coupons under the federal Food 
Stamp Program. Revises question to be presented to electorate by stating that food would be excluded from 
proposed sales and use tax. 


S 452. LOCAL REG. ADULT ENTERTAINMENT. Intro. 3/24/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Authorizes local regulations allowing restrictions on ownership of or employment in a sexually-oriented business 
by a person who has a criminal record that includes offenses reasonably related to the operation of the business 
(was, any criminal record other than minor traffic offenses). Clarifies definition of sexually-oriented business and 
adult book store. Provides that act does not preempt local government regulation of sexually-oriented businesses 
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to the extent consistent with the constitutional protections for free speech. Amends GS 19-1 to-provide that a 
sexually-oriented business in violation of a local ordinance pertaining to such businesses constitutes a nuisance 


and may be enjoined. 


_ § 500. MTN. ISLAND LAKE MARINE COMMISSION. Intro. 3/25/97. Senate action amends ‘st edition. Clarifies 
that the governing boards of the three counties may use property tax revenues to fund any appropriation made to 
the Comm'n.

Requires 
that notice of public hearing include a statement of the right of property owners to request abatement of water and 
sewer assessments under amended GS 160A-237, which allows owners to obtain abatement until the property is 
transferred or the owner connects to the water or sewer system. For cities over 5,000, requires that the notice 
include a form for requesting water and sewer services under GS 160A-47(3)b. and revises time limits for requests 
for service. Requires that notice of annexation be sent to real property owners within area to be annexed and one 
mile beyond area. Requires that the hearing on passage of an annexation ordinance must be at least 30 days 
(was, 10 days) after the public hearing and that the annexation ordinance may not become effective sooner than 
70 days (was, 40 days) after passage of the ordinance. For cities over 5,000, provides that the period for 
requesting abatement of taxes for failure to complete water or sewer lines is extended by 30 days and that 
property owners may request abatement of taxes if major municipal services (police, fire, etc.) are not provided 
within a specified time. 


H 143. ADULT CARE HOMES ANNUAL REPORTING REQ. Intro. 2/13/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 
2nd edition. Revises GS 131D-4.2(e) to specify that annual reporting requirement for facilities licensed under GS 
Ch. 131D or Ch. 131E is Oct. 1 through Sept. 30, with annual report due by Dec. 31 unless DHR allows delay of 
up to 30 days for good cause. For facilities licensed under GS Ch. 122C, annual report year is July 1-June 30, 
with report due Dec. 31, unless good cause delay is allowed. Specifies that good cause is act that is beyond 
control of facility. Amends GS 131D-4.2(g) to require DHR to suspend admissions to facilities that fail to meet 
filing period for annual report until reports are submitted or licenses are suspended or revoked. 


H 431. PUBLIC ASSISTANCE FRAUD. Intro. 3/10/97. House action amends 2nd edition. Makes new GS 108A- 
25.1 (allowing garnishment of wages to recoup fraudulent or erroneous public assistance payments) inapplicable 
to overpayments resulting from error by county dep'’t of social services or DHR. Bill remains applicable with 
respect to overpayments resulting from fraud or unintentional error on the part of public assistance recipient, 
recipient's representative, or member of recipient's household. 


4527. OPTOMETRY CHANGES. Intro. 3/18/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes no 
change. 


H 628. MILITARY JOB INTERVIEWS. Intro. 3/26/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Provides 


that law schools associated with UNC and other state-supported institutions of higher learning must inform 
interested students of the educational and occupational options in military service.

S 801. N.C. PLANNED COMMUNITY ACT. TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA PLANNED COMMUNITY 
ACT. Enacts new “North Carolina Planned Community Act.” Defines a “planned community’ as real estate with 
respect to which a person. by virtue of owning a lot, is obligated by a declaration to pay real property taxes. 
insurance premiums, or other expenses to maintain or improve other real estate described in the declaration. 
Provides that neither a cooperative nor a condominium is a planned community, but that the land in either may be 
oart of a planned community. Allows creation of a leasehold planned community where lot leases are at least 20 
years in length. including renewal options. Applies to planned communities created in this state after Oct. 1. 1997, 
except those with fewer than 12 lots or those that are restricted to nonresidential purposes, unless the declaration 
orovides otherwise. Also provides that certain sections of act apply to planned communities with more than 12 lots 
created before Oct. 1, 1997. States that provisions of bill may not be varied by the declaration or bylaws or by 
agreement, but that, after a breach of a provision in bill, rights may be knowingly waived in writing. 

Creation, alteration and termination of planned communities. Requires declaration creating community to be 
executed as a deed and recorded in name of community in grantee index of register of deeds. Defines required 
contents of declaration. Provides for the expiration or termination of a lease that may terminate the community or 
reduce its size. Provides for the allocation of limited common elements to particular lots. Establishes 
requirements for plat that is part of the declaration. Provides for the expansion of the community and the 
conversion or reduction of lots. Provides generally that declaration may be amended by lot owners to which 67% 
of the votes in the association are allocated or any larger majority provided in the declaration. Establishes a one- 
year limitation on actions to challenge validity of declaration amendments. Provides generally that the community 
may be terminated only with the consent of the lot owners to which 80% of the votes in the association are 
allocated. Includes provisions regarding the creation of, and powers that may be exercised by a master 
association. 

Management of planned community. Includes provisions relating to the powers that may be exercised by the 
lot owners association and the executive board. Provides that notwithstanding any provision in the declaration or 
bylaws to the contrary, the lot owners may remove a member of the executive board (other than a member 
appointed by the declarant) by a 67% vote of all persons present and entitled to vote at an official meeting. Also 
provides for the relinguishment of control over appointments to the executive board by the declarant. Provides 
that declarant control terminates no later than the earlier of (a) 120 days after conveyance of 75% of the lots: ‘b) 
two years after declarant ceases to offer lots: or (c) two years after any development rights to add new ‘ots was 
last exercised. Also provides for transition period during which some but not ali members of board are elected 5y 
lot owners. Provides for the use of proxies at association meetings. Requires the association to maintain botn 
property and liability insurance on common elements. to the extent such insurance is reasonably available. 
Provides for assessing lot owners for common expenses and establishes a lien against a lot for which an 
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assessment levied against it remains unpaid for a period of at least 30 days, if a claim of lien is filed of record in 
the office of the clerk of superior court. Provides that lien is extinguished if proceedings to enforce the lien are not 
instituted within three years after claim of lien docketed. 

Protection of purchasers. Requires, as general rule, that initial seller of lot, before execution or sale of a lot, 
furnish purchaser with a copy of the declaration, the bylaws, the rules, and an initial sale certificate containing 
financial information specified in act. Requires a lot owner to provide a more abbreviated disclosure statement to 
purchaser if lot resold.

RECREATIONAL PROJECTS, AND LAKE ADMINISTRATION BUILDINGS. Rewrites GS 105-449 126 to provide 
that each year, as soon as practicable after July 1, Sec'y of Revenue must credit to Wildlife Resources Fund 
(fund) an amount equal to 0.83% of total gallonage of gasoline taxed under article in previous fiscal year times the 
applicable tax rate minus amount of refunds for motor fuel used in boats under GS 105-449.107. Applicable tax 
rate is amount of flat cents-per-gailon rate in effect during previous fiscal year plus average of two variable cents- 
per-gallon rates in effect during that fiscal year. Seventy-five percent of amount credited will come from Highway 
Fund and 25% from Highway Trust Fund. Provides that 20% of revenue credited to fund may be used only for 
boating and water safety activities described in GS 75A-3(c). Remaining revenue credited to fund will be used for 
grant program for eligible entities that provide boating facilities. Grants may be made only for following purposes: 
(1) aquatic weed control: or (2) acquisition, construction, and renovation of boating facilities. related recreational 
facilities, and lake administration facilities. State, federal, and local gov't entities, lake authorities, and nonprofit 
organizations are eligible for grants. Priority must be given for grants to be used to eradicate hydrilla. Maximum 
amount that may be granted to single eligible entity in fiscal year is $250,000. Effective July 1. 1997

H 925. HEALTH CARE INFORMATION PRIVACY. TO PROTECT THE PRIVACY OF HEALTH INFORMATION. 
Adds new GS Ch. 132A to General Statutes regarding privacy of health information and records. 

Definitions. Defines “health information” as any data, orders, advance directives, human biological samples 
from which information can be drawn, consent forms, genetic sequences, demographic information, or other 
information that relates to a specific patient's past, present, or future health care or condition, that was created or 
obtained in connection with health care diagnosis, treatment, or screening of a patient or related to application or 
enrollment of patient in health insurance plan, or was obtained by or from a health care provider, facility, patient. or 
other person about a patient in connection with patient's health care. Defines “identifying health information’ as 
collection of health information that includes name, address, social security number, unique identifier established 
by state or federal law, likenesses, or other information that readily identifies, or could be used to identify. a 
patient's personal identity. 

Patient rights with respect to health information. Provides that, upon written request of patient, health care 
provider or facility must allow patient to examine or copy health information (other than health information used 
solely for purposes of peer review, audit, or other administrative functions, information protected by evidentiary 
privilege of another person, or certain information collected during specified clinical trials) relating to patient. unless 
provider determines that disclosure would be injurious to patient's mental or physical health or in violation of 
provider's professional ethical responsibilities. Establishes procedures for patient to request health care provider 
or facility to amend identifying health information in patient's medical record. 

Disclosure of health information. Provides that identifying health information (a) is not a public record, and /b) 
is confidential and may not be disclosed by custodian (defined in act) except to patient, to health oversignt 
agencies, by court order, or as otherwise authorized by act. Provides that. except as otherwise authorized by act. 
a Custodian may disclose a patient's identifying health information only with authorization of patient. Establishes 
orocedures for obtaining valid authorization from patient for disclosure of identifying health information and for 
disclosing information pursuant to patient's authorization. Aliows custodian to disclose identifying heaith / 
information about a patient without the patient's authorization under certain circumstances or for certain ourcoses. | 
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such as sharing of information with others in group practice network, audits, emergency treatments, or imminent 

- threat of criminal activity. Allows disclosure of patient's medical record or other health information pursuant to civil, 
criminal, or administrative process only if patient (or deceased patient's representative) provides written 
authorization for disclosure, information is to be used in involuntary commitment proceeding or 
incompetency/guardianship proceeding involving patient, or court or administrative agency order disclosure of 
information. Establishes procedures, policies, and safeguards that custodians must follow to protect confidentiality, 
security, accuracy, and integrity of records. Authorizes custodian to maintain or participate in “master person 
index” but prohibits inclusion of information in index that is confidential under GS 122C-3(9), regulated by GS 
130A-143, or relates to diagnosis of AIDS or HIV infection. Includes provisions regarding electronic storage of 
records and use of electronic signatures. 

Remedies, construction, effective date. Provides that custodian or employee is not liable for actions 
authorized under act when custodian or employee (1) acted in good faith in reliance of health information disclosed 
consistent with act, (2) disclosed health information in good faith in reliance on request for disclosure for purpose 
authorized by act, or (3) disclosed identifying health information in good faith reliance on authorization executed 
under act. Authorizes patient to bring civil action against custodian for injunctive relief or damages for violation of 
act. Includes provisions for determining whether new GS Ch. 132A governs in case of conflict with provisions of 
GS Ch. 58, GS Ch. 122C, and GS Ch. 130A. Except as otherwise specified in act, effective Jan. 1, 1999.

Adds provision 
that annual fees under GS 90-171.27(b) may not increase by more than 20% each year. 


S 266. PRODUCTION AND SALE OF RED DEER. Intro. 2/27/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Makes technical changes only. 


S 299. LONG-TERM CARE BENEFITS. Intro. 3/5/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes 
retired employees of the Local Governmental Employees’ Retirement System and their dependents eligible for 
long-term care benefits. 


S 439. SECURITIES/INVESTMENT ADVISERS. Intro.-3/20/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition.

SUMMARIES OF AMENDMENTS 
AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 


SENATE BILLS 


S 1. FULL DISCLOSURE ACT OF 1997. Intro. 1/30/97. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. Deletes 
provisions of third edition. Rewrites title as follows: “TO CHANGE THE FILING SCHEDULE OF CAMPAIGN 
REPORTS: TO REQUIRE THE LISTING OF A CONTRIBUTOR’S PRINCIPAL OCCUPATION AND TO PROVIDE 
FOR A ‘BEST EFFORTS’ RULE; TO REQUIRE THAT COORDINATED PARTY EXPENDITURES BE 
REPORTED: TO EXPAND REPORTING IN LOCAL ELECTIONS AND REFERENDA AND TO SET A THREE 
THOUSAND DOLLAR THRESHOLD FOR REPORTING GENERALLY; TO REQUIRE ELECTRONIC FILING OF 
CERTAIN CAMPAIGN REPORTS AND INTERNET ACCESS; TO PROVIDE FOR CIVIL PENALTIES FOR LATE 
FILING OF CAMPAIGN REPORTS; TO CLOSE THE SECOND PRIMARY LOOPHOLE FOR CONTRIBUTION 
LIMITS: TO REWRITE AND EXPAND THE LIMITS ON FUND-RAISING DURING LEGISLATIVE SESSIONS; TO 
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Donor’s principal occupation; best efforts rule. Amends GS 163-278.11(a)(1) to require list of contributions 
pursuant to GS 163-278.8 to include principal occupation of each donor. In reporting contributor’s occupation, 
treasurer must use occupational classifications established by State Board. Provides that report of candidate or 
committee is in compliance with GS Ch. 163, Art. 22A, if treasurer shows best efforts have been made to obtain 
and submit information required by article. State Board must issue rules defining “best efforts” for purposes of 
article. Effective Feb. 1, 1998, and applies to all reports due on or after that date. 

Reporting of coordinated expenditures. Amends GS 163-278.11(b) to require political party executive 
committee to report any expenditure that benefits a candidate or group of candidates, including date, amount, and 
purpose of expenditure as well as names of and offices sought by candidates on whose behalf expenditure was 
made. Also requires candidate who benefits from that expenditure to report the expenditure, or candidate’s 
proportionate share that benefited that candidate as in-kind contribution if the candidate or committee has 
coordinated with the political party executive committee concerning the expenditure. Effective Feb. 1, 1998, and 
applies to reports due on or after that date. 

Expanded reporting in local elections and referenda; $3,000 threshold for all reporting. Amends GS 163- 
278.6(a), regarding definitions for purposes of campaign spending provisions of GS Ch. 163, Art. 22A, to include 
county and municipal boards of elections conducting local referenda. Removes from definition of “public office” the 
present exemption of candidates for municipal and county offices in municipalities and counties with populations of 
less than 50,000. Includes referendum submitted to vote by local government unit or by the people under any local 
act in definition of “referendum.” Amends GS 163-278.10A to increase to $3,000 (now, $1,000) the limit on 
contributions that candidate may receive and remain exempt from reporting requirements. Applies to primaries, 
elections, and referenda beginning in 1998. ; 

Electronic reporting. Requires treasurers for candidates for statewide office; treasurers for state, district, 
county, and precinct executive committees of political parties; and treasurers for political committees that make 
contributions to candidates for statewide office or make independent expenditures that affect contests for 
statewide office, to file any required report electronically if report shows over $10,000 in contributions, ° 
expenditures, or loans. Electronic filing is subject to rules issued by State Board. Applies to reports to be filed in 
1998. 

Internet access. Requires State Board of Elections to provide full access to the public of campaign finance 
reports over the Internet as soon as feasible. 

Civil penalties for late filing. Amends GS 163-278.34 to impose civil penalty on person responsible for reports 
and documents required to be filed with State Board under GS Ch. 163, Art. 22A, if report or document is not filed : 
oy required time. Penalty is cost of enforcement plus (1) $250 for each day filing is late, up to a total of $10,000 (in : 
cases involving statewide election), or (2) $50 per day up to $1,000 (in cases involving local election). Provides for 
enforcement by State Board of Elections or civil action by Attorney General if violator fails to pay within 30 days 
after civil penalty due. Requires State Controller to pay the clear proceeds of civil penalties to county school fund 
in county in which violator resides. Costs of collection presumed to be 10% of civil penalty unless otherwise 
determined by State Board based on records of expenses it incurs for collection, but not to exceed 50% of civil | 
penalty. Enforcement costs may not exceed 50% “of the sum levied for the enforcement costs and civil late 
penalty.’ Effective Jan. 1, 1998, and applies to reports due on or after that date. 

Close the loophole for second primaries. Amends GS 163-278.13(d), defining “election,” to provide that where 
a candidate is not on ballot in a second primary election, that second primary is not an “election” with regard to that 
candidate. (Now, each contributor may contribute up to $4,000 to candidate for a second primary election even if : 
candidate's name is not on ballot for that election.) Effective Jan. 1, 1998, and applies to all elections occurring on : 
or after that date. 

Fund-raising during General Assembly session. Adds GS 163-278.13B defining “limited contributor’ as 
registered lobbyist, lobbyist’s agent, or political committee that contracts with lobbyist, and “limited contributee” as 
member of or candidate for Council of State or General Assembly, or political committee whose purpose is to 
assist such a member or candidate. While General Assembly in regular session, forbids limited contributee or 
agent to solicit contribution from limited contributor to that contributee or to any other candidate, office holder or 
political committee, or to solicit a third party to pass on the contribution to the prohibited contributor. During regular 
session, limited contributor may not make contribution to limited contributee, either directly or through another 
candidate, officeholder, or political committee, or transfer anything of value to any entity to transfer it to a limited 
contributee; also, limited contributee may not accept contribution from limited contributor during regular session. 
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Violation is a class 2 misdemeanor. Effective Jan. 1, 1998, and applies to all contributions solicited, made, or 
accepted on or after that date. 

Checkoff for Political Parties Financing Fund. Amends GS 105-159.1(a) to allow individual taxpayer, on state 
income tax return to designate $2 (now, $1) to be credited to Political Parties Financing Fund. 

Contributions deposited within 10 days. Amends GS 163-278.14(b) to require campaign treasurer to deposit 
every contribution within 10 days of receipt. Effective Jan. 1, 1998, and applies to contributions received on or 
after that date. 


S 158. ADMINISTRATIVE DISSOLUTION/REPORT. Intro. 2/17/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Amends GS 55-1-22 to provide for $100 (was, $200 for each year) fee for application for reinstatement 
following administrative dissolution. Amends GS 55-16-22 to provide that (1) insurance companies must submit 
annual reports to the Secretary of State and domestic corporations governed by Chapter 55B are exempted; (2) 
annual report forms must be jointly prescribed by the Secretaries of Revenue and State; (3) reports filed with the 
Secretary of State are due the fifteenth day of the third month following the close of the corporation’s fiscal year; 
and (4) there is a rebuttable presumption that annual reports are delinquent if the Secretary of State does not 
receive an annual report within 120 days of the due date for returns. Amends GS 55-1-22(a) to impose a $20 fee 
for annual reports. Makes comparable changes to GS 57C-2-23 for limited liability companies. Amends proposed 
GS 105-257.1(b) to impose $20 (was, $200) annual report fee for limited liability companies. Reduces 
appropriation from General Fund to $178,371 for 1997-98 ($112,171 recurring and $66,200 nonrecurring funds).

When a lienholder seeks a 
moving permit from the tax collector to move the mobile home, if it has filed a request for notice it must pay the 
current year’s taxes on the home. In addition, if the tax collector has responded to the request for notice by 
informing the lienholder of any delinquent taxes within six months of the date they became delinquent, the 
lienholder must pay the taxes for the year prior to the current year. If the lienholder filed no request for notice of 
delinquent taxes. it must pay all taxes due on the mobile home to obtain a moving permit. Nonresident lienholders 
must pay the taxes on the mobile home before the moving permit is issued. A resident lienholder must pay the 
taxes within seven days after the permit is issued. Effective July 1, 1997.

S 885. TIME AND METHOD FOR EXECUTION. TO MAKE TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS TO THE LAWS 
REGARDING THE TIME AND METHOD FOR EXECUTION. Amends GS 15-187 to abolish execution of death 
sentence by administration of lethal gas, leaving administration of lethal drugs as only authorized form of 
execution. Requires execution by injection of “a lethal quantity of an ultrashort-acting barbiturate in combination 
with a chemical paralytic agent.” Revises GS 15-194, regarding scheduling execution of criminal defendant 
sentenced to death, to provide that date for execution must be set not less than 30 days nor more than 45 days 
from the date of receiving written notification from Attorney General or from district attorney who prosecuted the 
case of the events listed in present subsections (1) through (6), including, for example, filing of U.S. Supreme 
Court opinion upholding the death sentence, and expiration of time for filing petition for certiorari to U.S. Supreme 
Court. Amends GS 15-194( (6) to clarify that after state postconviction proceedings, the defendant sentenced to 
death has 60 days to file for a writ of habeas corpus in federal district court after denial of certiorari by NC 
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Supreme Court or that court's decision to uphold the death sentence, and that failure to take that action within 60 
days is an event that triggers setting execution date. Adds new GS 15-194(b) stating that nothing prohibits 
superior court from setting execution date under circumstances other than those specified in GS 15-194(a). Adds 
GS 15A-1415(a1) authorizing superior court of county in which defendant sentenced to death was indicted to set 
time limit for filing postconviction motion for appropriate relief.

racketeering; (2) who has been convicted of illegal gambling; or (3) who has forfeited bond for not appearing while 
charged with any of these offenses. Requires DHR to charge $100 application fee to exempt organization that 
wants to conduct only annual or semiannual bingo game. 

Amends GS 14-309.8 to limit bingo sessions to one per week “or class A licensee and two per week for class 
B licensee. Sessions must be held only on day of week and at time specified in license application. Excludes bingo 
games conducted at fair or other exhibition conducted pursuant to GS Ch. 106, Art. 45. 
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Amends GS 14-309.9 to increase from $1500 to $3500 the maximum value of prizes that may be offered or 
paid at any one bingo session. Allows maximum prize of $2,500 for jackpot bingo games (now, limit is $500 for all 
single games).

SENATE BILLS 


S 182. WILDLIFE RULES BECOME EFFECTIVE. Intro. 2/19/97. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Restricts 
applicability of bill to rules regarding no wake zones, hunting or fishing seasons, hunting or fishing bag limits, and 
public game management. Provides that act is effective when it becomes law and that act applies to rules 
approved by the Rules Review Comm'n on or after Jan. 1, 1997. Also provides that, notwithstanding GS 150B- 
21.3(c1), as enacted by this act, the effective date of a Wildlife Resources Comm'n rule that was approved by the 
Rules Review Comm’n after Jan. 1, 1997, but before the effective date of this act is the first day of the month after 
this act becomes effective. 


S 457. STUDENTS LEARN CPR. Intro. 3/24/97. Senate action amends 1st edition. Requires that students 
become proficient enough to pass test approved by American Heart Ass’n or American Red Cross. 


S 562. INCREASE FEES FOR RETURNED CHECKS. Intro. 3/31/97. Senate action amends 1st edition. Provides 
that maximum processing fee for returned check under GS 25-3-506 is $25 ($20 under current law: $30 in original 
bill). 


S 612. INSURER FINANCIAL OPERATIONS. Intro. 4/10/97. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Adds new GS 
58-65-95(e) to allow service corporations to invest in mortgage loans. Limits cost of investment with any one 
person to the lesser of 5% of the service corporation's admitted assets or 10% of the service corporation's capital 
and surplus. Prohibits a service corporation from investing in additional mortgage loans without the 
Commissioner's consent if (1) the admitted value of all mortgage loans held exceeds an aggregate of 60% of 
admitted assets, or (2) the admitted value of all mortgage pass-through securities permitted by GS 58-7-173(17) 
does not exceed 25% of admitted assets and the admitted value of other permitted mortgage loans does not 
exceed 40% of admitted assets. Requires service corporations with mortgage investments, as of Oct. 1, 1997. that 
exceed the aggregate limitation to submit a plan to the Comm’r by Jan. 31, 1998 to bring the amount of mortgage 
investments into compliance with the limitations by Jan. 1, 2001.

House action amends committee substitute for 1st edition Makes 
participating as spectator at dogfight a class H felony (was, class | felony for first offense and class H felony for 
subsequent offense within three years of first conviction). 


H 238. FACILITATE ANIMAL WASTE RESEARCH. Intro. 2/17/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd 
edition. Provides that where Dep't of Environment, Health, & Natural Resources finds violation of water quality rule 
or statute during research study, DEHNR must allow owner or operator reasonable time to complete remedial 
action. Principal investigator of study must furnish DEHNR with list of all sites and facilities voluntarily associated 
with the study. If DEHNR finds any site in violation, it must notify owner or operator and allow reasonable time for 
owner/operator to complete remedial action. 


H 431. PUBLIC ASSISTANCE FRAUD. Intro. 3/10/97. House action amends 2nd edition. Revises proposed GS 
108A-25.1(d) to allow, rather than require, additional $1 processing fee in connection with garnishment.

TRUCKING INDUSTRY TO ENCOURAGE THE GROWTH OF THAT INDUSTRY THROUGH INCREASED 
TRUCK REGISTRATIONS IN THIS STATE AND TO PROVIDE CONSUMER PROTECTION PROVISIONS. 
Amends GS 105-187.3(a) and 105-187.6(a) to exempt from the usé tax class A and class B motor vehicles 
defined as a commercial vehicle in GS 20-4.01. Amends GS 20-88(b) to increase the annual registration fee for 
vehicles over 17,000 pounds from $1.20 to $1.30 per hundred pounds. Amends GS 20-118(e) regarding 
overweight vehicles to provide that the penalty may not exceed the amount computed on the highest axle-group 
weight that exceeds the allowable limit. Amends GS 20-88 to provide that DMV must issue permanent truck and 
truck-tractor plates. Amends GS 20-116(d) to impose the following maximum lengths: two axles, 35 ft; three axles, 
40 ft: four or more axles, 45 ft. Amends GS 20-382.2 to increase the civil penalty for failure to comply with 
registration or insurance verification requirements from $75 to $1,000. Effective Oct. 1, 1997. 2

15, 1998. Effective July 1, 1997.

Amends GS 143-129 to increase to $30,000 (now, $20,000) the threshold for 
purchases of apparatus, supplies, materials, or equipment. For personal contracts only, authorizes a local 
government to delegate authority to its manager or chief purchasing official to award contracts, reject bids, 
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readvertise to receive bids, and waive bid bonds or deposits, or performance and payment bond requirements. 
-Provides that all formal bids must be sealed even if the invitation to bid does not so specify. Creates a sole source 
exception for purchases made with prior governing board approval when performance or price competition is not 
available, or standardization or compatibility is the overriding consideration. Authorizes local governments, with 
prior governing board approval, to purchase from vendors that (1) have contracted with the federal, state, or other 
state or local governments and (2) are willing to extend the same or better prices, terms and conditions to the 
purchasing unit. 

Amends GS 143-131 to provide that informal bids submitted are not a public record until the contract has 
been awarded. 

Amends GS 160A-266 to increase to $30,000 (now, $10,000) the value of personal property that may be 
disposed of using the private negotiation and sale procedure. Clarifies that real property, regardless of value, may 
not be sold by private negotiation and sale. Increases to $5,000 (now, $500) the value of personal property that 
may be disposed of under informal procedures established by a city’s governing board. Eliminates periodic 
reporting of sales under GS 160A-266(c) and requires only that city official authorized to dispose of applicable 
property keep a record of all property sold under the section. 

Adds new GS 143-129.7 to specifically authorize bidders to purchase trade-ins and to exempt those 
transactions from otherwise applicable procedures for disposal of property. Provides that awards may be made to 
the best overall bid including the trade-in allowance.

S 892. DISSENTERS’ RIGHTS. 70 LIMIT THE RIGHT OF CERTAIN SHAREHOLDERS TO DISSENT FROM 
CORPORATE ACTIONS AND TO AMEND THE LAW GOVERNING OFFERS OF PAYMENT TO DISSENTERS. 
Adds new GS 55-13-02(c) to preclude right of dissent in favor of holders of shares of any class or series which, at 
the record date fixed to determine the shareholders entitled to receive notice of and to vote at the meeting at which 
the plan of merger or share exchange or the sale or exchange of property is to be acted on, were listed on a 
national securities exchange or held by at least 2,000 record shareholders, unless in either case (a) the articles of 
incorporation of the corporation issuing the shares provide otherwise, or (b) in the case of a plan of merger or 
share exchange the holders of the class or series are required under the plan of merger or share exchange to 
accept for the shares anything except cash, shares, or shares and cash in lieu of fractional shares of the surviving 
or acquiring corporation, or of any other corporation, which, at the record date fixed to determine the shareholders 
entitled to receive notice of and vote at the meeting at which the plan of merger or share exchange is to be acted 
on, were either listed subject to notice of issuance on a national securities exchange or held of record by at least 
2.000 record shareholders, or a combination of cash and shares as set forth in this section. Amends GS 55-13-25 
to provide that offer of payment to dissenters must be made as soon as the proposed corporate action Is taken or 
within 30 days after receipt of a payment demand. Amends GS 55-13-30, regarding court action by dissenters, to 
provide that a dissenter who fails to act within the 60-day period is deemed to have withdrawn his dissent and 
demand for payment. Effective Oct. 1, 1997.

S 893. REGULATING CHARITABLE BINGO. TO REGULATE CHARITABLE BINGO. Provisions regarding bingo 
licensing, enforcement of bingo laws, maximum prizes in bingo games, and jackpot bingo are substantially 
identical to provisions of H 951, introduced 4/15/97. Adds provisions regarding “charity game ticket games 
described below. 

Amends GS 14-309.5 to allow exempt organization to conduct “charity game ticket games’ (defined as sale of 
package or series of packages consisting of one complete set of charity game tickets in which all tickets bear 
same serial number). A “charity game ticket” is a paper ticket or card which may be designated in advance as 
prizewinner through partly hidden number or symbol. No more than 50 cents may be charged for each such ticket. 
Exempt organization may apply to DHR for charity game ticket game license lasting one year. Application fee is 
$200 for class A charity game ticket game license (allowing one game session per week) and $300 for class B 
license (allowing two sessions per week). Fees collected are deposited in bingo regulation enforcement fund to be 
used to enforce bingo laws. Exempt organization that conducts only an annual or semiannual bingo game may 
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not apply for license for or conduct charity game ticket game. Amends GS 14-309.9 to limit value of prize for any 
one charity game ticket game to $100, and $3,500 for all games during one session. Makes it class 2 
misdemeanor to conduct charity game ticket game in violation of bingo provisions of GS Ch. 14, Art. 37, Part 2. On 
conviction, exempt organization may not conduct bingo games for one year. Makes it a Class | felony to sell or 
furnish charity game tickets other than in game conducted by licensed organization, to operate charity game ticket 
game without valid license, to misuse moneys received in connection with such game, or to contract with or 
provide consulting services to any licensee. Authorizes DHR to suspend license for at least 30 days if it finds 
charity game ticket game in violation. Licensee may seek review by initiating contested case under GS Ch. 150B. 
Effective Dec. 1, 1997. DHR is authorized to issue rules to comply with act as soon as act becomes law.

FUNDS BY OFFERING PRODUCTS FOR SALE IN RECEPTACLES TO PLACE A DISCLOSURE LABEL ON 
THE RECEPTACLES, TO ESTABLISH CERTAIN PROHIBITED ACTS WITH RESPECT TO THIS TYPE OF 
SOLICITATION, AND TO ESTABLISH APPROPRIATE PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS. Adds new GS Ch. 131G 
requiring any charitable organization that solicits contributions by offering product for sale for charitable purpose in 
oublic place, when product is in receptacle used by that organization, to place printed or typed notice on 
receptacie to inform public of name of organization, purpose for which contributions used, and name and address 
or telephone number of representative. On request. organization must disclose source from which a written 
financial statement may be obtained. This source must provide, with 14 days of request, written financial 
Statement concerning purpose for which funds raised, total funds raised, and total allocated to stated purpose. 

Makes it aclass 1 misdemeanor, as well as an unfair trade practice under GS 75-1.1, to violate requirements 
of act, to Knowingly provide false or misleading information on the notice on the receptacle or in response to any 
request or investigation by Dep't of Human Resources or Attorney General, to obtain contributions by misleading 
or defrauding the public, or to fail to provide complete and timely payment to a charitable organization of the 
proceeds from the sale of products used to solicit funds. 

Authorizes Dep't of Human Resources to enforce act through subpoena to compel attendance of witnesses 
and production of relevant records. In event of substantial noncompliance with subpoena, DHR may petition 
Superior court for order requiring Subpoenaed person to appear and testify and produce specified records. If DHR 
finds violation, it may impose administrative penalty of up to $1,000 for each violation and may issue order to 
cease specified fund-raising activities. Penalties are credited to General Fund. Also authorizes Attorney General 
to bring civil action in superior court to enforce provisions of act. Upon finding violation, court may impose civil 
penalty of up to $10,000 per violation. 

Exempts organizations that generate less than $500 per calendar year from all sources for any charitable 
purposes. Provides that no organization is required to place disclosure label on any receptacle that generates less 
than $100 gross per year.

Adds new GS 120-86A prohibiting legislators from (1) using influence in any manner that 
involves a substantial conflict of interest between the legislators personal interest and the public interest: (2) 
engaging in sexual harassment: (3) using his or her official position to obtain financial gain; (4) using or attempting 
to use the legislative office to gain privileges in contravention of the public interest; (5) using state resources to 
obtain a private benefit: (6) using the legislator’s official stationery to solicit a vote or a contribution for the 
legislators or another person's campaign for election or reelection; (7) becoming intoxicated while discharging 
‘egisiative duties: (8) accepting compensation in consideration for an appearance or speech unless the event is 
unrelated to the position of legislator; (9) accepting compensation, other than provided by law, for influencing or 
attempting to influence legislative action: (10) soliciting, receiving, or accepting anything of value from a lobbyist or 
a lobbyist’s employer. A legislator is not prohibited from accepting gifts of nominal value or hospitality in 
connection with a normal social function. 

Adds new GS 120-86B to prohibit a legislator, any member of the legisiators household. or a business in 
which the legislator or a member of his household owns 5% or more of the outstanding stock from contracting with 
a state agency for a value of more than $100 per transaction except for contracts subject to competitive bidding or 
contracts available on similar terms to other members of the legislators business or profession. Adds new GS 
120-86C to impose a similar prohibition regarding the leasing of real estate by a legislator to a state agency 

Adds new GS 120-86D to prohibit a legislator from influencing state agencies by (1) appearing before state 
agency as an expert witness for compensation: (2) representing a client for compensation before a state agency in 
specified proceedings or matters, including contracts, rate making, and administrative rulemaking; (3) representing 
the State or a state agency for compensation: (4) maintaining, as an attorney, an action against the State for 
money damages, except in workers’ compensation and unemployment compensation cases; (5) entering into any 
arrangement by which the legislators compensation is contingent upon action by a state agency. 

Adds new GS 120-86E to prohibit the employment of any member of a legislators immediate family in the 
legislative branch except as a secretary or committee clerk. Prohibits a legisiator from seeking to have an 
immediate family member employed or promoted in the executive branch. 

Amends GS 120-88 to pronibit a legisiator from discussing a question in committee or on the chamber floor if 
the legislator would derive a direct monetary gain or suffer a direct monetary loss from that matter. except that the 
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prohibition does not apply to matters concerning the legislator's salary and benefits or gains or losses that are 
general to the legislator’s business or profession. Amends GS 120-89 to require that candidates for the office of Lt. 
Governor file statements of economic interest. Amends GS 120-47.2 to require that lobbyists include in their 
registration statements the names of any legislator who is a member or has an interest in any partnership, limited 
liability company, or professional corporation in which the lobbyist is also a member or partner. Any violation of 
these provisions is punishable under GS 120-103 (proceedings by the Legislative Ethics Committee). New GS 
120-86B. 120-86C, and 120-86D are effective Nov. 3, 1998; remainder of the act is effective Oct. 1, 1997.

Permits the accepting unit to charge tuition for transfer students only in cases in 
which the transferring unit's per pupil expenditure is less than the accepting unit's per pupil expenditure. 
Authorizes local school boards to enter into agreements whereby no local per pupil funding is transferred. so long 
as transfer students are not required to pay tuition. Requires accepting units to offer transportation within their 
geographic boundaries to students accepted for interunit assignment. Makes students responsible for 
transportation to designated pickup spots within the accepting unit's boundaries. Provides that the local board of 
education's decision to deny an applicant for interunit assignment is final, and the scope of review on appeal under 
the Administrative Procedure Act is limited to whether there was a rational basis for the denial. The decision of the 
administrative law judge is binding and not subject to further review. Makes conforming amendments to GS 115C- 
356(d) and GS 115C-366.1.

Amends GS 143-215.74(b) to prohibit any 
funding for systems that use lagoons as primary method of treatment or disposal. 

Amends GS 143-215.10C(e) to require: as part of animal waste management plan. provisions regarding 
incorporating waste products used as nutrient sources into bare soil within 48 hours of application, and regarding 
mandatory placement of groundwater monitoring wells to measure migration of nitrogen, phosphorus. zinc. 
copper, and any other materials specified under rules of Environmental Management Comm'n. 

Amends GS 143-215.10C(g) to provide that neither owner nor operator of alternative and innovative animal 
waste management technology may be required to pay any fee for Environmental Management Commns 
evaluation of the technology. 

Amends GS 113-145.3(c) to allow use of Clean Water Management Trust Fund money for phasing out 
anaerobic lagoon systems. Amends GS 113-145.4(b) to eliminate matching requirement with regard to grants 
from Agriculture Cost Share Program for Nonpoint Source Pollution Control used for phasing out anaerobic lagoon 
systems. 

Provisions prohibiting permits for lagoon systems are effective Sept. 1, 1997. Provisions concerning animal 
waste management plans are effective when act becomes law and apply to plans submitted for approval on or 
after that date. Remainder of act is effective July 1, 1997.

S 907. MSD AMENDMENTS. TO ALLOW EXPANSION OF METROPOLITAN SEWERAGE DISTRICTS, TO 
PROTECT PERSONNEL RECORDS OF EMPLOYEES OF THOSE DISTRICTS, AND TO EXTEND TO’ ALL 
LOCAL GOVERNMENT PROTECTION OF GEOGRAFHIC INFORMATION SYSTEMS. Adds new GS 162A-68.1 
to provide that territorial limits of a metropolitan sewerage district (MSD) may be expanded (1) by petition of 100% 
of the real property owners in the territory to be included, or (2) by resolution of the MSD board to include in the 
district an area that it is already serving on substantially the same basis as it is serving property in the district. The 
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expansion may be accomplished only after a public hearing, notice of which is advertised once and sent by mail to 
all property owners in the area. An MSD board may not expand the territory into another county or sanitary district 
without approval from the governing board of that unit. Adds new GS 162A-69.1 to provide that only the following 
information in an MSD employee's personnel file is a public record: name, age, date or original employment, 
current position, current salary, date and amount of the most recent increase or decrease in salary, date of the 
most recent promotion, demotion, or transfer, and the office to which the employee is currently assigned. Provides 
that other information may be released to the same persons and on the same grounds as personnel information 
relating to city and county employees. Amends GS 132-10, regarding what GIS databases are public records, to 
extend the provisions of that statute to units of local government (now, applies to cities and counties only). Defines 
“unit of local government’ to include municipalities as defined in GS 159-81 and local school administrative units.

15A-1340.16B to provide that if person is convicted under GS 14-51 (first- and second-degree burglary), 14-53

person possessed or took dangerous weapon during commission of underlying offense, judge must increase 
minimum term of imprisonment by 60 months, which may not be suspended. Enhanced sentence does not apply if 
evidence that person possessed or took dangerous weapon during offense is needed to prove element of 
underlying offense. Defines “dangerous weapon’ as firearm, knife or other instrument with a point or sharp edge 
subject to ready use as weapon, destructive device, or object or substance designed, altered, used, or possessed 
to inflict or threaten to inflict serious bodily injury. States that closed pocket knife that is neither displayed nor used 
is not dangerous weapon. Applies to offenses committed on or after Dec. 1, 1997.

Creates a six-member Board of 
Cosmetic Art Examiners, consisting of one cosmetologist appointed by the General Assembly on recommendation 
of President Pro Tem.; one cosmetologist appointed on the recommendation of Speaker; and two cosmetologists, 
one cosmetology teacher, and one member of the public appointed by Governor. Authorizes Board to employ 
executive director and such other staff as necessary to perform the duties prescribed by Board. Contains 
education and examination requirements, fee schedules, and renewal terms for licenses for cosmetologists, 
apprentices, estheticians, manicurists, and teachers.

S 923. COMMERCIAL REALTOR LIEN ACT. TO CREATE LIENS FOR FEES TO BE PAID TO COMMERCIAL 
REAL ESTATE BROKERS. Adds new Art. 6 to GS Ch. 93A to provide that licensed real estate broker has a lien 
on commercial real estate (defined in bill) or any interest in commercial real estate in amount that real estate 
broker is due (1) under written instrument signed by owner of an interest in commercial real estate or signed by 
owner's duly authorized agent, or (2) under written instrument signed by prospective buyer or prospective tenants 
or signed by duly authorized agent as to purchase, lease, or other conveyance to buyer or tenant of interest in 
commercial real estate. Sets out content of lien notice. Provides that lien attaches to commercial real estate, or 
interest in commercial real estate, when real estate broker records notice of the lien in office of register of deeds of 
county in which real property, or any interest in real property is located, if such lien is filed before actual 
conveyance or transfer of commercial real estate subject to such real estate's lien, with three exceptions set out in 
bill (dealing with payment in installments, when lease is involved, or when broker has written agreement with 
prospective buyer). Contains provisions on when release or satisfaction of lien claim must be filed, mailing notice 
of lien by certified mail, enforcement of lien, etc. Provides that cost of proceeding to enforce lien, including 
reasonable attorneys’ fees and prejudgment interest due to prevailing party, shall be paid by nonprevailing party or 
parties. Provides that unless alternative procedure is available and is acceptable to transferee in real estate 
transaction, if claim for real estate broker's lien has been filed with register of deeds and lien would prevent closing 
of transaction or conveyance, an escrow account must be established with clerk of superior court in county in 
which commercial real estate is located from the proceeds of transaction or conveyance in amount sufficient to 
release claim for lien. Effective Dec. 1, 1997.

S 924. CRIMINAL RECORD CHECKS/DHR. TO REQUIRE CRIMINAL RECORD CHECKS OF EMPLOYEES OF 
AND APPLICANTS FOR EMPLOYMENT WITH THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES. Adds new GS 
114-19.6 to allow Dep't of Justice, on request of Dep't of Human Resources (DHR), to provide to DHR criminal 
history from state and national criminal history repositories with respect to individual who is employed by or who 
applies for employment with DHR. For check of state criminal history records, DHR must provide Dep't of Justice 
with consent form signed by employee or applicant to be checked, and other information required by Dep't of 
Justice. For check of national criminal history records, DHR must provide Dep't of Justice with consent form 
signed by employee or applicant to be checked, fingerprints of employee or applicant to be checked, and other 
information required by Dep't of Justice. Allows Dep’t of Justice to charge reasonable fee for conducting criminal 
history checks. Requires DHR to keep all information obtained pursuant to act confidential. Provides that releases 
of criminal history information to DHR are subject to rules governing dissemination of criminal history record 
checks adopted by Div’n of Criminal Information. . 

Conviction for crime that bears on person’s fitness for employment in DHR (defined as homicide, rape, 
assault, kidnapping, robbery, embezzlement, fraud, public intoxication, possession or sale of controlled substance. 
or other crimes specified in act) is just cause for not selecting person for employment or for dismissing person 
from employment with DHR, but does not automatically prohibit employment with DHR. In considering whether to 
deny employment, DHR must consider factors specified in act, including date of crime, seriousness of crime, age 
of person at time of conviction, circumstances surrounding crime, and nexus between criminal conduct and 
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person's job duties. Allows DHR to deny employment of applicant or dismiss employee if applicant or employee 
refuses to consent to criminal history check. Allows DHR to extend conditional offer of employment pending 
criminal history check.

Amends GS 143B-168.12(a) to require NC Partnership (partnership) to 
establish Early Childhood Initiatives Trust Fund (fund) as special trust account. Contributions and earnings 
transferred under GS 105-269.7 (described below) will be deposited in fund.

$1 million. When balance reaches $1 million and until balance reaches $10 million, partnership may use up to 50% 
of balance. If balance exceeds $10 million, partnership may use all credited earnings and future annual deposits 
above balance of $10 million. Fund may be used only for purposes set out in GS 143B-168.15. Requires 
partnership to report quarterly to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations, General Assembly, and Governor 
on use of fund. 

Adds new GS 105-269.7, effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1997, to allow individual 
entitled to refund of state income taxes to contribute all or part of refund to Smart Start Fund to be used to provide 
high-quality early childhood education and development services for children and families. Minimum contribution Is 
$5 for joint return and $3 for any other return. Individual who is not entitled to tax refund may make contribution to 
fund when filing state income tax return. Directs Sec'y of Revenue to transmit, on quarterly basis, 95% of such 
contributions for credit to Smart Start Fund.

S 927. POSITIVE CAMPAIGNS. TO ESTABLISH NORTH CAROLINIANS FOR POSITIVE CAMPAIGNS AND 
MAKE RELATED CHANGES. Repeals Art. 22C, GS Ch. 163 (the NC Candidates Financing Fund) and replaces it 
with new Art. 22D to establish a new campaign financing system through the use of a nonprofit corporation. The 
corporation is called North Carolinians for Positive Campaigns, Inc. (NCPC). NCPC board of directors will consist 
of 12 members. Three members will be appointed by the majority leader of the House: three by the minority 
leader of the House; three by the majority leader of the Senate; and three by the minority leader of the Senate. 
Each appointing officer must appoint one member who is registered as an unaffiliated voter. NCPC board will 
appoint an executive director to conduct the corporation's business. Candidates for office wno meet certain 
threshold showings of support must sign an affidavit of participation to obtain financial support from NCPC. 
Participating candidates must agree to certain limits on privately raised contributions, the amounts of the limits are 
set by reference to base amounts as increased by a cost-of-election index to be established by the State Board of 
Elections. Participating candidates must also agree to accept no more than $2,000 per election from a family 
member or political committee and to contribute or loan themselves no more than $30,000 per election. Non- 
participating candidates (those who do not sign an affidavit of participation) are limited to contributions of S500 per 
election from family members or political committees. 

Provides tax credits to corporations, labor organizations, and individuals for contributions to NCPC fund. 
NCPC fund may also receive appropriations from the General Assembly. Requires NCPC to use fund to purchase 
television time for debates among participating candidates, and to purchase and sponsor one-minute commercials 
for individual participating candidates. Commercials must meet several restrictions, the most significant of which 
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is that the candidate must refrain from mentioning any opponent's name or making any critical reference with 
respect to an opponent.

S 929. ENHANCE CHILD CARE. TO ENHANCE AND IMPROVE CHILD CARE IN NORTH CAROLINA. 

Definitions. Amends GS 110-86(2) to redefine “child care” as program or arrangement when three or more 
children less than 13 years old, who do not reside where care is provided, receive care on regular basis of at least 
once per week for more than four hours but less than 24 hours per day from people other than their guardians or 
full-time custodians or from people not related to them by birth, marriage, or adoption. Child care does not include 
eleven specified activities, including child care program or arrangement consisting of two or more separate 
components, each of which operates for four hours or less per day with different children attending each 
component. Redefines “child care facility” as child care centers, family child care homes, and any other child care 
arrangement not excluded by GS 110-86(2), that provides child care, regardless of time of day, wherever 
operated, and whether or not operated for profit. A child care center is arrangement where, at any one time, there 
are six or more preschool age children or nine or more school-aged children receiving child care. A family child 
care home is child care arrangement located in residence where, at any one time, more than two children, but less 
than nine children, receive child care. Adds definitions of “lead teacher’ and “child care administrator.” 

Powers and duties of Child Care Comm'n. Amends GS 110-88 to allow Comm'n to (1) adopt applicable rules 
and standards based on capacity of child care facility; (2) require annual inspections by and satisfactory written 
reports from representatives of local or state health agencies and fire inspection agencies after license is issued: 
(3) develop and adopt voluntary enhanced program standards as specified in bill; and (4) adopt rules regulating 
amount of time child care administrator must be on site at child care center. 

Child care standards. Amends GS 110-90 to allow Sec’y of Human Resources to issue “rated license’ to child 
day care facility that meets standards of law (deletes one year limitation of license). Amends GS 110-90.2 to 
provide that criminal history check must be conducted of person who is member of household in family child care 
home or nonlicensed child care home and is over 15 years old and is present when children receive care 
(provision applies only to new family child care homes and nonlicensed homes beginning March 1, 1998). Amends 
GS 110-91 to require that all child care facilities must comply with all federal and state laws and local ordinances 
that pertain to child health, safety, and welfare. Standards in GS 110-91 do not apply to school-aged children of 
operator of child care facility, but do apply to operator's preschool-aged children. Requires each child care center 
to provide outdoor play area equipment and surfacing that are child size, sturdy, free of hazards that pose threat of 
serious injury to children while engaged in normal play activities, and in good repair. Dep't of Human Resources 
must develop guidelines pertaining to outdoor play area equipment and surfacing at child care centers, as 
specified in bill. Provides that no child care center may care for more than 25 children in one group. Of children 
present at any one time in family child care home, no more than five children may be preschool-aged, including 
operator's own preschool-aged children. Requires that all child care administrators be at least 21 years old and 
have at least NC Early Childhood Administration Credential or its equivalent as defined by DHR. All lead teachers 
must also have such credential or its equivalent. Effective Jan. 1, 1998, operator of licensed family child care 
home must be at least 21 years old and have high school diploma or equivalent. Operator of such a home licensed 
before Jan. 1, 1998 must be at least 18 years old and literate. Comm'n must establish minimum standards for 
developmentally appropriate activities in child care facilities as specified in bill. 

Licensing and enforcement. Amends GS 110-93 to provide that license to operate child care facility is valid 
until Sec’'y of Human Resources notifies operator otherwise (now, license is valid for 12 months and must be 
renewed annually). Amends GS 110-105.2 to provide that when investigation under GS 110-105(a)(3) 
substantiates that child abuse or neglect occurred in child care facility, DHR may issue written warning specifying 
any corrective action to be taken by operator. DHR must make unannounced visit within one month after issuance 
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of written warning to determine whether corrective action has occurred. If corrective action has not occurred, DHR 
may issue special provisional license as specified in bill. 

Other provisions. Amends GS 110-106 to provide that religious sponsored child care center must be under 
direction or supervision of literate person at least 21 years old. All staff counted toward meeting required staff/child 
ratio must be at least 16 years old, provided that people younger than 18 years old work under direct supervision 
of literate staff person at least 21 years old. Effective Jan. 1, 1998, person operating réligious sponsored family 
child care home must be at least 21 years old and literate. People operating such homes before Jan. 1, 1998, 
must be at least 18 years old and literate.

S 932. HMO OPERATIONS. TO MAKE IMPROVEMENTS IN THE OPERATIONS OF HEALTH MAINTENANCE 
ORGANIZATIONS IN NORTH CAROLINA. Adds new GS 58-67-11 to require HMO application to include 
description of (1) program to be used to evaluate whether applicant’s provider network is sufficient, in numbers 
and types of providers, to assure that all health care services will be accessible without unreasonable delay; (2) 
program to be used for verifying provider credentials; (3) quality management program to assure quality of care 
and health care services managed and provided through health care plan; (4) utilization review program for review 
and control of health care services provided or paid for; and (5) applicant's provider network and evidence of 
ability of that network to provide all health care services to applicant’s prospective enrollees. Amends GS 58-67- 
50(e) to provide that beginning with 1998 calendar year, every HMO must provide cost, use of service, prevention. 
outcomes, and other data as collected under latest edition of Health Plan Employer Data and Information Set 
(HEDIS) guidelines or under different format, if Comm’r of Insurance considers a different format to be more 
useful. Beginning with data for 1998 calendar year, every HMO must file with Dep't of Insurance, not later than 
July 1 of following calendar year, a report on its costs, use of services, etc. in HEDIS format or format prescribed 
by Comm’r.

preauthorization if the provider reasonably believed that the patient's health could be further harmed by delay.

Requires 
preferred provider benefit plans to pay for services by nonparticipating providers; allows plan to reduce payments 
for such services by no more than 20% of the payment that a participating provider would receive. Also amends 
GS 58-63-70 to make it an unfair trade practice for any insurer to make an intentional misrepresentation to a 
provider that the insurer is entitled to a preferred provider or other discount when the insurer is not so entitled.

S 935. MANAGED CARE/UTILIZ. & GRIEVANCE. TO ESTABLISH PROCEDURES AND RIGHTS FOR 
MANAGED CARE PLAN MEMBERS IN UTILIZATION REVIEW DECISIONS AND GRIEVANCES AGAINST 
MANAGED CARE ORGANIZATIONS. Adds new GS 58-50-61 defining “utilization review” as set of formal 
techniques (specified in act) designed to monitor use of or evaluate clinical necessity, appropriateness, efficacy or 
efficiency of health care services, procedures, providers, or facilities. Defines “utilization review organization’ or 
“URO” as entity that conducts utilization review under managed care plan, but does not mean carrier performina 
utilization review for its own health benefit plan. 

Requires that every carrier (defined in act as health insurance company, HMO, etc.) must monitor all 
utilization review carried out by or on behalf of carrier and ensure compliance with act. Requires every carrier to 
prepare and maintain utilization review program document that describes all delegated and nondelegated review 
functions for covered services, as specified in act. Provides that in every utilization review program, a carrier or 
URO must use documented clinical review criteria that are based on sound clinical evidence and that are 
periodically evaluated to assure ongoing efficiency; and that qualified health care professionals must administer 
utilization review program and oversee review decisions under direction of medical doctor. Requires that 
prospective and concurrent determinations must be made by a carrier within two business days after carrier 
obtains all necessary information about admission, procedure, or health care service. Requires that carrier make 
retrospective review determination within 30 days after receiving necessary information. Requires that written 
notification of adverse determination include all reasons for determination, including clinical rationale. instructions 
for initiating voluntary appeal or reconsideration of determination, and instructions for requesting written statement 
of clinical review criteria used to make determination. Includes provisions for requests for reconsideration. appeals 
of adverse determinations, nonexpedited appeals, expedited appeals, and maintenance of records. Requires that 
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in certificate of coverage and member handbook provided to covered person, carrier must include clear and 
comprehensive description of its utilization review procedures, including procedures for appealing adverse 
determinations and statement of rights and responsibilities of covered people, including voluntary nature of appeal 
process. 

Adds new GS 58-50-62 to require that every carrier have grievance process by which covered person may 
voluntarily request review of decisions, policies, and actions of carrier. Grievance process must provide for first- 
and second-level reviews of grievances, except that appeal of adverse determination that has been reviewed 
under GS 58-50-61 (discussed above) will be reviewed as second level grievance under this section. Provides 
details of grievance procedures, grievance register, first- and second-level grievance review and decisions. 

Adds new GS 58-50-63 to provide that person who reviews appeals under GS 58-50-61 or 58-50-62 or is 
member of grievance review panel under GS 58-50-62 who acts without malice or fraud is not liable for damages

(2) damages that are three times the amount of the restitution; and (3) a civil penalty to the State of not less than 
$5,000 or more than $10,000 per violation. If the violator fully cooperates in any investigation, the damages will be 
reduced to twice the amount of the restitution. Authorizes Attorney General to investigate reported or suspected 
violations and to order persons to give testimony and answer interrogatories under oath. An action to enforce the 
penalties may not be brought more than six years after the violation was committed or more than three years after 
the facts of the violation became Known or should have become known to state officials, but in no event later than 
10 years after the violation occurred. Any person who gives information in good faith about a violation is not civilly 
liable, and any employee of a service provider who is penalized in his employment because of cooperating in an 
investigation of a violation is entitled to relief.

A person who invests cash in a certified 
company is allowed a tax credit under new Art. 8C, GS Ch. 105, which provides a credit to insurance companies 
that invest in certified companies against the premiums tax levied by GS 105-228.5 and 105-228.8, the credit 
being equal to the amount of certified capital invested by the taxpayer during the year. No more than 10% of the 
aggregate credit may be taken in any tax year, and the total amount of credits taken by all taxpayers in a taxable 
year may not exceed $15 million.

SUMMARIES OF AMENDMENTS 
AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 


SENATE BILLS 


S 132. CLERKS/YEAR'S ALLOWANCE. Intro. 2/17/97. Senate action amends 1st edition. Makes technical 
change. 


S 232. CLEAN WATER BONDS. Intro. 2/24/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Authorizes 
issuance of up to $1 billion in bonds (was, $700 million) upon approval in a statewide voter referendum. Raises 
from $500 million to $800 million the portion of the bonds that may be spent on loans to local gov’t's to finance 
water supply, wastewater collection, wastewater treatment, and water conservation projects. 

Amends GS 159G-10 to provide that a local gov’t’s adoption of a comprehensive land-use plan meeting the 
requirements of GS 159G-10(e) is a priority factor that will be considered in determining priority for loan, and that 
local gov't that has a plan that meets requirements of that statute and exceeds the minimum state standards for 
protection of the state’s water resources will receive greater priority than one that does not exceed those 
standards. Amends GS 159G-10 to provide that to qualify as a comprehensive land-use plan, plan must be 
adopted by the local gov't’s governing body, must promote economically and environmentally sustainable 
development, must establish verifiable goals, and must be approved by the Office of State Planning. 

Revises GS 159G-6 to permit the Dep't to establish maximum principal amounts for revolving loans and 
grants made to the same local gov't in a fiscal year (now, there is a $3 million cap on loans and a $1 million cap on 
grants, established by this statute). 


S 524. CONOVER/SANFORD HOUSING CODE. Intro. 3/26/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition 
Adds City of Sanford to bill that allows service of complaints and orders by publication on owners whose identities 
or whereabouts are known and they refuse to accept service. 


S 531. STATE PHONE SYSTEMS. Intro. 3/27/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Changes date 
for state agency telephone systems to be reprogrammed from Jan. 1, 1998 to July 1, 1997. 


S 550. IRRIGATION SYST. DESIGN. Intro. 3/27/97. Senate action amends 1st edition. Rewrites amendment to 
GS 89C-25(6) so it applies to practice by employees of Natural Resources Conservation Service having federal 
engineering job approval authority that involves planning, designing, or implementation of best management 
practices on agricultural lands. 


S 553. PAPER BALLOTS IN RUNOFF. Intro. 3/27/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes 
bill applicable to Catawba County only. Allows county election board to use paper ballots in second primary when 
voting machines are used in first primary election. 


S 668. CPA EDUCATIONAL REQUIREMENT. Intro. 4/2/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Makes bill applicable to certificates of qualification received after Dec. 31, 2000. 
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S 806. CHILDHOOD LEAD EXPOSURE CONTROL. Intro. 4/10/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Adds new GS 130A-191.9G requiring the Dep't of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to advise, 
in writing, the owner or managing agent of any residential housing unit occupied by a child less than six years old 
who has a blood lead concentration of 10 micrograms per deciliter or greater, and the child’s parents or legal 
guardian, as to the importance of specified routine cleaning activities in the units they occupy, own, or manage. 
Substitutes the term “confirmed lead poisoning” for “confirmed elevated blood lead level” throughout the act, 
without changing the definition. Adds the term “elevated blood lead level,” defined as a blood lead concentration of 
10 micrograms per deciliter or greater determined by the lower of two consecutive blood tests within a six-month 
period. Amends definition of “lead-safe housing” to automatically include housing built since 1978. Amends 
definition of “maintenance standard” activities to include cleaning the interior of the unit to remove dust “that 
constitutes a lead poisoning hazard” (was, “that may contain hazardous amounts of lead” as defined by DEHNR). 
Adds to provision granting immunity from liability to owners who comply with maintenance standard the 
requirement that owner obtain a certificate of compliance under GS 130A-131.9E. Effective Oct. 1, 1997. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 57. WITHHOLDING FOR NONRESIDENTS. Intro. 2/5/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 4th edition. 
Deletes amendment to GS 105-134.6(b)(11) (deduction from taxable income for amount paid for severance wages 
as result of permanent closure of manufacturing or processing plant). Rewrites amendment to GS 105-163. 1(15) 
so it now provides that “wages” has the same meaning as in section 3401 of Internal Revenue Code except it does 
not include either of following: (a) remuneration paid by farmer for services performed on farmer's farm in 
producing or harvesting agricultural products or in transporting agricultural products to market; (b) amount of 
severance wages paid to employee during taxable year that is exempt from state income tax for that taxable year 
under GS 105-134.6(b)(11). Rewrites amendment, effective Jan. 1, 1998, to GS 105-163.1(2)b. to define 
contractor as nonresident entity that provides for the performance of the following personal services in NC for 
compensation: services in connection with performance, an entertainment, an athletic event, creation of film or 
television program, or construction or repair of building or highway. Adds provision, effective Jan. 1, 1999, 
amending GS 105-163.1(2)b. to define contractor as nonresident entity that provides for the performance of 
personal services in NC for compensation. Adds new GS 105-163.3(f), allowing payer to refund to person any 
amount payer improperly withheld for taxes from person, if refund is made before end of calendar year and before 
payer furnishes person the annual statement required by new GS 105-163.3(d). Amount is withheld improperly if it 
is withheld from payment to person who is not a contractor, if it is withheld from payment that is not compensation. 
or if itis in excess of amount required to be withheld under revised GS 105-163.3. 


H 351. EXCELLENT SCHOOLS ACT. Intro. 2/27/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition, 
significantly rewriting provisions of original bill.. 

Raise student performance standards. Adds new GS 115C-105.38A to assure teacher competency. Requires 
that staff members working in low-performing schools demonstrate competency in their certification area. If such 
schools have not had an assistance team assigned to help demonstrate competency, teachers must take a test 
designed to show competency. Requires remediation training of staff members who fail to meet competency 
standards. Calls for eventual dismissal of teachers who fail to be certified, after remediation, testing, and more 
remediation. Requires that UNC Board of Governors designate constituent institutions to provide training. 
Requires reports on development of student academic performance standards for kindergarten through eighth 
grade by March 15, 1998 and Sept. 1, 1999. 

Standards for entering teacher profession. Requires all non special-education teachers to have demonstrated 
competencies (was, courses) in the identification and education of children with learning disabilities. Requires all 
NC institutions offering undergraduate and graduate teacher education to provide annual performance reports to 
the State Board of Education. Requires State Board to develop a plan to provide review of teacher education 
programs and an annual report for each training program, which would include graduation rates, scores on 
competency tests, and percentage of graduates receiving initial certification. State Board must report to the Joint 
Legislative Education Oversight Committee by Feb. 15, 1998 about this performance reporting. Requires that 
State Board conduct a teacher supply and demand study and report on its results by Nov. 15, 1998. Requires that 
UNC Board of Governors report by March 15, 1998 on its effort to improve teacher preparation through 
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implementation of a second major requirement. Requires (was, urges) State Board to continue to make the 
standard initial certification examination more rigorous. Requires State Board to report to Joint Legislative 
Education Oversight Committee by March 15, 1998 results of its review of admission standards for teacher 
education programs and initial certification requirements. 

Standards for continuing certification. Expands applicability of this section to teachers who have not received 
continuing certification prior to Jan. 1, 1998 (was, Jan. 1, 1999). Requires that State Board develop more rigorous 
standards for continuing certification and report about that effort by March 15, 1998. 

Standards, evaluation, and support before career status is considered. Adds greater detail to mentor 
program, including requirements that State Board study new teacher needs and develop guidelines addressing 
optimum working conditions, in topics such as teaching load and extracurricular duties. Clarifies that revision of 
GS 115C-326(a) includes developing performance standards for school administrators. Specifies that UNC Board 
of Governors must develop training programs for school administrators. Requires that teachers who have not 
attained career status must be observed three times annually by a school administrator, once by a teacher, and 
evaluated at least once annually by a school administrator (was, three evaluations per year, without distinction 
between observation and evaluation). Amends GS 115C-325(c) to provide that teachers who have not attained 
career status before July 1, 1998 will be reviewed for career teacher status at the end of the fourth, fifth, and sixth 
year of employment (was, just after fourth year, and if reemployed attained career status). Prohibits a local board 
of education from reemploying a teacher after a sixth year of employment if (a) the board fails to vote on granting 
career status, (b) a majority of the board votes against granting career status, or (c) the board vote on this issue 
results in a tie. ; 

Professional development opportunities and standards for teachers with career status. Amends GS 115C-12 
to require State Board to monitor and make recommendations about professional development programs and to 
require that the UNC Board of Governors administer such programs. Makes additional changes in GS 115C-325, 
including expansion of meaning of “demote” to include items such as reduction of bonus payments, reduction in 
salary as a result of elimination of a special duty provisions for removing poor teachers from the classroom, and 
transfer of a career school administrator..Adds definition of school administrator. Addresses issue of board 
acceptance or rejection of a case manager's findings of fact. Provides that the board is not required to provide a 
transcript of the hearing to the career employee, but if the board does make a transcript, the employee may have a 
copy at no charge for any appeal. Permits employee to have hearing transcribed at own expense. Adds provisions 
describing a board hearing process for reductions in force and suspension of career employees without pay 
(process does not involve a case manager). Changes some time frames throughout the statute, generally 
shortening them to provide for a quicker process. Expands appeal to include school administrators and 
probationary teachers who have not had their contracts renewed. Requires that State Board reevaluate and 
enhance requirements for renewal of teacher certificates. Requires adoption of new certificate renewal! standards 
by May 15, 1998, to be applied to certificates expiring after July 1, 1998. 

Salary plan to attract and retain high quality teachers. Revises salary schedules (shown in bill) to snow pay 
plans for nontenured and tenured teachers separately. Deletes $2,500 bonus in eighth year. 

Pay for exemplary performance and special assignments. Clarifies that teacher earning certificate of 
“Masters/Advanced Competencies” must earn a masters degree. Distinguishes certification by the National Board 
for Professional Teaching Standards (NBPTS) and the “Masters/Advanced Competencies’ certification. States 
goal of 10% pay bonuses for teachers with NBPTS certification for 1997-98 (was, 12%) and 8% pay bonuses for 
those with the “Masters/Advanced Competencies’ certification by 2000.

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sufficient); and (3) Work First diversionary assistance (short-term cash payments to reduce likelihood of family 
requiring Work First cash assistance). 

State Work First Plan. Requires state Dep't of Human Resources (DHR) to submit to General Assembly, for 
its review and approval each fiscal year, a state Work First plan that (1) specifies benefits levels, limitations, and 
payment of assistance; (2) establishes eligibility criteria (including income and asset standards) for assistance; (3) 
describes eligible federal and state work activities, work activity requirements, and exceptions or exemptions from 
work activity requirements; (4) provides for exceptions and exemptions to time limits and other standards; (5) 
includes provisions regarding assignment of child support rights and enforcement of child support obligation; (6) 
allocates federal, state, and county funds for Work First program, including block grants to counties for Work First 
services and diversionary assistance; and (7) addresses other program matters specified in act or required by 
federal law to be included in state plan.

Responsibilities of counties for Work First program. Requires county dep’ts of social services to administer 
Work First program. With prior approval of DHR, county dep't of social services may delegate duties with respect 
to Work First program to another public agency or private contractor, but must remain accountable for duties under 
program. Requires DHR to establish formula (included in state plan) for determining amount of block grants to 
counties. Provides that Work First services and diversionary assistance will be funded through available federal eal 
funds, county funds, and state block grants to counties. Counties must meet 100% maintenance of effort 
requirement in funding for Work First program as defined in state plan or rule with reference to specified base Fe 
year. If acounty: fails to comply with maintenance of funding requirement, Director of the Budget may withhold 
state funds appropriated to county pursuant to GS 108A-93. 

Block grants to counties. Requires each county to submit to DHR an annual block grant plan, approved by oes 
board of county comm'rs, describing Work First diversionary assistance and services that county will offer, 
including description of how county will use public and private resources to assist families in moving to seif- 
sufficiency, the needs of families for transportation, housing, child care, and skills training, and the county's 
priorities for serving families who need. child care based on needs on community and availability to services and 
funding. Memorandum of agreement between DHR and. county with respect to block grant funding will include 
amount and limitations on use of funds under block grant and outcome measures for determining success of Work 
First program at county level. Includes provisions authorizing DHR to establish performance standards for 
counties based on outcome and performance goals contained in state plan and memorandum of agreement, to 
monitor county's performance, to assist counties that fail to meet performance standards, and to require counties 
to develop corrective action plans if they fail to meet performance standards. |f county fails to meet performance 
Standards for two consecutive years or fails to comply with corrective action plan, OHR may assume control of 
county's Work First program. 

Eligibility and assistance under Work First program. Families are not legally entitled to assistance under Work 
First program and act does not create any property right with respect to assistance or services Assistance and 
services under the Work First program are contingent upon available funding. Allows DHR to distinguish among 
potential groups of recipients on whatever basis is necessary to enhance program purposes and maximize federal 
funding as long as due process, equal protection, and other legal rights of individuals are protected. Provides that 
DHR may deny Work First assistance to legal immigrants only to extent that such assistance is denied by federal 
law. Unless an extension or exemption is provided under state plan, a family subject to work requirements of Work 
First may not receive Work First cash assistance for more than a cumulative total of 24 months. After reaching the 
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24 month time limit, the family is ineligible for Work First cash assistance for a period of 36 months. Directs DHR to 
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ensure that as families are moved to self-sufficiency, assistance will be reduced and ended on graduated basis 
rather than ending abruptly upon reaching time limit. Directs DHR to allow a Work First program participant who 
becomes employed to receive Medicaid benefits for a period of 24 months after termination of assistance if former 
participant otherwise meets income eligibility requirements for Medicaid. 

Allows DHR to designate pilot county for purpose of conducting demonstration 
work-study project that will provide Work First participants with option to attend community college using Work 
First funds while meeting other work requirements of program.

S 1029. INSOLVENT INSURER REVENUE BONDS. TO PROVIDE REVENUE BOND FUNDING FOR THE 
PAYMENT OF NATURAL DISASTER CLAIMS UNDER POLICIES OF INSOLVENT INSURERS. Adds new GS 
Ch. 159J, the Insurance Guaranty Association Bond Act, to authorize the State to issue bonds to pay for claims 
against insolvent insurers whose insolvency resulted from a natural disaster and is in excess of the capacity of the 
NC Insurance Guaranty Association. Proceeds of the bonds wil! fund a loan to the Association, administered by 
the Dep't of Administration, for the purpose of paying covered claims arising through an insolvency that results in 
whole or in part from a natural disaster. Bonds may be secured by assessments levied under GS 58-48-35(c), and 
the provisions for revenue bonds issued pursuant to GS 159, Art. 5 shall apply. The bonds must be authorized by 
a resolution issued by the Dep’t of Adminisiration. issuance of bonds requires Comm’r of Insurance to review 
whether the amount of assessments proposed by the Association could service repayment of bond indebtedness 
and whether insurers have the ability to pay the assessments to be levied. Issuance of bonds also requires 2 
repayment schedule sufficient to cover principal and interest on bonds and a finding that the Association has the 
ability to repay the amount loaned. Loan agreements under this act must be approved by the State Treasurer and 
the Attorney General, and the funding of payments made pursuant to loan agreements must be approved by the 
Dep't of Administration and the Council of State. The bonds will not constitute.a debt or pledge of the faith and. 
credit of the State or a local governmental unit, and the holders or owners of the bonds have no right to have taxes.

Ina 
trial on a charge of being a drug dealer felon, the record of a prior conviction of a drug dealer felon is admissible, 
but only to prove that the person has been convicted of a former drug dealer felony, and may be proved by 
stipulation or by the original or certified copy of the court record of the prior conviction. When a defendant is 
charged with a drug dealer felony and with being a drug dealer felon, the defendant must be tried for the principal 
drug dealer felony and the indictment for being a drug dealer felon may not be revealed to the jury unless the jury 
finds the defendant guilty of a drug dealer felony, in which case the charge cf being a drug dealer felon may be 
presented to the same jury. A person convicted of a drug dealer felony and of being a drug dealer felon, upon 
conviction, must be sentenced as a class B2 felon, unless other drug dealer felony statutes provide a greater 
punishment. In determining the prior record level, convictions used to establish the persons status as a drug 
dealer felon may not be used. Sentences imposed for drug dealer felonies run consecutively with and commence 
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at the expiration of any other sentence being served by the person. For the article to apply, the offense for the 
principal drug dealer felony must occur after the conviction of the prior drug dealer felony that creates the status as 
drug dealer felon.

Provides 
for “brownfields agreements” between a prospective developer and the Dep't of Environment, Health, and Natural 
Resources, that (1) provide for cleanup, remediation, or other activities at brownfield property, (2) ensure the 
property is made and kept safe for its actual use, and (3) provide liability protection for persons consistent with the 
act. Developer that enters into and complies with such an agreement is not liable for remediation of areas of 
contaminants identified in the agreement except as specified in the agreement, as long as its activities conducte 
on the property do not increase the risk of harm to the public health or the environment. The protection also 
extends to persons under the developer's direction or control, any future owner, a person who develops or 
occupies the property, a successor or assign of any person with such protection, and any lender or fiduciary that 
provides financing for remediation or redevelopment of the property. Specifies that a person who conducts an 
environmental assessment or transaction screen on property is not a person responsible for remediation. Specifies 
exclusive circumstances under which a prospective developer wno complete requirements of an agreement may 
be required to undertake additional remediation. 

Requires developer who cesires to enter into a brownfields agreement to notify the public and the community 
in whicn the property is located of the planned remediation and redevelopment activities and to submit a notice of 
intent to redevelop brownfields property to the DEHNR. Specifies required content of the notice. If the DEHNR 
approves the notice, the developer must provide a copy to all local gov'ts having jurisdiction over the property and 
publish a summary of it in a newspaper serving the area. DEHNR must publish notice of the approval in the North 
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Carolina Register. After both publications, a public comment period of at least 60 ech must follow. Requires 
DEHNR, before entering into an agreement, to take into accoun it community and local government views and 
comments. A decision by DEHNR not to enter a brownfields agreement is reviewable under the contesied cas 
provisions of the Administrative Procedure Act 

Requires the preparation, approval by the DEHNR, and filing with the reaister of deeds of a “Notice of 
Brownfields Property” by a purchaser of a brownfields property that is not otherwise noted in the chain of title as a 
property on which contaminants are located. Requires register of deeds to record such notice and index it in the 
grantor index under names of owners and name of person conducting redevelopment of the property. Requires 
that any instrument of transfer contain in the description section a statement that the property has been classified 
and, if appropriate, cleaned up, as a brownfields property. Sets out procedure whereby Sec’y of Environment, 
Health, and Natural Resources may cancel a notice of brownfields property 

Provides that a person who knowingly provides false information about a property’s eligibility or omits or 
falsifies required information is guilty of a class | felony, which may include a fine of $50,000 per violation, each 
day a violation occurs being a separate violation.

For matters being aggrieved such as demotion, denial of veteran's 
preference, and separation as the result of a reduction in force, if the grievance is not resolved within 60 days and 
the grievant wishes to proceed with the grievance, the parties are given 5 days to select a qualified neutral party to 
resolve the grievance. If they are unabie to agree on such a party, the Office of State Personnel will select a 
qualified neutral party from a list it maintains. Directs State Personnel Comm'n to adopt rules specifying the 
procedures to be followed by qualified neutral parties in resoiving grievances. If the grievance has not been 
resolved by the neutral party within 45 days, the parties may extend the deadline for further proceedings or report 
that the grievance is unresolved. Neither the agency nor the grievant may be represented by an attorney or third 
party during this stage of the proceeding. If the matter cannot be resolved by a third party, the grievant may file an 
action for a contested case with the Office of Administrative Hearings. !n all other matters being aggrieved, such 
as wrongful discharge or discrimination, the grievant may file an action for a contested case with the Office of 
Administrative Hearings without reference to a qualified neutral person following unsuccessful attempt to resolve 
the matter internally. An agency is prohibited from seeking judicial review of the final order of the State Personnel 
Comm'n in a grievance unless the administrative law judge made a recommended decision favorable to the 
agency and the order of the Comm'n is unfavorable to the agency.

Enacts new GS 143-691 to protect state employees who report gross waste of funds, mismanagement and 
other delinquencies in their agencies from adverse personnel actions. !f an employee brings an action to enforce 
his or her rights under this statute, compensation will include the reasonable costs of bringing the action and 
attorney's fees.

SUMMARIES OF AMENDMENTS 
AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 


SENATE BILLS 


S 93. MODIFY/EXTEND PORTS TAX CREDIT. Intro. 2/12/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Extends tax credit to February 28, 2001 (original bill removed sunset), and sets maximum cumulative credit that 
may be claimed by a corporation or individual at $2 million (was, $5 million). 


S 125. USE OF HAZARDOUS SITES. Intro. 2/17/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes 
clarifying changes to new GS 130A-310.3(f), which authorizes restrictions on the current or future use of real 
property comprising any part of an inactive hazardous substance or waste disposal site, and makes clarifying 
changes to revised GS 130A-310.8(a), which requires recordation of the restrictions with the register of deeds 
after approval by DEHNR. Enacts new GS 143-215.84(e), which authorizes similar restrictions on real property 
comprising any part of a site subject to discharge or release of oil or a hazardous substance, and enacts new GS 
143-215.85A, which creates procedure for recording restrictions. Also adds new GS 143-215.88B making it a class 
2 misdemeanor to falsify documents and devices in connection procedures required under GS Ch. 143, Art. 21A; 
authorizes a fine up to $10,000 for such offenses. 


S 162. ADOPTION LAW AMENDMENTS. Intro. 2/17/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Adds 
new GS 48-2-206 allowing biological mother, agency, or adoptive parents to file special proceeding before clerk of 
superior court at any time after six months from date of conception requesting determination with respect to 
whether consent of biological father is required for adoption of child, and specifies procedure with respect to such 
proceedings. Amends GS 48-3-302(e) to define “unable to obtain a preplacement assessment’ to include inability 
to obtain assessment at fee that county dep’t of social services is permitted to charge for assessment. Amends 
GS 48-9-107(c) to allow children of adoptees to obtain copies of birth certificates of adoptee parents. Amends GS 
48-3-301(a)(1) to extend effective period of preplacement assessments from 12 to 18 months. Makes amendment 
to GS 48-2-501 and repeal of GS 48-4-104 effective Oct. 1, 1997. Makes additional technical and clarifying 
changes. 


S 169. ENVIRONMENTAL TECH. CORRECTIONS. Intro. 2/17/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Amends GS 143-215.74(b)(3) to clarify that priority designations for inclusion in the Agricultural Cost Share 
Program are the sole responsibility of the Soil and Water Conservation Comm'n, not the joint responsibility of the 
Comm'n and the Environmental Management Comm'n. Makes additional technical changes. 


S 178. AMEND NATURAL HERITAGE TRUST FUND. Intro. 2/18/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 


edition. Amends GS 113-77.7(c) to allow the Trustees of the Natural Heritage Fund to request the State Treasurer 
to set aside certain amounts in the Fund, as land is acquired, for a special stewardship account in the Fund (now, 
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Chair of Trustees makes request). Amends GS 113-77.9 to add Sec’y of Cultural Resources to group that now 
includes the Sec’y of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources, the Chair of the Wildlife Resources Comm'n, 
and the Comm'r of Agriculture, which proposes lands to be acquired from the Fund and generally advises on 
program. Amends GS 113-77.9(b1) to delete the authority of the Trustees to designate managers or managing 
agencies of acquired lands to receive grants from Fund’s stewardship account. Amends GS 113-77.9(c) to allow 
Trustees to pay for conservation and protection planning and for informational programs for owners of natural 
areas that are dedicated as nature preserves under the Nature Preserves Act. Amends GS 113-77.9(d) to provide 
that title to lands acquired may be vested not only in the State but also in private nonprofit land trust organizations 
qualified under GS 105-151.12 (individual income taxes) or GS 105-130.34 (corporate income taxes) and certified 
under sec. 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code. Also allows a state agency with management responsibility to 
enter into management agreement or lease with not only local units of government but also these same nonprofit 
organizations. 


S 210. INMATES PAY FOR MISCONDUCT. Intro. 2/20/97. Senate action amends committee substitute for 1st 
edition. Makes new GS 148-18.2 applicable if inmate “is found guilty of disciplinary infraction of Dep't of Correction 
rules under GS 148-11” (was, if inmate was found culpable of misconduct). 


S 245. INSTALLMENT PURCHASE/SEWER DIST. Intro. 2/26/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Adds sanitary districts to the list of local government units authorized to use installment purchase 
contracts. Makes additional technical changes. 


S 286. NEW & EXPANDING INDUSTRY FUNDS. Intro. 3/3/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition, 
making the following changes. (1) Directs State Board of Community Colleges to require local colleges and the 
Dep't of Community Colleges to monitor closely all expenditures made to industries under the program, including 
verification that the funds are used for appropriate job training programs. (2) Directs college personnel to make 
regular visits to training classes to assure that funds are used consistently with a training plan developed jointly by 
college and industry and prohibits funds from passing through directly to an industry. (3) Provides that the NC 
Community College System New and Expanding Industry Training Program Guidelines adopted by the State 
Board of Community Colleges will apply to all funds appropriated for program. 


S 382. REDEFINE UNEMPL. BASE PERIOD-2. Intro. 3/12/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Requires the Employment Security Comm'n to report to the General Assembly by Jan. 1, 2001. Provides that act 
expires Sept. 1, 2001. 


S 426. LICENSE PLATE CHANGES. Intro. 3/19/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Adds 
provision amending GS 20-63(b) to specify that special registration plates authorized in GS 20-79.4 need not be 
designated as commercial. Changes effective date to Jan. 1, 1998 and applies to new or renewal registrations on 
or after that date (was, Dec. |, 1997). 


S 537. ADDITION TO STATE PARKS SYSTEM. Intro. 3/27/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Directs Sec’y of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to consult with board of commissioners of 
Transylvania County in determining the particular lands to add to the state parks system. Land that has 
traditionally been available for multiple uses, including hunting, may not be added to the state parks system if the 
Sec’y determines that a viable state park with manageable boundaries may be established without the land. 


S 629. EXPEDITE JOHNSTON SCHOOL CONSTR. Intro. 4/1/97. Senate committee substitute replaces ‘1st 
edition. Adds section to specify schools that will be built, and to require that the cost per square foot for each 
project be reported to the legislature. 


S 664. PITT ABANDONED DWELLINGS. Intro. 4/2/97. Senate action amends 1st edition to make bill applicable 
to the Town of Bethel. 


S 708. STAND BY YOUR AD. Intro. 4/7/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Rewrites proposed 
GS 163-278.39 (disclosure requirements for political campaign advertisements) to make requirements applicable 
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(except as otherwise provided) to print media, radio, and television advertisements whose purchase constitutes an 
expenditure or contribution required to be reported under campaign finance statute (was, to print media 
advertisements). Rewrites proposed GS 163-278.39A (disclosure requirements for television and radio ads 
supporting or opposing candidates) to (a) require oral disclosure statements for television ads purchased by 
candidate, political party organization, political action committee, or individuals supporting or opposing specific 
candidate, accompanied by unobscured full-screen picture of disclosing person; (b) require oral disclosure 
statements for radio ads purchased by candidate, political party organization, political action committee, or 
individuals supporting or opposing specific candidate; (c) provide that disclosure statement must be made at 
beginning and end of TV ad if TV ad is more than five minutes in length; (d) clarify relationship between federal 
and state laws regulating political TV ads. Adds definitions of “candidate,” “full screen,” “unobscured,” and other 
terms. 


S 945. PRESCRIPTION REFILL SAFETY ACT. Intro. 4/17/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition.

Fund Availability Statements 


Budget Reform Statement contains beginning unrestricted fund balance of 180.2 million; revenues based on 
existing tax structure of $11,089.7 million for FY 97-98 and $11,754.2 million for FY 98-99; tax changes and other 
reductions resulting in total General Fund availability of $11,391.3 million for FY 97-98 and $11,835.7 million for FY 
98-99. Lists total Highway Fund availability as $1,171,787,244 for FY 97-98, and $1,144,625, 737 for FY 98-99. 


General Provisions 

Special funds, federal funds, and departmental receipts/authorization for expenditures. Requires use of funds 
in accordance with Executive Budget Act unless otherwise provided by statute and at levels authorized by the 
legislature. Requires Director of the Budget to decrease allotment to institution, department, or agency by the 
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amount of any unanticipated, unrestricted receipts collected, unless he finds that the appropriated amount is 
necessary to maintain the function. Contains provisions for limitations on use of funds from overrealized receipts 
for new positions or raises. 

Insurance and Fidelity Bonds. Provides that authorized bonds are to be effected and placed by the Insurance 
Dep’t and paid for by the affected department, institution, or agency with the approval of the Insurance Dep't. 

Contingency and emergency fund allocation. Allocates $900,000 for FY 97-98 and $900,000 for FY 98-99 for 
emergency allocations, and $225,000 for FY 97-98 and $250,000 for FY 98-99 for other allocations. 

Authorized transfers. Authorizes transfers to General Fund budget codes from General Fund salary 
adjustment reserves appropriation, and to Highway Fund budget codes from Highway Fund salary adjustment 
reserve to support approved salary adjustments necessary to recruit and hold qualified state government 
employees. Remaining appropriations may be used to supplement the salary adjustment fund. 

Expenditures of funds in reserves limited. Limits expenditure of funds in reserves to purposes for which 
reserves are established. 

State money recipients/conflict of interest policy. Requires private, nonprofit entities that receive state funds to 
file conflict of interest policies with the disbursing state agency. 

Budgeting of pilot programs. Requires pilot programs to be shown as separate budget items and considered 
as expansion programs until reapproved by a succeeding legislature. Requires Governor to report pilot programs 
in proposed budget. 

Authorization of private license tags on state-owned motor vehicle. Authorizes use of private license tags for 
state-owned vehicles for State Highway Patrol and others listed in the bill. 

Modifications to the Executive Budget Act. Modifies GS 143-16.3 to add “special funds” to the funds that may 
be expended from the contingency and emergency fund despite prior legislative consideration, and changes 
limitation to use for any “new or expanded” purpose (now, any purpose). Gives the Director of the Budget 
authority to deviate from this provision upon consultation with the Joint Legislative Commission on Gov't 
Operations. 

Amends GS 143-23(a1)(3) to specify a range of budgeted amount and percent of deviation from budget within 
which an agency or institution may exceed budgeted amount after consultation with the Joint Legislative 
Commission on Gov’t Operation. For a purpose or program with a certified budget of up to $5 million, consultation 
required if overexpenditure exceeds 10%; for-purpose or program budget from $5 million to $20 million, 
consultation is required when overexpenditure exceeds $500,000 or 7.5%, whichever is greater; for purpose or 
program budget of $20 million or more, consultation is required when overexpenditure exceeds $1.5 million or 5%, 
whichever is greater; for purpose or program supported by federal funds or when expenditures are required under 
GS 143-23(a1)(2) (court order, natural disaster, or use of National Guard), no consultation is required. Amends 
GS 143-23(a2) to add to limitations on use of funds for salaries and wages to include food, clothing, and medical 
care related to the care and custody of individuals in state-supported facilities and make other technical changes. 
Adds new sections (e1) and (e2) to provide that the Governor and Lieutenant Governor may make transfers or 
changes as between objects or line items in their respective budgets. 


Capital Appropriations Provisions 

Historic sites repairs and renovations funds. Establishes the Historic Sites Repairs and Renovations Review 
Committee consisting of Senate and House Appropriations committees to review proposals from the State Budget 
and Management Office for the use of these funds. 

Water resources development projects funds. Specifies allocations of funds for water resources development 
projects listed in the bill totaling $828,100, and allocates $225,000 for Dare County beach study; $40,000 for 
Harker’s Island navigation study, and $150,000 for planning assistance to communities, for total of appropriation of 
$6,343,000. Contains provisions for allowable uses and reversion of surplus funds and requires reporting on 
progress and cost of each project 

Highway patrol-underground fuel tank removal and remediation funds. Allocates $650,000 of the unreserved 
credit balance in the Highway Fund available on July 1, 1997 for removal and replacement of underground storage 
tanks at various State Highway Patrol installations across the state. 

Procedures for disbursement. Provides for disbursement of capital improvements funds in accordance with 
the Executive Budget Act and subject to approval by the Director of the Budget as to the method of financing. 


Prohibits transfer of funds for furnishing fixed and movable equipment into construction accounts unless approved 
by the Budget Director.

Reserve for advance planning. Requires the Office of State Budget and Management to report to the Joint 
Legislative Commission on Gov't Operations and to the Fiscal Research Division at least 45 days prior to spending 
funds from the reserve for advance planning, and to report the results of any project on which it uses such funds. 

Encumbered appropriations and project reserve fund. Directs encumbrance of contracts for construction and 
provides that funds in project reserve may be used at the discretion of the Budget Director for emergency repair 
and renovation projects at state facilities, and to allow for award of contracts when bids exceed appropriated 
funds. 

Project cost increase. Authorizes Budget Director to increase cost of a project when in the best interest of the 
state. Such increases must be reported to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations at its next meeting. 

New project authorization. Authorizes the Governor to authorize construction of a project not specifically 
authorized by the legislature if it is funded by gifts, grants, special fund receipts, excess patient receipts at UNC 
Hospitals at Chapel Hill or self-liquidating indebtedness. Such projects must be reported to the Joint Legislative 
Comm'n on Gov't Operations at its next meeting. 

Advance planning of capital improvement projects. Provides that excess funds may be used for advance 
planning through the working drawing phase of capital improvement projects upon approval of the Budget Director. 
Authorizes the Budget Director to make allocations from the advance planning fund except for projects of the UNC 
Board of Governors or the State Board of Community Colleges. 

Appropriations limits/reversion or lapse. Requires that projects be commenced or indebtedness incurred 
within 12 months after the beginning of the fiscal year in which the funds are available or funds revert to the 
original source. The deadline may be extended with approval of the Budget Director for an additional 12 months.

Decreases/Increases in Federal Fund Availability. Contains provisions for allocation of funds in the event of 
federal fund reduction or increase. 


Public Schools 

General Provisions 

Career development. Same as original bill. 

Supplemental funding in low-wealth counties. Provides that, from funds appropriated to the State Aid to Local 
School Administrative Units for the 1997-99 biennium, the State Board of Education shall allocate supplemental 
funding for schools in low-wealth counties. Specifies allocation of funds as follows: the amount received per 
average daily membership for a county will be the difference between the state average current expense 
appropriations per student and the current expense appropriations per student that the county could provide given 
the county’s wealth and an average effort to fund public schools. Requires that local school units use these funds 
to supplement current expense funds only and to provide instructional positions, instructional support positions, 
teacher assistant positions, clerical positions, instructional supplies and equipment, staff development, and 
textbooks. Also permits schools to use these funds as salary supplements for instructional personnel and 
instructional support personnel. Authorizes the State Board to allocate supplemental funding to schools located in 
whole or in part in counties in which the county wealth as a percentage of the state average is less than 100%. 
Directs the State Board to withhold funding in the 1997-98 fiscal biennium from counties found to have used 
supplemental funds to supplant local per student current expense funds. Directs the State Board to report to the 
Joint Legs. Education Oversight Comm. by May 1, 1998 on its analysis of whether counties supplanted funds. 

Small school system supplemental funding. Directs the State Board to allocate funds appropriated for small 
school system supplemental funding to each county school unit with an average daily membership of less than 
3,150 students. Also specifies that funds be provided to a school unit with an average daily membership from 
3,150 to 4,000 students if the unit is in a county that has an adjusted property tax base per student that is below 
the state adjusted property tax base per student and if the total average daily membership of all schools within the 
county is from 3,150 to 4,000 students. Prohibits using supplement funds to supplant local current expense funds. 
Directs the State Board to report to the Joint Legis. Education Oversight Comm. by May 1, 1998 on its analysis of 
whether counties supplanted funds. 

Litigation reserve. Rewrites original bill to provide that funds available to the State Board's litigation reserve 
that are not expended on June 30, 1997, will remain available for expenditure until June 30, 1999. Authorizes the 
State Board to use up to $500,000 for 1997-98 from unexpended funds for certified employees’ salaries to pay 
expenses related to pending litigation. 
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Exceptional children funds. Same as original bill. 

Minimum vacation leave for bus drivers. Amends original bill to provide that an employee who is discharged 
or resigns before taking a vacation leave day is not entitled to compensation for the day. 

Transfer of funds for children with special needs to programs for academically or gifted students authorized. 
Amends GS 115C-105.25(b) to authorize local boards of education to transfer state funds allocated for ‘special 
needs’ students to academically or intellectually gifted students provided the amount transferred does not exceed 
the amount of non-state funds used for ‘special needs’ children. Prohibits transferring these funds unless the 
amount the school unit budgets for ‘special needs’ is at least equal to state dollars and federal dollars for disabled 
children. 

Delete report on guaranteed energy savings contracts. Repeals sec. 9, 1993 SL, Ch. 775. 

School pay date flexibility pilot program. Same as original bill. 

School resource officers in middle schools. Authorizes local boards of education to use funds from the 
Alternative Schools/At-Risk student allotment to form partnerships with the Communities In Schools Program or to 
contract with the Communities In Schools Program for services. Prohibits using these state funds to supplant local 
funds. 

Advanced placement tests. Encourages UNC Board of Governors to develop a standardized system of credit 
for advanced placement test scores to ensure that college credit granted for advanced placement courses is 
equitable and predictable. Directs Board to encourage the University system to assist the state public school 
systems to provide education for teachers who are instructors of advanced placement courses. Authorizes the 
State Board of Community Colleges, when certain specified criteria are met, to allow a college to earn regular 
budget FTEs for a college level course taught to high school students by a high school teacher under contract. 
Directs the State Board of Education and the State Board of Community Colleges to report to the Joint Legis. 
Education Oversight Committee by March 1, 1998, on the cooperative effort being made to encourage high school 
students to complete college general education courses through the community college system. 

Data on teacher assistants’ years of experience, credentials, and placement on locally adopted salary 
schedules. Directs the State Board to collect data on teacher assistants’ years of experience in the public schools 
and in state and local government and the degrees that they hold. Also requires the collection of data on locally 
adopted salary schedules for teacher assistants and the distribution of teacher assistants on the locally adopted 
schedules. Directs the State Board to report the result of its studies to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight 
Committee by Feb. 15, 1998. 

Class-size computation for K-2. Requires that the teacher positions provided by the 1993 and 1995 General 
Assembly for class size reductions in grades K-2 be used by local schools to provide for class sizes of 23 or fewer 
students or to hire reading teachers. Specifies that the maximum allowable class size for grades K-2 be based on 
a ratio of one teacher to 26 students. . 

ABC's performance of recognition for personnel serving kindergarten through twelfth only. Amends GS 115C- 
105.36 as provided in title. 

School law revision subcommittee extended. Authorizes the cochairs of the Joint Legis. Education Oversight 
Comm. to appoint a subcommittee (consisting of equal numbers of members appointed by the co-chairs) to revise 
the public school laws to make them consistent with the state Constitution and the goals of the General Assembly 
and the State Board to improve student performance, increase local flexibility and control, and promote economy 
and efficiency. 

AVID program. \dentical to S 638, introduced 4/1/97. 

Distance learning program. Provides that, from funds appropriated to the State Board and to State Aid to 
Local School Administrative Units for the distance learning program, the State Board is to direct the use of such 
funds for distance educational purposes. 

Crime control grants for the N.C. Center for Prevention of School Violence. Authorizes the Sec’y of Crime 
Control and Public Safety to continue making grants for the 1997-99 fiscal biennium for the operating expenses of 
the center. If grant funds are unavailable, the UNC Board of Governors is authorized to use funds within its 
budget for center expenses. 

Charter school accountability requirements. Amends GS 115C-238.29F(f) to provide that the audit 
requirements adopted by the State Board for charter schools may also include the requirements of the School 
Budget and Fiscal Control Act. 

Civil penalty and forfeiture fund established. Adds new Art. 31A to Ch. 115C creating the Civil Penalty and 
Forfeiture Fund to be administered by the Office of State Budget and Management and used exclusively for 
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maintaining free public schools. Fund consists of the clear proceeds of all civil penalties and civil forfeitures that 
are collected by a state agency and are payable to the county school fund pursuant to Art. IX, Sec. 7 of the state 
Constitution. 

Availability of funds allocated for staff development. Amends GS 115C-417 to provide that the funds allocated 
to the State Board for staff development at the local level will be available on July 1 of each fiscal year (now, Sept. 
1) and will remain available until Dec. 31 (now, August 31) of the subsequent fiscal year. 

Lateral Entry Program. Directs the State Board to establish an advisory committee to assist it in studying the 
lateral entry program for skilled individuals in the private sector to enter into the teaching profession. Directs the 
State Board to report its findings to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee by April 15, 1998. 

Funds for National Board for Professional Teaching Standards. Provides that funds appropriated in this act to 
the Dep't of Public Instruction may be used to pay for the NBPTS participation fee and for up to three days of 
approved paid leave for teachers participating in the NBPTS program during the 1997-98 school year. Also 
provides for the use of funds for the 1998-99 fiscal year for state-paid teachers who have completed three years of 
teaching in state schools operated by local boards of education, the Dep't of Human Resources, the Dep't of 
Correction, or the University of North Carolina , prior to application for NBPTS certification, and who have not 
previously received state funds for participating in any certification area in the NBTPS program. Directs the State 
Board to adopt policies and guidelines to implement act. 

Out-of state-teacher certification. Directs the State Board to review the issue of certifying out-of-state teachers 
to determine whether current standards are too restrictive to permit qualified teachers, trained in other states, from 
being certified in North Carolina. Directs the State Board to report the results of its review to the Joint Legislative 
Education Oversight Committee by April 15, 1998. 

Public-private partnership to expand technology in public schools. Provides that, of funds appropriated to the 
State Board, $500,000 for 1997-98 and $500,000 for 1998-99 be used to establish a public-private partnership to 
encourage, promote, and expand technology in public schools. Purposes of the public-private partnership are to 
enlist public, private, and volunteer sectors to develop creative means of bringing technology to State public 
school classrooms at minimal cost and expense to the state and taxpayers. Directs the State Board to contract 
with the nonprofit corporation, ExplorNet, to administer programs promoting technology. Requires evaluation 
reports to be filed with the Joint Legis. Education Oversight Comm. by Sept. 15, 1999. 

Uniform education reporting systems funds. Specifies that funds appropriated for the 1997-99 fiscal biennium 
for the uniform education reporting system be used for the maintenance of, enhancement, or purchase of financial 
personnel or student information software, to support the State Board responsibilities under GS 115C-12(18). 

Legislators may serve on school technology commission. Amends GS 115C-102.5 to increase membership of 
the Comm'n on School Technology to 18 (currently, 16) and to increase the number of appointees of both the 
Senate President Pro Tem. and the House Speaker from four each to six. Authorizes the President Pro Tem. to fill 
two of the appointments from the Senate and the Speaker to fill two from the House. 

North Carolina Standards and Accountability Commission. Dissolves the Commission by repealing Art. 8A of 
Ch. 115C effective Aug. 1, 1997. Establishes the Committee on Standards and Accountability, consisting of 13 
members appointed by the Governor, Senate President Pro Tem., and House Speaker, to advise the State Board 
regarding integration of the recommendations of the Commission into the Board’s student performance standards. 
Specifies that funds appropriated to the Commission for the 1997-99 fiscal biennium are to be used by the State 
Board to continue to develop standards, accountability, and assessment systems in accord with Commission 
recommendations. 

Special needs children funds. Provides that, of funds appropriated to the State Board, $500,000 for 1997-98 
be allocated to local educational agencies for ‘special needs’ children reassigned to group homes. Does not apply 
to ‘special needs’ children who were included in head counts on which original funding was based or to such 
children in counties with special populations that frequently fluctuate in numbers (e.g., military personnel). 

Teacher Apprenticeship Program. Provides that, from funds appropriated from the Worker Training Trust 
Fund, the State Board is to design and implement a public school teacher apprenticeship program. Provides that 
individuals participating in the program may be granted a provisional teaching certificate by the State Board for no 
more than five years. Directs the State Board to collaborate and contract with the Governor's Commission on 
Workforce Preparedness on designing and implementing the program. 

Safe schools. Except for the changes noted, substantially similar to 2nd edition of S 4, adopted 4/9/97. 
Amends GS 115C-397.1 to authorize local boards of education to impose a maximum $100 civil penalty on a 
parent, guardian, or legal custodian who fails to participate without good cause in the proceedings of the 
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committee concerning a student. Provides that, of the funds appropriated to the State Aid to Local School 
Administrative Units, $3.5 million for 1997-98 and $3.5 million for 1998-99 must be used to provide additional 
teachers for middle school children who are academically below grade level. Deletes appropriations to the Dep't 
of Human Resources for 1997-98 and 1998-99 from the General Fund to expand the S.O.S. Program. 

School-based administrator salaries. Provides that funds appropriated to the reserve for salary increases be 
used to fund salary increases for state-paid school administrators (principals and assistant principals only) in 
accordance with an established salary schedule for the 1997-98 fiscal year and commencing July 1, 1997. 
Provides an additional salary supplement of $126 per month for administrators with certification based on 
academic preparation at the six year degree level and for those at the doctoral level a $253 per month salary 
supplement. Specifies that longevity pay is provided for administrators on the same basis as provided for state 
employees. 

School central office salaries. Establishes monthly salary ranges for superintendents, assistant/associate 
superintendents, directors/coordinators, supervisors, and finance officers for the 1997-98 fiscal year, beginning 
July 1, 1997. Provides an additional salary supplement of $126 per month for central office administrators with 
certification based on academic preparation at the six year degree level and for those at the doctoral level a $253 
per month salary supplement. Specifies that longevity pay is provided for administrators on the same basis as 
provided for state employees. Directs Director of Budget to transfer from the reserve for salary increases funds 
necessary to provide 3% salary increase for all permanent full-time personnel paid from the central office 
allotment. 

Noncertified public school employees’ salary increase. Same as original bill. 


Excellent Schools Act 
Teacher salary schedules. Allows Director of Budget to transfer from the reserve for salary increases for 
1997-98, funds necessary to implement the teacher salary schedule set forth in the act. Provides an additional 
salary supplement of $126 per month for public school teachers, psychologists and speech pathologists with 
certifications based on academic preparation at the six year degree level and for those at the doctoral level a $253 
per month salary supplement. 

Funds to implement the ABC’s of Public Education Program. Provides that, of the funds appropriated to State 
Aid to Local School Administrative Units (SALSA), the State Board may use up to $67.5 million for 1997-98 to 
provide incentive funding for schools that meet or exceed the projected levels of improvement in student 
performance in accordance with the ABC’s of Public Education Program. Allows State Board to pay cash awards 
of up to $1000 (teachers and certified personnel) and up to $500 (teacher assistants) in schools that achieve 
higher than expected improvement. Provides that, of the funds appropriated to SALSA, the Board may use up to 
$2,073,729 for 1997-98 to provide a bonus equal to 1% of salary to each principal of a school that exceeds 
expected improvements. 

Extra pay for mentor teachers. Provides that, of the funds appropriated to SALSA, the sum of $3.5 million for 
1997-98 will be used to provide every newly certified teacher with a qualified and well trained mentor. Specifies 
that these funds be used to compensate each mentor at the rate of $100 per month for a maximum of 10 months 
for mentor service during the school year and $100 for serving as a mentor for one day prior to the beginning of 
the school year. 

Extra pay for new teacher development. Provides that, of the funds appropriated to SALSA, the sum of 
$800,000 for 1997-98 be used to provide every newly certified teacher with three extra days of employment 
orientation and classroom preparation. Specifies that these funds are to be used to compensate each newly 
certified teacher at the daily pay rate of an entry level teacher. 

Extra pay for professional development. Provides that, of the funds appropriated to SALSA, the sum of $6.8 
million for 1997-98 and $6.8 million for 1998-99 be used for assistance teams to low-performing schools and for 
professional development relating to the State Board’s reading plan under the ABC plan, mathematics education, 
and other areas as determined by the Board. Encourages the Board to contract with the NC Teacher Academy for 
teachers participating in assistance teams to low-performing schools. 

Public school calendar changes/extra pay for extra days and extra duties. Except for the changes noted, 
substantially the same as 2nd edition of S 6, adopted 3/6/97. Provides that, of the funds appropriated to SALSA, 
the sum of $10.1 million for 1997-98 and $11.4 million for 1998-99 be used by local boards of education that opt to 
Pay teachers for working on, and thereby forfeiting, up to three vacation days in accordance with GS 115C- 
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302.1(c) or teachers who assist children with remedial work outside of the regular workweek. Makes act effective 
July 1, 1997. 


Community Colleges 

Community college funding flexibility. Same as original bill. 

Community college tuition and fee payments. To lessen the impact on students of the change from a three 
quarter academic year to a two semester year, the General Assembly urges community colleges to exercise the 
authority granted them under State Board of Community College rules to permit students to make their payments 
at prescribed intervals instead of in a lump sum. 

Assessment of occupational extension formula. As it nears completion of phase 3 of its consultant ‘s study on 
the budget formula, the State Board is directed to reexamine whether the faculty-student ratio for occupational 
extension programs should vary by college size. Directs the Board to consider the appropriate funding level for 
occupational extension programs based on analysis of cost. Board must report the result of its studies to the 
Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee by April 30, 1998. 

Modifications in the FTE funding formula to reflect fluctuations in enrollment. Directs the State Board to study 
alternative methods of protecting colleges from the budgetary impact of fluctuations in enrollment. Board must 
report to the General Assembly on its recommended budget stability proposals and on an appropriate transition 
period by April 30, 1998. 

Student census date. Provides that the census date for reporting student membership hours for curriculum 
and occupational extension classes (except for courses offered on a contact-hour basis) will be at the 10% point of 
the class. 

New and expanding industry report date modified. Amends GS 115D-5(I) to make the second report due on 
October 1 of each year. 

New and expanding industry guidelines. Specifies that the NC Community College System’s New and 
Expanding Industry Training Program Guidelines, adopted by the Board on April 18, 1997, apply to all funds 
appropriated for the program after June 30, 1997. 

Establishment of a new multicampus community college to serve Anson and Union Counties authorized. 
Provides that, effective the later of July 1, 1997 and the date the State Board approves the terms of a contract, a 
new institution to serve the multiple-county administrative area of Anson and Union counties is established. 
Specifies that on this date, the Anson Community College is abolished. 

Community college program efficiency. Directs the State Board to continue to direct community colleges to 
review classes with low enrollment to determine whether some classes should be terminated or consolidated into 
other programs to increase the efficiency of the Community College System. Board must report to the Joint 
Legislative Education Oversight Comm. on the results of this review by Nov. 1, 1998 and Nov. 1, 1999.. 

Hospital-based nursing programs. Specifies that the funds appropriated to the Dep’t of Community Colleges 
for hospital-based diploma nursing programs must be made available to both associate degree nursing programs 
and diploma nursing programs. 

State Board of Community Colleges—funds to reward excellence in teaching. Directs the Board to develop 
policies for the distribution of an average 72% salary bonus for teaching faculty members who have demonstrated 
excellence in teaching. 

HRD multi-entry/multi-exit classes. Provides that the State Board may allow the Human Resources 
Development Program to offer multi-entry/multi-exit classes for their students and to count the class hours on a 
contact -hour basis. Specifies that these class will not permitted to generate budget FTE. 


Universities 

Wake Forest and Duke Medical School assistance/funding formula. Same as original bill. 

Aid to students attending private colleges procedure. Same as original bill. 

Aid to students attending private colleges/egislative tuition grant limitations. Provides that no Legislative 
Tuition Grant funds may be expended for a program at an off-campus site of a private institution established after 
May 15, 1987, unless the institution offering the program has previously notified and secured agreement from 
other private institutions operating degree programs in the county in which the off-campus program is located, or 
the degree program is neither available nor planned in the county with the off-campus site or in the counties 
adjacent to that county. Provides that a member of the armed services residing in NC on military duty who does 
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not qualify as a resident for tuition purposes is eligible for a Legislative Tuition Grant if the member is enrolled as a 
full-time student. 

Distinguished Professors Endowment Trust Fund. Amends GS 116-41.18(a) to authorize the creation of 
Distinguished Professorships pursuant to that section for limited terms. 

UNC equity funds. States that in appropriating equity funds to the Board of Governors the legislature has not 
concluded that the funding of any institutions, including specifically historically black universities, is sufficient in 
light of all considerations. j 

Manufacturing extension partnership. Allocates $900,000 of funds appropriated to Board of Governors in 
1997-98 to NCSU to match federal funds for the Manufacturing Extension Partnership Program. 

Military residency/UNC tuition. \dentical to S 925, introduced 4/17/97. 

UNC overhead receipt flexibility. Amends GS 116-30.2 to provide that a special responsibility institution may 
expend monies form the overhead receipts special fund budget code. 

UNC assistance to public schools. Directs the Board of Governors to allocate funds to institutions working in 
concert with public schools to improve public education. 

Area Health Education Centers funding. Appropriates $2,750,000 in each year of the biennium to AHECs. 
Directs that sufficient funds be allocated to the Cabarrus Family Medicine Residency Program to provide 
assistance comparable to other family medicine residency slots for 16 residencies. 

UNC libraries funding. Appropriates $4 million in each year of the biennium for library improvements at the 
constituent institutions. At least $1.2 million each year shall be used for development of NC-LIVE project, an effort 
of UNC, the Dep't of Community Colleges, and the State Library. 

Cooperative extension services. Directs the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee and the Board of 
Governors to study the role, funding, and programs of the Cooperative Extension Services of The University of 
North Carolina given the changing nature of the state’s agricultural base. Report to be made to the General 
Assembly by May 1, 1998. 

Review of land-use regulation. Allocates $75,000 for 1997-98 to the Center for Urban and Regional Studies at 
UNC-CH for an analysis of the impact of state infrastructure programs on local governments. Analysis to be 
presented to the Governor and various committees of the General Assembly by April 30, 1998. 

Scholarship fund balances. Directs that the remaining balances in the Social Worker Education Loan Fund be 
transferred to the Nurse Scholars Scholarship Fund. 

University fire safety costs limited. Limits water fee charged to support fire safety protection system to 
marginal (was actual)cost to the water supplier. 

University of North Carolina system-funds to reward excellence in teaching. Directs the Board of Governors to 
develop policies for distribution of an average salary bonus of % % to faculty who have demonstrated excellence 
in teaching. 

UNC overhead receipts. Appropriates $7,700,659 for 1998-99 to the constituent institutions to replace the 10% 
overhead receipts that currently support General Fund budget code operations. 

UNC management flexibility. Amends GS 116-30.3 to reduce from 2% to 1% the credit balance that may be 
carried forward by a special responsibility institution to the next fiscal year, and reduces from 1% to %2% the credit 
balance that may be carried forward by AHEC. 

Academic enhancement funds clarification. Directs that $17,800,000 appropriated to Research University | 
campuses in sec. 16.11, ch.18, 1996 Extra Session Session Laws in proportion to funds raised on those 
campuses by tuition increases are part of the continuation budget and each campus shall have authority to 
allocate these funds among General Fund budget codes on that campus based on campus priorities. 

John Kernodle Fund. Appropriates $1 million to the Lineberger Cancer Center at UNC-CH for cancer research 
in memory of Dr. John Kernodle. 


Department of Human Resources ‘ 

Disproportionate share clarification. Requires Div'n of Medical Assistance as it receives funds associated with 
Disproportionate Share Payments from state hospitals, to deposit funds appropriated for the Medicaid program in 
an amount equal to the federal share of the disproportionate share payments it receives from state hospitals as 


nontax revenue. Any of the funds that are not appropriated by the General Assembly will be reserved by State 
Controller for future appropriation. 
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Provider reimbursement rates study. Requires DHR to study process of setting provider reimbursement rates 
for programs in the dep’t and to provide a status report by Feb. 1, 1998, and a final report by Feb. 1, 1999, to the 
House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources and the Fiscal Research Division. 

Emergency assistance federal funds. Authorizes DHR to use up to $5 million of federal emergency assistance 
funds received after June 30, 1997, as reimbursement for retroactive claims for critical needs, with remainder of 
funds placed in reserve for appropriation by General Assembly. ; 

Health care standards. Requires Sec’y of DHR to set standards to ensure that citizens have access to quality 
and affordable health care. 

Transfers of certain funds authorized. Same as original bill. 

Human services grants. Directs that $4 million of funds appropriated to DHR for 1997-98 be used for grants for 
programs providing services to older adults, disabled adults, at-risk children, and youth and families. Requires 
Sec’y of DHR to establish process for awarding grants and to consult with the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't 
Operations before awarding grants. 


Medicaid. Same as original bill. 

Non-Medicaid reimbursement. Same as original bill. 

Medicaid trust fund. Authorizes DHR to use up to $40 million in 1997-98 from fund established pursuant to GS 
143-23.2 to support Medicaid program expenditures. 

Medicaid growth reduction. Requires DHR to develop and implement plan to reduce Medicaid growth to 8% by 
the year 2001, but prohibits dep't from eliminating categories of eligibles or services to achieve the reduction 
unless General Assembly identifies the categories or services to be eliminated. Requires Div’n of Medical 
Assistance to report on the plan quarterly, beginning Oct. 1, 1997, to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't 
Operations, and to report to the General Assembly by April 1, 1998. 

DHR employees in-kind match. Same as original bill. 

Fire protection revolving loan fund. Rewrites provision to authorize use of proceeds (no amount specified) 
from Fire Protection Revolving Loan Fund for staff support to NC Housing Finance Agency for loan processing and 
to DHR for review and approval of fire protection plans and inspection of fire protection systems. 

Medical data processing funds. Same as original bill. 

Senior center outreach. Same as original bill. 

Senior center funds. Directs that $750,000 of funds appropriated to DHR for 1997-98 be used to support 
existing senior centers and assist development of new centers. Requires dep’t to allocate funds equally among 
centers and limits expenditure of state funds for senior centers to 90% of all funds expended for that purpose. 

In-home and caregiver support funds. Rewrites provision to increase amounts to $4 million for each fiscal year 
and to limit use of the funds to direct services. 

Adult care homes reimbursement rate and allocation of nonfederal cost. Specifies that 
state will pay 50% and county will pay 50% of nonfederal costs of Medicaid services effective August 1, 1995. 
Otherwise, same as original bill. 

Adult care homes report. Requires DHR, beginning Oct. 1, 1997, to report annually to the Joint Legislative 
Comm'n on Gov't Operations and the Fiscal Research Division on matters relating to rate-setting, financing, and 
quality assurance and enhancement of adult care homes. 

Adult care homes staffing requirements. Deletes special provision in original bill. 

Foster care assistance payments. Same as original bill. 

Authorized additional use of HIV foster care and adoptive family funds. Adds provision setting maximum rates 
(ranging from $800 to $1,600) for state participation in HIV foster care and adoption assistance. 

Adoption assistance payments. Same as “adoption subsidy” special provision in original bill. 

Child protective services. Deletes (1) requirement that Div'n of Social Services establish criteria to ensure that 
allocations to county social services dep’ts are used in accordance with the section, and (2) provisions relating to 
federal emergency assistance funds. 

Food Stamp electronic benefits transfer funds specifications. Rewrites provision in original bill to provide that 
Controller's Office in DHR will manage the development, implementation, and operation of the Food Stamp 
electronic benefits transfer program. 

Work First fraud control program/debt setoff/client protection. Requires DHR to implement immediately the 
Work First fraud control program pursuant to federal regulations and to award incentive bonuses to each county 
for the county’s efforts in collecting AFDC and Work First cash assistance overpayments. Sets out method of 
computing bonuses. Requires Div’n of Social Services to develop and implement a statewide automated system to 
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track AFDC and Work First cash assistance fraud claims and to collect such claims by appropriate methods, 
including debt setoff under GS Ch. 105A. Requires DHR to ensure that persons charged with or suspected of 
fraud are not subjected to coercion; to discrimination; or to civil investigation or civil action without being properly 
informed of possible consequences or being properly advised of their right not to incriminate themselves. 

Annual report on Caring Program for Children, Inc. Requires Caring Program for Children, Inc., to report 
annually by May 1 (beginning with May 1, 1998) to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations and the Fiscal 
Research Div’n on its program for providing health care for children. 

Review of automated collection and tracking system. Same as original bill. 

Mixed beverage tax for area mental health programs. Deletes requirement that funds be allocated based on 
need and in accordance with an area program’s annual memorandum of agreement. 

Physician services. Same as original bill. 

Clinical social worker exemption. Same as original bill. 

Liability insurance. Changes special provision in original bill by (1) authorizing the Secretaries of the Dep'ts of 
Human Resources and Corrections (rather than the departments themselves) to provide insurance; (2) specifying 
that the $1 million limit is per incident; and (3) expanding the provision to cover licensed physicians who are faculty 
members of The University of North Carolina who work on contract for the Div’n of Mental Health, Developmental 
Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Services, for incidents that occur in Division programs. 

Private agency uniform cost finding requirement. Same as original bill. 

Carolina Alternatives. Requires DHR to proceed with planning, readiness assessments, and other necessary 
activities to be able to expand Carolina Alternatives child and adult waiver pilot program. Requires dep't, before 
implementation of expansion, to (1) receive approval from the Health Care Financing Administration, (2) continue 
the 10-site pilot programs, (3) determine capacity of area authorities to implement the waiver, (4) obtain 
certification from Office of State Budget and Management that expansion is budget neutral (except for payment of 
claims relating to transition from fee-for-service to Medicaid managed care) and authorization from office of State 
Budget and Management, (5) evaluate capitation rates, (6) develop five-year cost estimates, and (7) submit a 
progress report to the 1998 General Assembly, and the Fiscal Research Div'n by May 1, 1998. 

Willie M. Substantially the same as original bill, but (1) adds requirements for reports to the Governor and the 
General Assembly and (2) deletes requirement that Sec’y of DHR adopt rules for the provision of certain services 
to children beyond their 18" birthdays. 

Thomas S. Same as original bill. 

Thomas S. lawsuit compliance. Same as original bill. 

Thomas S./cost containment measures. Requires DHR and area mental health programs to implement cost 
containment measures for programs serving Thomas S. class member. 

Thomas S. funds. Provides that if Thomas S. funds are not sufficient, Director of Budget may use funds 
available to DHR in amount not to exceed $7.6 million. 

Extend administration of Tri-County Area Authority. Authorizes DHR to continue to administer services of the 
Tri-County Area Authority in accordance with GS 122C-125.1 on behalf of and at the request of the board of 
county commissioners of one or more constituent counties. The extension may not exceed three months, 
beginning July 1, 1997, and is for sole purpose of allowing one or more counties to assess feasibility of combining 
with another existing area authority. 

Limitation on use of special Alzheimer’s unit in Wilson. Makes technical change. 

Allocation of mental health, developmental disabilities, and substance abuse expansion funds. Requires that 
funds allocated to area programs for “catch-up” purposes be allocated pursuant to the incentive method adopted 
by the Mental Health Study Comm'n and presented in the Comm’n’s report to the 1996 General Assembly. 

Substance abuse program grants. Requires that $1.25 million of funds appropriated to DHR for 1997-98 be 
placed in reserve for substance abuse treatment programs. Requires Sec’y of Human Resources to conduct a 
study of such programs, including but not limited to programs specified in the special provision. Authorizes Sec’y 
to use reserve funds to allocate grants-in-aid to programs the Sec’y determines to be working most efficiently and 
effectively. Requires Sec’y to study whether the state should subsidize the treatment of persons covered under the 
Teachers’ and State Employees’ Comprehensive Major Medical Plan in substance abuse facilities determined to 
be effective and efficient in their operation, and authorizes Sec’y to allocate up to $250,000 of reserve funds to 
subsidize treatment in facilities determined by Sec’y to be working efficiently and effectively. Requires Sec’y to 
report to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations. 
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Early intervention funding. Requires that $2.7 million of funds appropriated to Div’n of Mental Health, 
Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Services for each year of the 1997-99 biennium be allocated 
based on a plan to meet needs of children who are on the waiting list for early intervention services. 

Annual evaluation of Wilderness Camp, Coach Mentor Training, and Governor's One-on-One Programs. 
Requires DHR to conduct an annual evaluation of these programs and to submit results to Joint Legislative 
Comm'n on Gov't Operations by Oct. 1 of each year. 

Modified Wilderness Education Camp Program. Deletes special provision of original bill. 

DYS training schools/student evaluations. Requires DHR to take immediate steps to ensure that (1) 
multidisciplinary diagnoses and evaluations are made on all students in training schools operated by the Div'n of 
Youth Services and (2) the requisite resources and services are provided for all DYS training school students 
identified as children with special needs. Authorizes DHR to use available funds, but not to reduce current DYS 
services. Prohibits use of lapsed salaries to create new permanent positions. 

Community-based alternatives participation. Same as original bill. 

S.O.S. and Family Resource Center grant programs administrative cost limits. Rewrites special provision in 
original bill to clarify that funds used to provide technical assistance to applicants and to local S.O.S. programs are 
included in the cap on administrative costs. 

Family support/deaf and hard of hearing services contract. Requires that of funds appropriated to the Div'n of 
Services for the Deaf and Hard of Hearing for family support services, $503,238 for each year of the 1997-99 
biennium be used to contract with a private, nonprofit corporation to perform the services. 

Implement ABC's plan for residential schools. Requires DHR to plan to implement the State Board of 
Education’s ABC’s Plan for its residential schools where children attend for more than 120 days a year, and 
requires implementation for the 1998-99 school year, if possible. Requires State Board of Education to assist DHR 
with implementation. Requires DHR and State Board to assess various aspects of implementation and develop 
specified information and to make interim report to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee by Oct. 1, 
1997, and final report to that committee by April 1, 1998. Also requires DHR and State Board to study and report 
on following subjects in relation to residential schools: (1) teacher accreditation, (2) staffing and financial resource 
comparisons, (3) curricula, and (4) strategies for developing select residential schools as resource centers to local 
educational authorities in serving special needs children. 

Division of Services for the Blind/performance audit. Requires Office of the State Auditor to conduct a 
performance audit of the Division, including the Governor Morehead School, and to submit results to cochairs of 
the Senate and House Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources by Jan. 1, 1998. 

Services for Blind/extended service provider positions. Requires that of funds appropriated to Div'n of Services 
for the Blind, $250,000 in each fiscal year of 1997-99 biennium be used to maintain extended service provider 
positions at local, nonprofit supported employment programs. 

Governor Morehead School/textbook funds. Requires that of funds appropriated to Div’n of Services for the 
Blind, $12,408 in each fiscal year of 1997-99 biennium be used to increase funding for textbooks or adaptive 
technology at the Governor Morehead School. Requires that funds for this purpose be part of the Division's 
continuation budget request. 

Reimbursement/compensation of members of NC Vocational Rehabilitation Advisory Council, the Statewide 
Independent Living Council, and the Comm’n for the Blind. Same as special provision on “Salaries, Fees, and 
Allowances” in original bill. 

Child care subsidies. Adds to special provision in original bill provision that “AA” licensed centers certified as 
developmental day centers receive 110% of the market rate or the rate they charge private paying parents, 
whichever is lower, for typically developing children. 

Child care allocation formula. Substantively the same as “Day Care Allocation Formula” special provision in 
original bill. 

Child care funds matching requirement. Same as “Day Care Funds Matching Requirement’ special provision 
in original bill. 

Child day care revolving loan fund. Same as original bill. 

Early Childhood Education and Development Initiatives Program. Repiaces special provision in original bill 
addressing quality assurance/accountability. (1) Requires DHR and the NC Partnership for Children, Inc. 
(Partnership) to continue implementing recommendations in the Smart Start Performance Audit, and requires 
Partnership to continue to report quarterly on progress toward implementation. (2) Designates Joint Legislative 
Comm'n on Gov't Operations as legislative oversight body for the program. Authorizes President Pro Tem. and the 
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Speaker to appoint subcommittee to carry out the function. (3) Requires that administrative costs be equivalent to 
not more than 8% of total statewide allocations to local partnerships. (4) Requires local partnerships’ plans and 
budgets to be approved by Partnership before local partnership receives state funds. (5) Requires state and local 
partnerships to use competitive bidding in contracting for goods and services on contract amounts of $1,500 or 
more and, where practicable, on contracts for lesser amounts. (6) Directs that role of Partnership continue to 
expand consistent with the Performance Audit recommendations. (7) Sets out matching requirements for 
Partnership and all local partnerships. (8) Authorizes counties to use allocations of child care funds to subsidize 
child care according to approved local Early Childhood Education and Development Initiatives plans. (9) Requires 
DHR to continue to implement the performance-based evaluation system. (10) Requires Frank Porter Graham 
Child Development Center to continue evaluation of the program and authorizes it to use any method legally 
available to it to track participating children. (11) Rewrites GS 143B-168.12(a)(5) to exempt from participation in 
the centralized accountability system local partnerships that are in the first two years of operation, if they were 
created by combination with existing local partnerships. (12) Rewrites GS 143B-168.12(a)(7) to specify percent of 
their annual funding allocations that local partnerships may (previously, shall) receive based on their performance 
assessments. (13) Rewrites GS 143B-168.13(a) to (a) authorize DHR to contract with an independent firm to 
conduct the required needs assessment (but requires that it be conducted in way that enables DHR and the 
Partnership to review and revise total program cost estimate and methodology as necessary); (b) require that a 
report of the needs assessment be presented to the General Assembly before the beginning of the 1999 Session 
and every three years after that date; (c) require DHR to develop and maintain an automated, publicly accessible 
database of all regulated child care programs; (d) delete requirement that DHR provide technical and 
administrative assistance to local partnerships; and (e) delete authority of DHR to authorize the Partnership or a 
governmental or public entity to do the contracting for one or more local partnerships. (14) Allocates from funds 
appropriated to DHR, Division of Child Development, $22,258,625 for 1997-98 and $25,298,838 for 1998-99 as 
follows: (a) $15,215,912 for each year of the 1997-99 biennium to increase funds for direct services for 35 existing 
partnerships, but authorizes Partnership to use up to $1.5 million of these funds in 1997-98 as planning funds for 
remaining 45 unfunded counties; (b) $5,252,713 for 1997-98 and $9,142,926 for 1998-99 for 12 new planned 
partnerships to administer and deliver direct services; (c) $700,000 for each year of the 1997-99 biennium to the 
Partnership for state-level administration; (d) $750,000 in nonrecurring funds in 1997-98 to DHR to conduct a 
statewide needs and resources assessment; (e) $100,000 in nonrecurring funds in 1997-98 to DHR to complete 
the automation of a database of all regulated child care programs; and (f) $240,000 in 1997-98 and the same 
amount in 1998-99 to DHR for professional development programs. (15) Directs that of funds appropriated to DHR 
for 1997-99, the Frank Porter Graham Child Development Center receive $850,000 in each fiscal year.

Department of Agriculture 

Mountain State Fair to become enterprise fund. Same as original bill. 

Timber sales funds for maintenance of state farms forestland. Same as original bill. 

Transfer maritime museum to cultural resources. Transfers 17.25 positions, support, and equipment in NC 
Maritime Museum, Dep't of Agr. to Dep’t of Cultural Resources. 

Western NC Development Ass'n. Requires reports of ass’n's activities and finances to the Joint Legislative 
Comm'n on Governmental Operations and the Fiscal Research Division in 1998 and 1999. 
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Increase grape growers funds . Amends GS 105-113.81A to increase the maximum amount of wine tax funds 
distributed to the NC Grape Growers Council each fiscal year from $90,000 to $150,000. 
Authorize the Agricultural Finance Authority to use the interest from the reserve for farm loans for 


administrative expenses. Same as original bill except authorizes funds to be used for administering GS Cn. 122D 
(North Carolina Agricultural Finance Act). 


Department of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources 

Environmental education grants. Allocates $200,000 in 1997-98 and $200,000 in 1998-99 of departmental 
funds for development of environmental education library collections. 

Grassroots science program. Allocates $3,150,000 in 1997-98 and $600,000 in 1998-99 of departmental funds 
as grants-in-aid to various listed museums and science centers for the Grassroots Science Program. 

Animal waste compliance program report. Beginning Oct. 15, 1997, and quarterly thereafter requires zep't to 
make report to Environmental Review Comm'n and Fiscal Research Div’n on various aspects of its animé! waste 
management program. 

Defer some animal waste management system requirements. Allows operations with 30,000 or more oirds to 
continue operating with a dry litter waste management system until Jan. 1, 2000 (was 1998). 

Odor contro! study funds. Provides that $600,000 of funds appropriated for 1996-97 to NC Agriculture: 
Research Service at NCSU shall not revert, but may be used for construction of swine production facilities to test 
odor control technologies. 

South Mountains gamelands funds. Allocates $5,000,000 of funds appropriated to Wildlife Resources Comm'n 
in 1997-98 for acquisition of gamelands, for hunting, fishing, outdoor recreation, and conservation in the South 
Mountains. 

Superfund program funds. Essentially the same as original bill; adds reporting requirement. 

Funds for voluntary remedial actions. Same as original bill. 

Pollution prevention and environmental assistance to small businesses with need. Directs Division ci Pollution 
Prevention and Environmental Assistance to give priority to small businesses with financial need in awarc ng 
grants and providing technical assistance. 

- Permit information center. Authorizes dep’t to use any available funds to operate a permit informatior center to 
improve permit applications, applicant and citizen training, and related purposes. 

Agriculture waste research reports. Directs each primary investigator receiving funding from sec. 2, c>. 18, 
1996 SL for the following studies: odor control technology; sources of nitrogen though isotope markers; 
groundwater impacts of lagoons; atmospheric deposition of nitrogen in the Neuse Estuary; and alternative animal 
waste technologies, to provide a progress report to the Environmental Review Comm'n, Joint Legislative Comm'n 
on Governmental Operations, Scientific Advisory Council on Water Resources and Coastal Fisheries 
Management, and Fiscal Research Div. on Jan. 1 and July 1 of each year until the study is completed. 

Town Fork Creek soil conservation project. Directs that funds placed in reserve pursuant to sec. 26.2 ¢), ch. 
507, 1995 SL, shall not revert until June 30, 1999, and are reallocated as follows: $1,435,220 to Stokes Csunty 
Water and Sewer Authority for 3 projects; $30,000 to the dep’t for the Limestone Creek watershed projec: n Duplin 
County; and $340,640 to the dep’t for the Deep Creek watershed project in Yadkin County. 

Citizen water quality monitoring program. Enacts new GS 143-215A directing the dep’t to establish tr Citizen 
Water Quality Monitoring Program to provide a way for citizens to participate directly in improving water ¢-ality. 

Roanoke/Pamlico water quality funds. Allocates for 1997-98 $400,000 in departmental funds for a w2:er 
quality monitoring program for the Roanoke-Pamlico estuary system. 

Reserve for Cape Fear River funds. Allocates for 1997-98 $1,500,000 in departmental funds to a rese’ve for 
the Cape Fear River Assembly, Inc., to be used for Cape Fear River monitoring and water quality improvement 
programs. 

Water quality permit programs/ reserve funds. Allocates for 1997-98 $1,000,000 in departmental funcs to be 
held in reserve. $150,000 shall be used to replace federal construction grant funds when the federal funcs cease 
for the support of 3 positions in the Div’n of Water Quality, and $850,000 shall be used to offset a possibie oermit 
receipt shortfall for water quality programs. 

Federal funds for water quality indirect costs used for water quality. Provides that federal funds rece'.2d by 
DEHNR as indirect costs receipts associated with the EPA 106 water quality grant may be credited to ar= used 
only by the Water Quality Div'n for permit programs and activities administered by the Water Quality Sec.cn. 
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Regional wastewater management. Allocates for 1997-98 $1,000,000 in departmental funds to costs 
associated with further development of a regional wastewater collection, treatment, and disposal system that uses 
innovative technology. 

Clean Water Trust Fund/prioritize between Savings Reserve Account and Clean Water Management Trust 
Fund. Amends GS 143-15.3B(a) to place a $30,000,000 cap on any unreserved credit balance in the General 
Fund transferred to the Clean Water Management Trust Fund. Amends GS 143-15.3(a) to provide that if there are 
insufficient funds in the unreserved credit balance for the Savings Reserve Account, the Repairs and Renovations 
Reserve Account, and the Clean Water Management Trust Fund, then the requirements of this section shall be 
complied with first and any remaining funds shall be reserved to the Repairs and Renovations Reserve Account 
and the Clean Water Management Trust Fund. 

Partnership for the Sounds. Requires the Partnership for the Sounds to report its activities and finances to the 
Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Div'n in 1998 and 1999. 

Communicable disease control aid to counties flexibility. Same as original bill. 

DWI test changes. Provides that for 1997-98 and 1998-99, any funds collected under GS 20-16.5(j) that are 
designated for the chemical alcohol testing program of the Injury Control Section of DEHNR and are unneeded for 
that program are transferred to the Governor's Highway Safety Program for grants to local law enforcement 
agencies for training and enforcement of laws on driving while impaired. 

State training/environmental specialists. Directs DEHNR to improve the initial training of environmental health 
specialists. 

Evaluate septic tanks in the Neuse River basin. Allocates in 1997-98 $150,000 of departmental funds to 
evaluate septic tanks in the Neuse River basin. 

Monitor coastal water quality. Enacts new GS 130A-233 and 130A-233.1 directing DEHNR to monitor 
coastal fishing waters for contaminants. Allocates $397,066 in 1997-98 and $337,566 in 1998-99 of departmental 
funds for this purpose. 

Reissue certain wastewater permits. Directs that an improvement permit and an authorization for wastewater 
system construction be issued if an improvement permit was issued by a local health dep’t between July 1, 1982, 
and Sept. 30, 1995 that expired prior to installation, provided certain conditions are met. 

Childhood lead exposure control. Allocates $237,079 in 1997-98 and $210,879 in 1998-99 of departmental 
funds to expand the Childhood Lead Poisoning Prevention Program. 

Extend Heart Disease and Stroke Prevention Task Force. Directs the Task Force to submit a report to the 
1998 session of the General Assembly and an interim and final report to the 1999 General Assembly. Extends 
termination of Task Force from 1997 to1999. 

Cancer control funds. Allocates $500,000 in 1997-98 of departmental funds for promoting prevention, early 
detection, and optimal care of cancer. Funds may be used for positions in the Central Cancer Registry and the 
Advisory Committee on Cancer Coordination and Control. 

Osteoporosis Task Force. Substantially similar to S 476 introduced 3/25/97. 

Immunization program funding. Samé as original bill. 

WIC Program funds. Of the funds appropriated for the WIC program allocates $1,280,000 in 1997-98 and 
$1,280,000 in 1998-99 for the following purposes: establishing new WIC programs in Head Start on other private 
or public nonprofit agencies; renovations of facilities in existing programs; purchase of physician-prescribed 
special formulas; a match to the WIC farmers’ market project; and to establish a Public Health Nutritionist 
Internship Program. 

Adolescent Pregnancy Prevention Coalition of NC/reporting. Directs the coalition to submit a report of its 
activities and finances to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and the Fiscal Research Div'n 
in 1998 and 1999. 

North Carolina Health Start Foundation/reporting. Directs the foundation to submit a report of its activities and 
finances to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and the Fiscal Research Div’n in 1998. 

Prevent Blindness, Inc./reporting. Directs the organization to submit a report of its activities and finances to the 
Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and the Fiscal Research Div'n in 1998 and 1999. 

Federal abstinence education funds. Provides that if federal funds are received under the Maternal and Child 
Health Block Grant for abstinence education, the funds shall be transferred to the State Board of Education unless 
such a transfer is prohibited by federal law. 


Department of Commerce 
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Worker Training Trust Fund Appropriations. Appropriates $5,839,964 for each year of the biennium from Trust 
Fund to Employment Security Comm'n to operate local offices. Appropriates following amounts from Trust Fund in 
each year of biennium: $2,400,000 to Employment and Training Grant Program in Dep't of Commerce; $1 million 
to Dep't of Labor for training of the unemployed and working poor; $1,746,000 to Dep’t of Community Colleges to 
continue the Focused Industrial Training Program; $225,000 to the ESC to develop and operate an interagency 
system to track former participants in education and training programs; $400,000 to the Dep’t of Community 
Colleges for a training program to be operated by NC REAL Enterprises; $50,000 to the Office of State Budget and 
Management to maintain compliance with GS Ch. 96 to evaluate the effectiveness of job training and education 
programs; $100,000 to the State Board of Education for the Teacher Apprenticeship Program. 

Job Training Study Commission Creates a 12-member Legislative Study Comm'n on Job Training Programs to 
review state and federally funded job training programs and services. Six members to be appointed by the 
President Pro Tem. and 6 members by the Speaker. Comm'n to report to General Assembly, Joint Legislative 
Comm'n on Governmental Operations, and Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee no later than May 1, 
1998. Appropriates from Worker Training Trust Fund $50,000 to implement study. 

NC Real Enterprises Reporting. Requires organization to report on its activities and financed to Joint 
Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Div’n in 1998 and 1999. 

Special Employment Security Administration Fund. Appropriates from Special Employment Security 
Administration Fund $2 million for each year of the biennium to the ESC for administration of the Employment 
Services and Unemployment Insurance Programs. 

Industrial Recruitment Competitive Fund. Directs that funds appropriated for the Industrial Recruitment 
Competitive Fund be used to continue the Fund. Monies may also be used for construction and improvement of 
utility distribution lines to serve new or proposed industrial buildings. 

Council of Government funds. Allocates $684,270 of appropriated funds for each year of the biennium to 
councils of government, the funds to be used to assist local governments in grant applications, economic 
development, and related activities. Delineates funding allocation formula. 

Petroleum overcharge attorneys’ fees. Directs the Attorney General to deposit all funds received in the US v. 
Exxon litigation in a Special Reserve for Oil Overcharge Fund. Attorney General may authorize payment of 
attorneys’ fees and reasonable expenses from the Special Reserve. 

Petroleum overcharge funds allocation. Places funds and interest from US v. Exxon litigation in a Special 
Reserve for Oil Overcharge Fund. Appropriates from the Fund $1.2 million to Dep’t of Commerce for each year of 
the biennium for energy efficiency programs. Appropriates funds from the Stripper Well litigation in the Special 
Reserve for Oil Overcharge Fund to the Dep’t of Commerce $1 million in 1997-98 and $1.8 million in 1998-99 for 
the Residential Energy Conservation Assistance Programs. Funds remaining in the Special Reserve for Oil 
Overcharge Fund shall be appropriated as authorized by the General Assembly. Funds received from the 
Diamond Shamrock Settlement that remain in reserve are available to the Dep't of Commerce on an as-needed 
basis. 

Industrial development fund/ocal match. Same as original bill. 

Industrial Development Fund. Allocates $2 million from Industrial Development Fund to be used for the Utility 
Account established under GS 143B-437A(b1) and $1 million to be allocated to Martin County as a grant-in-aid for 
a water and sewer project. 

Regional comm’n reports. Requires each regional development comm’n receiving a grant-in-aid from the Dep't 
of Commerce to make a report of its activities and finances to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental 
Operations, Fiscal Research Div’n, and Dep’t of Commerce in 1998 and 1999. 

Regional economic development comm’'n allocations. Establishes a formula by which the Dep't of Commerce 
is to allocate funds to the following regional economic development comm’ns: Western NC; Research Triangle: 
Southeastern; Piedmont Triad Partnership; Northeastern; Global Transpark; and Carolinas Partnership, Inc. 

Tourism promotion funds. Establishes a formula by which the Dep't of Commerce is to allocate tourism 
promotion grants so that funds are directed to counties most in need in terms of lowest per capita income, highest 
unemployment, and slowest population growth. 

Rural tourism development funds. Allocates $300,000 in funds appropriated to Dep't of Commerce for 1997-98 
for grants to local governments and nonprofit organizations for rural tourism development. No recipient may 
receive more than $50,000 in 1997-98. 
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Wanchese Seafood Industrial Park funds. Provides that of the funds appropriated to the Dep't of Commerce 
for the Wanchese Seafood Industrial Park, $122,594 for each year of the biennium may be expended by the NC 
Seafood Industrial Park Authority for operations, maintenance, repair and capital improvements. 

Funds for economic development. Directs that for 1997-98, $1,755,000 of funds appropriated to Dep't of 
Commerce be allocated as follows: $300,000 to Land Loss Prevention Project, Inc.; $250,000 to NC Coalition of 
Farm and Rural Families, Inc.; $830,000 to NC Institute for Minority Economic Development, Inc.; $375,000 to NC 
Minority Support Center. Each organization is to report its activities and finances to the Joint Legislative Comm'n 
on Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Div'n in 1998. 

Technological Development Authority Report. Requires the authority to submit a report of its activities to the 
Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Div'n in 1998 and 1999. 

World Trade Center funds. Allocates $300,000 of 1997-98 appropriation to Dep't of Commerce to the trade 
center to support international trade education programs for small- and medium-sized businesses. Center to 
submit a report of its activities to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research 
Div’n in 1998. 

Center for Community Self-Help funds. Substantially similar to S 278, introduced 3/3/97. 

MCNC. MCNC is directed to submit a report of its activities and finances to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on 
Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Div’n in 1998 and 1999. Appropriates to MCNC for electronic and 
information technologies programs $4,500,000 in 1997-98 and $2,500,000 in 1998-99, appropriation contingent on 
dollar-for-dollar match in non-state funds. 

Biotechnology Center. Directs that of the funds appropriated to the NC Biotechnology Center for 1997-98 and 
1998-99, $1 million in each fiscal year shall be used to continue the biotechnology initiative for NC’s public 
historically black universities and UNC Pembroke. Center is to report on its grants to the Joint Legislative Comm'n 
on Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Div’n by March 1 of each year. 

Rural Economic Development Center. Of the funds appropriated to the center, $1,270,000 in each year of the 
biennium shall be allocated as follows: $475,864 each fiscal year for research and demonstration grants; 
$444 136, technical assistance and center administration of research and demonstration grants; $350,000 center 
administration, oversight, and other programs. Directs the center to provide a report on its budget to the Office of 
State Budget and Management in the same manner as state departments in preparation for biennium budget 
requests. Provides that no more than 50% of the interest earned on state funds appropriated to the center may be 
used for administration, including salaries and fringe benefits. Of the funds appropriated to the center, allocates $5 
million in 1997-98 and $2.4 million in 1998-99 as follows: $1.4 million in 1997 and $1.2 million in 1998-99 for 
community development grants to support development in minority communities; $250,000 each fiscal year to the 
Microenterprise Loan Program to support the loan fund and operations; $3,350,000 in 1997-98 and $950,000 in 
1998-99 to provide supplemental funding for matching requirements for economic development in economically 
depressed areas. Directs the center to submit a report of its activities and finances to the Joint Legislative Commn 
on Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Div’n in 1998 and 1999. 

Community Development Initiative. Directs that of funds appropriated to the Rural Economic Development 
Center, Inc., $2 million for each year of the biennium be used to support the grant and loan fund and operations of 
the North Carolina Community Development Initiative, Inc., which shall provide operating and project grants to 
mature community development corporations with demonstrated project and organizational capacity. Requires the 
Initiative, to report on program activities, and finances in 1998 and 1999. 

Opportunities Industrialization Center Funds. Directs that of funds appropriated to the Rural Economic 
Development Center, Inc., $250,000 for each year of the biennium be allocated as follows: $50,000 each year to 
the Opportunities Industrialization Centers of (1) Wilson, (2) Rocky Mount, (3) Pitt-Greenville, (4) Lenoir, Green, 
and Jones Counties, and (5) Elizabeth City. Requires the Rural Economic Development Center, Inc. to file 
specified reports on its activities and finances in 1998 and 1999.. 

Recreation district ABC permits. Rewrites GS 18B-1006(j) to add to the definition of “recreation district” for 
purposes of issuance of permits for sale of certain alcoholic beverages “an area that is located in a county that 
borders a county which has held elections pursuant to G.S. 18B-600(f) and borders on another state and which (i) 
contains a facility of at least 225 acres where four or more public auto racing events are held each year or (il) 
contains a facility of at least 140 acres where 80 or more motor sports events are held each year.” Specifies that 
the recreation district includes the area within a half-mile radius of the racing facility. 

Guest room cabinets for certain private clubs. Rewrites GS 18B-1001(13) to provide that (1) a guest room 
cabinet permit may authorize a private club having a mixed beverages permit and management contracts for the 
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rental of living units (previously, only a hotel having a mixed beverages permit) to sell certain alcoholic beverages 
from locked cabinets and (2) only qualifying private clubs located in a county defined in GS 18B-101(13a)b.2. 
(defining special ABC areas) may be issued guest room cabinet permits. 


Judicial Department ; 

Transfer of equipment and supply funds. Requires that funds appropriated to the Judicial Dep't in 1997-99 for 
equipment and supplies be certified in a reserve account. Authorizes Administrative Office of the Courts (AOC) to 
transfer the funds to and between programs and requires AOC to make quarterly reports on such transfers. 

N.C. State Bar funds. Authorizes NC State Bar to use up to $250,000 in continuation funds each year of the 
1997-99 biennium and up to $250,000 in nonrecurring funds in 1997-98 to contract with the Center for Death 
Penalty Litigation to provide training, consultation, brief banking, and other assistance to attorneys representing 
indigent capital defendants. 

Indigent Persons’ Attorney Fee Fund. Directs AOC to allot funds from Indigent Persons’ Attorney Fee Fund to 
judicial districts or counties according to caseload of indigent persons not represented by the public defender 
during the preceding year, with remaining funds budgeted for capital cases and for transcripts and other 
supporting services. Requires AOC to notify each senior resident superior court judge, chief district court judge, 
and clerk of superior court immediately after allotments are made and to provide a monthly report on status of the 
district's or county’s allotment. Requires senior resident superior court judges and chief district court judges to 
request other judges to take into account in awarding fees the status of the allotment and to attempt to award fees 
equitably. If funds allotted to a district or county are depleted before the end of a fiscal year, authorizes AOC to 
allot additional funds in the following order of priority: (1) from the reserve fund the special provision requires the 
AOC to maintain or from unanticipated receipts, (2) from the Public Defender Program, or (3) by transferring funds 
between districts or counties, but only if the AOC determines that the funds will not be needed to meet obligations 
of the jurisdiction from which they are transferred. 

Report on dispute settlement centers. Requires all local dispute settlement centers receiving state funds to 
report annually to the Judicial Dep’t on the program's funding and activities, including information specified in the 
special provision, and requires Judicial Dep't to compile and summarize the information and provide it to the chairs 
of the House and Senate Appropriations Committees and chairs of the House and Senate Appropriations 
Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety by Feb. 1 of each year. Requires a center requesting state funds for 
the first time to provide the General Assembly with comparable information and a detailed statement justifying the 
need for state funding and to certify after receiving state funding for two years that at least 10% of total funding 
comes form non-state sources. Centers receiving state funds for the third, fourth, or fifth year must document that 
at least 20% of funding comes from non-state sources and centers receiving state funds for six or more years 
must document at least 50% of total funding is from non-state sources. Centers achieving higher rates of non-state 
funding must make good faith efforts to maintain them. Allows centers to include market value of certain donations 
in determining total funding. Allows centers that have difficulty achieving the funding ratio to request a waiver or 
special consideration through the AOC for consideration by the Senate and House Appropriations Subcommittees 
on Justice and Public Safety. Provides that the non-state match restrictions of GS 143-31.4 do not apply to local 
dispute settlement centers receiving state funds. 

Community Penalties Program. Authorizes Judicial Dep't to allocate $4,405,382 for each year of the 1997-99 
biennium among existing community penalties programs or for the establishment of such programs. Requires 
Judicial Dep’t to report annually on administrative expenditures of the programs and quarterly on any elimination or 
reduction of funding for programs funded in 1996-97 or receiving initial funding in the 1997-99 biennium. 

Drug treatment court funds. Of funds appropriated for 1997-98 for the NC Drug Treatment Court Program, 
authorizes Judicial Dep’t to use $52,551 to fund one program administrator position. Provides that $100,000 of 
funds appropriated for the program in 1996-97 shall not revert and may be used by the dep'’t in 1997-98 for 
nonrecurring program items. 

Make Sentencing Comm'n permanent. Removes sunset provision from session law establishing the 
Sentencing Comm'n. Amends GS 164-38 to make conforming change and to provide that members serve two- 
year terms. Rewrites GS 164-36 to require the comm'n to make annual reports to the General Assembly. 

Victim’s Rights Amendment/ictim witness assistants. Provides that victim witness assistants funded by the 
act are intended to support implementation of the Victims’ Rights Amendment to the North Carolina Constitution 
and to address current workload. Directs that the positions be allocated on the basis of workload and population. 
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Requires Judicial Dep't to report to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations on the allocation of 
the positions by Nov. 1, 1997. 

Computer training. Requires that before allocation of laptop computers funded by the act for superior court and 
district court judges, each judge requesting a laptop computer must complete a training course provided by the 
AOC. - 

Criminal case management funds. Requires that criminal case docket management programs funded by the 
act be distributed in manner that ensures representation in all areas of the state. Requires AOC to report by April 
1, 1998, to chairs of the Senate and House Appropriations Committees and chairs of the Senate and House 
Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety on the programs established in 10 judicial districts 
and to include recommendations for the location of additional programs in 1998-99. 

Reserve for technology. Requires AOC to establish a task force consisting of clerks of superior court, district 
attorneys, superior and district court judges, and magistrates to (1) formulate a plan for the most efficient and 
effective use of funds appropriated to the Reserve for Technology, and (2) make recommendations to the AOC. 
Specifies items the plan should address. Requires AOC, before expenditure of Reserve funds, to report the 
findings of the task force by Nov. 1, 1997, to the legislature. 

Drug court study. Requires AOC, before expenditure of funds appropriated for an additional drug court 
program, to study feasibility of establishing that court as a regional drug court. Directs that if AOC determines that 
regional court is not feasible, funds be allocated to a district experiencing backlog of drug cases. Requires AOC to 
report findings to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations by Sept. 1, 1997. 

Additional assistant district attorneys/reestablish assistant district attorney positions in Districts 19B and 20. 
Amends GS 7A-60(a1), effective Oct. 1, 1997, to add one additional assistant district attorney in Judicial Districts 
3A, 3B, 4, 5, 8, 13, 15B, 20, 21, 25, 27A, and 27B. Adds two new positions in Districts 12, 14, and 19B. Adds three 
in Districts 7, 11, 22, and 26. Adds five in Districts 10 and 18. Repeals subsections (c) and (d) of section 5 of 
chapter 589 of the 1995 Session Laws, which reduced by one the number of assistant district attorneys in Districts 
19B and 20. 

Additional district court judges. Amends GS 7A-133(a), effective Oct. 1, 1997 (or, if applicable, 15 days after 
the subsection is approved under Section 5 of the Voting Rights Act), to add one district court judge in Judicial Fi 
Districts 3B, 4, 10, 11, 13, 15B, 19C, and 22. Provides for Governor to appoint the additional judges and for their 
successors to be elected in the 2000 election for four-year terms. 

Authorize additional magistrates. Rewrites GS 7A-133(c) to add one to the maximum number of magistrates 
authorized for each of the following counties: Edgecombe, Wilson, Wayne, Franklin, and Durham. 

Assistant public defenders. Authorizes AOC to use up to $401,464 in 1997-98 and $524,384 in 1998-99 from 
funds appropriated for the Indigent Persons’ Attorney Fee Fund to establish up to eight new assistant public 
defenders. 

Juvenile records for recidivism. Adds new GS 7A-675.1 requiring the AOC to maintain a record of every 
juvenile who is adjudicated delinquent for an offense that would be a Class A, B1, B2, C, D, or E felony if 
committed by an adult, for purposes of computing statistics on which of those juveniles subsequently are 
adjudicated delinquent or convicted. Requires chief court counselors to forward required information and records 
to the AOC within 30 days of the adjudication. Provides that records must be withheld from public inspection and 
may be examined only by order of the court. 

IRMC review of information technology plans of the AOC. Rewrites GS 143B-426.21(b) to require Information 
Resources Management Comm'n (IRMC) to review and comment biennially on the information technology plans of 
the AOC. Requires the IRMC to report its findings to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations by 
Nov. 1, 1997. 

LRC study of the allocation of judicial resources. Requires Legislative Research Comm'n to study the 
allocation of judicial resources, including a review of the existing workload and staffing formulas for judicial 
personnel, and to report to the 1998 Regular Session of the 1997 General Assembly. 








Department of Correction 

Reimburse counties for housing and extraordinary medical costs for inmates, parolees, and post-release 
Supervisees awaiting transfer to state prison system. Replaces special provisions in original bill. Rewrites GS 148- | 
29 to (1) require the Dep't of Correction (DOC) to pay the county extraordinary medical costs incurred by prisoners i 
awaiting transfer to the state prison system, and (2) make the same transportation and reimbursement provisions 
that apply to other prisoners apply to parolees or post-release supervisees who are in a sheriff's charge pending 
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transfer to the state prison system. Authorizes DOC to use funds appropriated for 1997-99 to pay $40/day to 
reimburse counties for housing prisoners awaiting transfer. Requires DOC to report quarterly on expenditure of 
funds to reimburse counties and on progress in reducing the jail backlog. Requires DOC and the Office of State 
Budget and Management, before expenditure of more than $6.5 million for 1997-98 or more than $4 million for 
1998-99 to reimburse counties for prisoners awaiting transfer, to report to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on 
Governmental Operations on the necessity of that expenditure. 

Inmate housing funds. Replaces special provision in original bill. Authorizes DOC to use funds appropriated for 
1997-98 to contract for prison beds to house inmates in out-of-state prisons or in local jails. Requires DOC to 
report quarterly on these contracts, including the amount expended monthly, source of funding, and other 
specified data. Requires DOC and Office of State Budget and Management, before expenditure of more than $6 
million to fund such contracts, to report to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations on the 
necessity of the expenditure. 

Exemption from licensure and certificate of need. Same as original bill. 

Limit use of operational funds. Requires that funds appropriated to DOC for operational costs for additional 
facilities must be used for personnel and operating expenses set forth in budget approved by General Assembly in 
the act and, with specified exceptions, shall not be expended for additional prison personnel positions until the new 
facilities are within 90 days of projected completion. 

Use of facilities closed under GPAC. Requires DOC, in conjunction with closing of small expensive prison 
units recommended for consolidation by the Government Performance Audit Committee, to consult with the county 
Or municipality or any private firm about possible conversion of the unit to another use, and authorizes DOC to 
provide for the lease of such units or to consider converting them from medium to minimum security where that 
would be cost effective. Requires DOC to report quarterly on the conversion of such units to other use. 

Federal grant reporting. Requires DOC, the Dep't of Justice, the Dep't of Crime Control and Public Safety, and 
the Judicial Dep't to report by Dec. 1 and May 1 of each year on federal grant funds received or preapproved for 
receipt by those departments. 

Harriet’s House funds/unds shall not revert. Provides that funds appropriated in the act to DOC to support 
programs of Harriet’s House may be used for program operating costs, equipment purchase, and rental of real 
property. Requires Harriet’s House to report by Dec. 1 and May 1 of each year on the expenditure of state funds 
and on program effectiveness. Provides that the balance of the $200,000 appropriation for 1996-97 for Harriet’s 
House shall not revert. 

Report on Summit House. Establishes reporting requirements for Summit House on program effectiveness 
and expenditure of state funds, and provides that balance of appropriation for 1996-97 shall not revert. 

Modification of funding formula for the North Carolina State-County Criminal Justice Partnership Act. 
Substantively the same as original bill. 

Post-release supervision and parole commission/report on staffing reorganization and reduction. Requires 
Post-Release Supervision and Parole Comm'n to report to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental 
Operations and the Joint Legislative Corrections Oversight Committee by March 1, 1998, on a staffing 
reorganization and reduction plan, including a transition plan for staff reductions over the next five years, including 
a minimum of 10% reduction in the 1998-99 fiscal year over the 1997-98 fiscal year. 

Federal matching funds. Provides that appropriations for 1997-99 to Office of State Construction of the Dep't 
of Administration for planning and construction of new prison beds are to match federal funds and that funds not 
needed or used as federal match may be made available for construction of new prison beds, segregation units, 
support buildings and systems, and other needed facilities. 

Use of federal prison construction grant funds. Requires DOC to use federal grant funds received as part of 
the Violent Offender Incarceration Program and the Truth-in-Sentencing Incentive Grant Program for the further 
planning and design and construction of Central Prison Diagnostic Center, Warren Correctional Institution, 
improvements to NCCIW, Scotland Facility, Alexander Facility, and Metro Facility. Provides that no more than 
$17.5 million in federal funds may be allocated to specified projects until federal funds have been allocated to 
complete the working drawings phase of planning and design for the Alexander and Scotland Close Custody 
Prison Facilities. Requires quarterly reports from DOC. 

Substance abuse funds. Requires DOC to allocate, from funds appropriated for 1997-99 for private prison 
substance abuse beds, up to $1.2 million to a Reserve for Substance Abuse and Impact Program Aftercare for 
community corrections programs that emphasize offender aftercare. Requires DOC to allocate at least $500,000 
to the DART/DWI aftercare program and at least $60,000 for an evaluation of the department's substance abuse 
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programs. Requires Sec’y of Correction, before expenditure of more than $600,000 of the Reserve, to report on 
the allocation of the funding to date for community corrections programs and proposed allocation of remaining 
Reserve funds. Also requires Sec’y to report by March 15, 1998, on cost and benefits of those programs funded 
and results of the evaluation study. 

Report on DART/DWI Program at Cherry Hospital. Requires DOC to report by Dec. +, 1997, and by May 1, 
1998, on the residential DWI/Substance Abuse Treatment Program for probationers and parolees at the DART 
facility at Cherry Hospital. 

Additional prison beds/increase the criminal penalty for the sale of certain controlled substances/increase the 
criminal penalty for certain embezzlement offenses/reclassify offense of accessory after the fact/increase penalty 
for voluntary manslaughter form a Class E felony to a Class D felony/require active time for habitual impaired 
driving convictions/increase the penalty for certain offenses committed while a person is incarcerated/add to the 
list of aggravating factors that certain people were seriously injured as a result of the offense/increase the penalty 
for the establishment of pyramid distribution plans/establish the offense of trespass on pine straw production land 
and larceny of pine straw/increase the penalty from a misdemeanor to a Class H felony for the offense of falsely 
reporting that a bomb or other destructive device may explode and perpetrating a hoax by using a false destructive 
device/add to the list of aggravating factors that the offense was committed in association with a criminal street 
gang/felony to conceal merchandise by using a lead-lined or aluminum-lined bag or other device that will prevent 
the activation of an antishoplifting control device. Directs that $500,000 of funds appropriated to DOC for 1998-99 
be placed in a reserve to fund additional prison beds and other costs to implement the provisions of this section. 
Rewrites GS 90-95(b) to provide that sale of a controlled substance classified in Schedule | or II shall be punished 
as a Class G felony and that sale of a controlled substance classified in Schedule Ill, IV, V, or VI shall be punished 
as a Class H felony. Provisions relating to embezzlement identical to 2" edition of S 9, adopted 4/7/97. Provisions 
relating to accessories after the fact identical to S 10, introduced 2/3/97. Provisions relating to punishment for 
manslaughter identical to S 11, introduced 1/30/97. Provisions relating to habitual DWI identical to S 12, introduced 
1/30/97. Provisions relating to escape identical to H 159, introduced 2/13/97. Provisions relating to offenses 
committed while in prison identical to H 158, introduced 2/13/97. Provision relating to aggravating factor for injuring 
an Official identical to 2"° edition of S 15, adopted 2/11/97. Provisions relating to pyramid schemes identical to S 
29, introduced 2/3/97. Provisions relating to removing pine straw identical to 2"° edition of S 75, adopted 4/7/97. 
Provision relating to false report concerning destructive device identical to 2" edition of S 102, adopted 4/7/97. 
Provisions relating to gang crimes identical to 2"° edition of S 202, adopted 4/7/97. Provisions relating to shoplifting 
identical to 2° edition of S 285, adopted 4/14/97. 


Department of Justice 

Department of Justice salary funds. Provides that of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Justice, $93,454 for each 
year of 1997-99 biennium may be used for one-time salary adjustments for attorneys who are eligible based on 
outstanding job performance. 

SBI funds/spending priorities. Provides that of funds appropriated to State Bureau of Investigation (SBI) for 
1997-99 for overtime payments, the first priority shall be (1) overtime payments to SBI agents in the Field 
Investigations Division and (2) overtime payments to supervisory personnel receiving overtime payments as of 
June 30, 1997, up to a maximum of $5,200 annually per individual. 

SB/ use of court-ordered reimbursement funds. Authorizes SBI to use funds available from court-ordered 
reimbursement in undercover drug operations. 

Private Protective Services and Alarm Systems licensing boards pay for use of state facilities and services. 
Requires Private Protective Services and Alarm Systems licensing boards to pay appropriate state agency for use 
of physical facilities and services provided to those boards by the state. 

Limits on computer system upgrade. Requires that any proposed increase in mainframe computer capacity or 
system upgrade for the Judicial Dep’t, the Dep’t of Correction, the Dep't of Justice, or the Dep't of Crime Control 
and Public Safety, to be funded from the continuation budget, be reported to specified legislative committees 
before the department enters into any contractual agreement. Report is to be made jointly by the Information 
Resource Management Comm'n, the Office of State Budget and Management, and the requesting dep't. 

Certain litigation expenses to be paid by clients. Requires client agencies, departments, and boards to 
reimburse the Dep't of Justice for reasonable court fees, attorney travel and subsistence costs, and other costs 
directly related to litigation in which the Dep't of Justice represents the dep't, agency, or board. 
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Reimbursement for UNC Board of Governors legal representation. Requires Board of Governors of UNC to 
reimburse the Dep't of Justice for two Attorney Ill positions to provide legal representation to The University of 
North Carolina System. 

Use of seized and forfeited property transferred to state law enforcement agencies by the federal government. 
Provides that assets transferred to the Dep't of Justice or to the Dep't of Crime Control and Public Safety during 
1997-99 pursuant to federal statute shall be credited to the budget of the respective dep't and shalf result in an 
increase of law enforcement resources for the dep’t. Requires dep’ts to report to Joint Legislative Comm'n on 
Governmental Operations upon receipt of the assets and, before using them, on the intended use and 
departmental priorities. Prohibits dep’ts from using the assets for new personnel positions, new projects, the 
acquisition of real property, repair of buildings including structural change, and construction of or additions to 
buildings, without prior approval of the General Assembly, except that during 1997-98, the Dep't of Justice may (1) 
use up to $25,000 to extend lease of space in the Town of Salemburg for SBI training and (2) use up to $50,000 to 
lease space for its technical operations unit, storage of equipment and vehicles, and command post vehicle. 

Dep't of Justice record checks funds and reports. Authorizes Dep't of Justice, for each year of the 1997-99 
biennium, to use up to $210,563 to add up to five positions in the SBI to facilitate record checks for concealed 
weapons permits. Allows Office of State Budget and Management to adjust the allotment to the Dep't of Justice 
until receipts are realized. Authorizes Dep't of Justice to fund one and one-half positions per 10,000 record 
checks, or one position if the annual number of checks falls below 5,000. Requires Dep't of Justice to report by 
Jan. 15 of each year on receipts, costs, and number of such record checks. 

Salary equity for SBI law enforcement. Of funds appropriated to Dep't of Justice for SBI for 1997-99, requires 
that $808,645 each year be used to adjust salaries of law enforcement positions in the SBI. 

Extend expiration date of the provision authorizing additional fictitious licenses and registration plates on 
publicly owned motor vehicles. Rewrites section 23 of chapter 18 of the session laws of the 1996 Second Extra 
Session to extend to June 30, 1998, the expiration date described in heading. Effective June 29, 1997. 


Department of Crime Control and Public Safety 

Legislative review of drug law enforcement and other grants. Requires Governor's Crime Comm'n to report on 
the state application for grants under the State and Local Law Enforcement Assistance Act of 1996 when the 
General Assembly is in session or, when it is not in session, to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental 
Operations. Also provides that, unless a state statute provides otherwise, that Comm'n shall be the designated 
body to review a federal grant application when the General Assembly is not in session. 

Victims Assistance Network funds. Provides that of funds appropriated to the Dep’t of Crime Control and 
Public Safety for 1997-99, $150,000 each year shall be used to support the Victims Assistance Network for 
functions specified in the act. 

Report on community service workers. Requires Dep't of Crime Control and Public Safety to report by March 1 
and Sept. 1 of each year of the 1997-99 biennium on the number of community service workers who were 
available during each month to perform repairs and maintenance of the parks and when and where they were 
available. 

Report on Crime Victims Compensation Fund. Requires Dep't of Crime Control and Public Safety to report by 
Dec. 31 of each year on the North Carolina Crime Victims Compensation Fund, including information specified in 
the act. 


General Assembly 

Analysis of state budget during the interim. Provides that the President Pro Tem. and the Speaker shall 
authorize the standing Appropriations Committees and subcommittees to meet separately or jointly during the 
interim between the 1997 and 1998 sessions to review budget matters. ~ 

Health Care Oversight Committee. Appropriates $50,000 in 1997-98 and $50,000 in 1998-99 to the Joint 
Legislative Health Care Oversight Committee and establishes the committee in a provision identical to S 1003, 
introduced 4/21/97. 


Office of the Governor 

Home Program matching funds. Same as original bill. 

Fire protection grants. Enacts new GS 58-85A-1 to create a State Fire Protection Grant Fund to compensate 
local fire districts and political subdivisions for providing fire protection to state buildings. States the intent of the 
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General Assembly to appropriate annually to the fund $3,080,000 from the General Fund, $150,000 from the 
Highway Fund, and $970,000 from UNC federal receipts. Makes appropriations in the stated amounts from the 
funds indicated for 1997-98 and 1998-99. 


Department of the Secretary of State 
Information Resources Management Commission. Amends GS 143B-426.21(a) to add the Sec’y of State to 
the commission. 


Department of State Auditor 

Advice of Governmental Operations Comm’n on prioritizing requests for assistance. Amends GS 147-64.5(b) 
to provide that the Auditor may request the advice of the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations in 
prioritizing requests and in determining whether the requests are practicable and can be undertaken within the 
resources provided. 

Performance audit of SIPS. Directs the State Auditor to conduct a performance audit of State Information 
Processing Services and report the results to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations before April 15, 
1998. 


Department of Insurance 

Construction code receipts. Provides receipts realized by the dep’t in excess of amount appropriated, as 
adjusted to reflect the distribution of statewide reserves, will revert to the General Fund at the end of each fiscal 
year, but receipts from sale of copies of the state construction code will not revert if the receipts are used for the 
purchase of copies of the code for sale to the public. 

Expand use of Insurance Regulatory Fund. Amends GS 58-6-25(d) to provide that Fund may be used to 
reimburse General Fund for money appropriated to the Dep’t of Revenue to pay the expenses incurred in 
collecting taxes on insurance companies levied in Art. 8B,GS Ch. 105. 


Department of Administration 

Combine programs to help women and children. Wyse Office of State Budget and Management to study the 
feasibility of consolidating the budgets and services and administration of federal and state grants for domestic 
violence and rape crisis programs. 

Procurement card pilot program. Directs Sec’y to designate not more than 15 governmental entities to 
participate in a pilot program on the purchase of supplies and equipment by procurement card and prohibits any 
state agency or school administrative unit from using procurement cards before July 1, 1998. 

State Health Plan Purchasing Alliance Board operating funds revert. Amends GS 143-635(c) to provide that 
money for operations of the State Health Plan Purchasing Alliance Board shall not be part of the State Health Plan 
Purchasing Alliance Fund, transfers $648,718 from the State Health Plan Purchasing Alliance Fund to the General 
Fund, and provides that all State Health Plan Purchasing Alliance Board funds unexpended at the end of the 1996- 
97 fiscal year will revert to the General Fund. 

Governor's Advocacy Council for Persons with Disabilities. Directs DHR to continue to provide office space for 
the offices of the council. 

Fees for use of state-owned office space. Amends GS 143-342.1 to included Dep’ts of State Treasurer and 
Insurance that may be assessed fees for use of state-owned office space. 

Parking revenues. Same as original bill except increases per month subsidies from $10 to $15. 


Office of State Controller 

NC Information Highway. Directs that funds appropriated for the Information Highway may be used only for 
that purpose and not to pay minimum monthly usage charges for NC Information Highway services. Directs that 
not more than $500,000 appropriated for 1997-98 be used to support long distance capacity and establish regional 
hubs in each of the seven Local Access Transport Areas. The remaining funds will be used to defray costs of 
existing NCIH sites except university sites other that ECU academic affairs campus. 

Funds for year 2000 conversion of the state’s computer system. Same as original bill and provides that up to 


$20 million of projected 1997-98 General Fund reversions may be used to cover the costs of conversion in 
General Fund agencies. 
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Department of Revenue 

Study Revenue’s staff requirements. Directs the Office of State Budget and Management to continue its study 
of the Dep’t of Revenues staffing requirements. 

Extend and modify ports tax credit. |\dentical to 2nd ed. of S 93, adopted 4/22/97. 

Allow corporate annual reports to be filed with Dep’t of Revenue and to extend time for reinstatement after 
administrative dissolution. Substantially similar to 2nd ed. of S 158, adopted 4/14/97. 


Department of Cultural Resources 

Dep't of Cultural Resources retain historical publications receipts. Same as original bill. 

Modify the areas of responsibility of the Roanoke Island Comm'n. Amends GS 143B-131.2(b)(1) to include 
within the comm'ns responsibilities advice regarding Roanoke Island Festival Park. 

Transfer First Flight Centennial Comm'n to DOT. Transfers comm’'n from Dep't of Cultural Res. to DOT and 
increases membership of comm’n to 27 by adding Sec’y of DOT. 

Museum of History restaurant. Authorizes Sec’y of Cultural Res. to contract for operation of a restaurant in the 
museum. 

Funds for Museum of the Albemarle. Authorizes Office of State Budget and Management to transfer $47,887 
from Fund 1110 to Fund 1500 to replace funds that were reallocated in fiscal 1996-97 to support Newbold-White 
House. 

Procedure for award of Cultural Resources grants. Allocates $8 million of funds for 1997-98 for grants to 
nonprofit organizations and local governments and directs Sec’y to establish a process for reviewing grant 
applications and awarding grants. 


State Board of Elections 

Statewide data elections management system. Directs board to adopt rules for a statewide data elections 
management system by Nov. 1, 1997, and requires counties to adhere to those rules by Aug. 31, 1998. Allocates 
$150,000 of board funds to hire a project manager to assess needs of local boards of election. Remainder of funds 
appropriated to board to be used to develop and implements a statewide data elections management system. 


Department of Transportation 

Global Transpark Authority to reimburse highway fund from federal sources. Same as original bill. 

Aircraft and ferry acquisitions. Same as original bill. 

DOT to pay Dep't of Correction only for actual medium custody inmate labor. As title indicates. 

Highway Fund allocations by Controller. Same as original bill. 

Small urban construction program discretionary funds. Allocates $14 million in 1997-98 and 1998-99 of DOT 
funds for small urban construction projects to be allocated equally among the 14 Highway Divisions, and $10 
million in 1997-98 and 1998-99 for rural or small urban highway improvements, industrial access roads, and spot 
safety projects. None of these funds used for rural secondary road construction are subject to the county 
allocation formula as provided in GS 136-44.5. 

Use of annual unreserved Highway Fund credit balance. Amends GS 136-44.2 to provide that if the 
unreserved credit balance in the Highway Fund on the last day of a fiscal year is greater that the amount 
estimated for that date in the Current Operations Appropriations Act for the following fiscal year, the excess may 
be allocated for access and public roads, for unforeseen events, or for other urgent needs. The amount not 
allocated to any of these reserves shall be credited to a reserve for maintenance. 

Drivers education funding. Directs DOT to pay for increased costs of drivers education due to increase in 
projected enrollment in the 9th grade drivers education program and directs that the State Board of Education, in 
allocating driver training funds, consider the needs of small and low-wealth school administrative units. 

Branch agent reimbursement rate. Amends GS 20-63(h) to replace the per transaction fee of $0.60 retained 
by commission license agents with a fee of $1.35 per transaction or combination of transactions except collection 
of the highway use tax, for which a transaction fee of $1.20 is paid. Directs DOT to develop performance 
measures for commission agent contracts and report those measures to the Joint Legislative Transportation 
Oversight Committee and Fiscal Research Div’n by Dec. 1, 1997. 

International registration plan budget code merged into vehicle registration budget code. As title indicates. 
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Privatization of the school bus driver training program. Directs DOT to prepare a plan for privatization of 
school bus driver training and furnish copies of the plan to the chairs of the Joint Legislative Transportation 
Oversight Committee and Fiscal Research Div'n by Mar. 1, 1998. 

Highway Fund limitations on overexpenditures. Same as original bill. 

DOT exemption from general statutes for experimental project-congestion management. Same as original bill. 

Resurfaced roads may be widened. Same as original bill. 

Cash flow Highway Fund and Highway Trust Fund appropriations. Same as original bill, but changes 
anticipated revenues. 

FEMA receivables. Directs DOT to report to the Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee and 
Fiscal Research Div'n by Mar. 1, 1998, on the status of Federal Emergency Management Agency receivables for 
past natural disasters and efforts to collect those funds. 

Feasibility study of drivers education testing. Directs DOT and Dep't of Public Instruction to study feasibility of 
having drivers education instructors, rather than DMV examiners, administer the required tests before a student is 
issued his or her first drivers permit or license. DOT must report results of study to the Joint Legislative 
Transportation Oversight Committee and Fiscal Research Div'n by Mar. 1, 1998. 

Global Transpark Authority business plan for disadvantaged business participation. Directs Authority to 
develop a business plan for meeting its 10% goal for disadvantaged business participation in contracting and to 
submit the plan to the Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee and Fiscal Research Div'n by Mar. 1, 
1998. 

Use of public transportation and passenger rail funding. Directs DOT to prepare a plan for the use of 
expansion funds for the improvement of public transportation and passenger rail service and to present the plan to 
the Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee by Oct. 1, 1997. 

_ Federal funds for public transportation improvements. Directs DOT to use $10 million of federal highway funds 
for improvements to public transportation, to the extent allowed by federal law. 

Biennial report on maintenance requirements. Amends GS 136-44.3 to require DOT to survey highway system 
maintenance needs in every even-numbered year and on the basis of that survey to prepare an annual 
maintenance program. The survey and program must be presented to the Joint Legislative Transportation 
Oversight Committee by Nov. 30 of each even-numbered year. 

Graduated drivers license program. Amends sec. 11 of SL 1997-16 to delete provision that made act effective 
contingent on appropriation of funds.. 

Oregon Inlet stabilization project. Directs DOT to initiate necessary condemnation proceedings and design and 
construct a terminal groin on the north side of Oregon Inlet to stabilize the inlet and protect it against closing, and 
maintain the inlet’s navigation channel. Allocates from departmental funds $400,000 for implementation of the 
project. 


Salaries and Benefits 

Salary increases for Governor, Council of State and heads of executive departments. Increases Governor's 
Salary to $106,102 per year. Sets salary for Lt. Governor and Council of State at $93,642 per year; and salary of 
non-elected heads of state departments at $91,490 per year. Sets salaries of other heads and executive 
departments and agencies. 

DHR Sec’y salary flexibility. Amends GS 143B-9 to provide that if the Sec’y of Human Res. is a physician, the 
Governor may set his salary at a level comparable to that of physicians employed by DHR. 

Salaries of members of chair of the Industrial Comm’n. Amends GS 97-78(a) to provide that the salary of each 
commissioner shall be the same as that of district attorneys and the chair shall receive an additional $1,500 per 
year. 

DEHNR law enforcement salaries equalized. Adjusts the average salary of law enforcement officers in Div’n of 
Parks and Recreation to $30,097. 

Temporary sales tax transfer for Wildlife Resources Comm'n salary increase. Directs Sec’'y of Revenue for 
1997-98 and 1998-99 to transfer sales and use tax collections received under art. 5, GS Ch. 105, to the State 
Treasurer to for the Wildlife Res. Fund to fund salary increases for employees of the Wildlife Res. Comm'n. 

Judicial Branch Officials/salary increases. Sets salary for Chief Justice at $106,102 per year; associate 
justices at $103,330; Chief Judge, Court of Appeals, $100,746; judges, Court of Appeals, $99,024: senior resident 
Superior court judges, $96, 334; superior court judges, $93,642; district court chief judges, $85,032: district court 
judges, $82, 341; district attorney, $96,334; Administrative Officer of the Courts, $96,334: assistant AOC director, 
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$80,898; public defender, $86,754. Increases salaries of other full and part-time employees as in original bill. 
Increases salaries of clerks of superior court as follows: in counties with population of less than 100,00, $62,073 
per year; 100,000 to 149,999, $69,726; 150,000 to 149,000, $77,379: 250,000 and above, $85,032. 

Salary increases for legislative officials . Increases for principal clerks and non-elected employees are the 
same as in the original bill. Salaries for sergeant-at-arms and reading clerks are $255 per week. 

Community colleges personnel salary increases. Same as original bill. i 

UNC system-EPA salary increases. Same as original bill except provides that increase for teachers in School 
of Science and Mathematics will be same as for public school teachers. 

Most state employees/salary increases. The salaries of most other SPA and EPA employees are increased by 
3% a year. Provides that assistant and deputy clerks of superior courts and magistrates who would not receive a 
salary increase because they are at the top of their range are given a 3% bonus. 

Salary Adjustment Fund. Provides that any remaining appropriations for legislative salary increases not 
required for that purpose may be used to supplement the salary adjustment fund. These funds will be used first to 
provide reclassifications of those positions already approved by the Office of State Personnel. The Office of State 
Budget and Management must report to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations prior to allocation of 
these funds. 

1997 Retirement Benefits Act. |dentical to S 747, introduced 4/7/97. 

Salary-related contributions/employers. Sets the following employer retirement contributions as percentage of 
salary for 1997-98 and 1998-99: Teachers and State Employees, 10.83 %; State Law Enforcement Officers, 
15.83%; University Employees; Optional Retirement Program, 9.4 %; Consolidated Judicial Retirement System, 
22.65; Legislative Retirement System, 24.58%. 

Increase the monthly benefits from the NC Firemen's and Rescue Squad Workers’ Pension Fund. |dentical to 
2nd ed. of S 235, adopted 4/3/97. 

Retirement system administrative expenses to comply with Supreme Court decisions. Authorizes trustees of 
the Teachers’ and State Employees’ Retirement System to spend up to $500,000 in 1997-98 and $200,000 in 
1998-99 to meet administrative expenses to comply with Supreme Court decisions. 

Extend sunset of FICA savings use. Amends the acts that authorize use of employer FICA savings to pay 
administrative-costs of dependent care program and flexible compensation program so that they expire Dec. 31, 
1999, rather than Dec. 31, 1997. .

SENATE BILLS 


S 19. NO SOCIAL PROMOTIONS PERMITTED. Intro. 1/30/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
(1) Replaces the original bill’s blanket provision that students who do not successfully pass the performance 
benchmarks at grades four and eight shall not be promoted, with a new provision directing the State Board of 
Education to adopt rules to ensure that such students are not promoted. The rules may provide for alternative 
ways for students to demonstrate that they have met the benchmarks and for waivers for narrowly defined classes 
of students, including students with special needs. (2) Directs the State Board of Education to establish grade- 
level standards for kindergarten through third grade and fifth through seventh, to identify students who may not 
meet the fourth-grade and eighth-grade benchmarks. (3) Adds a provision directing local boards of education at 
the beginning of each school year to notify parents of children in kindergarten through eighth grade of the 
benchmarks that are expected and that, for grades four and eight, must be met. (4) Directs the State Board of 
Education to evaluate the impact of this act on exceptional students and to establish guidelines to help local 
boards develop individualized education programs for exceptional students at risk of not meeting the fourth and 
eight grade benchmarks. Changes effective date of substantive provisions from the 1998-99 school year to the 
1999-2000 school year. 


S 53. ADULT CARE/NURSING HOME PENALTIES. Intro. 2/6/97. Senate committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 
replaces 1st edition. Further amends GS 131D-34 as follows: 1) requires Dep't of Human Resources (DHR) to 
require home to make immediate plan of correction of Type A violation. Inspector is to a) immediately inform 
facility administrator orally of specific findings, what must be done to correct them, and set date by which 
correction must be made, b) within 10 working days of investigation confirm oral directions in writing, and c) 
provide copy of written confirmation to DHR. 2) Provides that factors in amount of initial penalty are licensee's 
diligence in complying with state and federal law, and violations committed within past 36 months (was unlimited 
past violations). 3) Requires Sec’y of DHR to document findings on which amount of penalty is determined and 
provide record to penalty review committee, local dep’t of social services, licensee, affected residents, their family 
members and guardians. 4) Requires administrative hearing on appeal of penalty to consider evaluation of each 
factor in setting penalty and adjust penalty if evaluation found to be incomplete. 5) Allows Sec’y to use penalty 
funds to reimburse facility for staff training if a) training cost is $1000 or less and equal to or less than penalty, b) 
facility is under same management and had no other penalty within preceding 12 months, and c) training is 
specifically addressed to violation, approved by DHR, and taught by someone other than provider. Establishes 
duties of Sec’y with respect to penalty review committee and requires each committee member to complete 
training program before serving. Makes conforming changes to GS 131E-129. 


S 118. ACCIDENT PREVEN. COURSE REDUCTION. Intro. 2/17/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 


edition. Adds a provision that an insured with more than two Safe Driver Incentive Plan points is not eligible for the 
reduction provided for in the bill. 
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S 240. LIMIT FUND-RAISING IN SESSION. Intro. 2/25/97. Senate action on 4/23/97 amends 1st edition. Adds to 
definition of “limited contributee” a person who has filed for election to named offices. Makes act applicable to any 
regular session (was those in odd numbered year). Changes effective date to Jan. 1, 1998. 


S 245. INSTALLMENT PURCHASE/SEWER DIST. Intro. 2/26/97. Senate action amends Senate committee 
substitute. Revises GS 160A-20(h) (relating to school units that may use installment purchase contracts) by 
deleting the requirement that they be located in a county of over 90,000 population. 


S 272. EXCELLENT SCHOOLS ACT. Intro. 2/27/97. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. Makes the 
following substantive changes: 

Changes related to acquiring tenure. Amends GS 115C-325(c) to specify that when a teacher reaches the 
end of the fourth year of teaching as a probationary teacher, the vote by the board of education is specifically on 
the issue of whether to grant tenure. Provides that the board may not continue to employ the teacher after the 
fourth year if the board votes not to grant tenure, or if the vote on tenure results in a tie, or if the board fails to vote 
altogether. Makes similar changes with respect to voting on tenure by the end of the second year in the case of a 
newly employed teacher who had previously been granted tenure in a North Carolina school system. Provides 
that at least 30 days before a board vote on granting tenure, the superintendent must submit to the board a list of 
all teachers eligible for a tenure vote and that list is a public record, notwithstanding other provisions of law. 

Changes related to dismissing tenured teachers. Makes numerous changes in the time limitations involved in 
the procedures required in dismissing a tenured teacher (and certain other professional employees, such as 
administrators in the middle of their contract periods): If the teacher desires a hearing before a case manager, the 
request must come within 7 days (was, 15) after receipt of notice from the superintendent of an intention to 
recommend dismissal. Requires superintendent to give statement to teacher regarding witnesses the 
superintendent intends to use at least 5 days (was, 10) before the hearing before the case manager; and the 
teacher to give a similar statement to the superintendent at least 3 days (was, 6) before the hearing. Requires the 
case manager to conduct the hearing and make his or her final report within 10 days (was, 20) of appointment as 
case manager, with a maximum extension of time of 5 days (was, 10). Requires superintendent to decide whether 
to go forward with dismissal recommendation within 2 days (was, 3) of receiving the case manager's report, or to 
request a supplemental report by the case manager within 3 days (was, 7). Requires teacher to decide whether to 
request a hearing before the board of education within 2 days (was, 3) of receiving the notice that the 
superintendent, after the case manager has reported, intends to go forward with a recommendation of dismissal. 
Requires the board within 2 days (was, 5) of receiving the teacher's request for a hearing to notify the teacher of 
the date of the hearing and requires that the hearing be held no less than 7 nor more than 10 days after notifying 
the teacher (was, no less than 7 nor more than 20). Requires the board to send a notice of its determination to the 
superintendent and the teacher within 2 days (was, 5) following the hearing. 

Adds a specific provision requiring the State Board of Education to pay the case manager's compensation 
and reimbursement for expenses. 

Disciplinary suspensions. Deletes provision regarding exchange of information between superintendent and 
teacher before hearing on short-term disciplinary suspensions. 

Hearing transcripts. Retains current law provisions that the superintendent is responsible for making a 
transcript of hearings and providing a transcript at no charge to a teacher who contemplates an appeal to a court 
of law, but adds a provision that the teacher may have the hearing transcribed by a court reporter at the teacher's 
own expense. 

Testing of teachers in low-performing schools. Adds new GS 115C-105.38A requiring the State Board of 
Education to test by examination certified professional employees in schools that have been identified as low- 
performing and to which an assistance team has been assigned. (Also directs the board to develop a plan for 
testing such employees in all low performing schools even if no assistance team has been assigned.) Sets up 
remediation programs for teachers who fail the examination, based on how low their scores are. The remediation 
is to be provided by UNC and teachers undergoing remediation are to be on leave with pay. If the teacher fails the 
retest after remediation and then fails a second retest, the final failure constitutes substantial evidence of 
inadequate performance justifying dismissal by the state board. 

Teacher preparation programs. Designates the State Board of Education as the lead agency, in coordination 
with the UNC Board of Governors, in continuing to raise standards for entry into teacher education programs. 
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Directs universities that have teacher preparation programs to submit annual performance reports to the state 
board in a standard format. 

Performance evaluations. Amends GS 115C-326 to add requirements to teacher performance evaluation 
that, in addition to other evaluations, every probationary teacher is to be evaluated at least once annually by a 
qualified school administrator. Directs the state board to develop training programs for administrators in 
conducting such evaluations, and guidelines for evaluating the performance of superintendents. 

Other employment matters. Adds a provision to GS 115C-325(a) specifying that the transfer of a tenured 
school administrator from one position to another position is not a demotion within the meaning of the Teacher 
Tenure Act regardless of whether the transfer results in a reduction in compensation. Amends GS 115C-296(a) to 
direct the State Board to raise the minimum teacher certification examination score necessary for certification. 

Pay. Sets new incentive award levels for employees in schools where student performance exceed 
expectations at $1,500 for certified employees and $500 for teacher assistants. Where student performance 
levels meet expectations, the levels are $750 and $375. Adds to the bill's stated goals for future teacher salary 
schedules a salary differential that results in higher salaries for teachers who have achieved tenure over 
probationary teachers with the same level of experience and education. 

Reports. Contains numerous requirements of reports by the State Board of Education to the Joint Legislative 
Education Oversight Committee: on efforts to improve teacher preparation, on admission standards for teacher 
education programs and initial certification requirements; on efforts to make more rigorous the requirements for 
continuing certification; on progress in developing a mentor teacher training program; on the development of 
programs to train administrators to improve evaluation of teachers; on developing guidelines for evaluating 
superintendents; on ways to modify the administrator recertification process; and on developing a new teacher 
certificate to be known as the “Masters/Advanced Competencies.” 


S 316. AMEND BILL LEE ACT. Intro. 3/5/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 replaces 3rd edition. 
Adds GS 105-29.3A to require Sec’y o f Commerce to designate enterprise zones, defined as census tracts in 
cities with populations of 10,000 or more with a population of at least 3,000 persons, at least 20 per cent of whom 
are below the poverty level. Designates enterprise zones as “enterprise tier one” areas. Revises GS 105-129.4 
definition of the wage standard for jobs eligible for the tax credit to 100 per cent of the average weekly wage in the 
county for enterprise tier one areas, and 110 per cent for all other areas. Adds provision to GS 105-129.9 to allow 
tax credits for planned expansion of machinery and equipment to be calculated based on the enterprise tier 
designation in the year a letter of commitment to expand is signed, provided the machinery and equipment is 
placed in service within two years. Adds GS 105-129.12 to provide tax credit of up to $500,000 over seven years 
for use of property as a central administrative office that employs at least forty people. Adds air courier services to 
GS 105-129.4 definition of businesses eligible for tax credit. Provisions on enterprise zones, planned expansion of 
machinery and equipment, and credits for central administrative office property are effective January 1, 1998. 


S 434. NATIONAL GUARD HEALTH BENEFITS. Intro. 3/20/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Provides that national guard members and dependents who are not eligible for comprehensive group health 
insurance or other benefits coverage (including Medicare, Civilian Health and Medical Program of the Uniformed 
Services Benefits, and other Uniformed Service benefits) may participate in the state comprehensive major 
medical plan. 


S 474. MUNICIPALITIES' TREE ORDINANCES. Intro. 3/24/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Adds Garner, Knightdale, and Nags Head to the bill's coverage. 


S 477. SEPTIC TANK SYSTEMS BMPS. Intro. 3/25/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Amends GS 130A-345 to require DEHNR is to develop guidelines for septic tank systems that include standards 
for installation, operation, maintenance and repair. Provides that guidelines are to supplement septic tank rules of 
Comm'n for Health Services and that authority of Comm'n to enact rules on same matters as guidelines is not 
limited. Defines expenditures that qualify for tax credit. Amends GS 105-151.27 and -130.43 to require that 
person claiming tax credit own or control site on which septic tank is installed, replaced, or improved. Changes 
effective date of Sections 2 and 3 to Jan. 1 of year following year in which DEHNR certifies to Dep't of Revenue 
that guidelines have been developed, but not before Jan. 1, 1999. 
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S 486. CLARIFY FOOD ESTAB. DEFINITION. Intro. 3/25/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Changes the bill’s amendments to the definition of “establishment that prepares or serves drink” in GS 130A- 
247(4) to specify that it includes establishments that process fruits and vegetables (was, food products) to produce 
drinks, but does not include establishments that set out or hand out drinks as regulated by the Dep't of Agriculture, 
whether or not the drinks are in prepackaged containers. Makes same exception to asco definition of 
“establishment that prepares or serves food” in GS 130A-247(5). 


S 501. ROXBORO CHARTER. Intro. 3/25/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes technical 
change. 


S 535. MACON/CONSENT BEFORE ACQUISITION. Intro. 3/27/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Changes title to read, “REQUIRING THE CONSENT OF CHEROKEE, CLAY, GUILFORD, MACON, AND 
POLK COUNTIES BEFORE LAND IN THOSE COUNTIES MAY BE CONDEMNED OR ACQUIRED BY A UNIT 
OF LOCAL GOVERNMENT OUTSIDE THE COUNTY.” Adds specified counties to coverage of GS 153A-15(c). 


S 539. LOBBYIST DISCLOSURE. Intro. 3/27/97. Senate committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 replaces 1st 
edition. Deletes provision in GS 120-47.6(b1) requiring lobbyist’s report of lobbying activity to include statement of 
principal's position on issues. Deletes provision in GS 120-47.7 requiring lobbying report to include the proportion 
of the total amount paid for lobbying on each issue. 


S 579. LENOIR CHARTER. Intro. 3/31/97. Senate committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 replaces 1st edition. 
Adds provision that future salary changes shall be made in accordance with GS 160A-64, and changes initial date 
for election of mayor to four-year term from 1997 to 1999. 


S 585. LUMBERTON/SHELBY ROOM TAX CHANGES. Intro. 4/1/97. Senate committee substitute adopted 
4/23/97 replaces ist edition, changing title to “AN ACT TO INCREASE THE MAXIMUM RATE OF THE 
LUMBERTON ROOM OCCUPANCY TAX FROM THREE PERCENT TO SIX PERCENT, AND TO AUTHORIZE 
THE CITY OF SHELBY TO LEVY A ROOM OCCUPANCY AND TOURISM DEVELOPMENT TAX IF APPROVED 
BY THE VOTERS OF THE CITY.” Adds to bill a provision for a referendum in the city of Shelby on the question of 
adding a 3% room occupancy tax to be used for tourism and economic development in the city. 


S 587. SCHOOL PERSONNEL/CLASS EXPERIENCE. Intro. March 31, 1997. Senate action on 4/23/97 amends 
2nd edition by changing title to read “AN ACT TO GIVE CLASSROOM EXPERIENCE TO PROFESSIONAL 
PUBLIC SCHOOL EMPLOYEES WHO DO NOT HAVE DAILY INSTRUCTIONAL CONTACT WITH STUDENTS,” 
and deleting the word “substitute” in GS 115C-47(18a). Adds requirement that UNC Bd of Governors report to 
Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee by Oct. 15, 1998, on extent to which UNC faculty teaching 
educational methods are involved in public schools. 


S 625. SPEEDING ON SCHOOL GROUNDS. Intro. 4/1/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Revises provision to be GS 20-141(e1). Allows local authorities to set lower speed limits, not to exceed fifteen 
miles per hour, on the grounds of public and private schools when requested by the school authority. 


S 627. DOMESTIC VIOLENCE CHANGES. Intro. 4/1/97. Senate action on 4/23/97 amends 2nd edition. GS 50B- 
1 provides that the domestic violence statutes apply to certain acts between persons in a “familial relationship.” 
This amendment changes that term to “personal relationship,” and specifies that a “personal relationship” under 
the statutes includes a “dating relationship” between individuals of different sexes. 


S 646. OFFICIAL STATE DANCE. Intro. 4/2/97. Senate action on 4/23/97 amends 1st edition, changing title to 
“AN ACT TO DESIGNATE THE OFFICIAL DANCES OF NORTH CAROLINA,” and specifying that the square 
dance is the official state American folk dance, and the shag is the official state popular dance. 


S 672. CHARLOTTE PRIVATE SALE. Intro. 4/2/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Amends 


title to read “TO ALLOW THE CITY OF CHARLOTTE TO CONVEY CERTAIN DESCRIBED PROPERTY AT 
PRIVATE SALE.” Allows private sale of specified tracts, including several coliseum tracts, the baseball stadium 
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tract, and any property under the management of the Charlotte Auditorium-Coliseum Convention Center Authority. 
Requires appraisal and public advertisement of request for proposals. 


S 708. STAND BY YOUR AD. Intro. April 7, 1997. Senate action on April 23 amends 1st edition. Clarifies that act 
applies only to state and local campaigns and to ad paid for (was “sponsored or furnished by”) persons or entities 
covered by the bill. Requires TV ad to disclose its funding source by visual legend. Defines mass mailing as more 
than 500 pieces. Exempts from act individual who spends less than $1000 in political campaign. Replaces 
references to state and federal law with specific statutory citations. 


S 809. AMEND NC APPRAISERS ACT. Intro. 4/10/97. Senate committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 replaces 
1st edition. GS 93E-1-3(c) as amended by this bill provides that despite the provisions of the Appraisers Act, a 

real estate broker or licensed salesman may perform a comparative market analysis or broker's market analysis 
so long as the analysis states that it is not an appraisal. Committee substitute adds that the analysis must also 

contain a statement that it is not to be used for lending purposes. 


S 837. SPORTS CLUB ABC PERMITS. Intro. 4/14/97. Senate action on 4/23/97 amends 1st edition to specify 
that the kinds of permits that may be issued to sports clubs without approval at an election are those authorized by 


GS 18B-1001(1) (on-premises malt beverages), 18B-1001(3) (on-premises unfortified wine), and 18B-1001(10) 
(mixed beverages). 


S 845. VEHICLE INSPECTION PROGRAM STUDY. Intro. 4/15/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Changes title to read, “AN ACT TO DIRECT THE ENVIRONMENTAL MANAGEMENT COMMISSION 
AND THE DIVISION OF AIR QUALITY OF THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL 
RESOURCES, WITH THE ASSISTANCE AND COOPERATION OF THE DIVISION OF MOTOR VEHICLES OF 
THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION, TO STUDY THE COSTS AND BENEFITS OF EXPANDING THE 
EMISSIONS INSPECTION AND MAINTENANCE PROGRAM, AND TO DIRECT THE ENVIRONMENTAL 
REVIEW COMMISSION TO STUDY WHETHER THE EMISSIONS INSPECTION AND MAINTENANCE 
PROGRAM SHOULD BE TRANSFERRED FROM THE DIVISION OF MOTOR VEHICLES TO THE DIVISION OF 
AIR QUALITY.” Specifies reporting requirements for EMC on possible expansion of program to all counties; for 
EMC and the Div'n of Motor Vehicles on effective implementation of the program, including recommendations and 
legislative proposals; and for Environmental Review Comm'n on whether to transfer the program from DMV to the 
Div’n of Air Quality. 


S 875. REVISE RECORDS LAWS-2. Intro. 4/15/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 


Adds provision that Review Officer is not responsible for certifying that the plat has an accurately positioned north 
arrow. 


S 891. LOCAL GOVERNMENT CONTRACTING. Intro. 4/16/97. Senate action amends 1st edition. Makes 
technical change. 


S 987. INTERSTATE ECON. DEVELOP. PERMITS. Intro. 4/21/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Allows issuance of ABC permits within one mile (was 1.5 miles) on certain interstate highway 
interchanges. 


S 1011. INITIAL ENTRY INTO KINDERGARTEN. Intro. 4/21/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition, rewriting substantive portions of bill so it now provides that a child who is presented for enrollment at any 
time during the first 120 days of school is entitled to initial entry if the chitd reaches or reached the age of five on or 
before October 16 of that school year or, though not reaching that age, was attending school in another state 
during that school year before moving to North Carolina. Authorizess that a board of education to allow such a 
child initial entry even if presented after the first 120 days. Makes a corresponding change in GS 115C-81(f). 


S 1030. PUBLIC CONTRACT DISPUTES. Intro. 4/21/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 


Committee substitute provides that where separate contracts are awarded, the contracting body “may issue” (was, 
“shall issue”) decisions and directives concerning the work of the separate contractors and any disputes between 
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them and eliminates provision requiring that the directives must be issued promptly and are binding on the 
separate contractors. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 112. CAMDEN SAFETY ZONE. Intro. 2/12/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 replaces ‘st 
edition. Specifies that the bill's prohibition on shooting toward a school applies only within one-half mile of the 
school. 


H 176. EQUINE ACTIVITIES/LIABILITY. Intro. 2/17/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 replaces 1st 
edition, changing bill’s title to “AN ACT TO CLARIFY RESPONSIBILITIES AND LIABILITY FOR EQUINE 
ACTIVITIES.” Makes the following substantive changes: (1) Deletes statement that the General Assembly finds 
that the bill is necessary for the immediate preservation of the public peace, health, and safety. (2) Deletes the 
original bill's listing of kinds of activities that constitute “equine activity” and substitutes statement that “equine 
activity” is any activity involving an equine. (3) Deletes from the “inherent risks of equine activities” (as to which 
the bill provides immunity for equine sponsors), hazards related to surface and subsurface conditions, collisions 
with other equines and objects, and the potential of individuals to act negligently contributing to the injury of other 
equine participants. (4) Provides that immunity from liability extends only to injuries resulting exclusively from 
“inherent risks.” (5) Deletes provision authorizing the Dep't of Agriculture to make and sell signs warning 
participants of the immunity enjoyed by equine sponsors. 


H 222. HABITUAL FELON DETERMINATION. Intro. 2/17/97. House committee substitute adopted _ 
4/23/97replaces 1st edition. Changes title to read “TO RECODIFY THE LAW CONCERNING HABITUAL FELONS 
AND VIOLENT HABITUAL FELONS, TO PROVIDE THAT THE ISSUE OF WHETHER A DEFENDANT IS AN 
HABITUAL FELON OR A VIOLENT HABITUAL FELON SHALL BE DETERMINED BY THE TRIAL JUDGE, AND 
TO MAKE OTHER CHANGES.” Recodifies GS 14-7.1 as 15A-1340.13A, and GS 14-7.7 as 15A-1340.13B, and 
repeals the remainder of Art. 2A and 2B of GS Ch. 14. Creates GS 15A-1340.13A to provide that the district 
attorney may present to the trial judge a convicted felon’s status as an habitual felon as an enhanced sentencing 
factor and to provide for sentencing as a Class C felon (unless the felon has been sentenced as a Class A or B 
felon) if the trial judge determines the felony was committed by an habitual felon. Creates GS 15A-1340.13B to 
define a violent habitual felon, provide for presentation of such status as an enhanced sentencing factor, and to 
provide for sentencing to life imprisonment without parole (except where the death penalty has been imposed) if 
the trial judge determines the felony was committed by a violent habitual felon. Effective December 1, 1997 and 
applies to offenses committed on or after that date. 


H 224. BROWNFIELDS/PROPERTY USE RESTRICTION. Intro. 2/17/97. House committee substitute adopted 
4/23/97 replaces 1st edition. Changes title to read “TO AUTHORIZE THE SECRETARY OF ENVIRONMENT, 
HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES TO ENCOURAGE THE REDEVELOPMENT OF BROWNFIELDS BY 
APPROVING THE IMPOSITION OF RESTRICTIONS ON INACTIVE HAZARDOUS SUBSTANCE OR WASTE 
DISPOSAL SITES AND ON OIL OR HAZARDOUS SUBSTANCE DISCHARGES OR RELEASES, AS 
RECOMMENDED BY THE ENVIRONMENTAL REVIEW COMMISSION.” Makes stylistic changes to GS 130A- 
310.3(f) and 130A-310.8(a)2. Creates GS 143-215.84(e) to add provision comparable to proposed GS 130A- 
310.3(f) for sites affected by discharge of oil or hazardous substances. Creates GS 143-215.85A to require owner 
to prepare plat identifying oil or hazardous substance discharge sites within 180 days being notified to do so by 
Dep't of Environment, Health and Natural Resources. After Dep't approval, the plat is to be recorded by the owner 
in the register of deeds office within 30 days of approval. If the owner fails to submit and file the notice, the Sec’y 
is authorized to do so. Requires deeds conveying affected property to contain notice that the property is a 
discharge site. Provides method for cancellation of notice after hazards have been eliminated. Amends GS 143- 
215.88B making it a class 2 misdemeanor to knowingly make a false statement in documents required to be filed, 
in a rule-making procedure, or in a contested case (or tampering with any recording or monitoring device) under 
the Oil Pollution and Hazardous Substance Control Article. 
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H 233. NO FIREARMS DISCHARGED NEAR SCHOOL. Intro. 2/17/97. House committee substitute adopted 
4/23/97 replaces 1st edition. Limits bill’s provisions to discharges of firearms “in the direction of a school.” 


H 303. BAN PARTIAL-BIRTH ABORTIONS. Intro. 2/24/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Changes proposed GS 14-46.2 to make violation a Class H (was, Class |) felony. Extends exemption to any 
person (was, physician) when specified circumstances exist. Adds severablity clause-applicable to all sections 
except the definitions and the exceptions. Changes effective date from 12/1/97 to when bill becomes law. 


H 307. ENVIRONMENTAL LAWS ACT. Intro. 2/24/1997. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 replaces 
1st edition. Amends GS 106-802 to define “intensive animal feeding operation” and “outdoor recreational facility.” 
Amends GS 106-803 to require 1) swine house or lagoon be at least 2,500 feet from national or state park or 
forest, wildlife refuge, fragile or historic area, or outdoor recreational facility; 1,320 feet from surface waters; 1,000 
feet from swine farm with capacity of 500,000 pounds steady state live weight; 1,500 feet from farm with capacity 
of more than 1,000,000 pounds; and 500 feet from drinking water supply; and 2) no component of waste 
management system for which permit is required, except land application site, can be within 100 year floodplain. 
Deletes siting requirements in GS 106-804(b). Before farm constructed, requires written notice to property owners 
adjoining and across from farm, county(ies) in which farm located, and local health department(s). Requires 
DEHNR to conduct public hearing at applicant's expense on receipt of 20 written requests from anyone living 
within one mile of proposed site. Amends GS 143-215.107(a) to require Environmental Management Comm'n to 
adopt standards and program to control odors from animal operations. Amends GS 153A-340 to permit counties 
to zone intensive animal feeding operations and retroactively validates such regulations. Establishes one year 
moratorium for new or expanded swine farm or lagoon in area 1) with county population of less than 75,000 in 
most recent decennial federal census, 2) over $150,000,000 in expenditures on travel and tourism, and 3) not in 
coastal area as defined by GS 113A-103. Effective Jan. 1, 1997, Comm'n is prohibited from issuing permit for 
waste management system as defined in GS 143-215.10B, or for new or expanded farm or lagoon, as defined in 
GS 106-802, for one year from date of ratification. Moratorium does not apply to 1) repair of component of swine 
farm or lagoon, 2) replacement of component that does not increase swine population (but population may be 
increased if registration filed with DEHNR before effective date), 3) construction or expansion if person 
undertaking it has, before effective date, contracted for land, materials or equipment, or been approved for line of 
credit for project and obligated or expended funds, or 4) changes made to comply with rules rather than to 
increase swine population. New limitations effective when they become law, but do not apply under following 
circumstances when the project “occurs” on or after the effective date: 1) when increase in swine population has 
been registered with DEHNR before effective date, and 2) when increase does not exceed what can be 
accommodated by waste system registered or approved before effective date. Provisions relating to intensive 
animal feeding operations under amended GS 106-802 apply to such operations for which construction began on 
or after Jan. 1, 1997, regardless of the date of site evaluation. Requires Comm'n to publish proposed rule on odor 
emission within six months of final report of NCSU Agricultural Research Service on economically feasible odor 
control technologies, but no later than May 1, 1998. Requires Comm'n to adopt final rule within one year of 
proposed rule, but no later than May 1, 1999. Requires UNC Bd of Governors to present final report and 
recommendations on same to Environmental Review and Environmental Management comm'ns by Nov. 1, 1997. 


H 315. STATE HIRES MOST QUALIFIED. Intro. 2/25/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 replaces 
1st edition, making the following substantive changes: (1) adds to bill’s new GS 126-14.2 a requirement directing 
the State Personnel Comm'n to adopt rules ensuring thorough advertising of job openings in state government 
employment and lengthening, as appropriate, the period for submitting applications; (2) deletes the original bill's 
requirement in new GS 126-14.2 that the hiring or promoting supervisor must execute a certificate indicating that 
the decision was made under state personnel policies and not on the basis of patronage; (3) amends the bill's 
changes in GS 126-84 and -85 prohibiting harassment or retaliation for state employee’s reporting of 
mismanagement or abuse of authority (and specifically encouraging such reports) to specifically protect only 
reports of gross mismanagement and gross abuse; and (4) provides that heads of employing agencies are to 
report certain employment information to the Office of State Personnel (was, to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on 
Government Operations) and for the State Personnel Commission then to report to the Joint Legislative Comm'n 
on Governmental Operations. Makes technical and conforming changes. 
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H 373. CALDWELL ANNEXATION RESTRICTED. Intro. 3/3/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 
replaces 2nd edition. Deletes applicability to Davidson County. House amendment provides that the act only 
applies to annexation ordinances adopted on or before June 30, 2004. : 


H 379. AMEND CHARTER SCHOOL LAWS. Intro. 3/3/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Eliminates proposed amendments to GS 115C-238.29B(a), (b) and (c). Includes in definition of “school 
personnel,” for purpose of criminal history check, a member of board of trustees of charter school but not operator 
of school. Adds GS 115C-238.29C1(e) requiring State Board 1) to determine on basis of criminal check whether 
applicant for school employment or contract is qualified and notify school’s board of directors in writing, 2) to 
supply written findings (but not contents of FBI file) of its decisions on final approval of charter and employment 
recommendations, and 3) to inform personnel of process for challenging accuracy of check and contesting Board's 
determination in court. Relieves school operator and employees of liability for acts or omissions concerning 
history checks. Amends GS 115C-238.29D to allow State Board to grant initial charter for up to 10 years. ([f initial 
grant is for more than five years, State Board must review school’s status five years later), and to require State 
Board to establish policy allowing school to increase enrollment without seeking State Board approval. Requires 
school’s operator to dismiss or refuse to employ individual if State Board recommends. Deletes proposed 
amendment to GS 115C-238.29E(b) (allowing operation of school by charter school-authority). Amends GS 115C- 
238.29E(e) to allow local board of education, if it lacks space to meet the needs of its students, to decline to rent 
space to charter school. If a public school converts to a charter school, local board must lease facilities that have 
been used by public school unless it demonstrates specified exceptional conditions. Amends GS 115C- 
238.29F(g) to 1) allow private school that converts to charter to give admission preference to former students 
during first year as charter school so long as other students are admitted, 2) remove requirement that local boards 
of education approve charter school student’s attending school out of county of residence, and 3) allow charter 
school to give admission preference to siblings of current students, children of employees, of members of board of 
directors and of applicants for charter, so long as other students are enrolled. Amends GS 115C-238.29F(h) to 
encourage local board to contract with charter school for transportation (was, will contract if feasible and space 
available). Amends GS 115C-238.29F to clarify that on dissolution of charter local school board may claim only 
net assets purchased with public funds. Amends GS 115C-238.29H to require that State Board. annually adjust 
amount allocated to charter school based on enrollment increase, that if child with special needs leaves charter 
school for public school during first 60 days of school year, State Board must reallocate those funds to public 
school, and to allow charter school to use State Board allocation for interest payments on loans for facilities or 
equipment. 


H 414. UNEMPL. BENEFITS/SEVERANCE PAV. Intro. 3/6/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Provides that individual is (was, is not) considered to be unemployed as to receipt of severance pay for any week 
during which individual is registered at or attending institution of higher education, secondary school, or approved 
vocational, educational, or training program. 


H 434. FEDERAL HEALTH INSURANCE CHANGESI/AB. Intro. 3/10/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Replaces section revising GS 58-3-176 with repeal of GS 58-68-1, -5, -10, 15, and -20, and creates new 
Article (Health Insurance Portablity and Accountability). Establishes limitation on preexisting condition limitations 
by group health insurers in new GS 58-68-30. Permits exclusion of some conditions, not including pregnancy, for 
which (1) treatment was recommended or received within six months of enrolling, (2) the exclusion extends not 
more than twelve months, and (3) the period of exclusion is reduced by the aggregate of the periods of creditable 
coverage. Creates GS 58-68-35 to prohibit discrimination by group health insurers against participants based on 
health status. Creates GS 58-68-40 to guarantee that each insurer that offers health insurance coverage in the 
small group market accept every small employer and eligible individual who-applies for coverage. Creates GS 58- 
68-45 to require renewal of coverage at the option of the employer for both the small and large group market, with 
provisions for specified exceptions, uniform termination of coverage, and discontinuance of all coverage. Creates 
GS 58-68-60 to require continued individual health insurance coverage for individuals with prior group coverage, 
and GS 58-68-65 to guarantee renewablity of individual coverage. Deletes provision in GS 58-51-80(b) regarding 
prohibition of association conditioning membership on the basis of health status. Deletes provision in GS 58-55-31 
requiring offer of an alternative plan of care benefit. 
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H 448. GOVERNOR'S D.W.I. INITIATIVE. Intro. 3/10/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 replaces 
1st edition. (1) Makes the provisions of GS 20-28.2 (as amended by bill) and -28.3 (as added by bill) applicable 
not only after hearings under GS 20-179 (sentencing hearings for impaired driving convictions) but also after 
convictions under GS 20-138.5 (habitual impaired driving). (2) Adds provisions to GS 20-28.2 specifying that a 
forfeited vehicle may be returned to an innocent registered owner even after a second forfeiture if owner shows by 
clear and convincing evidence that he or she has taken all reasonable precautions to prevent the repeated use by 
the offender and immediately reported the second unauthorized use upon discovery. (3) Amends bill's new GS 
20-28.2(h) to specify that a judge shall (was, may) release a forfeited vehicle to the holder of a security interest in 
the vehicle under certain conditions. (4) Amends bill’s new GS 20-28.2(i) and -29.3(g) to specify that the 
possessory lien for towing and storage fees on a forfeited vehicle runs in favor of the entity that towed or stored 
the vehicles, other than the county school board (was, the lien ran in favor of the school board). Also amends bill's 
new GS 20-28.3(d) and -28.5(b) to specify that if the county school board stores the vehicle on its own property it 
is not entitled to recover a storage fee. (5) Adds new GS 20-28.4(d) providing that if the driver of the seized motor 
vehicle is subsequently not convicted of impaired driving, or the judge fails after a conviction to find the grossly 
aggravating factor described in GS 20-179(c)(2) (the impaired driving was while the license was revoked for 
impaired driving), then the vehicle is to be returned to the registered owner upon payment of towing and storage 
fees. If the judge finds that probable cause did not exist to seize the vehicle, the owner need not pay the towing 
and storage fees. (6) Makes conforming amendments to GS 20-219.10. (7) Deletes the bill’s provisions for 
adding a new subdivision to GS 20-16.2 regarding applications for limited driving privileges after administrative 
revocation under GS 20-16.2 and substitutes a new GS 20-16.5(p) regarding applications for limited driving 
privileges after revocation under GS 20-16.5. (8) Makes entire bill effective Dec. 1, 1997. 


H 458. CHARTER SCHOOL AMENDMENTSI/AB. Intro. 3/10/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Amends GS 115C-238.29B(b)(14) to provide for operation by a private nonprofit board of directors approved by 
the chartering entity. Amends GS 115C-238.29D(d) to provide that termination of charter operated by such a 
board of directors terminates that board of directors. Amends GS 115C-238.29E to specify size and terms of 
office of the board of directors and to provide that charter schools receiving final approval by March 31, 1997 be 
provided the opportunity to operate under a board approved by the chartering entity. 


H 464. ENHANCE CHILD CARE/AB. Intro. 3/10/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition (blank bill). 
Substantially revises Art. 7 of GS Ch. 110. 

Definitions. Changes references from “day care” to “child care” throughout. Amends definitions in GS 110- 
86, as follows:: “child care” is care on a regular basis of at least once per week for more than four hours (but less 
than 24 hours) per day, with specified exceptions; “child care center’ is facility with six or more preschool, or nine 
Or more school age children; “family child care home’ is facility in a residence with more than two but less than 
nine children receiving child care. 

Inspections. Amends GS 110-88 to authorize the Child Care Commission to require annual inspections by 
health and fire agencies, to adopt voluntary enhanced program standards, and to adopt rules on the amount of 
time a child care administrator must be on site at a child care center. Amends GS 100-90.2 to expand 
requirements for mandatory criminal history checks for providers who have contact with children (including 
household members over fifteen years old who are present when children are in care in a new family child care 
home, and unlicensed homes beginning after March 1, 1998). 

Licensing and Certification. Amends GS 110-91 regarding mandatory standards for licensing child care 
facilities. Deletes provision on immunization. Adds provision for annual fire inspection. Directs Dep't of Human 
Resources to develop guidelines on outdoor play equipment and surfacing (but not binding rules beyond those 
necessary to assure the area is free of hazards that pose a threat of serious injury while engaged in normal play). 
Limits child care centers to caring for no more than 25 children in a single group, and limits family child care 
homes to no more than five preschool children at one time, including the operator's own children. Requires child 
care center administrators to be at least 21 years old and have a North Carolina Early Childhood Administrator 
Credential or its equivalent. All lead teachers must also hold a Certificate. Effective January 1, 1998 operators of 
licensed family child care homes must be at least 21 years old and have a high school diploma or its equivalent 
(and prior to that time be at least 21 years old and literate). Directs Comm'n for Child Care to develop standards 
for ongoing staff development. 
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Abuse and Neglect Violations. Revises GS 110-105.2 regarding abuse and neglect violations. Provides for 
issuance of written warnings and unannounced visits to verify corrective action. Provides for special provisional 
licenses, with a maximum six-month duration, if corrective action has not been taken. Amends GS 110-106 to limit 
employment of certain criminals and mentally or emotionally impaired persons in religious-sponsored child care 
facilities, and to require that the operators of such facilities be at least 21 years old and literate. 

Makes numerous other technical and conforming changes. 


H 476. VITAL RECORDS ACCESS/AB. Intro. 3/10/97. House committee substitute adopted on 4/23/97 replaces 
1st edition. Adds provision to GS 130A-93 that birth records are state property and shall be stored or disclosed 
only in accordance with Dep’t of Cultural Resources instructions. 


H 483. SCHOOL BOARD “QUICK TAKE". Intro. 3/10/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Further amends GS 115C-517 to require county commissioner approval before local board may use procedure. 


H 485. FUNERAL ESTABLISHMENTS. Intro. 3/10/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 replaces 2nd 
edition, clarifies that reinstatement of inactive license is without charge, and changes effective date to Oct. 1, 1997 
(was ratification). 


H 506. HERTFORD/NORTHAMPTON SCHOOL AC@Q. Intro. 3/12/97. House committee substitute adopted 
4/23/97 replaces 1st edition. Amends title to read “TO ALLOW HERTFORD AND NORTHAMPTON COUNTIES 
TO ACQUIRE PROPERTY FOR USE BY THEIR COUNTY BOARDS OF EDUCATION.” Amends GS 153A- 
158.1(e) to add Hertford and Northampton counties, authorizing counties to acquire and improve school properties 
on behalf of the local board of education. 


H 507. MANDATORY JAIL FOR SOME D.W.I. Intro. 3/12/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Provides that judge may order, for defendants punished at Level Three, Level Four, or Level Five, 8 (was 24) 
hours of community service in lieu of each day of jail time. 


H 515. SWINE FARM SITING ACT-2. Intro. March 13, 1997. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 
replaces 1st edition. Defines “outdoor recreational facility” and provides that no swine farm or lagoon may be 
located within 2500 feet of one. Deletes provision in bill requiring waste from lagoon to be kept at least 100 feet 
from occupied residence (50 feet under current law). Provides that no animal waste disposal system for which 
permit is required under Part 1A, Art. 21, Ch. 143 may be located in 100 year floodplain, except land application 
site. Allows Environmental Management Comm'n to hold public hearing, on own initiative or in response to 
request from member of public, under provisions of GS 143-215.1(c)(3) (was, DEHNR to hold hearing at 
applicant's expense if Dep’t received 20 written requests). Deletes proposed GS 106-806 (Emission of 
undesirable level of odor in outdoor recreation areas); amends GS 143-215.107(a), and deletes GS 143-215(e) to 
authorize Environmental Management Comm'n to develop standards and programs to control odors. Deletes 1) 
provision allowing local board of health to adopt rule on intensive livestock operations stricter than those of 
Comm'n for Health Services or Environmental Management Comm'n, and 2) retroactive validation of rules enacted 
by boards of health. Establishes one year moratorium on new or expanded operations in area 1) with less than 
75,000 county population in most recent decennial federal census, 2) more than $150,000,000 expenditures for 
travel and tourism, and 3) not located in coastal area as defined in GS 106-802 (was 16 month moratorium 
throughout state). Provides that moratorium does not include 1) repair to component of existing operation, 2) 
replacement of a component that does not increase swine population (population increases anticipated in 
registration filed with DEHNR before ratification of act are exempt), 3) construction or expansion if begun or 
contracted for before March 1, 1997, 4) construction or expansion undertaken to comply with rules, or 5) 
construction or expansion of innovative waste management system approved by DEHNR. Requires 
Environmental Management Comm'n to propose rule to regulate odors within 6 months after NCSU Agricultural 
Research Service issues final report on economically feasible odor control, but no later than May 1, 1998, and 
Comm'n is to adopt rule within one year after proposing rule but no later than May 1, 1999. UNC Bd of Governors 
to present final report and recommendations on odor control to Environmental Review and Environmental 
Management Comm’ns by November 1, 1997. 
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H 523. CONFISCATED GUN/LAW OFFICER USE. Intro. 3/17/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 
replaces 1st edition, rewriting the substantive provisions so that the bill's changes in GS 14-269.1 now add the 
following options for judicial order for disposition of the confiscated weapon: (1) an order turning the weapon over 
to a law enforcement agency in the county of trial for use by the agency or for the agency to trade to a licensed 
firearm dealer in exchange for other law enforcement supplies; or (2).an order turning the weapon over to the 


sheriff of the county of the trial to be sold at public auction after newspaper advertisement, with proceeds to go to 
the general fund of the county: 


H 530. PROFESSIONAL CORPORATION ACT AMEND. Intro. 3/18/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Deletes reference that would have exempted from GS Ch. 55B professional corporations providing 
architectural services as defined in GS Ch. 83A, so that act now applies only to corporations offering engineering, 


landscape architectural, or geological services. Makes additional technical and clarifying changes. Makes 
conforming change to title. 


H 534. SUPPORT ENFORCEMENT ORDERS. Intro. 3/18/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 
replaces 1st edition. (1) The bill amends GS 50-13.4(e) (concerning payment of arrearages in child support) and 
GS 50-16.7(a) (regarding arrearages in alimony or post-separation support) to provide that the court may order 
transfer of title to real property in payment of the arrearages. The committee substitute adds a provision in both 
statutes that the transfer of title’;can be ordered only if the value of the interest in the real title does not exceed the 
amount of the arrearages. (2) The committee substitute adds provisions amending GS 110-136.3(b) and 110- 
136.4(a)(2) to provide that the income-withholding provisions applicable to payment of child support obligations 
may also apply to alimony and postseparation support payment obligations, and specifying when the withholding 
may begin and what the notice regarding withholding must say. 


H 536. ABORTION/RIGHT TO KNOW. Intro. 3/18/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition, making 
two substantive changes: (1) Defines “medical emergency” (for purposes of abortions not requiring the 24-hour 
delay) as condition necessitating immediate abortion to avert serious risk to the mother’s life (was, serious risk to 
life or substantial and irreversible impairment of one or more of the mother’s major bodily functions). (2) Permits 
the oral communication of the medial risks, gestational age of the fetus, and information about the doctor (which 
must be communicated at least 24 hours before the abortion) to be made by telephone or in person (original bill: 
did not specify telephone). 


H 554. LICENSES FOR DISABLED VETERANS. Intro. 3/20/97. House committee substitute adopted on 4/23/97 
replaces 1st edition. Amends GS 113-270.1C to specifying that the fee for lifetime combined hunting and fishing 
licenses for disabled veterans is to be waived altogether if the disability is 70% or more. 


H 578. SINGLE-MEMBER DISTRICTS. Intro. 3/20/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition and 
completely rewrites bill. Amends title to read, “TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH CAROLINA TO 
REQUIRE SINGLE-MEMBER LEGISLATIVE DISTRICTS.” Proposes amendment to NC Constitution Art. Il sec. 3 
and 5, to require that both state Senate and House of Representatives have single member districts. Places 
amendment on the ballot in November 1997. Directs General Assembly by three-fifths vote to establish single- 
member districts to be effective by January 1, 1998 if constitutional anendment is approved. Amendments would 
become effective for the 1998 elections; however, if the 1987 General Assembly does not approve single-member 
districts by three-fifths vote, amendments become effective for the elections of 2002. 


H 581. SEX EXPLOITATION ACT. Intro. 3/24/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 replaces 1st 
edition. Deletes listing of specific factors for award of punative damages, and substitutes cross reference to 
standards under GS Ch. 1D. 


H 584. ATTEMPTING TO ELUDE ARREST. Intro. 3/24/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 replaces 
1st edition and makes technical change. 


H 611. INCREASE COMP. FOR ERR. CONVICTION. Intro. 3/25/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 
replaces 1st edition. Changes title to read, “TO INCREASE THE COMPENSATION PROVIDED TO PERSONS 
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ERRONEOUSLY CONVICTED OF FELONIES WHO HAVE RECEIVED PARDONS OF INNOCENCE, TO 
EXEMPT THE COMPENSATION FROM STATE INCOME TAX, AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE INDUSTRIAL 
COMMISSION TO HANDLE THE CLAIMS OF THOSE PERSONS.” Amends GS 148-83 to require that petitions 
for compensation be made to the Industrial Comm'n rather than to the Dep't of Correction. Amends GS 148-84 to 
increase maximum award to $10,000 per year or partial year of incarceration. Adds amendment to GS 105- 
134.6(b) to exempt awards from state income tax, effective for tax years beginning on or after January 1, 1997. 
Makes other technical changes. 


H 631. FORSYTH ROOM TAX DISTRIBUTION. Intro. 3/26/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 
replaces 1st edition, replacing blank bill with substantive provisions. Adds to Secs. 28 and 30.2, Ch. 908, SL 
1983, as amended (which provide for distribution of 5% of the net proceeds of certain occupancy taxes in Forsyth 
County to municipalities in the county other than Winston-Salem) to provide that if 95% of the net proceeds of the 
taxes levied on businesses located in a municipality other than Winston-Salem exceed for a calendar quarter the 
amount the municipality receives under the 5% rule, then the excess is to be distributed to the municipality. 


H 635. ADDITION TO STATE PARKS SYSTEM. Intro. 3/26/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 
replaces 1st edition. Adds to bill a specification that in determining which lands to add to the state parks system 
the Secretary of the Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources is to consult with the Transylvania board 
of county commissioners to identify. the most significant properties traditionally available for multiple uses, 
including hunting. Such properties are not to be included in the proposed State Park if a viable State Park unit 
with manageable boundaries may otherwise be established. 


H 649. ABOLISH CHEROKEE CORONER. Intro. 3/27/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Replaces blank bill with provisions abolishing the office of coroner in Cherokee County upon the expiration of the 
term of the current coroner. 


H 655. MADISON ANNEXATION. Intro. 3/27/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Describes 
boundaries of noncontiguous areas to be annexed by Madison and exempts described area from GS 160A- 
58.1(b)(2) (no point in area to be annexed may be closer to another city than to annexing city). 


H 656. WATERSHED EXEMPTION/ANNEXATION. Intro. 3/27/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 
replaces 1st edition. Changes title to read “TO MODIFY THE PROVISIONS OF THE WATERSHED 
PROTECTION ACT AS THEY APPLY TO SCHOOLS, TO MODIFY THE LAWS RELATING TO SATELLITE 
ANNEXATION WHICH APPLY TO MOORESVILLE, AND TO LIMIT THE SPEED OF BOATS ON LAKE 
NORMAN”. Adds provision that water supply watershed protection provisions of GS 143-214.5 do not apply to a 
school administrative unit that is expanding existing facilities to accommodate rapid school enrollment growth 
(applicable only to units in a county with two school administrative units, one of which is subject to GS 160A-20 
(h)(6)). Deletes area limit on satellite annexations by Mooresville and allows extraterritorial boundaries to be 
extended from satellite areas annexed by Mooresville prior to May 1, 1997. Establishes no wake zones within 50 
yards of bridge, dock pier, marina, and boat launch, storage, and service areas on Lake Norman (effective after 
markers are placed). House action amends committee substitute for first edition. Provides that satellite corporate 
limits for areas annexed on or after Jan. 1, 1997 (was, May 1, 1997) are not considered part of Mooresville's 
corporate limits for purposes of extraterritorial land-use regulation under GS 160A-360 or abatement of public 
health nuisances under GS 160A-193, while satellite corporate limits for areas annexed before Jan. 1, 1997 (was, 
May 1, 1997) are considered part of Mooresville's corporate limits for purposes of extraterritorial land-use 
regulation, but not for purposes of abatement of public health nuisances. 


H 681. ROXBORO CHARTER. Intro. 3/31/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 replaces 1st edition. 
Deletes original bill's provision for city levy of privilege license taxes. 


H 710. LAURINBURG CONSTRUCTION. Intro. 3/31/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 replaces 
1st edition. Adds sunset provision of June 30, 1999. 
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H 747. MECKLENBURG SCHOOL ELECTIONS. Intro. 4/2/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Makes clear that in 1997 only the board members from election districts (no at-large members) are to be elected. 


H 865. SNEADS FERRY INC./PELETIER ZONING. Intro. 4/7/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 
replaces 1st edition. Changes title to “AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE TOWN OF SNEADS FERRY, SUBJECT 
TO A REFERENDUM, AND CONCERNING ZONING BY THE TOWN OF PELETIER.” Adds provision applicable 
to town of Peletier extending from 60 days to 9 months the time period during which county regulations remain in 
effect under GS 160A-360(f)(ii). 


H 891. WORKERS' COMPENSATION MEDICAL CARE. Intro. 4/7/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Revises provision allowing employers paying medical compensation to a provider rendering treatment to 
obtain medical records without the express authorization of the employee. Directs Industrial Comm'n to adopt 
rules protecting employee's right to confidential physician-patient relationship while facilitating release of 
information necessary to administer the employee's claim. 


H 896. DAY CARE CHANGES. Intro. 4/8/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Changes the 
original bill's new staff-child ratio provisions for child day care large homes by specifying that no more than two 
(was, three) children may be less than 12 months old with one caregiver. Adds to bill provisions amending GS 
110-91(6) (regarding space and equipment requirements for child day care centers), and adds new GS 110-105.3 
(regarding guidelines on playground equipment and surfacing). GS 110-91(6) now requires that day care centers 
provide indoor equipment and furnishings that are child size, sturdy, safe, and in good repair. New provision 
imposes similar requirement for outdoor area equipment and furnishings. New GS 110-105.3 directs the Child 
Day Care Commission to develop non-binding outdoor play area equipment and furnishings guidelines and to 
include inspection of such equipment and furnishings in facility inspections. Day care center operators are to 
make the inspection report available to consumers. Bill provides that the changes to GS 110-91(6) and -105.3 
limit the authority of the Child Day Care Commission to adopt rules to ensure that outdoor play area equipment 
and surfacing are free of hazards that pose imminent dangerand repeals prior rules adopted by the comm'n 
pertaining to this subject. 


H 892. BEAUFORT INITIATIVES. Intro. 4/7/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 replaces ‘1st edition. 
Makes technical changes only. 


H 898. PUBLIC RECORDS LAW AMENDMENTS. Intro. 4/8/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 
replaces 1st edition, completely replacing original bill with new bill entitled “AN ACT TO AMEND THE PUBLIC 
RECORDS LAW TO CLARIFY PROVISIONS CONCERNING CORRESPONDENCE.” Adds new GS 132-6 
providing that upon receipt of a request by any person to see or copy letters or other documents transmitted or 
received bya public agency by any means (postal service, email, hand delivery, etc.), the custodian of the 
agency's records is promptly to sort the documents to remove any that are not public records and need not permit 
inspection of items that are not public records. Custodian need not permit inspection of public records until the 
sorting has occurred. Specifies that recipients of letters or other documents may forward them but may make 
copies to make them available for inspection. 


H 899. RESIDENTIAL PROP. DISCLOSURE ACT. Intro. 4/8/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Reinstates current law’s provisions (which were eliminated by the original bill) that the owner may choose to 
include in the disclosure statement items required to be disclosed of which the owner has actual knowledge, or the 
owner may choose to state that he or she makes no representations about the condition of the property other than 
what is stated in the real estate contract. Reinstates current law’s provisions that the rights of the parties to a real 
estate contract as to conditions of the property of which the owner had no actual knowledge are not affected by 
the Residential Property Disclosure Act unless the disclosure statement states that the owner makes no 
representations as to the conditions. If the statement so states, then the owner has no duty to disclose, whether 
or not he or she should have known of the conditions. Directs the Real Estate Commission to develop and require 
the use of a standard disclosure statement. 
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H 900. NITROGEN LIMIT/CLEAN WATER FUND. Intro. 4/8/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 
replaces 1st edition. (1) Changes the bill’s new GS 143-215.1(c1) to restate the limits on discharge of nitrogen by 
an individual wastewater permit holder into nutrient sensitive waters where nitrogen has been determined to be a 
nutrient of concern. States new limit in terms of the average annual mass load of total nitrogen that would result 
from a discharge of the permitted flow (as of 7/1/97) having a total nitrogen concentration of six milligrams per liter. 
Also sets limits on the maximum mass load. (2) Adds a provision allowing discharger to meet limits by reaching 
agreement with another discharger for the second discharger to accept the nitrogen-loaded wastewater and 
discharge it into the waters, within the total limits. (3) Changes the bill's new GS 113-145.3(10), which would have 
allowed use of Clean Water Management Trust Fund monies by local governments to meet the new GS 143- 
215(c1) requirements, to specify that local governments may use such monies only to exceed the new 
requirements. Makes corresponding amendments to GS 113-145.4(b). 


H 908. MODIFY RIGHTS OF DECEDENT'S SPOUSE. Intro. 4/10/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Adds to the bill a provision with respect to the valuation of partial or contingent interests in property that 
may make up part of the elective share. The original bill says that an interest contingent on the exercise of 
discretion by a fiduciary is to be valued at zero, unless the spouse is the fiduciary. The committee substitute adds 
that the value is also not zero if the spouse is acting as a nonadverse trustee, as that term is used in the Internal 
Revenue Code. Also delays effective date to October 1, 1997. 


H 929. DOMESTIC VIOLENCE CHANGES -2. Intro. 4/14/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 
replaces 1st edition. GS 50B-1 provides that domestic violence statutes apply to certain acts between persons in a 
“familial relationship.” This committee substitute changes that term to “personal relationship” and specifies that a 
“personal relationship” under the domestic violence statutes includes a “dating relationship” between individuals of 
different sexes. 


H 989. SCH ADMINISTRATOR'S EXAM FEE. Intro. 4/17/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 
replaces 1st edition. Eliminates current exam fee of $150 (bill raised fee to $400) for North Carolina Public School 
Administrator Exam. 


H 990. EXEMPT CERTAIN NONPROFIT UTILITIES. Intro. 4/17/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Amends the definition of “public utility” in GS 62-3(23)(a)(2) to state that the term includes entities that 
provide water or sewage services for compensation, but does not include an entity that provides water to 15 or 
fewer (was, 10) customers. 


H 999. SOIL AND WATER COMMISSION/INSPECTIONS. Intro. 4/17/97. House amendment adopted 4/23/97 
amends 1st edition, to make a technical correction. 


H 1026. EXTRA DAYS OF EMPLOYMENT TEACHERS. Intro. 4/21/97. House committee substitute adopted 
4/23/97 replaces 1st edition. Adds provision directing Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee to study 
adding additional paid days for teachers and to report its findings to the General Assembly prior to March 1, 1998. 


H 1032. AUTHORIZE LANDFILL LINER. Intro. 4/21/97. House committee substitute replaces ‘st edition. Bill is 
now entitled “AN ACT TO DIRECT THE COMMISSION FOR HEALTH SERVICES TO ADOPT A RULE TO 
AUTHORIZE THE USE OF DESIGN CRITERIA FOR MUNICIPAL SOLID WASTE LANDFILLS THAT COMPLIES 
WITH FEDERAL LAW AND THAT PROVIDES FOR AN ALTERNATIVE LANDFILL LINER THAT IS AT LEAST AS 
PROTECTIVE AS THE CURRENTLY AUTHORIZED LANDFILL LINER.” As title indicates. States that the act is a 
recent act of the General Assembly for purposes of GS 150B-21.1 (“Procedure for adopting a temporary rule”) and 
directs the comm’n to adopt a temporary rule by 1 July 1998. 


H 1089. UNC MILITARY TUITION. Intro. 4/21/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes 
technical changes only. 


H 1097. FISHERIES REFORM ACT-2. Intro. 4/21/97. House committee substitute adopted 4/23/97 replaces 1st 
edition. Adds provision to GS 143B-279.8 to require the chairs of the Coastal Resources Comm'n, Environmental 
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Management Comm'n, and Marine Fisheries Comm'n to appoint a six member committee (two representatives 
from each commission) to review draft Coastal Habitat Protection plans, make revisions by consensus, and report 
revised plans to the respective comm’'ns for adoption. Adds provision to GS 143B-279.8 to provide that effects of 
adopted habitat protection plans are prospective only. Deletes appropriations. 


H 1098. SPECIAL EDUCATION MEDIATION. Intro. 4/21/97. House committee substitute replaces 1* edition. 
Amends definition of “parent” to include custodians and eligible students for provisions on mediation of disputes 
between local education agencies and parents about special education. Deletes provisions regarding mediation of 
dispute after request for formal administrative review is filed, but allows parties to agree to use mediation in other 
circumstances, including after a request for formal administrative review is filed. Provides that dispute may be 
mediated before filing of request for formal administrative review only if local education agency and parent both 
consent to mediation. Provides that good faith effort to mediate is presumed to be good cause for continuance of 
administrative proceeding as long as administrative law judge does not find that delay resulting from mediation 
would likely result in irreparable harm to party or child. Revises provisions regarding payment of mediator’s fees to 
make local education agency responsible for paying mediator's fee for one session when mediation is requested 
before filing of request for administrative review, and to provide that, if resolution is not reached in first session, 
parties must agree to continued mediation and local education agency must pay mediator's fees for subsequent 
mediation unless parties agree otherwise. 


H 1099. KINDERGARTEN ENTRY/GIFTED STUDENTS. Intro. 4/21/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Changes from five to four the age at which gifted students may be admitted to school.

SUMMARIES OF AMENDMENTS 
AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 


SENATE BILLS 


S 34. ADJUST CITY RECEIPTS TAX SHARE. Intro. 2/3/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Under proposed new GS 105-116.1, each city receives 3.09% of the gross receipts of taxes from electric power, 
natural gas, and telephone companies’ sales within city that are taxable under GS 105-116 or 105-120. From this 
share is deducted one fourth of the city’s holdback amount. Committee substitute changes method of computing 
holdback amount. Also amends GS 105-259(b) to allow Dep’t of Revenue to provide city finance officials with 
information needed to verify accuracy of city’s distribution. 


S 193. ON-SITE WASTEWATER SYS. FUNDS. Intro. 2/19/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Changes original bill as follows: (1) makes appropriation to UNC Board of Governors (was, DEHNR) and 
increases funding from $150,000 for 1997-98 to $200,000 for 1998-99; (2) allocates funds to the Agricultural 
Research Service in the N.C. State Univ. College of Agriculture and Life Science for the evaluation of the 
functioning of on-site wastewater management systems in various watersheds and river basins of the state; (3) 
directs study to determine which watersheds and river basins are most susceptible to environmental degradation 
from existing conventional septic and other types of on-site wastewater systems and to determine the functioning 
and environmental impact of such systems; (4) allows study to examine the need for operator training and public 
education concerning such systems; (5) directs the Board of Governors to report its findings and 
recommendations to the Environmental Review Comm'n by Jan. 1, 2000; and (6) directs the Environmental 
Review Comm'n to evaluate the report and make its recommendations to the 2000 General Assembly. 
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S 194. AMEND ENVIRONMENTAL LAWS. Intro. 2/19/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Amends GS 143-215.3(a)(4) to delete requirement that provisions delegating power to Sec’y of DEHNR or 
DEHNR employees be set forth in Environmental Management Comm'n rules. Amends GS 143-215.112(d) to 
provide that if any action or failure to act for which penalty may be assessed under section is continuous, 
governing body or authorized agent may assess penalty not to exceed $10,000 per day as long as violation 
continues. Amends GS 143B-291 to establish six-year staggered terms for NC Mining Comm'n members as 
specified in bill. Amends GS 143B-313.2 to establish two-year staggered terms for NC Parks and Recreation 
Auth'y members as specified in bill. 


S 263. WORKERS' COMP./NONRESIDENT ALIENS. Intro. 2/27/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Retains provisions of current law (GS 97-38), except (1) deletes requirement that the employee have 
supported dependents in whole or in part for a period of one year prior to the date of the injury, and (2) deletes 
provision allowing Comm'n to commute all future installments to aliens to their present value and providing that 
payment of one-half of the commuted value fully acquits the employer and insurance carrier. 


S 297. AMEND CHARTER SCHOOL LAWS. Intro. 3/5/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Modifies amendment to GS 115C-238.29B to require the application for a charter school to include the names of 
the proposed initial members of its board of directors, who are either the directors of the nonprofit corporation that 
will operate the school or the directors who will be approved by the State Board. 

Amends GS 115C-238.29C1 to revise definition of “school personnel” to include any “operator” of a charter 
school; defines “operator” to include any member of board of nonprofit corporation that is running the school or 
member of a board whose members are approved by State Board. Also provides that funds allocated to charter 
school by State Board may be used to reimburse school personnel for criminal history checks and fingerprints 
authorized by section. Requires State Board to notify school’s board in writing as to whether school personnel are 
qualified to operate or be employed by school, on basis of criminal record check. State Board also must provide 
results of its criminal history investigation and its recommendation regarding employment (retains provision that 
charter school must dismiss or not employ person if State Board recommends it). 

Amends GS 115C-238.29E to make charter school accountable to local board of education of local school 
unit in which charter school is located, unless that local board denies approval. Charter school that is denied 
approval by local board is accountable to State Board for purpose of compliance with applicable laws. Prohibits 
charter school board member, where approved by State Board, from serving more than two full terms. 

Revises amendment to GS 115C-238.29F to allow local school unit, where regular school teacher requests 
leave of absence to teach at charter school during that school’s first year of operation, to require that the request 
be made up to 45 days before the teacher would otherwise have to report for duty. In subsequent years, unit may 
require request up to 90 days before reporting for duty. 

Adds new GS 115C-238.29F 1 setting out powers of charter school’s board of directors whose members are 
approved by State Board, including powers of contract, rent and purchase of real or personal property, and 
payment of all costs of school. 

Removes provision making employees of charter schools that are operated by State-Board-approved board 
eligible for North Carolina Teachers’ and State Employees’ Retirement System if approved by U.S. Internal 
Revenue Service. 


S$ 323. HISTORIC REHABILITATION TAX CREDITS. Intro. 3/6/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Modifies definition of “certified rehabilitation” in GS 105-130.42 and 105-151.23 to provide that 
expenditures must, within 24-month period, exceed $25,000 (was, $10,000). 


S 324. CONCEALED HANDGUNSILIABILITY. Intro. 3/6/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Provides that person who is in legal control of premises does not incur civil or criminal liability for a/lowing or 
prohibiting another person to carry a concealed handgun on the premises. 


S 325. CONCEALED HANDGUN EXEMPTION. Intro. 3/10/97. Senate action amends ‘st edition. Exempts retired 


sworn law enforcement officer from training requirements for concealed weapon permit if he or she applies for 
permit within two years (was, one year) of retirement and meets other criteria. 
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S 400. MENTAL HEALTH PARITY. Intro. 3/17/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Revises 
amendments to GS 58-51-55, 58-65-90, and 58-67-75 to allow insurance company, hospital or medical plan, and 
health maintenance organization to exclude chemical dependency, but not mental illness, from coverage. Requires 
such companies, plans, and HMOs that cover five or more employees to provide benefits for mental illness that 
are not less favorable than those for physical illness; allows companies, plans, and HMOs to use case 
management programs for mental illness subject to rules adopted by Insurance Comm’. 

Deletes proposed amendment to GS 135-40.7B which would have excluded social workers (other than 
certified clinical social workers) under supervision of licensed psychiatrist or psychologist as authorized providers 
of care for purposes of mental health benefits. 

Adds Oct. 1, 2001 sunset provision. 


S 430. INDUSTRIAL HYGIENISTS. Intro. 3/19/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Revises new 
GS 90-516 (unlawful acts) to (1) provide that violation of Article is class 2 misdemeanor, (2) provide that any 
person may apply to superior court for injunctive relief to restrain person who has violated Article from continuing 
illegal practices; (3) provide that venue for actions brought under Article is superior court of county where unlawful 
acts allegedly were committed or in county where defendant resides; (4) delete provision that violation of section is 
unfair trade practice under GS 75-1.1; and (5) provide that nothing in Article authorizes person certified under 
Article to engage in practice of engineering. Makes act effective for violations occurring on or after Dec. 1, 1997 
(was, Jan. 1, 1998). 


S 442. AMERICAN HISTORY ACT. Intro. 3/20/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Deletes from 
specified list of documents organic documents from pre-Colonial, Colonial, Revolutionary, Federalist, and post- 
Federalist eras. Clarifies that local boards, sup’ts, principals, and supervisors may not allow content-based 
censorship of American history in public schools based on religious references in historical writings, documents, 
and records. Requires State Board of Education to adopt policy by Sept. 30, 1997, to ensure that textbooks it 
adopts have no content-based censorship of American history based on religious preferences. 


S 474. MUNICIPALITIES’ TREE ORDINANCE. Intro. 3/24/97. Senate action amends 1st edition. Makes bill 
applicable to city of Durham. 


S 538. PROFESSIONAL FIREFIGHTERS’ RETIREMENT. Intro. 3/27/97. Senate committee replaces 1st edition. 
Changes original bill as follows: (1) amends GS 128-24(5) to allow firefighters (now, only law enforcement officers) 
to chose the deferred early retirement allowance at age 50 for those separated from service before age 50 after 
more than 15 years service or a similar allowance at age 55 for those separated from service before 55 after more 
than five years service; (2) amends GS 128-27(a) to authorize service retirement benefits for firefighter who has 
completed 25 years of creditable service if last five years of creditable service is as firefighter or who as attained 
age 50 with 15 years of creditable service or who has attained age 55 with 5 years of creditable service; (3) 
provides that for firefighters who retire after age 55 with at least five years of firefighting service, or after 25 years 
of service the last five of which were in firefighting, the retirement allowance is equal to the sum of 1.72% of the 
member's average final compensation multiplied by the number of years of service earned in service other than as 
a professional firefighter and for service as a firefighter prior to 1987 plus 2.50% of the average final compensation 
times the number of service years as a professional firefighter after 1987; (4) provides a special formula for 
members who retire between ages 50 and 55 with at least 15 years but not more than 25 years of service; and (5) 
amends GS 128-30(d) directing the actuary to calculate “accrued liability contributions,” “existing unfunded 


accrued liability,” and “accrued liability contribution” for each employer with firefighters to establish employer 
contribution rates. ' 


S 673. AMEND LEO RETIREMENT DEFINITION. Intro. 4/2/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 

Rewrites proposed amendments to definition of “law enforcement officer’ in GS 128-21(11b) and 143-166.50(a)(3) 
so that law enforcement officer means a full-time paid employee of employer who possesses power of arrest, who 
has taken law enforcement oath, and who is certified as officer under GS Ch. 17 or as deputy sheriff under GS Ch. 
17E. Provides that definition includes sheriff. Provides that number of paid personnel employed as law 
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enforcement officers by law enforcement agency may not exceed number of law enforcement positions approved 
by applicable governing board. 


S 726. ESTABLISH SWIFT CREEK ZONING. Intro. 4/7/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Makes the following changes: (1) provides that if a jurisdiction has adopted an ordinance to establish minimum 
performance standards for the Swift Creek watershed, then it may modify its zoning ordinance to further meet or 
exceed the requirements of the plan without obtaining authorization form the General Assembly or entering into an 
interlocal agreement; (2) provides that any of the affected cities may extend utilities unilaterally into areas subject 
to the Swift Creek plan that were zoned “in anticipation of providing utilities” prior to the effective date of the act; 
(3) provides that no affected local government may adopt an ordinance affecting planning and development 
(adopted pursuant to GS 160A, Art. 19 or GS 153A, Art. 18), except a zoning ordinance text amendment, nor may 
it grant any permit or approval pursuant to these ordinances that would be inconsistent with the provisions of the 
plan; (4) provides that act does not affect vested rights or the rights of parties to appeal zoning changes or 
planning and development actions; and (5) makes change described in item (1) above effective Oct. 1, 1997. 


S 741. CHARLOTTE PHOTO ENFORCEMENT. Intro. 4/7/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Replaces blank bill with provisions allowing City of Charlotte to adopt ordinance for enforcement of speeding under 
GS 20-141 and 20-141.1 and violation of vehicle control signs and signals under GS 20-158 by means of traffic 
control photographic system, consisting of camera and vehicle sensor which automatically produces images of 
each vehicle involved in a violation. Vehicle owner is responsible for detected violation unless owner can show that 
vehicle was under control of another person. Owner is not responsible if, within 21 days of notice of the violation, 
owner furnishes city officials with name and address of person who controlled vehicle, or affidavit that vehicle was 
under control of someone without owner's permission. Violations detected by system are noncriminal infractions 
subject to civil penalty of $50. 


S 833. UNC NONAPPROPRIATED CAPITAL PROJECTS. Intro. 4/14/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 
1st edition. Makes technical changes only. 


S 844. STRENGTHEN OPEN GOVERNMENT. Intro. 4/15/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Clarifies that account of closed session may be in form of written narrative or sound or video recording. Deletes 
proposed amendment to GS 143-318.11(a)(5) that would have required specific information to be revealed in next 
open session following closed session. 


S 859. PRESCRIBED BURNING IN FORESTS. Intro. 4/15/97. Senate action amends 1st edition. Requires that 
prescription for prescribed burning include provision for reasonable notice of prescribed burn to nearby homes and 
businesses to avoid adverse effects on health and property. 


S 862. UNC CONTRACTS NEGOTIATIONS. Intro. 4/15/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Adds new GS 143-135.3 (adjustment and resolution of state board construction contract claim) to provide that with 
respect to capital improvement projects of UNC costing $1 million or less, all duties and responsibilities of Dep't of 
Administration set forth in section are delegated to UNC Board of Governors. Deletes proposed amendment to GS 
134-64.32. 


S 918. NOTICE OF HAZARDOUS DISCHARGE. Intro. 4/17/97. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Makes technical changes. 


S 958. STUDENTS ELIGIBLE TO ATTEND SCHOOL. Intro. 4/17/97. Sénate committee substitute replaces ‘1st 
edition. Deletes as requirement for free attendance at local school by student who is not domiciled within the unit 
that student have maintained a satisfactory scholastic record. Clarifies that both the adult with whom the student 
resides and the student's parent must complete separate affidavits confirming student's qualifications for free 
attendance, but allows local school board to approve free attendance on basis of affidavit from adult with whom 
student is living that attests that student’s parent is unable, refuses, or is unavailable to sign the affidavit. 
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S 994. NO DIRECT ABC SHIPMENTS-CONSUMERS. Intro. 4/21/97. Senate committee replaces 1st edition. 
Provides that violation constitutes a class | felony. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 301. CHILD SUPPORTI/FED. REQ. Intro. 2/24/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Changes 
original bill as indicated below. 

State directory of new hires. Requires Dep’t of Human Resources (DHR) (was, Employment Security 
Comm'n) to develop and maintain directory. Requires employer to report to directory on every hire for which 
federal W-4 form is required by employee at time of hiring. For employer's failure to report, district court (was, 
ESC) may impose civil penalty up to $25 (was, $20) or if court finds conspiracy between employer and employee, 
civil penalty of up to $500 (was, $450). Removes requirement that directory be capable, by May 1, 1998, of 
automated comparisons of social security numbers. 

Expanded authority of DHR to enforce child support orders and establish paternity. Revises new GS 110- 
129.1 to provide that information obtained as result of subpoena is confidential and may be used only by child 
support enforcement program in connection with child support or paternity proceeding. Authorizes DHR, without 
court order, to subpoena parties to undergo genetic testing; to implement income withholding; to increase monthly 
support payments to obtain overdue support; and to transfer cases between jurisdictions in state without additional 
filing or service of process. 

Notice/due process requirements. Adds new GS 110-131.1 to provide that court may deem state due process 
requirements met, with respect to all pleadings after the original complaint, when written notice has been delivered 
to defendant under Rule 5(b) of Rules of Civil Procedure. 

Court orders in child support proceedings. Amends GS 50-13.11 to require court to order parent of minor 
child to maintain health insurance for child when available at reasonable cost. When noncustodial parent changes 
jobs and health insurance is available through new employer, obligee must tell new employer of noncustodial 
parent’s obligation to provide health insurance for child. Upon receipt of this notice, new employer must enroll the 
child in the employer's health insurance plan. 

Providing social security numbers on certain documents. Amends GS 20-7(b1) to prohibit Div’n of Motor 
Vehicles from issuing license to applicant who fails to provide his or her social security number on driver's license 
application. Social Security number will not to be printed on license, but may be released to DHR for purpose of 
establishing paternity or enforcing child support order. Amends GS 50-13.4 to require child support order to 
contain social security numbers of the parties. Requires that child support orders entered or modified on or after 
Oct. 1, 1998 contain each party’s name, date of birth, social security number, and court docket number. Requires 
that Administrative Office of Court transmit this information to DHR on timely basis. Amends GS 51-8 to require 
each applicant for marriage license to provide social security number on application. Amends GS 110-133 to 
require each parent executing a support agreement to provide parent’s social security number on the agreement. 

Paternity establishment proceedings. Amends GS 110-132 to provide that written acknowledgment of 
paternity by putative father of dependent child, when accompanied by written affirmation of paternity by mother, 
constitutes admission of paternity. Either party may rescind the acknowledgment within 60 days of execution of 
document or by date of entry of order establishing paternity or for payment of child support, whichever comes first. 

Amends GS 49-14 to provide that parties in paternity action are not entitled to trial by jury on issue of 
paternity. In IV-D case, court may issue temporary order for child support on basis of blood or genetic tests 
showing that probability of parentage is at least 97%. If paternity is not thereafter established, putative father must 
be reimbursed the amount of temporary support paid under the order. Adds new GS 110-132.2 to provide that in 
IV-D case, local child support enforcement office may, without court order, subpoena minor child and child’s 
mother and putative father to appear to undergo blood or genetic testing to establish paternity. 

Income withholding. Removes provisions that, in non-IV-D cases, would have allowed withholding of income 
where obligor was in arrears in the amount of one month’s support or more. Amends GS 110-136.3(b) to provide 
that in IV-D cases in which child support order was issued or modified before Oct. 1, 1996, obligor becomes 
subject to withholding if arrearages occur. 

Lien on real and personal property of person owing past-due child support. Revises new GS 44-86 to provide 


that, for purposes of creation of a lien, an obligor is delinquent when arrears equal three months of payments or 
$3,000, whichever occurs first. 
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Financial institutions data match system. Adds new GS 110-139.2 requiring DHR and financial institutions 
doing business in state to enter into agreements to establish a data match system to enable the financial 
institutions to provide to DHR on quarterly basis the information required by GS 110-139(d) (this information 
includes the name, social security number, and other identifying data for any person who maintains an account 
with any such institution, where needed to locate a parent to collect child support). 


Amendments to Uniform Interstate Family Support Act. Incorporates provisions of first edition of H 363, 
introduced 3/3/97. 


H 351. EXCELLENT SCHOOLS ACT. Intro. 2/27/97. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Revises 
new GS 115C-105.38A to provide that nothing in section shall be construed to prohibit or postpone ability of State 
Board of Education to dismiss teacher, ass'’t principal, director, or supervisor for inadequate performance under 
GS 115C-325(q)(2). Rewrites amendment to GS 115C-325(c)(1) to provide that when teacher has been employed 
by NC public school system for four consecutive years, school board, near end of fourth year (now, near end of 
third year), must vote on whether to grant teacher career status. Rewrites amendment to GS 115C-325(c)(2) to 
allow board to grant career status to teacher who has obtained career status in any NC public school system 
immediately or after first or second year (was, immediately or after first year) without service of another 
probationary period of more than two years. Adds new GS 115C-325(c)(2a) to provide that at least 30 days before 
school board action granting career status, sup’t must submit to board a list of names of all teachers who are 
eligible to achieve career status; and to provide that list is public record under GS Ch. 132. States in section 16 of 
bill (setting out higher salaries) that it is goal of General Assembly that local school units may use salary 
supplements to increase salaries of nontenured teachers. States in section 18 of bill that it is goal of General 
Assembly to enact, for 1997-98 school year, salary schedule that will provide 12% bonus (was, 10% bonus) for 
teachers who attain NBPTS (Nat'l Board for Professional Teaching Standards) certification. Also states that it is 
goal of General Assembly to enact by 2000 a salary schedule plan that will provide 10% bonus (was, 8% bonus) to 
teachers who attain “Masters/Advanced Competencies” certification. 


H.402. EXPUNGE INFRACTIONS. Intro. 3/5/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Deletes 
provisions of original bill. Changes title to AN ACT TO PROVIDE THAT AN INFRACTION FOR CERTAIN 
ALCOHOL-RELATED OFFENSES MAY BE EXPUNGED FROM A PERSON'S RECORD AFTER A DISMISSAL 
OR UPON A FINDING OF NOT RESPONSIBLE. Amends GS 15A-146(a) for purpose indicated in title. Allows 
expunction of infraction under GS 18B-302(i), which in effect prohibits a person who is 19 or 20 years old from 
purchasing, attempting to purchase, or possessing malt beverages or unfortified wine, if charge is dismissed or 
finding of not responsible is entered. 


H 415. GRANDPARENTS' CHILD SUPPORT. Intro. 3/6/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Deletes provisions of original bill. Effective Oct. 1, 1997, repeals 1995 SL, Ch. 518 (which imposed an obligation 
on grandparents to pay child support for grandchild born to minor parent under certain circumstances). 


H 431. PUBLIC ASSISTANCE FRAUD. Intro. 3/10/97. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition as 
amended. Deletes from definition of “disposable income” in new GS 108A-25.1 periodic payments pursuant to 
pension, retirement, or other deferred compensation program. Adds to definition of “erroneous payment’ in new 
GS 108-25.1 any action or inaction of county dep’t social services or Dep’t of Human Resources that results in 
erroneous public assistance program payment. Revises new GS 108A-25.1(b) to provide that not more than 20% 
recipient's or former recipient's monthly disposable income may be garnished to recoup payment in cases of 
fraudulent payment and not more than 10% in cases of erroneous payment. Revises new GS 108A-25.1(c) to 
provide that in cases of erroneous payment, garnishment may be used to recoup payment only after all 
administrative remedies have been exhausted. Revises new GS 108A-25.1(d) to provide that amount garnished 
will (was, may) be increased by additional $1 processing fee to be assessed and retained by garnishee for each 
payment under order. 


H 448. GOVERNOR'S D.W.I. INITIATIVE. Intro. 3/10/97. House action amends 2nd edition. Revises amendment 
to GS 20-138.5(b) by deleting reference to paroled offenders. 
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H 451. ESC BENEFITS CHANGES. Intro. 3/10/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Amends GS 
96-13(a) to provide that in order for an unemployed individual to be eligible to receive unemployment benefits, the 
Comm'n must find that the individual has registered for work at and has continued to report at an employment 
office as directed by the Comm'n at regular intervals of not less than three weeks and not more than six weeks 
apart (now, at regular intervals no more than four weeks apart). Makes stylistic changes to GS 96-9(c). 


H 491. CONSOLIDATE YOUTH COUNCILS. Intro. 3/10/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Changes membership of Governor's Council (now, Governor's Advocacy Council) on Children and Youth to total 
of 20 (was, 30) members, by reducing from 26 to 16 the number of members appointed by Governor. Members 
appointed by Governor include one attorney; two young adults; two public college or university representatives, a 
representative from a private college and one from a community college; two male and two female youths of at 
least 18 years of age; and five representatives of children and youth organizations. Governor's appointees serve 
two-year staggered terms. Deletes provisions relating to Council committees. Revises specified duties of Council. 

Amends GS 143B-387 to rename State Youth Council “North Carolina Council for Youth,” placing it in Dep't of 
Administration. Council will consist of 12 members no older than 18. Members will be appointed by Governor and 
serve two-year staggered terms. 


H 502. AMEND MOTOR VEHICLE DEFINITION. Intro. 3/12/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Deletes provisions of original bill. Changes title of bill to AN ACT TO AMEND THE DEFINITION OF MOTOR 
VEHICLE IN THE DEALERS AND MANUFACTURERS LICENSING LAW TO INCLUDE PERSONAL 
WATERCRAFT AND ALL TERRAIN VEHICLES. Amends GS 20-286(10) to broaden definition of “motor vehicle” 
to include personal watercraft (as defined in GS 75A-13.2) and all-terrain vehicles. 


H 513. LRC STUDY WATERCRAFT SAFETY. Intro. 3/13/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Changes title to AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY SAFETY 
REGULATIONS-AND EDUCATION RELATED TO THE OPERATION OF MOTORIZED PLEASURE VESSELS 
AND PERSONAL WATERCRAFT. Authorizes study as title indicates; requires LRC to report its findings to 1999 
General Assembly. 


H 580. NONRESIDENT HANDGUN PERMIT. Intro. 3/24/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Requires applicant to pass a test administered by Office of the Attorney General, demonstrating knowledge of this 
state’s concealed handgun laws (was, applicant required to register with Attorney General and file a sworn 
affidavit that applicant knows and will obey law). Makes additional technical and stylistic changes. 


H 597. MUNICIPAL HOSPITAL LEASE/VENTURE. Intro. 3/25/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Replaces blank bill with AN ACT TO BROADEN THE AUTHORITY OF MUNICIPALITIES AND 
HOSPITAL AUTHORITIES REGARDING LEASES AND JOINT VENTURES. Broadens definition of “hospital 
facility” (GS 131E-6(4)) to include, among other things, specialized hospitals, nursing homes, public health 
centers, adult care homes, clinics and outpatient facilities, and office and parking facilities provided by hospitals. 
Adds definition of “hospital land” (GS 131E-6(4.1) and GS 131E-16(15.1)) to mean unimproved real property and 
related physical appurtenances and amenities such as utilities, parking lots, and garages, but excluding other 
improvements to land. Adds new GS 131E-13(e) to allow a hospital authority or a municipality to lease or 
sublease hospital land to a corporation or a business entity, either for profit or not for profit, and to participate as 
an owner, joint venturer, or other equity participant with a corporation or other business entity for the development, 
construction, and operation of medical office buildings and other health care or hospital facilities. Requires, 
however, that municipality, hospital authority, or other entity continue to maintain hospital facilities. Allows a 
municipality, public hospital, or hospital authority to permit or consent to the pledge of hospital land or leaseholds 
to facilitate such projects. Allows any of these entities, as a lessee, to enter into master leases or agreements to 
fund for temporary vacancies relating to hospital land or hospital facilities for use in providing health care. 


H 617. NO COMPETITION BY SCHOOL BUS. Intro. 3/26/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 


Amends GS 66-58(c)(18) to prohibit state agencies (not including counties or municipalities) from providing 
transportation services primarily rendered by private enterprise, but allows use of public school bus for purpose 
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under GS 115C-242 or 115C-247. Deletes provisions regarding operation of city or county transportation 
systems. 


H 651. INTERSTATE ECON. BILL DEVELOP. ZONE. Intro. 3/27/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Restricts Alcoholic Beverage Control Comm'n's authority under new GS 18B-1006(!) to establishments 


within one mile (was, within 1.5 miles) of interstate highway interchange located in county meeting description in 
bill. 


H 652. AUDITS. Intro. 3/27/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Deletes amendment to GS 147- 
64.10 that would have allowed Auditor to waive accounting requirements for auditor and management positions. 
Revise new GS 147-64.7.1 to make obstruction of audit a class | felony (was, a class 3 misdemeanor). 


H 739. MV DEALERS/MANUFACTURERS LIC. LAW. Intro. 4/1/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Deletes written certification requirements throughout proposed new GS 20-297.1. Deletes provision in 
proposed amendment to GS 20-301(b) that at evidentiary hearing, the manufacturer, factory branch, distributor, or 
distributor branch has burden of proving its compliance with article. Adds provision amending to GS 20-305(4) to 
provide that manufacturer or distributor may exercise right of first refusal to acquire new vehicle dealer's assets or 
ownership in event of proposed change of all, or substantially all, ownership or transfer of all, or substantially all, 
dealership assets, if all requirernents specified in bill are met. Deletes proposed amendment to GS 20-305(18). 
Deletes provision in proposed new GS 20-305(30) that would have made it unlawful for manufacturer to fail to offer 
its entire line of new motor vehicles to all of its franchised dealers in NC at lowest prices that vehicles similarly 
equipped are offered to its franchised dealers in other states, after application of any rebates, credits, or other 
consideration that may be awardable to dealers in other states on bases prohibited in this subdivision. Deletes 
provision in proposed new GS 20-305(32) that would have made it unlawful for manufacturer to fail to offer any 
model or series of new motor vehicles to its franchised dealers located in NC that are offered to its franchised 
dealers in other states that do not prohibit practices made unlawful by this subdivision. Modifies amendment to GS 
20-305.1(b) so that any audit for sales incentives, service incentives, rebates, or other forms of incentive 
compensation will be for the 18-month (now, 24-month; original bill, 12-month) period immediately following date of 
payment of claim by manufacturer, factory branch, distributor, or distributor branch. 


H 804. LINCOLN LOCAL ROADS. Intro. 4/3/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Replaces blank 
bill with AN ACT TO GIVE LINCOLN COUNTY AUTHORITY TO BUILD AND IMPROVE ROADS WITHIN 
LINCOLN COUNTY THAT ARE NOT PART OF THE STATE HIGHWAY SYSTEM. As title indicates. Allows 
county to make special assessments against benefited property to pay for work. Requires that before county may 
finance improvements to a residential street, it must receive a petition from at least 75% of owners of property to 
be assessed (who must represent at least 75% of frontage of the lands abutting the improvement). 


H 808. CARY TREE ORDINANCE. Intro. 4/3/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Allows Cary to 
adopt ordinances to regulate planting and removal of trees and shrubs on public and private property, but forbids 
regulation of harvest of timber on privately owned property. If clear-cutting occurs on property subject to ordinance 
adopted pursuant to act, city may provide by ordinance that no development of the property will be approved for 
up to 12 months after the clear-cutting. 


H 869. SPEED TO ELUDE ARREST. Intro. 4/7/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Changes 
original bill to (1) make it unlawful to continue to drive in excess of 55 mph and more than 15 mph over the speed 
limit only if a law enforcement officer makes a reasonable attempt to engage the person’s attention, by siren and 
flashing lights, and (2) eliminate requirement for prima facie case that speeding continue for a distance of a quarter 
of a mile or more. 


H 870. LOCAL WORKING OF PRISONERS. Intro. 4/7/97. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 


Revises amendment to GS 162-58 to allow inmates in affected counties to perform work for nonprofit charitable 
organizations as well as government units. 
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H 873. AGE OF UNDISCIPLINED JUVENILES. Intro. 4/7/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Makes technical changes only. 


H 920. NC POSTAL HISTORY COMMISSION. Intro. 4/10/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Makes technical or correcting changes. 


H 939. DRUG TAX FOR CRIMESTOPPER. Intro. 4/14/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Amends GS 105-113.111 to provide that if (a) an assessment has been levied against someone charged with a 
crime which includes as an element the possession of a controlled substance and (b) the person is found not guilty 
or the charge is dismissed, then the assessment must be refunded, the property seized or its value must be 
returned, and any tax collected must be refunded.

SENATE BILLS 


S 37. DHR REORG. OVERSIGHT COM. Intro. 2/3/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes 
to 2nd edition. Deletes provisions of second edition and replaces it with AN ACT TO ESTABLISH THE 
LEGISLATIVE OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE ON THE REORGANIZATION OF THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN 
RESOURCES. Committee consists of 16 members (eight Representatives and eight Senators). Requires 
Committee to report to the General Assembly by Dec. 1, 1998 and then by April 1 and November 1 every year 
until April 1, 2003 or until the Committee completes its work. States intent of General Assembly to reorganize DHR 
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according to report of KPMG Peat Marwick dated March 20, 1997. Appropriates from the General Fund to the 
General Assembly $20,000 for 1997-98 and $20,000 for 1998-99 as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1997. 


S 118. ACCIDENT PREVEN. COURSE REDUCTION. Intro. 2/17/97. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Makes reductions in premium rates permissible rather than mandatory with respect to 
persons who complete accident prevention courses. Deletes requirement that reductions in premium rates be at 
least 10%. 


S 128. NO INS. POINTS/15 MPH OVER LIMIT. Intro. 2/17/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Deletes provision eliminating insurance points for infractions, and replaces it with 
amendment to GS 58-36-75(f) eliminating insurance points for driving 15 mph or less over the speed limit (now, 10 
mph or less over the speed limit). 


S 211. HONOR BILLY GRAHAM. Intro. 2/20/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes to 1st 
edition. Changes title to A JOINT RESOLUTION COMMEMORATING THE MEMORY OF RELIGIOUS LEADERS 
IN THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA AND NAMING BILLY GRAHAM AS WORLD EVANGELIST. As title 
indicates. 


S 228. CHILD ABUSE REPORT PENALTY. Intro. 2/24/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Amends GS 7A-543 (duty to report child abuse) to provide that a person has a duty to 
report abuse, neglect, or dependency if the person has actual knowledge or has cause to suspect abuse, neglect, 
or dependency (current standard is only “cause to suspect”). Adds as additional requirement to prove offense of 
failure to report child abuse, neglect, or dependency that (1) the offender must have actual knowledge that a 
juvenile has been physically abused, or (2) the offender must have a custodial, caregiving, or professional 
relationship with the juvenile, and have actual knowledge or cause to suspect that the juvenile has been physically 
abused or has died due to the maltreatment. 


S 317. LOCAL GOVERNMENT DEBT CHANGES. Intro. 3/5/97. Senate amendments make the following changes 
to 2nd edition. Revises new GS 159-153(d) to require that notice of referendum include statement that taxing 
power of contracting unit may not be pledged to secure money due under contract only if contract other than 
operating lease is involved. Revises new GS 159-150(c) to add the following items of outstanding debt that are not 
counted in determining whether limitations on debt have been exceeded: (1) contracts for fire protection, rescue, 
or law enforcement capital outlay; and (2) contracts that Local Government Comm'n has determined will be paid 
for by net revenues of project when combined with other available funds. 


S 324. CONCEALED HANDGUNSILIABILITY. Intro. 3/6/97. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 
committee substitute for 1st edition. Rewrites new GS 14-415.20(b) (concerning liability under the concealed 
handgun law) to provide that no person, organization, corporation, or entity shall incur any civil or criminal liability 
for injuries or damages occurring on premises that the person, organization, corporation, or entity owns, leases, or 
otherwise controls that are caused by the discharge of a firearm by a concealed handgun permit holder. Provides 
that this subsection shall not be construed to bar any cause of action against the permit holder. 


S 340. INVITING BILLY GRAHAM. Intro. 3/10/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes to 
1st edition. Sets address to the joint session for Monday, May 5, 1997 at 6:00 p.m. Adds provision inviting the 
Governor to the joint session. 


S 351. SOCIAL SERVICES COMM'N AUTHORITY. Intro. 3/10/97. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Amends GS 143B-153(3)c. to provide that standards established for licensing and 
inspection of child care institutions and child placing agencies and for personnel requirements of staff employed in 
Such institutions and agencies do not apply to entities exempt under GS 131D-10.4. 


S 417. HIGHWAY CONTRACT BONDING REQ’MENTS. Intro. 3/18/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 


following changes to ‘1st edition. Deletes provisions of original bill and replaces it with AN ACT TO AMEND THE 
LAW GOVERNING HIGHWAY SMALL PROJECT BIDDING. Amends GS 136-28.10 to increase the threshold for 
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exemption from otherwise applicable advertisement requirements and disadvantaged business participation goals 
for Highway Fund and Highway Trust Fund small project bidding to $500,000 (now, $300,000). 


S 455. IMPROVE HMO SERVICES. Intro. 3/24/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes to 
1st edition. Changes title to AN ACT TO IMPROVE HMO SERVICES BY PROTECTING PHYSICIAN 
COMMUNICATIONS REGARDING TREATMENT, REQUIRING COVERAGE FOR EMERGENCY CARE, AND 
REDUCING THE APPROVAL PERIOD FOR RATE FILINGS. Deletes original bill's provisions regarding (1) peer 
review committees (GS 58-67-180); (2) public hearings by Insurance Comm'r (GS 58-65-45); (3) Comm'r's 
approval of hospital service contracts (GS 58-65-40): and (4) discontinuation of health benefit plan (GS 58-51-1). 

Revises provisions concerning emergency care coverage. Adds GS 58-3-190 defining “emergency medical 
condition” as medical symptoms that would lead prudent layperson to reasonably expect serious jeopardy to 
person's health, including health of pregnant woman and unborn child; serious impairment to bodily functions, or 
serious dysfunction of any bodily organ or part. Requires every entity providing health benefit plan to cover 
emergency services to extent necessary to screen and stabilize the person covered, without prior authorization if 
prudent layperson acting reasonably would have believed that emergency condition existed. Services furnished by 
health care provider not under contract with plan must be covered if prudent layperson would believe delay would 
worsen emergency, or covered person did not seek services from plan contractor due to circumstances beyond 
person's control. If plan gives prior authorization for emergency services, plan must cover the services and not 
retract the authorization after the services have been provided unless based on material misrepresentation by 
services provider or by covered person. Plan may not require cost-sharing by non-contractor providing covered 
emergency services that differs from cost-sharing that would be imposed on contractor. Plan must inform all 
covered persons concerning its coverage of emergency medical services; appropriate use of emergency services 
including “911”; any cost-sharing provisions for emergency services; and process and procedures for obtaining 
emergency services. 

Restores provisions of GS 58-67-50(c) (deleted by original bill) that require Insurance Comm'r to approve any 
schedule of premiums. Provides that unless Comm’'r disapproves, schedule of premiums becomes final within 45 
(now, 60) days after filing of the proposed schedule. 

Emergency care provisions are effective Jan. 1, 1998 and apply to health benefit plans issued, renewed, or 
amended on or after that date. Remainder of act is effective July 1, 1997. 


S 484. VITAL RECORDS ACCESS. Intro. 3/25/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes to 
1st edition. Makes technical changes only. 


S 508. TURKEY GROWER USE VALUE EXCEPTION. Intro. 3/25/97. Senate committee substitute replaces blank 
bill with AN ACT TO PROVIDE THAT A TURKEY GROWER SHALL NOT BE DISQUALIFIED FROM USE VALUE 
TAXATION FOR A TWO-YEAR PERIOD IF THE GROWER'’S LAND IS TAKEN OUT OF PRODUCTION SOLELY 
BECAUSE OF THE PRESENCE OF TURKEY DISEASE IN THE AREA. Amends GS 105-277.3 as title indicates. 
The affected land must have been used for actual turkey production within the preceding two years. Effective for 
taxes imposed for taxable years beginning on or after July 1, 1997. 


S 513. VALIDATE OAKBORO PROCEDURES. Intro. 3/25/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to ‘1st edition. Replaces blank bill with AN ACT TO VALIDATE BUDGET PROCEDURES OF THE TOWN 
OF OAKBORO IN STANLY COUNTY. Validates, under the Local Gov’t Budget and Fiscal Control Act, budget 
procedures used by, taxes levied and collected by, and appropriations and expenditures by the Town of Oakboro 
for the 1986-87 through 1996-97 fiscal years. 


S 521. DOC SEXUAL ASSAULT. Intro. 3/26/97. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 1st edition. 
Requires Dep't of Correction, to the extent practicable, to avoid housing or showering potential sexual assaulters 
with prisoners rated vulnerable or highly vulnerable to sexual assault (was, required Dep't to obtain consent of 
vulnerable prisoners before housing or showering them with potential assaulters). Makes provisions of bill gender 
neutral. 


S 546. REAL PROPERTY DISCLOSURE. Intro. 3/27/97. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 1st 
edition. Makes provisions of bill applicable statewide. 
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S 636. PUBLIC HEALTH AUTHORITY ACT. Intro. 4/1/97. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 
1st edition. Deletes provision in new GS 130A-43 calling for broad construction of authority granted under statute. 
Allows county commissioners to select four board members from among the general public, from the professions 
listed in new GS 130A-45.1(c)(3), and from the administrative staff of a hospital located in the authority. Deletes 
provision in new GS 130A-45.3 (powers and duties of Public Health Authority Board) allowing board to take into 
account factors other than public health that may enhance the reasonableness of the rule in light of the health risk 
addressed. Makes other technical and clarifying changes. 


S 663. ABSENTEE VOTING CHANGES. Intro. 4/2/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes 
to 1st edition. Restores provisions of current GS 163-226(a)(2) (absentee voting by voters who are sick or 
disabled). Provides that only verifiable legal guardians may submit requests for absentee ballots on behalf of 
wards. Repeals GS 163-227 (application form for absentee ballots). Deletes proposed GS 163-163-227 .2(f2) 
(regarding identification of voter). 

Requires the State Board of Elections to approve, rather than design, an official register of absentee ballot 
applications under GS 163-228. Requires that the official register contain (1) the name of the absentee voter and 
the name and address of any near relative or verifiable guardian making the request, (2) number assigned to 
voter's application, (3) precinct in which the applicant is registered, (4) address to which ballots are to be mailed or 
notation that voter voted pursuant to GS 163-227.2, (5) reason assigned for requesting absentee ballot, (6) date 
application was received by county board of elections, (7) voter's party affiliation, (8) date ballots were mailed or 
delivered and (9) other additional information and official action required. Requires State Board of Elections to 
design and prescribe container-return envelopes for absentee ballots. 

Replaces absentee voting instructions specified in GS 163-229 with requirement that State Board of Elections 
design container-return envelope for absentee ballot. 

Repeals GS 163-230 (consideration and issuance of absentee ballots). Amends GS 163-230.1 to require that 
voters who will be unable to vote in person due to sickness or physical disability request an absentee ballot no 
later than 5:00 p.m. on the Friday before the election. All other persons requesting absentee ballot must file written 
request by 5:00 pm on Tuesday before election. Adds new GS 163-230.1 (a2), which sets forth the procedure for 
the delivery of absentee ballots and container-return envelopes to applicants. Adds GS 163-230.1(c1) to authorize 
the county board of elections to hold public meetings to determine applications for absentee ballots on any or all of 
the three Tuesdays prior to an election. 

Adds new GS 163-257 allowing qualified voter to apply for absentee ballot and submit voted ballot by 
facsimile machine. 


S 690. NEEDLE EXCHANGE PILOT PROGRAM. Intro. 4/3/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Provides that immunity from criminal prosecution for employees of needle exchange 
projects applies only to needles and syringes for those needles and to acts committed while carrying out duties as 
employee or during participation in project. 


S 699. MODIFY VEHICLE DEALER REQUIREMENTS. Intro. 4/7/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to ‘1st edition. Deletes provisions of original bill and replaces it with AN ACT TO PROVIDE 
THAT THE PLACE OF BUSINESS OF A MOTOR VEHICLE DEALER WHO SELLS ONLY TRAILERS OR 
SEMITRAILERS DOES NOT HAVE TO MEET THE REQUIREMENTS SET FOR AN ESTABLISHED OFFICE OR 
SALESROOM OF A MOTOR VEHICLE DEALER. Amends GS 20-288(d) as title indicates. 


S714. RECONSTRUCTIVE SURGERY COVERAGE-2. Intro. 4/7/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to ‘1st edition. Provides, in all of bill's provisions affecting Coverage of reconstructive breast 
surgery, that reconstruction of the nipple/areolar complex following a mastectomy is covered without regard to 
lapse of time between the mastectomy and the reconstruction, subject to the treating physician's approval. 


S 764. WORKERS' COMPENSATION MEDICAL CARE. Intro. 4/9/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Rewrites amendment to GS 97-25 to allow employer paying medical 
compensation to provider rendering treatment under GS Ch. 97 (Workers’ Compensation Act) to obtain records of 
the treatment without the express authorization of the employee. Requires Industrial Comm'n to adopt rules to 
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govern additional methods of communication between employers and medical care providers, and to protect 
employee's right to confidential physician-patient relationship while facilitating release of information necessary to 
administration of employee's worker's compensation claim. Makes conforming change to title of bill. 


S 809. AMEND NC APPRAISERS ACT. Intro. 4/10/97. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 2nd 
edition. Provides that a real estate broker or salesperson may only perform a comparative market analysis or 
broker's market analysis for compensation for (1) a client or prospective client or (2) real property involved in a 
employee relocation program. 


S 816. ALLIGATOR/YELLOW PERCH PRODUCTION. Intro. 4/14/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Deletes provisions for inspection of alligator meat. Revises provisions for alligator 
farming and places them in a new GS 106-763.1. Requires that an alligator farmer must obtain an aquaculture 
propagation and production facility license, and allows Board of Agriculture to regulate such licensed facilities. 
Adds to criminal offense of possessing an untagged or undocumented alligator the requirement that the person 
“know” the alligator is untagged or undocumented. 


S 838. TOURISM RESORT ABC PERMITS. Intro. 4/14/97. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 
1st edition. Revises GS 18B-404(b) to provide that if there is no ABC store within a mixed-beverage 


establishment's jurisdiction, the permittee must get a mixed beverages purchase-transportation permit from the 
nearest ABC store. 


S 843. INSURANCE TECHNICAL CHANGES. Intro. 4/15/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Makes technical changes only. 


S 866. PRESCRIPTION DRUGS/COMPETITION. Intro. 4/15/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Revises new GS 58-51-37A to provide that health benefit plans, insurers, third-party 
administrators, etc. may not restrict pricing, hours of operation, or charges for services by pharmacies that are not 
a party to a pharmacy provider contract. Deletes provision that any part of a “pharmacy provider contract that 
restricts a pharmacy from charging and collecting for the additional service or services is unenforceable to the 
extent of the conflict.” Removes “recommending” and “inducing” from list of actions that health benefit plan/insurer 
may not exert against beneficiary to get them to redeem a benefit at a particular pharmacy or pharmacies but 
retains provisions prohibiting them from “requiring” or “coercing” a beneficiary to do so. Deletes provision requiring 
health benefit plan/insurer to provide names of all pharmacies in the county or area to a beneficiary if it provides 
names of any pharmacies. Adds new penalty provision stating that a person or entity who violates statute is 
subject to civil monetary penalties for violations committed on and after the date person received notice of hearing 
and statement of charges from Insurance Comm'r. 


S 869. TRANSFER TECHNOLOGY FUNCTIONS. Intro. 4/15/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Replaces blank bill with provisions that transfer from the Office of the State 
Controller to the Dep’t of Commerce the Information Resource Mgt. Comm'n, State Information Processing 
Services, State Telecommunications Services, and Information Highway Grants Advisory Council. Does not 
transfer Center for Geographic Information and Analysis (Geodetic Survey) or Board of Science and Technology. 
Provides that one member of the Comm'n on School Technology will be a person responsible for information 
technology management designated by the Sec’y of Commerce (now, designated member is the Deputy 
Controller for the Information Resources Mgt. Comm'n in the Office of the State Controller). 


S 872. YOUTH WORKERS AT ABC PERMITTEES. Intro. 4/15/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Replaces blank bill with AN ACT TO ALLOW TEENAGERS WHO ARE 
FOURTEEN OR FIFTEEN YEARS OLD TO WORK AT CERTAIN PLACES THAT SELL ALCOHOLIC 
BEVERAGES. Amends GS 95-25.5(j) as title indicates. Allows person who holds ABC permit for on-premises sale 
or consumption of alcoholic beverages to employ youth of 14 or 15 years of age if the premises is a restaurant, 
hotel, or sports club and work does not include preparing or serving alcoholic beverages. 
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S 896. LEGAL REPRESENTATION OF CORPORATIONS. Intro. 4/16/97. Senate committee substitute makes 
the following changes to 1st edition. Permits attorney retained by a corporation, whether or not the attorney is also 
a salaried employee of the corporation, to represent the corporation or an affiliate, or an officer, director, or 
employee of the corporation in matters arising in connection with the course and scope of employment. 


S 936. VET EMPLOYMENT ASSISTANCE PRIORITY. Intro. 4/17/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Rewrites statutory changes as an amendment to GS Ch. 165 (veterans). Clarifies 
that organizations required to establish procedures to provide eligible veterans with priority are those that provide 
employment and job training and related assistance programs and services. Requires NC Comm'n on Workforce 
Preparedness to report on these efforts to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations (was, to Governor, 
Speaker, and President Pro Tem.). . 


S 940. TREASURER STUDY LOCAL INVESTMENTS. Intro. 4/17/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Deletes provisions of original bill and replaces it with AN ACT DIRECTING THE 
STATE TREASURER TO CONDUCT A STUDY OF THE PERMISSIBLE INVESTMENTS FOR LOCAL UNITS OF 
GOVERNMENT. As title indicates. Treasurer must report to 1998 General Assembly by April 1, 1998. 


S 947. AMEND INTERBASIN TRANSFERS. Intro. 4/17/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Changes title to AN ACT TO MODIFY THE BURDEN OF PROOF THAT MUST BE 
SATISFIED TO OBTAIN A CERTIFICATE AUTHORIZING AN INTERBASIN TRANSFER OF SURFACE 
WATERS, TO DIRECT THE ENVIRONMENTAL REVIEW COMMISSION TO STUDY ISSUES RELATING TO 
INTERBASIN TRANSFERS, AND TO IMPOSE A TEMPORARY MORATORIUM ON CERTAIN INTERBASIN 
TRANSFERS DURING THE PENDENCY OF THE STUDY. Provides for study as title indicates. Environmental 
Management Comm'n must report findings to 1998 General Assembly. Imposes moratorium, which expires when 
General Assembly adjourns 1998 Regular Session, on any new transfer of surface waters and any increase in 
permitted volume of existing transfer for which certificate is required under GS 143-215.221. During moratorium, 
Comm'n may not issue certificate for such transfer or increase. Exempts from moratorium application to increase 
volume of existing transfer that, as of May 1, 1997, is registered under GS 143-215.22H, was not permitted under 
GS 153A-285 or GS 162A-7, and for which a certificate has not been issued under GS 143-215.221.

House committee substitute makes the following changes 
to 1st edition. Deletes provisions of original bill (repealing ban on Sunday hunting) and replaces it with bill 
permitting Legislative Research Comm'n to study the current prohibition on Sunday hunting.

1, 1997. 


House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Provides that seat belt requirement of GS 20-135.2A applies only to front seat 
occupants age 16 or older (was, all occupants age 16 or older). Deletes provision for assessment of drivers’ 
license points for violating GS 20-135.2A, GS 20-135.2B (transporting child under 12 in open cargo area), and GS 
20-137.1 (restraint systems for children under 16). Changes effective date from Dec.1, 1997 to July 1, 1998. 
Deletes provision making conviction of GS 20-135.3 a moving violation. Deletes all changes to GS 20-135.2B. 


H 388. AMEND TRESPASS OFFENSES. Intro. 3/4/97. House amendment makes the following changes to 1st 
edition. Makes technical changes. 


H 431. PUBLIC ASSISTANCE FRAUD. Intro. 3/10/97. House amendments make the following changes to 
committee substitute for 2° edition. Revises new GS 108A-25.2(b) to provide that information obtained as result of 
subpoena issued under section is confidential and may be used only by county dep’ts of social services or Dep't of 
Human Resources personnel to investigate fraudulent or erroneous public assistance payments. Revise GS 108A- 
25.2(b) to allow person subpoenaed by agency investigating fraudulent or erroneous applications for or receipt of 
public assistance to contest subpoena. Person must notify county dep'’t of social services of intent to contest within 
10 days after service of subpoena; notice must be sent by registered or certified mail and set forth objections to 
subpoena. If dep’t determines objections are without merit, it may initiate proceedings to enforce subpoena in 
district court in district where subpoena was served.

Authorizes Wake County to use money from Emergency Telephone System Fund to pay for purchase of mobile or 
portable communications equipment. Amends GS 90-95.3(b) (applicable only to Wake County) to allow court to 
order convicted criminal defendant to pay $100 for the expense of analyzing drugs leading to his conviction, either 
to the state or to a unit of local government if it did the analysis. 


H 569. WENDELL VACANCY ELECTIONS. Intro. 3/20/97. House committee substitute replaces blank bill with AN 
ACT TO CLARIFY THAT IN ELECTIONS TO FILL VACANCIES ON THE WENDELL TOWN BOARD FOR THE 
REMAINDER OF THE UNEXPIRED TERM, THE NEXT HIGHEST VOTE GETTER RECEIVES A TWO-YEAR 
TERM, RATHER THAN HAVING A SEPARATE ELECTION ON THE BALLOT. Amends Wendell town charter as 
title indicates. 


H 594. INJURY TO PREGNANT WOMAN. Intro. 3/24/97. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Renames criminal offense of “death of a viable fetus or stillborn birth as a result of a 
Criminal act’ as “injury to pregnant woman.” Adds definitions of miscarriage and stillbirth. Revises criminal 
penalties to provide that if such an injury occurs in the course of commission of a felony, it is punishable as a 
felony one class higher than the felony committed. If occurring in the course of a misdemeanor defined as an act 
of domestic violence in GS Ch. 50B, the offense is punishable as a misdemeanor one class higher than the 
misdemeanor committed. If occurring in the course of an A1 misdemeanor, the offense is punishable as a Class | 
felony. Provides that the offense does not apply to acts committed by a pregnant woman which result in a 
miscarriage or stillbirth by the woman. 

Adds new GS 20-141.5, defining injury to pregnant woman by vehicle. Uses same definitions for miscarriage 
and stillbirth. Provides that any person who in the unlawful operation of a motor vehicle commits a felony which 


Causes a pregnant woman to suffer a miscarriage or stillbirth is guilty of a felony that is one class higher than the 
felony committed. 


H 604. MOREHEAD-NEWPORT ETJ AUTHORITY. Intro. 3/25/97. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Replaces blank bill with AN ACT TO ALLOW THE TOWNS OF MOREHEAD 
CITY AND NEWPORT TO EXERCISE EXTRATERRITORIAL PLANNING JURISDICTION OVER AN AREA 
EXTENDING NOT MORE THAN TWO MILES FROM THEIR CORPORATE LIMITS. As title indicates. 


H 698. MOREHEAD-NEWPORT ANNEXATIONS-1. Intro. 3/31/97. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Replaces blank bill with AN ACT LIMITING THE AUTHORITY OF THE TOWNS 
OF MOREHEAD CITY AND NEWPORT TO ANNEX NONCONTIGUOUS AREAS. Prohibits the towns of 
Morehead City and Newport from annexing noncontiguous areas that are (1) not within town’s extraterritorial 
planning jurisdiction, and (2) less than three miles from the other town’s corporate limits. 


H 699. NEWPORT MINIMUM HOUSING-1. Intro. 3/31/97. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Replaces blank bill with AN ACT TO GRANT AUTHORITY TO THE TOWN OF NEWPORT 
TO ADDRESS ABANDONED STRUCTURES IN THE SAME MANNER AS MUNICIPALITIES IN COUNTIES 


WITH A POPULATION OF OVER ONE HUNDRED SIXTY THREE THOUSAND. Amends sec. 2 of 1995 SL, Ch. 
733 as title indicates. 
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H 707. LRC STUDY PUPIL ASSIGNMENT OPTIONS. Intro. 3/31/97. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Deletes provisions of original bill and replaces it with AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE 
THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE OPTIONS FOR PUPIL ASSIGNMENT WITHIN 
THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. Authorizes LRC study as title indicates. If LRC undertakes study, it may report its 
findings and recommendations to the 1999 General Assembly. Effective July 1, 1997.- 


H 722. WASHINGTON ANNEXATION AGREEMENTS. Intro. 4/1/97. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Replaces blank bill with AN ACT TO ALLOW THE CITY OF WASHINGTON TO 
NEGOTIATE ANNEXATION AGREEMENTS. Authorizes the City of Washington to enter into agreements not to 
annex certain property. Consideration for agreement may include agreement by property owner to create specified 
number of job positions for low and moderate income persons. Act applies only to property specified in bill. 


H 734. CLARIFYING GS 153A-15. Intro. 4/1/97. House committee substitute makes the following changes to 1st 
edition. Provides that act applies only if the condemnor or acquiring county has (1) a population of more than 
60,000, based on the most recent federal decennial census; (2) a geographic area of less than 375 square miles; 
and (3) no river within its boundaries. 


H 768. WATER AUTHORITY PROPERTY. Intro. 4/3/97. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Replaces blank bill with AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE A WATER AND SEWER AUTHORITY HOLDING A 
CERTIFICATE UNDER G.S. 162A-7 TO EXERCISE THE POWER OF EMINENT DOMAIN FOR SPECIFIED 
PURPOSES. Adds new GS 162A-6(17) to authorize a water and sewer authority, if it holds a certificate issued by 
Environmental Management Comm'n under GS 162A-7 to acquire water rights by eminent domain, to exercise 
power of eminent domain to acquire property for wetlands mitigation; relocate or build road necessitated by 
construction of water supply project; or establish or extend sewer and drainage systems. 


H 789. TOWN OF OAKBORO. Intro. 4/3/97. House committee substitute makes the following changes to ‘st 
edition. Replaces blank bill with AN ACT TO REVISE THE BOUNDARIES OF THE TOWN OF OAKBORO. As 
title indicates. Effective June 30, 1997. 


H 890. WAKE TREE ORDINANCES. Intro. 4/7/97. House committee substitute makes the following changes to 
1st edition. Replaces blank bill with AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE CERTAIN CITIES INWAKE COUNTY TO ADOPT 
ORDINANCES REGULATING REMOVAL, REPLACEMENT, AND PRESERVATION OF TREES AND SHRUBS 
WITHIN THE CITY AND AREAS WITHIN EACH CITY’S EXTRATERRITORIAL PLANNING JURISDICTION. 
Authorizes Cary and Apex to adopt ordinances regulating removal, replacement, and preservation of trees and 
shrubs on public and private property within the respective city limits and areas within each city’s extraterritorial 
planning jurisdiction. 


H 891. WORKERS’ COMPENSATION MEDICAL CARE. Intro. 4/7/97. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 2nd edition. Makes conforming changes in the bill's title. 


H 936. LIABILITY FOR LLAMA ACTIVITIES. Intro. 4/14/97. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to ‘1st edition. Changes title to AN ACT TO CLARIFY RESPONSIBILITIES AND LIABILITY FOR LLAMA 
ACTIVITIES. Rewrites definition of “inherent risks of llama activities” to exclude certain hazards such as surface 
and subsurface conditions; collisions with other llamas or objects; and possible negligence by participants in llama 
activities. Revises new GS 106-812 to delete, as a circumstance removing the limitation of liability for lama 
activities, the fact that a sponsor of llama activity, a llama professional, of other person owns or otherwise is in 
lawful control of the land or facilities upon which someone was injured while participating in llama activities. 
Revises new GS 106-813 to remove provision allowing Dep't of Agriculture to prepare signs warning of risks in 
llama activities. 


H 949. IMPROVE CHILD PROTECTION/RECORDS. Intro. 4/15/97. House committee substitute makes the 


following changes to 1st edition. Defines “child fatality cases” as cases in which a child dies as a result of 
suspected abuse or neglect and (1) an individual is criminally charged with the child’s death or (2) the county dep't 
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of social services receives a report that the child's death may have been the result of abuse or maltreatment. 
Authorizes the custodian of child fatality records to decline to disclose records that are confidential under federal 
law. Prohibits the disclosure of information that would lead to the identification of persons providing information 
related to suspected child abuse. 


H 964. REVISE CODE OF LEGISLATIVE ETHICS. Intro. 4/16/97. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Amends GS 120-85 to define “associated business” as (1) enterprise doing 
business in state of which candidate filing economic interest statement required under Legislative Ethics Act or 
member of that person's immediate household is director, officer, owner, partner, or employee, or (2) enterprise 
doing business in state of which a legislator and his immediate household hold securities worth at least $15,000 as 
of Dec. 31 of preceding year or constituting at least 5% of outstanding stock. Excludes from definition, a widely 
held investment fund such as a mutual fund if the person or person’s household member does not control the 
fund's financial interests and the fund either is publicly traded or has widely diversified assets. Generally, 
throughout bill, “associated business” replaces original references to legislator-controlled business. 

Revises new GS 120-86A (regarding prohibited conduct by legislators) to allow legislator to accept prepaid 
expenses of all travel (was, just out-of-state travel) associated with legislators duties, and to modify prohibition on 
accepting compensation for influencing legislation by exempting (1) compensation paid by limited liability company 
in which legislator has interest /f legislator is excused from deliberations and voting on the matter, and (2) 
reimbursement of legislators actual travel expense for promotional activities for nonprofit corporation or 
association. Excludes certain contributions or gifts, including political contributions properly received and reported; 
gifts from relatives; printed informational or promotional material up to $35 in cost; plaque or trophy not exceeding 
cost of $150, plus expenses incurred in connection with presentation of plaque or trophy; and food or beverage 
provided by lobbyist of value of $50 per day or $200 per calendar year, from prohibition of section unless offered 
with reasonable belief that they will influence the legislator. 

Revises new GS 120-86D to delete prohibition of legislator maintaining legal action for damages against 
State, and to delete prohibition of legislator entering into agreement to receive compensation for services 
dependent upon any state agency taking action on case or proceeding before agency. 

Revises new GS 120-86E to allow employment of legislator’s immediate family member as a page, and to 
allow legislator to advocate the election of family member to public office. 

Rewrites amendment to GS 120-88 to allow legislator to participate in official legislative action in a variety of 
circumstances; for example, (1) where legislators pecuniary benefit is not greater than that which accrues to all 
members of legislator’s profession, occupation, or large class; and (2) where legislator receives favorable advisory 
opinion from Ethics Committee. : 

Rewrites amendment to GS 120-96 to require that statement of economic interest filed by candidate include. 
for example: candidate’s name, occupation, nature of business, and type of clients; character and location of all 
real estate in North Carolina (other than candidate’s or family member's personal residence) in which candidate 
has any beneficial interest worth $15,000 or more; and name and address of each creditor to whom candidate or 
family member owes more than $15,000. 

Retains original effective dates except that provisions regarding employment and election of legislator’s 
immediate family members become effective upon convening of 1999 legislative session. ; 


H 990. EXEMPT CERTAIN NONPROFIT UTILITIES. Intro. 4/17/97. House amendment makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Deletes proposed GS 62-110.5 which would have allowed Utilities Comm'n to exempt 
certain nonprofit and consumer-owned water or sewer utilities from regulation. 


H 995. AMEND TRESPASS/SURVEYORS. Intro. 4/17/97. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Deletes provisions of original bill and replaces it with, AN ACT TO CLARIFY THE 
AUTHORITY OF LAND SURVEYORS TO ENTER ON LAND. Adds new GS 89C-29 to provide that registered 
land surveyors may, after reasonable notice, enter onto the land of others Carrying by hand their customary 
equipment needed to survey the geographical areas concerned. Provides that the duty owed by the landowner to 
the surveyor is that owed to a trespasser. Effective Dec. 1, 1997. 


H 1033. ESTABLISHMENT OF BANK BRANCHES. Intro. 4/21/97. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Replaces blank bill with AN ACT TO GIVE OUT-OF-STATE BANKS TWO MORE 
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YEARS TO ESTABLISH AND MAINTAIN A DE NOVO BRANCH OR A BRANCH THROUGH ACQUISITION 
PURSUANT TO CERTAIN CONDITIONS. Amends GS 53-224.14(c) as title indicates. 


H 1064. HOUSING AUTHORITY AMENDMENTS. Intro. 4/21/97. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Deletes proviso in GS 157-29(c) that engaging in illegal drug activity that triggers housing 
authority action must occur on or near the housing authority premises. Revises amendment of GS 157-29(e) to 
make reference to expedited hearing procedures under GS Ch. 42, Art. 7, rather than specific statutes. 


H 1072. LRC STUDY STUDENT DISCIPLINE. Intro. 4/21/97. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Deletes provisions of original bill and replaces it with AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE 
LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY STUDENT DISCIPLINE AND METHODS TO INCREASE 
PARENTAL INVOLVEMENT. As title indicates. LRC, if it undertakes study, may report findings to 1999 General 
Assembly. Effective July 1, 1997. 


H 1087. MOTORIZED VEHICLE TRESPASS. Intro. 4/21/97. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Defines “motorized all terrain vehicle” in new GS 14-159.3 as a two-, three-, or four- 
wheeled vehicle designed for recreational off-road use. Provides that a person can use such a vehicle on land 
owned by the operator, or with consent of the owner. Deletes provision that a person convicted of a class 1 
misdemeanor may be fined no more than $500 (when unspecified by a particular statute, the amount of a fine for a 
class 1 misdemeanor is in the discretion of the sentencing court under GS 15A-1340.23). 


H 1094. REPEAL/RECODIFY RAILROAD LAWS. Intro. 4/21/97. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Repeals $250 fee in GS 62-300(a)(4a) for application for discontinuance of train service, or 
for a change in or discontinuance of station facilities. 


H 1107. FACILITY AUTHORITIES. Intro. 4/21/97. House committee substitute makes the following changes to 1st 
edition. Replaces blank bill with AN ACT TO AMEND THE FACILITY AUTHORITY ACT RELATING TO THE 
MEMBERSHIP OF FACILITY AUTHORITIES AND ROOM OCCUPANCY TAX ALLOCATIONS FOR CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENTS. Expands to 17 (now, 13) the number of members of facility authorities. Changes membership 
in counties with main campuses of a constituent UNC institution as follows: (1) requires board of county 
commissioners to appoint a member to the authority who is a resident of the municipality with the second largest 
population in the county, (2) increases to two the number of members appointed by the city council of the city with 
the largest population in the county, (3) requires that the majority of any executive committee consist of authority 
members appointed by local governing boards in that county, (4) authorizes the General Assembly to consider 
recommendations of the Chancellor and Board of Trustees of the constituent institutions for appointments by the 
Speaker and the President Pro Tem., and (5) prohibits a local governing board from appointing one of its members 
to serve on the authority. Restricts county from decreasing or repealing room occupancy tax while previously 
issued bonds or notes secured by receipts from the tax allocated to an authority remain outstanding. Provisions 


regarding membership are effective Jan. 1, 1999. All other provisions effective are effective when act becomes 
law. 


H 1132. DATE RAPE DRUGS. Intro. 4/21/97. House committee substitute makes the following changes to ‘st 
edition. Deletes requirement of new GS 14-401.15 that the unlawful act be done “with the intent of committing a 
crime” against the victim. Retains requirement that act be done “with the intent of causing another person to be 
mentally incapacitated or physically helpless.” 


H 1137. SOIL AND WATER CONSERVATION PLATES. Intro. 4/21/97.’House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Renames plate “Soil and Water Conservation” plate (was, “Water and Soil 
Conservation” plate). Provides that letters on plate will be “WQ” (was, “WSC’"). 


H 1142. TUITION WAIVERS/EMERGENCY WORKERS. Intro. 4/21/97. House committee substitute makes the 


following changes to 1st edition. Designates the Industrial Comm'n as the sole agency qualified to determine 
disability of emergency workers for purposes of act.

S 272. EXCELLENT SCHOOLS ACT. Intro. 2/27/97. House amendments make the following changes to 4th 
edition. (1) Deletes from salary schedule plan the differential at each step between salary for tenured and non- 
tenured teachers. (2) Makes conforming amendment with respect to salary increase at “fourth” step. 


S 297. AMEND CHARTER SCHOOL LAWS. Intro. 3/5/97. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 
3rd edition. Rewrites amendment to GS 115C-238.29F(h) to provide that, at the request of a charter school and if 
the local board of education operates a school bus system, the local board may (was, shall) contract with the 
charter school to provide transportation. 


S 307. DHR REORGANIZATION. Intro. 3/5/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes to 1st 
edition. Replaces blank bill with provisions requiring Dep't of Human Resources to develop and begin to implement 
plan to reorganize DHR, using findings of March 10, 1997 report of KPMG Peat Marwick to General Assembly. 


S 361. EXPAND INFORMATION HIGHWAY USE. Intro. 3/11/97. Senate committee substitute, as amended, 
makes the following changes to 1st edition. Restores provision of current law providing that the authority to share 
the switched broadband telecommunications services with non-state agencies as provided for in GS 143B- 
426.39(16) terminates one year from the effective date of a tariff that makes the broadband services available to 
any customer. Adds a provision specifying that authorized users of the switched broadband telecommunications 
services at educational institutions may permit their classrooms to be rented for the use of the services by 
specified nonprofit and non-state governmental agencies for civic and educational uses serving a public purpose. 
Other sharing, renting or resale of the services is prohibited. Requires State Telecommunications section of the 
State Information Processing Services to monitor implementation of act and to report to the Information Resources 
Management Comm'n and make recommendations to the General Assembly. 


S 371. INTERNATIONAL COMM. CONCILIATION. Intro. 3/11/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Rewrites new GS 1-567.77(b) to provide that person who serves as conciliator 
has same immunity as judges from civil liability for his or her official conduct in any proceeding under this part. 


States that this “qualified immunity” does not apply to acts or omissions that occur concerning operation of motor 
vehicle. 


S 372. TIME LIMITS FOR FOREIGN SERVICE. Intro. 3/11/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Replaces substantive provisions of original bill with new provisions specifying that for 
service upon a defendant not in the United States, the first endorsement may be made at any time within two 
years after the issuance of the original summons, and subsequent endorsements may thereafter be made at least 
once every two years; or that an alias and pluries summons may be sued out at any time within two years after 
the issuance of the original summons, and after the issuance of such alias or pluries summons the chain of 
summonses may be “kept up” as in any other action if sued out within two years of the last preceding summons in 
the chain of summonses or within two years of the last prior endorsement. 


S 400. MENTAL HEALTH PARITY. Intro. 3/17/97. Senate amendments make the following changes to 2nd 
edition. Provides that provisions of GS 58-51-55(d) and (e), 58-67-75(d) and (e), and 58-65-90(d) and (e) 
concerning coverage of mental illness on equal basis with physical illness, and concerning use of case 
management program for mental illness benefits, apply only to group contracts covering five or more employees. 
Other provisions of these sections (which forbid discrimination against mental illness by refusing to deliver policy, 
charging higher premium, or reducing physical illness or injury coverage) apply only to group contracts covering 20 
or more employees. Also provides that GS 58-51-55(d) and (e) and 58-15-90(d) and (e) do not apply to policy or 


contract if insurer demonstrates to Comm’'r that compliance has increased cost of policy by at least 2% on annual 
basis. 
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S 455. IMPROVE HMO SERVICES. Intro. 3/24/97. Senate amendment makes the following changes to committee 
substitute for 1st edition. Provides that new GS 58-3-170.1 does not prevent a health benefit plan from prohibiting 
disclosure of financial trade secrets not affecting patient care. 


S 546. WAKE REAL PROPERTY DISCLOSURE. Intro. 3/27/97. Senate amendment makes the following changes 
_to 2nd edition. Makes bill applicable only to property located either partly or wholly in Wake County (original bill 


applied only to Raleigh and areas within city’s extraterritorial planning jurisdiction; 2°° edition made bill applicable 
statewide). 


S 564. AMEND FINANCIAL PRIVACY ACT. Intro. 4/1/97. Senate committee substitute makes clarifying change 
to ist edition. 


S 565. VARIABLE RATE LOANS. Intro. 4/1/97. Senate committee substitute makes clarifying or correcting 
changes to 1st edition. 


S 573. BALLOT ACCESS CHANGES. Intro. 4/1/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes to 
1st edition. (1) Deletes provisions in GS 163-96 (concerning petitions for forming new political parties) that now call 
for acknowledgment of signatures by petition signer or petition collector under oath before notary and now require 
payment to board of elections of five cents per signature verified. (2) Amends GS 163-98 to specify that a 
candidate for office as a nominee of a new political party must be affiliated with that party as a registered voter. (3) 
Amends GS 163-98 to require that the nominees of a new party must be identified to the State Board of Elections 
by the first day of August before the election in the new party’s first year (now, first day of July). 


S 577. INSURANCE PREMIUM FINANCING. Intro. 4/1/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Amends GS 58-35-85(2) to require insurance premium finance company to send the 
insured a notice of cancellation by personal delivery, first-class mail, electronic mail, electronic transmission or 
facsimile transmission (now, by mail only). If insurance company requests a copy of the power of attorney, it must 
do so by same means of communication. Makes additional technical changes. 


S 611. INSURANCE FRONTING. Intro. 4/1/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes to 1st 
edition. Deletes proposed GS 58-10-85(b) (regarding approval of delegation of underwriting or claim settlement 
authority to unauthorized reinsurer). Deletes proposed GS 58-10-10(a)(4) (authorizing civil penalty for violation). 
Deletes proposed GS 58-10-10(b) and (c). Makes many clarifying and stylistic changes throughout bill. 


S 613. INSURANCE COMPANY AUDITS AND EXAMS. Intro. 4/1/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Rewrites amendments to GS 58-2-131(k) to provide that the limit that may be 
charged to an insurer for the services of professionals (attorneys, appraisers, etc.) brought in by the Comm'r of 
Insurance during a regular examination is $50,000 (was, $100,000) but there is no limit on the amount when the 
professionals are brought in during an examination requested by an insurer and not initiated by the Commrr. 


S 616. LIMIT APPEALS TO SCHOOL BOARDS. Intro. 4/1/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Allows appeal of the following matters to board of education: (1) discipline of a student 
under GS 115C-391; (2) a claimed violation of federal law; (3) an action, inaction, or decision that is claimed to 
substantially interfere with a student's ability to receive an education; (4) any decision appealable under GS 115C- 
305; and (5) any other decision which by statute specifically provides for a right of appeal to the board. Also 
amends GS 115C-305 so that it now provides that school officials and school employees may appeal decisions of 
school personnel to the local board of education or to the superior court. 


S 636. PUBLIC HEALTH AUTHORITY ACT. Intro. 4/1/97. Senate amendment makes technical change to 1st 
edition as amended. 


S 663. ABSENTEE VOTING CHANGES. Intro. 4/2/97. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 
committee substitute for 1st edition. Amends GS 163-274(5a) to make it a class 2 misdemeanor for any person to 
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be a witness under GS 163-231(a) or 163-250(a) in any primary or election in which person is candidate for 
nomination or election, unless the voter is the candidate's near relative as defined in GS 163-230. 1(f) (italicized 
language added). 


S 725. EEOC DEFERRAL AGENCY/PROCEEDINGS. Intro. 4/7/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Revises new GS 7A-759(b1) to provide that filing of deferred charge automatically 
tolls time limit under GS 126-7.2, 126-35, 126-38, and 150B-23(f) and any other state law that sets time limit for 
filing contested case under Art. 3, GS Ch. 150B alleging unlawful employment practice. Time limits are tolled until 
completion of investigation and of any informal methods of resolution pursued under GS 7A-759(d). Adds new GS 
7A-759(c1) to provide that in investigating charges, employee of Civil Rights Div'n (Div’n) of Office of 
Administrative Hearings shall have access at reasonable times to state premises, records, and documents 
relevant to the charge and right to examine, photograph, and copy evidence. Challenge to Div'n’s authority to 
investigate deferred charge does not constitute grounds for denial or refusal to produce or allow access to 
investigative evidence. Adds new GS 7A-759(i) to provide that section shall be broadly construed to further 
general purposes stated in section and specific purposes of particular provisions involved. 


S 757. ADVANCE INSTR./MENTAL HEALTH. Intro. 4/8/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Defines “mental health treatment” to include process of providing for physical, emotional, 
psychological, and social needs of principal. Revises new GS 122C-73(e) to provide if, following execution of 
advance instruction for mental health treatment, court appoints guardian of person of principal, or general guardian 
with powers over person of principal, advance instruction remains in effect and is superior to powers and duties of 
guardian of person concerning mental health treatment covered under advance instruction. Revises new GS 
122C-74 to provide that when making advance instruction, principal must indicate whether advance instruction 
may be revoked only if principal is capable, or if it may be revoked at any time. If advance instruction indicates that 
it may be revoked at any time, then it continues in effect unless and until it is revoked by principal. If it indicates 
that it may be revoked only if principal is capable, then advance instruction that has not become operative expires 
at end of two years from date of execution, unless earlier revoked by capable principal. Authority of named 
attorney-in-fact and any alternative attorney-in-fact in advance instruction continues in effect as long as advance 
instruction appointing attorney-in-fact is in effect or until attorney-in-fact has withdrawn. Makes conforming 
changes to statutory forms provided in new GS 122C-77. 


S 777. INTEREST RATES/LOAN CEILINGS STUDY. Intro. 4/9/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Deletes provisions of original bill and replaces it with AN ACT AUTHORIZING 
THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY WHETHER TO ALLOW CONSUMER FINANCE 
LICENSEES TO ADJUST CERTAIN INTEREST RATES AND LOAN CEILINGS, AND OTHER ISSUES RELATED 
TO THE CONSUMER FINANCE INDUSTRY. As title indicates. Authorizes interim report to 1998 General 
Assembly and final report to 1999 General Assembly. 


S 799. DISCIPLINE DISCLOSURE ACT. Intro. 4/10/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes 
to 1st edition. (1) Revises new GS 132-1.5 to delete the statement that it is the public policy of the state to have 
open access to public employee records that pertain to the employee’s job performance and qualifications for the 
job. (2) Revises provision that makes certain pre-employment information from a personnel file a public record, 
limiting it to information that demonstrates qualifications, including educational degrees, previous employment 
experience, dates of previous employment and military service, and letters of recommendation (if the letter writer 
has not objected). (3) Revises provision that makes certain information regarding adverse personnel actions a 
public record, limiting it to records related to dismissal, demotion, or suspension. (4) Provides that information 
identifying a public employee who provides information confidentially to persons investigating whether to bring 
disciplinary action against another employee is not a public record (was, the name of reporting employee was not 
a public record). (5) Provides that once two dismissals, demotions, or suspensions have been imposed on a 
public employee within a three-year period, all records of that employee’s performance, including evaluations or 
appraisals, are public records (was, became a public records after one separation, suspension, demotion, 
reprimand, warning, or transfer). (6) Provides that any public employee acting in good faith to comply with the 
disclosure requirements of the act is not subject to liability. (7) Adds a provision that any public employee may 
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waive confidentiality of his or her personnel file by making a written request that the information be made public. 
(8) Amends GS 115C-325(b) (regarding teacher personnel files) to make it consistent with this act. 


S 825. CANDIDATE ACCOUNTABILITY. Intro. 4/14/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Deletes provisions of original bill and replaces it with AV ACT TO ESTABLISH A 
PROCEDURE FOR CANDIDATE DISCLOSURE WITH REGARD TO ADVERTISEMENTS. Adds new GS 163- 
278.38A to provide that, if candidate for elective office believes outcome of election would be affected by 
advertisement on radio, on television, or in print, that mentions the name of any candidate, that candidate (the 
requesting candidate) may send disclosure request to another candidate (the receiving candidate), and must notify 
State Board of Elections of request. Request form designed by State Board must indicate requesting candidate's 
name, describe advertisement, ask receiving candidate to indicate approval or disapproval of advertisement, and 
ask that receiving candidate send form immediately to State Board. If receiving candidate does not respond within 
10 days of request, State Board must prepare public record stating that receiving candidate did not respond. State 
Board must make public record of any disclosure request and of whether receiving candidate approves of 
advertisement, disapproves, refuses to approve or disapprove, or does not respond. At least 21 days before any 
primary or election, Board must notify news media of all receiving candidates who have been sent requests and 
their responses. Board must update that press release weekly during last three weeks before election. Effective 
Jan. 1, 1998. 


S 826. SCHOOL BOARD "QUICK TAKE”. Intro. 4/14/97. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 1st 


edition. Provides local school board may not initiate taking under GS 40A-42(a) unless approved by resolution of 
county comm'rs. 


S 851. LIMIT PROVISIONAL LICENSE. Intro. 4/15/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes 
to 1st edition. Amends GS 131D-2(b) (regarding failure of licensee to comply with the provisions of Art. 6 (Facility 
Licensure Act) of GS Ch. 131E and applicable rules) to provide that if there is a reasonable probability that the 
licensee can remedy the deficiency in a reasonable time and then remain in compliance, the full license may be 
changed to a provisional license. If there is not a reasonable probability that the licensee can remedy the 
deficiency in a reasonable time or thereafter stay in compliance, the license may be revoked. If the deficiency 
endangers the health, safety, or welfare of the patients, the license may be revoked. 


S 864. UPDATE AND REVISE TRADEMARK ACT. Intro. 4/15/97. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Provides that nonuse for three (was, two) consecutive years is prima facie evidence of 
abandonment. Restores provision requiring Secretary of State to notify registrants of the necessity of renewal 
within one year before the expiration of the registration. 


S 866. PRESCRIPTION DRUGS/COMPETITION. Intro. 4/15/97. Senate amendment makes the following changes 
to committee substitute to 1* edition. Deletes proposed GS 58-51-37A(i) (concerning promoting or recommending 
one pharmacy over another pharmacy). Amends new GS 58-51-37A(j) to provide that (1) health benefit plan, 
insurer, or third party administrator may not express opinion or judgment about what pharmacy’s charge or price 
should be or what beneficiary’s co-payment difference should be; and (2) nothing in section prevents health 
benefit plan or insurer from notifying its enrollees or participants which pharmacies have agreed to fill prescriptions 
without any additional charges. Deletes proposed GS 58-51-37A(I)(4) (civil cause of action for damages or 
injunctive relief). Amends new GS 58-51-37A(q) to provide that before filing prescription, pharmacist must inform 
beneficiary of price difference. 


S 869. TRANSFER TECHNOLOGY FUNCTIONS. Intro. 4/15/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to committee substitute for 1st edition. Amends GS 143B-472.44 to allow Dep't of Commerce to 
furnish local governments the same access to State Information Processing Services (SIPS) information resource 
centers and services as section authorizes for state agencies, and on same cost basis. Makes technical 
correction. 


S 872. YOUTH WORKERS AT ABC PERMITTEES. Intro. 4/15/97. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes to committee substitute for 1st edition. Specifies that workers under age 16 may work only in jobs that will 
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not require them to be present in a room where alcoholic beverages are consumed. If the youth possesses or 
consumes an alcoholic beverage on the premises, the employer is subject to penalty under GS 95-25.23 (civil 
penalty). 


S 905. SESSION LENGTH LIMITS. Intro. 4/16/97. Senate committee substitute as amended makes the following 
changes to ‘st edition. Original bill amended section 14(1) of Art. Il of the NC Constitution to provide that the 
President Pro Tem. of the Senate, after becoming President of the Senate, remains President of the Senate until a 
new Lt. Governor qualifies or the President Pro Tem.’s term as a Senator ends, whichever comes first. Committee 
substitute provides that he or she remains acting President of the Senate until a new Lt. Governor qualifies or until 
he or she ceases to be President Pro Tem., whichever comes first. 


S 924. CRIMINAL RECORDS CHECKS/DHR. Intro. 4/17/97. Senate committee substitute as amended makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Adds a provision specifying that the submission of a criminal history records 
check request may not be made on the basis of a person’s age, sex, race, color, national origin, religion, creed, 
political affiliation, or handicapping condition. Revises definition of “covered person” in new GS 114-19.6 to mean 
(1) applicant for employment or current employee in position in Dep't of Human Resources who provides direct 
care for client, patient, student, or ward of DHR; or (2) person who supervises such employees providing direct 
care. Requires that DHR use funds available to cover costs of implementing bill. 


S 943. MEDICAID FALSE CLAIMS ACT. Intro. 4/17/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to ‘1st edition. (1) Recodifies bill’s substantive provisions as new Part 7 of GS Ch. 108A (Medical 
Assistance Provider False Claims Act). (2) Changes “restitution” to “damages” and makes corresponding stylistic 
changes. (3) Adds a provision specifying that double or treble damages may not be imposed if double or treble 
damages have already been imposed for the same claims under the Federal False Claims Act or the Federal Civil 
Monetary Penalty Law. (4) Deletes from the bill’s list of violations (a) presenting a claim for services furnished by 
a person not authorized to furnish that service, (b) presenting a claim for services during a period in which the 
provider was excluded from Medicaid participation by the U.S. Sec’y of Health and Human Services, and (c) 
knowingly accepting a person as a patient under Medicaid and knowingly billing the patient for services except as 
allowed by administrative rule. (5) Adds provision stating that the act is to be interpreted to be consistent and 
harmonize with the Federal False Claims Act, as far as possible. 


S 973. HEALTH PLAN INFORMATION. Intro. 4/21/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes 
to 1st edition. Recodifies provisions of original bill, which applied only to health maintenance organizations 
(HMOs), into new GS 58-3-190 and makes provisions applicable to health benefit plans. Defines “health benefit 
plan” as accident and health insurance policies or certificates; hospital, medical, or dental service corporation 
contracts; HMO subscriber contracts; plans provided by MEWA or plans provided by other benefit arrangements, 
including contracts between hospitals and physician groups and employers for delivery of health care services to 
employees of employer, to extent permitted by ERISA. In provision requiring health benefit plan to file with Comm’r 
of Insurance the number of provider contacts that were terminated in preceding year and reasons for termination, 
including number of providers leaving plan and number of new providers, states that disclosure of identifying 
information about provider is not required, and no civil liability arises from compliance with law. Rewrites provision 
about providing information about drug formulary to specify that it includes plan’s restrictive formularies or prior 
approval requirements for obtaining prescription drugs, whether particular drug or therapeutic class of drugs is 
excluded from its formulary, and circumstances under which nonformulary drug may be covered. 


S 993. MEDICAL SERVICE CORP. CHARTERS. Intro. 4/21/97. Senate amendment makes the following changes 
to committee substitute for 1st edition. Provides that Comm’r of Insurance, dfter consultation with Joint Legislative 


Comm'n on Gov't Operations, may adopt rules specified in bill (was, must adopt rules and did not require 
consultation with Comm'n). 


S 997. IGNORE EMERGENCY WARNING. Intro. 4/21/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 


changes to 1st edition. Deletes provision making it a class 2 misdemeanor to ignore emergency warning. Retains 
provision imposing civil penalty. 
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S 1015. WELFARE REFORM ACT OF 1997-2. Intro. 4/21/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Revises new GS 108A-27.3 to require Dep't of Human Resources (DHR) to establish 
goals for Work First Program in consultation with county dep’t of social services and board of comm'rs; and to 
make monthly progress reports to county dep't and comm’rs. Revises GS 108A-27.4 to require county comm'rs 
to appoint committee to identify needs of population to be served and to assist in developing county block grant 
plan. Revises GS 108A-27.5 to require State Plan for Work First Program to include provisions to ensure (1) that 
no program recipient may be employed or assigned when any regular employee is on layoff from the same job, 
when employer fires or limits work time of regular employee to hire program recipient, or when employer otherwise 
displaces currently employed workers to employ program recipient; and (2) that program participants have same 
rights as regular employees regarding health and safety standards and nondiscrimination laws. Provides that the 
requirement that DHR submit State Work First Plan to General Assembly for approval does not apply to fiscal year 
1997-98, but that by May 1, 1997, DHR must submit draft of plan to Fiscal Research Div'n, and Div’n must submit 
draft plan to House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources for subsequent approval by 
General Assembly. If General Assembly fails to act on draft, draft becomes State Plan for 1997-98. Revises GS 
108A-27.7 to allow persons convicted of class H or | felony drug offenses to participate in Work First Program and 
food stamp program six months after release from custody (or, if not in custody, six months after conviction) if 
person successfully completes drug treatment program and commits no more drug felonies during that period. 
Rewrites amendment to GS 108A-39.1 to provide that time limits and work requirements do not apply to families 
based on receipt of Work First Emergency Assistance Cash benefits, and that such families are not counted as 
part of federal work requirements quotient. 


S 1023. FAMILY FOSTER HOME STANDARDS. Intro. 4/21/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Deletes provisions of original bill and replaces it with AN ACT TO AMEND THE POWERS 
AND DUTIES OF THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT TO ACT 
ON REQUESTS FOR WAIVERS TO COMMISSION OF HEALTH SERVICES RULES AND TO REPORT TO THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY ON PROGRESS AND RECOMMENDATIONS TO IMPROVE THE PROCESS FOR THE 
GRANTING OR DENIAL OF APPLICATIONS FOR LICENSURE AND WAIVERS. Amends GS 131D-10.6 to 
require DHR to grant or deny a request for waiver of rules of Health Services Comm'n within 10 business days 
after request. Directs DHR to undertake a study of existing procedures for granting or denying an application for 
licensure or request of Comm'n rules and to report to General Assembly by May 1, 1998 regarding its efforts to 
make the process more efficient and less time-consuming. Study must include the development of a procedure 
that will ensure that the local guardian ad litem program is notified by the county dep’t of social services of a 
request for a waiver if a guardian has been appointed for any child who may be affected by the waiver. 


S 1027. AMEND VOLTAGE SAFETY ACT. Intro. 4/21/97. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 
committee substitute for 1st edition. Amends GS 95-229.6(4) (definition of “person responsible for the work to be 
done”) to clarify that if person is doing the work under contract with a governmental entity, the “person responsible’ 
is the governmental entity. Provides that act applies to contracts entered into after Oct. 1, 1997. 


S 1058. BOG STUDY. Intro. 4/21/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes to 1st edition. 
Deletes provisions of original bill and replaces it with AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE JOINT LEGISLATIVE 
EDUCATION OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE TO STUDY THE ISSUES RELATED TO THE STUDENT MEMBER OF 
THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA AND SPOUSAL CONFLICTS OF 
INTEREST. As title indicates. Committee must report any recommendations to General Assembly before 1998 
session. 


S 1059. DEALER/TRANSPORTER PLATE CHANGES. Intro. 4/21/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to ‘1st edition. Changes title to AN ACT TO ENSURE THAT DEALER PLATES ARE USED 
ONLY ON VEHICLES DRIVEN FOR A BUSINESS PURPOSE OF THE DEALERSHIP AND TO LIMIT THE 
NUMBER OF TRANSPORTER PLATES THAT MAY BE ISSUED TO A DEALER. Amends GS 20-79.2 to limit 
number of transporter plates issued to dealer to number of dealer plates that can be issued under GS 20-79(b). 
Provides that transporter plate issued to dealer is issued on fiscal year basis (now, calendar year), except that 
plate issued for 1997 calendar year expires June 30, 1998.

H 302. WILDLIFE/RABIES EMERGENCY. Intro. 2/24/97. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Deletes provisions of original bill. Adds new GS 113-291.2(a1) to establish procedure to 
authorize taking of wildlife where outbreak of rabies has occurred. Local health director, in whose county or district 
rabies is found in any wild animal except a bat, may petition Wildlife Resources Comm'n for suspension or 
liberalization of restrictions on taking foxes, raccoons, skunks, or bobcats in that county or district. State Health 
Director may investigate and may concur in petition only if he or she finds that rabies emergency exists. If State 
Health Director concurs, Wildlife Resources Comm'n Director must develop plan to reduce threat of rabies 
exposure to humans and domestic animals by foxes, raccoons, skunks, or bobcats in affected area. Plan must be 
based on best veterinary techniques available, and may involve a suspension or liberalization of restrictions on 
taking foxes, raccoons, skunks, or bobcats, but no use of poisons may be permitted. If Director decides on plan of 
suspension or liberalization of restrictions on taking foxes, raccoons, skunks, or bobcats, he or she must issue 
temporary rule, which expires when State Health Director determines that the rabies emergency no longer exists. 


H 316. CHANGE SPA EXEMPTION PROCESS. Intro. 2/25/97. House committee substitute makes the following 
change to 1st edition. Deletes provisions of original bill and replaces it with AN ACT RELATING TO THE 
EXEMPTION OF STATE EMPLOYEES FROM COVERAGE UNDER CERTAIN PROVISIONS OF THE STATE 
PERSONNEL ACT. Amends 126-5(b), to redefine “policymaking position” as position with authority to develop, 
modify, administer, or impose a final decision that either affects the level or nature of services of a governmental 
service or that must be followed by an entire dep’t, agency, institution, or div’n. Effective Jan. 1, 1998. 


H 344. MOTOR VEHICLE OCCUPANT RESTRAINTS. Intro. 2/26/97. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 2nd edition. Adds a provision requiring that passenger under five years of age and less than 
60 pounds in weight must be transported in a car safety seat secured in the rear seat of the vehicle if the vehicle 
has a rear seat that will accommodate a car safety seat. 


H 357. GENERAL ANIMAL WASTE PERMITS. Intro. 2/27/97. House committee substitute makes the following 


changes to 1st edition. Provides that general permits for animal operations may not require that streams be fenced 
to prevent grazing cattle from accessing drinking water.

H 460. ABOLISH AQUARIUMS COMMISSION. Intro. 3/10/97. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Amends GS 143B-289.19 to create in Dep't of Environment, Health, and Natural 
Resources a division to be known as NC Aquariums. Authorizes new div’n to exercise powers and duties under 
GS 143B-289.20. Repeals GS 120-123(59). 


H 470. MEDICAL INVESTIGATORS. Intro. 3/10/97. House amendment makes the following changes to ‘st 
edition. Deletes provision repealing GS Ch. 152. Makes bill effective when it becomes law. 


H 476. VITAL RECORDS ACCESS. Intro. 3/10/97. House committee substitute makes the following changes to 
2nd edition. Provides that the individual-specific birth records are to be “managed” (was, “stored or disclosed”) in 
accordance with official disposition instructions prepared by the Dep't of Cultural Resources. 


H 536. ABORTION/RIGHT TO KNOW. Intro. 3/18/97. House amendments make the following changes to 2nd 
edition. Adds certified health educator to definition of “qualified person” (qualified to inform pregnant woman about 
abortion). Revises GS 90-21.39 to make it unlawful to coerce a woman to undergo or not to undergo abortion; to 
include in medical risks associated with carrying fetus to term (about which pregnant woman must be informed for 
valid consent to abortion) the risks of high blood pressure, worsening or onset of diabetes, hemorrhage, infection, 
possible abdominal surgery, “and 10 times the risk of death compared to abortion”; and to require that pregnant 
woman be informed that Medicaid covers cost of abortion for eligible women if the pregnancy was the result of 
rape or incest or if the abortion is necessary to save the life of the mother. 


H 564. SUPERVISING DENTAL HYGIENISTS. Intro. 3/20/97. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition.

LICENSED DENTIST, TO ALLOW DENTISTS TO EMPLOY MORE THAN TWO DENTAL HYGIENISTS AT ONE

provide that when supervising dentist must be absent from dental office for not more than two hours in any day, he 
or she may assign to licensed dental hygienist legally delegable duties to be performed in dentist's absence, if 
both hygienist and patient consent.

FROM STATE AND LOCAL SALES TAX. Amends GS 105-164.13 to exempt from state sales tax the sale of 
tangible personal property that was purchased by city or county for its use. Adds new GS 105-164.29A providing 
that to be eligible for this sales tax exemption, local government must register with Dep't of Revenue using form 
required by Sec’y. Adds new GS 159-28(d1) to require local government's finance officer to perform the 
registration. Amends GS 105-275.2(a2), regarding reimbursement for repeal of tax on intangible property, to 
require Sec’y of Revenue to allocate $92,431,927 (now, $95,331,927) among counties. Effective July 1, 1997.

H 1188. SCHOOL DISTRICT SALES TAX REFUNDS-2. TO ALLOW LOCAL BOARDS OF EDUCATION TO

(applies to school bonds approved by county voters on or after Nov. 1, 1995). Applies to taxes paid on or after

H 1189. FOOD TAX DOWN/ALCOHOL TAX UP. TO INCREASE TAXES ON BEER AND WINE, TO 
DISTRIBUTE THE RESULTING REVENUES TO LOCAL GOVERNMENTS FOR SUBSTANCE ABUSE 
TREATMENT, MEDICAID COSTS, INFRASTRUCTURE, AND EDUCATION, AND TO REDUCE THE FOOD TAX 
BY ONE CENT. Amends GS 105-113.80 (1) to increase the excise tax on beer from $0.48387 per gallon on beer 
in barrels of at least 7% gallons to $1.60645 per gallon and from $0.53376 per gallon on beer in smaller barrels to 
$1.77208 per gallon; (2) to increase the tax on unfortified wine from 21 cents per liter to 42 cents and on fortified 
wine from 24 cents per liter to 48 cents. Amends GS 105-113.82 to revise the distribution of net beer and wine 
excise taxes as follows: (1) now, 23.75% of the beer tax is distributed to counties and cities where sale is 
authorized for general government use; under the bill 7.4% would be distributed for general government use and 
35.86% would distributed for expenditure only for treatment of alcohol or substance abuse (or research), medicaid 
costs, infrastructure, or education; (2) now, 62% of the unfortified wine tax is distributed for general use; under 
the bill, 31% would be so distributed and 25% would be distributed for use restricted as above; (3) now, 22% of 
the fortified wine tax is distributed for general use; under the bill, 11% would be so distributed and 25% would be 
distributed for restricted use. Amends GS 105-164.4(a)(5) to reduce from 3% to 2% the sales tax on food.

Committee will consist of 
the president of the NC Ass'n of Agricultural Fairs and four county agricultural fair managers appointed by the 
Comm'r of Agriculture, serving four-year terms, plus Comm’r (or designee as ex officio member). Committee will 
advise Comm'r in matters pertaining to the development and improvement of local agricultural fairs. Authorizes 
Comm'r to make grants to local agricultural fairs (1) to pay premium awards for competitive exhibits of agriculture, 
home economics, and livestock, (2) to help establish new facilities or improve existing facilities (requires matching 
funds from the local fair), and (3) (up to $1,000 per fair) to promote agricultural commodities. Specifies eligibility 
standards for fair sponsors to receive the grants. Amends GS 106-520 to remove the $100 limit on appropriations 
from counties and municipalities to agricultural fairs. Repeals GS 106-508 through 106-510 (regarding accounting 
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for certain agricultural fair monies). Appropriates $100,000 from General Fund to Dep't of Agriculture for 1997-98 
for grants to local fairs.

CAR RENTALS, TO USE THE PROCEEDS OF THE TAX TO COMPENSATE RENTAL CAR COMPANIES FOR 
THE AMOUNT OF VEHICLE REGISTRATION FEES AND PROPERTY TAXES PAID ON THEIR RENTAL CARS, 
AND TO DISTRIBUTE ANY REMAINING PROCEEDS TO THE HIGHWAY FUND AND THE HIGHWAY TRUST 
FUND. Adds GS 105-187.5A to impose user surcharge on 30-day leases of motor vehicle and rentals of u-drive-it 
passenger vehicle holding no more than 15 passengers, if retailer elects to pay tax on gross receipts of the lease 
or rental under GS 105-187.5. Surcharge is 4% of retailer's gross receipts from the vehicle. Retailer who provides 
the vehicle must pay the surcharge and add it to the lease or rental price, so that it is passed on to person who 
leases or rents the vehicle. Retailer may retain from current user surcharge collections the amount of vehicle 
registration fees and property taxes paid by retailer on u-drive-it vehicles during the preceding fiscal year. When 
amount of user surcharge collected during a fiscal year exceeds the amount the retailer may retain, the retailer 
must pay the excess when remitting the alternate gross receipts tax under GS 105-187.5. These payments must 
be credited to the Highway Fund and Highway Trust Fund in accordance with percentages of gas tax revenue 
credited to those funds under GS 105-445. 

Amends GS 105-187.9 to require that alternate gross receipts tax under GS 105-187.5 on long-term leases or 
rentals must be credited to General Fund. This tax on short-term leases or rentals and the highway use tax must 
be credited to Highway Trust Fund. The user surcharge under proposed new GS 105-187.5A must be credited to 
the Highway Fund and the Highway Trust Fund.

Seven members will be appointed by Governor to represent fields specified in bill. Sec’y of Environment, Health, 
and Natural Resources, Sec’y of Commerce, and Comm’ of Agriculture will each appoint one member (each 
Sec'y may appoint himself or herself). Members will serve two-year staggered terms. Requires Comm'n to (1) 
identify and prioritize significant sources of environmental pollution in state as whole as well as on regional basis; 
(2) consider combined and cumulative impacts of all activities and land uses over time; and (3) identify initiatives to 
achieve sustainable growth in NC. Specifies twelve activities and land uses to be studied, including waste 
systems, wastewater treatment facilities, stormwater systems, animal waste management systems, other 
agricultural activities and land use, and industrial activities and land use. Comm'n must submit final reports of 
findings and recommendations to General Assembly by Dec. 10 of each odd-numbered year and may submit 
interim reports by May 1 of each even-numbered year. Comm'n may contract for consultant services under GS 
120-32.02. Effective July 1, 1997, appropriates $100,000 for 1997-98 and $100,000 for 1998-99 from General 
Fund to General Assembly for Comm'n expenses.

(3) Directs the Dep’t to pay 
the tuition at an institution of higher education for any student who completes high school course requirements 
before completing 12th grade. The amount set aside for payment of tuition is the amount that would have been 
given to the local school administrative unit for the student if the student had completed the 12th grade. These 
funds may be used to pay tuition at any institution of higher education that the student may choose to attend for up 
to four years. (4) Directs that if a student has not completed all high school graduation course requirements but is 
advanced in certain subjects and enrolled in college or community college courses, the normal allotment to the 
school system will be apportioned based upon courses taken in the school system and the school system will be 
paid for the portion of the day the student attends classes in the public school. The balance of the funds will be 
available to pay university or community college tuition, to the extent that funds are available after payment to the 
school system. 

Appropriates from General Fund to the State Board of Education $4,687,212 for fiscal 1997-98 and 
$4,974,640 for fiscal 1998-99 to assist with costs of taking advanced placement exams, including the costs of the 


exams, materials and supplies for the exam, and the education of teachers who instruct and prepare students for 
the exam.

S 30. SPEEDING IN A WORK ZONE. Intro. 2/3/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes to 
1st edition. Provides penalty is in addition to any other nonspeeding offense, rather than any other offense, and 
that the penalty is $250, rather than $100. Changes effective date from Dec. 1, 1997, to Oct. 1, 1997. 


S 61. MUNICIPAL INCORP. STUDY. Intro. 2/6/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes to 
1st edition. Deletes provisions of original bill and replaces it with A YOJNT RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING A 
STUDY BY THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION OF THE PROCESS AND REQUIREMENTS FOR 
INCORPORATION OF NEW MUNICIPALITIES. As title indicates. Requires LRC to report to 1998 General 
Assembly. | 


S 564. AMEND FINANCIAL PRIVACY ACT. Intro. 4/1/97. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 
committee substitute for 1st edition. Requires that the government authority, when seeking disclosure of 
information from financial institutions, make its request in writing stating the reason for the request, and notify the 
customer of the request and the reason for it 


S 643. GREENSBORO COUNCIL DISCLOSURE. Intro. 4/2/97. Senate committee substitute deletes provision in 
1st edition requiring that any city council member convicted of violating this law forfeit his or her office. 


S 644. HIGH POINT COUNCIL DISCLOSURE. Intro. 4/2/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Deletes provision requiring a person who violates the act to forfeit the office held. 


S 645. GUILFORD SCHOOL BOARD DISCLOSURE. Intro. 4/2/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Deletes provision requiring a person who violates the act to forfeit the office held. 


S 740. GARNISHMENT TO SATISFY JUDGMENTS. Intro. 4/7/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Changes title to AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE GARNISHMENT OF WAGES AS 
AN ADDITIONAL MEANS OF SATISFYING JUDGMENTS IN CIVIL ACTIONS. Recodifies procedure as new GS 
1C-1501. Requires that garnishment order be served on the debtor and garnishee by certified mail or other 
method of service under Rule 4, and provides procedure for debtor to object to garnishment. Places cap of $5 on 


fee that may be retained by garnishee. Deletes proposed amendment to GS 58-7-121 regarding assignment by a 
collection agency. 


S 791. OSHA WITNESS STATEMENTS. Intro. 4/10/97. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 1st 
edition. Rewrites amendment to GS 95-136(e1) to permit Review Board or court, upon motion of respondent and 
determination by Comm’r that witness will be called to testify at hearing, to order production of witness statement 
at least five days before hearing (was, after witness testifies on direct examination at hearing). 


S 799. DISCIPLINE DISCLOSURE ACT. Intro. 4/10/97. Senate amendments make the following changes to 2nd 
edition. Provides that information contained in an employee's personnel record (was, information in an application 
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for employment) that shows the employee's qualifications is a public record. Provides that records related to a 
serious disciplinary offense become public only after the disciplinary determination is final and all rights to an 
administrative appeal have been exhausted or waived. Provides that for purposes of the statute, a public employer 
is any governmental entity employing a public employee. Letters of recommendation in an employee’s file that 
were written on or after Jan. 1, 1998 are a public record unless the writer states that the letter is confidential. 
Highest military rank attained is a public record. Makes additional technical and conforming amendments. 


S 819. DOWNTOWN DATABASE. Intro. 4/14/97. Senate amendment makes the following changes to ‘1st edition. 
Makes act applicable to all properties, urban and rural (was, downtown properties). 


S 825. CANDIDATE ACCOUNTABILITY. Intro. 4/4/97. Senate amendment makes technical changes to 
committee substitute for 1st edition. 


S 844. STRENGTHEN OPEN GOVERNMENT. Intro. 4/15/97. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 
2nd edition. Deletes provision requiring that positions taken by public officials during discussion in closed session 
be recorded. Rewrites provision prohibiting consideration of economic incentives without a vote in an open session 
as follows: “A public body shall not vote to offer economic incentives in a closed session. Nothing in this section 
shail be construed to prohibit negotiations in any way with a prospective industry or business.” 


S 851. LIMIT PROVISIONAL LICENSE. Intro. 4/15/97. Senate amendments make the following changes to 
committee substitute for 1st edition. Amendment #1 changes title to AN ACT REGARDING ADULT CARE HOME 
LICENSES. Amendment #2 deletes proposed amendment of GS 131D-2(b)(1) that would have prohibited facilities 
from operating under a provisional license for more than 180 days in a calendar year, and which would have 
required DHR to initiate revocation proceedings against a facility violating that condition. 


S 860. STUDY PRISON ENTERPRISES. Intro. 4/15/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st.edition. Replaces blank bill with AN ACT TO DIRECT THE JOINT LEGISLATIVE CORRECTIONS 
OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE TO STUDY THE CORRECTIONS ENTERPRISES SIGN SHOP. As title indicates. 
Committee must file final report with 1999 General Assembly. 


S 885. NOTICE OF EXECUTION. Intro. 4/15/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes to 1st 
edition. Deletes proposed amendments that would change the method of executing those sentenced to the death 
penalty. Deletes provision that would allow superior court judge to set execution dates under circumstances other 
than those specified in GS 15-194(a) and provision that would allow a superior court judge to set a time limitation 
for the filing of postconviction motions for appropriate relief. Deletes proposed amendments to GS 15-194(a) that 
would change events that trigger the setting of an execution date. Makes other conforming changes. Retains only 
proposed amendment to GS 15-194 providing that notification to warden of an event requiring that an execution 
date be set must be written and must be from the Attorney General or the district attorney who prosecuted the 
case. 


S 936. VET EMPLOYMENT ASSISTANCE PRIORITY. Intro. 4/17/97. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Adds provision specifically listing the governmental bodies to which act applies (including 
all state and local gov’t bodies that receive federal job training funds or training funds appropriated by the General 
Assembly, and that provide employment and job training assistance programs and services). Makes other 
clarifying and conforming changes. 


S 973. HMO INFO. Intro. 4/21/97. Senate amendment makes the following changes to committee substitute for 1st 
edition. Removes from definition of “health benefit plan” contracts between hospitals and physician groups and 
employers for the delivery of health care services to employees of the employer. 


S 1015. WELFARE REFORM ACT OF 1997-2. Intro. 4/21/97. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 
2nd edition. (1) Provides that time limits and work requirements do not apply to families due to the receipt of Work 
First Emergency Assistance cash benefits, and those families are not counted as part of the federal work 
requirements quotient, except to the extent required by federal law, rule, or regulation. (2) Rewrites the

procedures for approval of the State Work First Plan to require Dep’t of Human Resources to prepare plan and 
submit it to the Governor, and, after approval of Governor, to submit plan to General Assembly for approval. After 
General Assembly approves plan, DHR must submit the plan to the appropriate federal officials. (3) Deletes 
provision making individuals convicted of class H substance abuse felony offenses eligible to participate in the 
Work First Program and Food Stamp Program. (4) Adds a new provision requiring DHR to report to the Joint 
Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations and to the Fiscal Research Div'n by April 20 of each year on the DHR's 
use of funds transferred from federal TANF funds to state dep’ts or divisions for purposes of child care 
development, reducing out-of-wedlock births, and substance abuse treatment. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 303. BAN PARTIAL-BIRTH ABORTIONS. Intro. 2/24/97. House amendment makes the following changes to 
2nd edition. Rewrites proposed GS 14-46.4 to provide that criminal penalties and civil remedies for violation of act 
do not apply if (1) the continuance of the pregnancy would endanger the life or gravely impair the physical health 
of the mother; and (2) in the medical opinion of the treating physician, the procedure is the safest medical 
procedure available to terminate the woman's pregnancy. 


H 357. GENERAL ANIMAL WASTE PERMITS. Intro. 2/27/97. House amendment makes the following changes to 
2nd edition. Deletes provision that would have prohibited Comm'n from requiring, as condition of general permit for 
certain animal operations, that waste storage structure be inspected more frequently than annually if structure is 
under control of owner or operator. 


H 511. EVOLUTION NOT TAUGHT AS FACT. Intro. 3/13/97. House amendment makes the following changes to 
2nd edition. Deletes proposed GS 115C-81.3, requiring the State Board of Education and local boards to ensure 
that students are not taught evolution as a fact. Retains provision requiring State Board to revise the science 
curriculum to reflect that evolution is taught as a scientific theory and not as a fact. 


H 564. SUPERVISING DENTAL HYGIENISTS. Intro. 3/20/97. House amendment makes clarifying change to 3rd 
edition. 


H 833. WILMINGTON CHARTER. Intro. 4/7/97. House amendment makes technical change to 1st edition. 


H 995. AMEND TRESPASS/SURVEYORS. Intro. 4/17/97. House amendment makes the following changes to 
committee substitute for 1st edition. Rewrites proposed GS 89C-29 to authorize surveyor to enter land for the 
purpose of surveying the land of an adjoining property owner.
